Q. During your tenure of office in G’ujranwala did 
you find the people law-abiding or disloyal ? 

A. I was not stationed at (Jujranwala. 1 wa.H at 
(Sharakpur, 20 or 25 miles away ; but as far a.s 1 know 
about the people of CJujranwala nothing against them 
was reported to me. 

Q. Do you }\old the same opinion about the fciharakpur 
peO])le ? 

A. Exactly the same. 

Q. Was there any anti-Eovernmenfc feeling befor(! 
April 1919 brought to your notice ? 

A. I never hoard of anything against (Government 
but there were many meetings in favour of (Government. 

Q. Was that wlien the war broke out ? 

A- Since my arrival in 1917 up to the end of 1918 
these meetings were held. 

Q. Meetings by the public to assist Government in 
recruiting and in War Loan ? 

A. Some were concerned with recruitment and some 
with the War Loan and sojue witli the' War League. 

Q. Aud so far as J i'cruiting was conee'rned CujraiiMala 
made a very good re'sponse 't 

A. You mean (.'ujianwala proj)er or villages in the 
(Jujrunwala District ? 

Q. 1 mean the villages in tliat district. 

A. Agric\df.urist classes in the (iujranwala Disfricl 
})rovidc(l a gi t'at numbc'r of r<‘eruits. (Jujranwala itself 
did not do .anytliiug exiu'pt giving 8 or 9 recruits. 

Q. And were the events in April 1919 surprising to 
you V 

.1. We had no idea of these f lungs till the LM b. When 
theH(' things hai)pencd on the I 1th, we were absolutely 
surprised. 

Q. The meet ing that was held on the 14 t b. was mainly 
to oppose the llowlatt Bill ? 

A. Yes, [Sir. 

Q. Wluu was the news of the arrest of Mr. Gandhi 
received in (Jujranwala V 

A. As far as 1 remember the news rea(rh<‘d Gujraiiwala 
on the 12th or 19th. 

Q. In your view was that news tlie cause of what took 
place on the 14th ? 

A. This news had also its sliare in those incidents. 

Q. (3n the 14th the crowd before they came to the 
railway station they passed through the city ? 

A. 1 was not in the city and am not aware of that. 

Q. They must have passed through the city ? 

A . They have to j)a.ss through the city. 

Q. On their way to the railway station they did not 
destroy any })rojterty ? 

A. There is no other Govi'innumt Imildingor property 
on the way before the lailway station aud the Bost 
Olliee. 

But the Courts, Tahsil and other offices were burnt 
subsequently. W'bere err' they situated ? 

A. They have to pass the railway elation and the Post 
()fli<!e to reac'h kutchfri/. 

Q. They are outside th(5 city ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. At the railway station when Girdhari Lai, you 
say, attacked the 8uperintendent of Police, firing had 
to be resorted to ? 

A. There is a bridge called KachcM bridge at a distance 
of about 200 or 250 paces from the railway station. 
There this Girdhari Lai caught ties Su])erintendent of 
Police by the throat; therefore he had to resort to 
firing. 

Q. What I want to know is was the railway btation 
attacked after thi.s firing and not before that ? 

A. It was after this firing incident took place there 
that the railway station was attacked, and in my opinion 
these things would not have happened had firing at the 
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railway .tation not taken place, and had Girdhari 
Lai not attacked the Buperintendent of J’olice there 
would have been no firing.

A. That was put on lire before even 1 or the 8uperin- 
teiidcnt of Police or any constable or any other person 
reachetl the bridge. 

Q. Then you cannot say tliat the destruction of 
property followed the firing by the iSupcrintcndent of 
Police ? 

A. The bridge near (Jurukul was put on fire and the 
train was stojipcd from moving in order to make tin' 
railway ptsiple or passengers in the train share in tin' 
/lar/al becau.se they were themselves in hartal. Win n 
the bridge wa.s put on fire then they let the train move 
onward. 

Q. In your view, was the bridge attacked for the 
pur}K).sesof making the railway ])eople join in the hartal 

.4. That is what I think. 

Q. Had the mob come to the railway station for tin' 
purposes of making the railway ]>eoj)le join in the hartal 

A. The ]»eople who stopped the train were those 
who were proceeding towards Amritsar for the Baisakhi 
Fair. Several of t})em liad got into the train while 
others came out and said that as at Amritsar certain 
incidents had tak(‘n place it did not behove them to 
proceed to Amritsar for this fair. 

Q. Had they then come to prevent the pc'ople who 
were going by that train to Ann itsar "i 

A. The.se ]»cople \ (nt to the station to catch the 
train for Wazirabad. Wlnm they reached tlie station 
they heard from the passengers of that train that at 
Amritsar cerlain incidents had taken pla»'o. They said 
all this to the people who w«'rc: proceeding to Wa/ir- 
abad. 

Q. l^‘ 0 |»h' had gone to the station to go to Wazirabad ? 

A. Yea, the first |>art of tlie mob. 

Q. You mean to say that |)eopl(' who came to tlie 
Htation. had come for the })uri>oHes of ])roeeeding to 
Wazirabad by train ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. They heard from the j)asscngerH that events had 
hapi)cned at Amritsar ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Upon that they made up their minds not to go to 
Wazirabad ? 

A. Yes. 

Having made up tln ir mind.s not to go, they stopped 
the train ? 

yl. Yes. 

Q. Then further peoj)le cann' from the town ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And then after that when they were' joined by 
the, further crowd, did they then proceed to attack the 
station ? 

A. Tlu'y were seen standing outside the railway 
feiu'ing and they were only crying and slioul ing “ JJal 
hai llowlatt bill.” The .Su}»erintendcnt of Police 
jHceedetl nu' and then thos(‘ people tried to assault in 
our absence but the}^ were dispersed. We did not re.sort 
to firing because tlu re wert; many boys Ihere. 

Q. Till the 8uperintejidcnt of Police arrived they had 
not begun to attac'k the; station ? 

A. The bridge had already been burnt. Wlum we 
went there they only used bad language and were onlv 
crying. 

<i>. Then you asked them to disperse ? 

A. 1 proceeded to the city. 

Q. What did you do when this crowd, which was at 
the railway ^tation, was threatening or crying ? 

A. I took about 300 or 4(K) people along with me 
from the railway station. After making the things 
known to them 1 told them to give in writing wdiutevcr 
complaint they had to make. 

Q. You talked with them and you took away with 
you 400 or 500 people ? 

A. After having talked with them I told them that 
if they had any complaint they should make it in writing,

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I also told them that if Giidhari Lai had not made an 
attack nf)On the Superintendent of Police then this 
firing would not have; taken place. 

Q. They were excited over tliis firing ? You tried 
to ])or8uade tlu'm to go away l>eeause it was owing to 
Girdhari Lai ? 

A. Yes, the same thing wan told. 

Q. And when you tried to jiursuade them like this, 
W(!re they pacified ? 

A. VV'e wcue talking with tluun and giving this as an 
argument that now everything liad haj)]>en('d. If they 
wereopiKised to the Powlatt Hill they must give it in 
writing and then we would sulnnit it to Government. 

1 w'as tliere for orn^ day. There were some other people 
with me, therefore I jtei suaded about 400 or r>00 people 
w'ho came along with me.

A. When we went tliere, we saw that the district 
courts, the honorary magistrates’ courts and the diik 
bungalow' Were all on tire. TIumc w'a.s no man to Ix' 
found there. 

Q. The mob was not there at all ? Where did they 
disa|>f)<-ar ? 

A. Some W'eiit to that side and some to this side. 

Q. When you (uime to the I’ost Olliee which was 
burning, there was a large crowd in front of it ?

Q. Wliat mea.sures did you lake then under tho.se 
cireunistaiiees to disperse them ?

Q. And you gave over ehiuge to Colonel O’Brien at 
about 4 r.M. on tlie 14th ? 

A. Yes. 


Q. Did you give to (dlonel O'Brien any list of respect¬ 
able persons as having taken f)art in those disturbances ? 

A. 1 was not familiar with Gujranwala before thi.s, 
because I had only come there for one day and my know- 
loflgo was limitetl. 

Q. Wiks any list given to Colonel O’Brien in your 
jiresence by anybody else ? 

A. No. 

Q. Neither wa.s a list given by your E.xtra Assistant. 
Commissioner or by any ]iolioe otliccr so far as your 
knowledge goes ? 

A. I have not heaid of any list being given, not to 
my knowltdge. 

Q. You loft in the evening of the Ibth ? 

A. I W'as ordered at about 1 by the Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner to proceed to Muridke and 1 proeoAMled towards 
Muridko on the morning of the 16th.

Q. You could not make out what they W('r(^ doing? 

A. f liave told you I eould not. make out. 

Q. You dropp<*d tavo lioinhs on t hem ? 

A, I think I dropped onl\ one. 

C. 'riien after that you lircci ir>0 roumls with a 
machine gun into the t<tun itself ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. That was ainuMl at no particular i rowd ? 

A. It was aimed a,t tlie wh<*le place. There was a 
crowd. 

Q. That i« true. Rut ns you thnnv on(' liomh at 2(K) 
jwople that had as.semhled. was it not sulficient ? 'J'heu 
I niidersUtid you liied alxml ir»0 rounds machine gun, 
were they not aimed at tlavni ? W'as a particular eon- 
gregatio?! fired at or the whole town itself? 

A. At people who were colhH'ling lound the station 
and w'ho wu're running away from the station when I 
started firing. Whmi tlu'v heard my firing the crowds 
were trying to get away. 

Q. You tirod the rounds into the town and not at any 
\>articular congregation ? 

A. Not at tlie town, but. at the peoj)le who were in the 
streets and were tryiivg to rvin away.

A. No, they should not he in the streets.

Q. The words there are “ 1 fired about ir»d roundi 
machine gun, into the native city', causing casual titles.’ 
Y'^ou say “ coming back to Gujranwala 1 noticed a parti 
of about 2fK) natives in a field near a hirge rod buildin/ 

on the north-west outskirts of towm ”.“I fired abou 

IfiO rounds machine gun inUi the native city.” 

After dropping one bomb you dropped two mor 
bombs on the crowd of people who were moving inti 
the city ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. You dealt with that crowd which was rimuin' 
away from the station into the city ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. In addition to that you say in your report “ 
fired about 150 rounds machine gun info fiie nativi 
city” ? 

A. You must understand that it was no good m> 
firing at the houses in tlie native city, 

Q. At first you fired one bomb and then yon dropped 
two bombs which you fired at particular (;rowds, then 
in the third jilace you liri;(J about ITK) r( und.s info thr 
native city ? 

A. Yes'. 

Q. On the 15th did you go with the aeroiilane ? 
yl. No, I did not go to (atijranw^ala. 

Jtf/ Major General Sir (h'orqe Bartow - 
Q How many bombs did }’Ou drop ? 

A. Only eight, 

Q. How many failed to (‘Xjilode ? 

A. 1 did not see. Four, 1 think, explodc'd. Two 
I saw did not exjilode. The othei's 1 did not see. 

Q. They were dud bombs ? 

A Yoi 

Q. What wa.s their weight ? 

A. 2011)8. 

Q. In your statement I see Dial yon did exaelly A^ b^ll 
you w'cre ordered to do. Y'ou wcm'c ordmed tliat Du 
native city was not to be lioiubi'd ; that crow ds w eri 
to be bombed if in the open ; and tliat galherings ncai 
the local villages were f o lie dispersed if coming or goirn 
from Oujranwnla. 'J’hosc wine fiie oidcrs for you ? 

A. Y'es. 

Q. Well then you could not possibly tell whcDier Du 
peo|»le af. whom you threw the bombs were Die innocent 
people or the guilty people ? It was (juite impossibh 
for you to say ? 

A. Yos. 

Q. Y’'ou could <»nlv carry out your insti uclions ? 

A. YTis. 

Q. One bomb failed, but your objeel wa,s to disperse 
the people. I take it that, you hail fo carry out your 
orders. Y’ou had no occasion to fail in your duty ? 
A. Yes. 

By the BonbU Vandit Jagat Naragan — 

Q. It took you only 20 minutes to do all this firing. 
You mention from 15-20 to 15-40 in the report ? 

A. I don’t know' the exact time. 

Q, It is given in your first report of tlie 14th April 
that on your return you submitted Die bombing report ? 
.4. Yes. 

Q. I think your memory was then more fresh Dun 
it is now ? 

A, Yea. 

Q. It took you only 20 minutes to do all this ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. No orders w'ere given to you that the native city 
or the local villages should be bombed. 

A. No. 

Q. W'ith regard to the fact as to w hether the crowd 
was going from Gujranwala or ooming to Guiranwala. 
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you decided all that within those 20 minutes. You had 
to do it, I moan to say, practically in those 20 minutes ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. You mean the fact as to whether they w'ere going 
from Gujranwala or coming to Gujranwala ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And whatever may ])o the reason, the fact that 
the crowd was going from Gujranwala or coming to 
Gujranwala does not find place in your bombing report. 
Was it not necessary for you to mention this fact in 
your report ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Am I riglit in saying that that fact should have 
found j)lace in your bombing report ? 

A. 1 have not got my bombing report, here. 

Q. Will you kindly see it in General Ileynon’s report. 
'J'here may bo good reasons but 1 want to know wdiy 
tins fact is not mentioned in your bombing report ? 

A. It is not mentioned there. 

Q. And you Avere flying at a height of from 100 to 
700 foot over Gujranwala and neighbouring villages ? 

A. Tliat is right. 

Q. 'riion how many aeroplanes w'ero there besides 
yours ? 

A. 'riiere were two others. 

Q. And in one of them was Lieutenant Kirby ? 

/]. Licutetuint Kirby was flying in a maolune from 
T.ahorc to UisaJpur. Ho flew over Gujranwala on his 
way to Kisiil])ur. 

H(‘ also fired at the crowd ? 

A. \ <lo jiot know. 

Q. Had you ))een to Gujranwala before that date ? 

A. No, i had never been there. 

Q. Have you ever been there since ? 

A. 1 have down over Gujranwala several times since. 

Q. 1 take it then that, your object wa.s to disperse 
tlio crowd Y 


A. My' object was t(} stop the crowd from doing 
damage. 

Q. That crowd was doing no damage but you thought 
the crowd in the villages was going to do .so ? 

A. I stopped them from going to do any^ damage. 

Q. Therefore your object was to stop them from going 
to Gujninwala Y 

A. Ye.s. 

Q. When they w ere dispersed they w t)uld go to their 
ow n village ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And when that ol>ject was achieved, i.c., when you 
dispor.scd the crowal, instead of g<nng to Gujranwala they 
wont in.side the village. What was the need of machine- 
gunning them Y Tractieally you fired on all that were 
inside the village. Was there any need of machine- 
gunning them ? 

A. 1 have ansvrcrcd that (pu'stion before. 

Q. Then are you sure that, tluwc' was only one road 
which led from that village to Gujranwala and tliat they 
could not Juivo gone to any other ])lact( ? 

A. They could not Jiave gone anywhere else across the 
fields. 

Q. Where wen* the.se lields ? Wa.s there any well 
dctinerl road there Y 

A. Tliore was a well defined i’o:ul between llieso vil¬ 
lages and Gujranwala. JYt in nn'inory I can tell you 
that there were straiglil roads between those two Vil- 
lage.s and Gujranwala and tln^ ])ec»j»]e were on the road 
between tlio villages .!.nd GujriMivvala, outside the 
village. 

Q. And if a bomb ((xplodes williiu ten yards of a 
crowd of 200 persons, ordiuaiily bow many casualties 
would it cause Y 

A. It miglit, not cause any at all.

Q. Did you receive inslructioii.s on the morning of 
the 15tli April last to make an aerujilauo recoiiuais.sanco 
in the region of Gujranwala Y 

A. My ord(!rs were to mako a route reconnai.ssauco 
over the railway betweisn Lahore and Gujranwala and 
to ascertain if the railway had boon destroyed or the 
route cut in any w'ay and also to mako a reconuai.ssancc 
of Giijranwala and report on the general situation and 
take olfensivo action on any large gatliering of people. 

Q. Who had given you those instructions Y 

A. I had received tlicm in the usual way from the 
Adjutant. 

Q. And then I gather from the War Diary* of the 
Kith (ludian) Division, last entry (P. 4), that you must 
have received the instructions at about 8-15, if these 
instructions referred to you ? 

A. My reconnaissauco started at 7-50. 

Q. Then you must have received your instructions 
earlier V 

A. Yes. 

Q. Then I see you arrived in Gujranwala at 8-30 ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. You state there you found the main lino railway 
culvert about 300 yards south of the main station partly 
demolished but under repair ? 

A. As far as I could ascertain the railway w'as dis¬ 
tinctly broken and the culvert was blown in but 1 could 
not say how it was destroyed. Certainly there was a 
party of about ton or a dozen men tliere who were to all 
intents and purposes repairing the culvert. 

Q. Is the oulvert the same thing as the bridge ? 

A. The culvert is the bridge itself and on this side of 
Gujranwala. 

Q. There are bridges on both sides of Gujranwala and 
then there is the Gurukul bridge ? 

* 2fot leproduoed. 


A. This was aliHle eulvLii, over a nala about ten 
feet wide. 

Q. You r(der lo t he bridge. Jt is a eiilv(;r(. over w’hicli 
the railw'uy i.s carried ov('r tin? sleepers. 1 ru»w under¬ 
stand tliat. It was slill bmniiig Y 

A. There wa.s no suggestion of sciffiiig lire fo it, as 
fur as 1 coxild see. 

Q. Y'ou go on to say that, no other damage to tlio 
railway permanent way w;i..s not iced betw een Lahore 
and tliree miles north of Gujranwala. 

A. That i.s riglit. On the otlu r side of (lujranwala 
there is a large bridge. 

Q. That bridge is tlu; Kaeliclii bridge Y 

A. 1 took my ri^conuaisaanee as far as tliat bridge. 

Q. “ Much rolling stock in station but no activity. 
Tw'o trucks of goods train in station detached, one 
burning house on main road ojiposil.e station almost 
burnt out, still burning slightly. ’ Was that the Post 
Offico ? 

*4. Y^es. 

Q. “ No large congregations of [joojilo.” Did you after 
8-30 circle round Gujranwala Y 

A. (iuji'anwala and the country on all sides to a 
depth of 2 or 3 miles. 

Q. “;At 8-55 a gathering of about 20 noticed in field 
about 1 mile west of town, sculterod with J.,ewi8 Guu.” 
How many rounds did you lire Y 

A. One belt containing 148 rounds were fired. 

Q. Were any casualties caused Y 

/I. Whether it caused any casualties or not, I did not 
definitely aim my guu at the crowd. My instructicuis 
were to disperse the crowd. 

Q. At 9-.5 you report ‘‘ Truck still burning, strongly 
and deadstock on adjoining platform. Main station 
building dotnol’shed. Church and largo hou.se nsar 
demolished, but no fire. iStation occupied by armed 
native police and a few British ranks. Wo; king parties 
busy on permanent way ” ? 
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A. Yea. 

Q. There waa an entry previuua to tliis. You report 
at H-hH “ Similar gathering outside house in Village 
I mile west of town ; on apjjroaefiing timm they entered 
house. One boinl) dropped which hit adjoining house 
and blew side in.” Was that the only bomb you 
dropped V 

A. Yes. tliat was tins only bomb. 

Q. In dropf)iiig tht; bomb you carried out Il»e instruc¬ 
tions YOU had rt'Ceived V 

A. Yes. 

Q. Von drojipeid lliat l)omb on tli(‘ crowd or at tin? 
house V 

A. Tliere was a crowd as given in my n;(>ort of H-.W 
hours. make a iv/ugli e.sl irnafa; if wc..s between .10 

and r)0 men and had made a semi-circle at the door 
of a house. One man was Htanding at tiie door wlio 
was otiviously addressing f lic crowd and when the bomb 
drop[)ed everybody went inside fhe house. 

Q. So far as you were able to ascertain that bomb 
caused no damag(! to any individual ? 

A. d'liat 1 could not say. Sir. 

(J. Then you left (iujranw;i.la about 0-110? 

A. At 0 ;{0, Sir. 

Hi/ Hip Hitiihh Mr. ,1 vnlirr Itankin -- 

Q. I lake it as vi^gards the si'Cond crowd, alien' they 
wont into the house, lo drop the honih was the only 
elfeclive way lo break up tlu' crowd ?

Q. Tlieii it was iio good liriiig a, maehim' gun ? 

A. No.

Q. 'This gathering I hii.l ,\ on saw of about 20 peo]»le 
in a field iieiu' (injrauwala., did >'ou ol)serv<' what were 
t.hey doing '! 

11 was certainly 
not 11 . normal agi ieull ur.al pa.i l \ of people. 

Q. I low tlid you coiii'liKh^ I ha t ? 

vl. I’ersonallv 1 have never .s(‘(‘ii any agibidtural 
party gaithered in this way in a lew yards. As far as 
1 could asecirtain from f lu^ aer(*)»laiie it was an ahnormal 
crowd. 

t,>. Was not March and Apiil tlie crop gatliering 8ea.sori 
in this part of the country ? 

J. '.riiat 1 eoidd not say. 


Q. These people were not on any road ? 

A. ITiey were in a field. 

Q. That field wa.s not abutting on any road at all ? 

A. My memory is not sufficiently reliable to say, 
but some of them may have been within 200 or 300 
yards of the road. 

Q. Were they armed with sticks ? 

A. No. 

Q. Or you could not observe anything ? 

A. No. 

Q. They might have been engaged ordinarily in gather¬ 
ing crops in those fields ? 

A. They were obviously an abnormal crowd. They 
had gathered together in a very small space indeed, 
'.riiey were doing no work, standing and talking to one 
another. 

Q. Do you think any people in a field, who wjoro 
talking to each other, were doing anything unlawful ? 

A. My ordens were to disperse any crowd and that 
gathering of 20 peoj)le was a crowd, and so I dispersed 
tiiem. 

Q. Then you say you saw a similar gathering outside 
a house in the village ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Tliey had assembled in front of a fiouse ? 

A. Y<vh. 

Q. ^'ou could not well observe what tliey were doing ? 

A. 1 eould well observe. 

Q. What were they doing fhon ? 

A. They were listening to the man who was speaking 
at the door of the liouse. I have alisolutely no doulit 
ns to what tlioy wtire doing. My idea was if was a 
meeting. 

Q. 3'he man who was ajieakiug W'as standing at the 
door of the house ? 

A. In front of llm liouse at the door stei), 

Q. And the other |)coplo were also on tiie steps ? 

A. On the road as.«:ernbled to listen. 

Q. 'J’lu'V migfit have gathiTcd there for any other 
})Ul•J>ost^ on a marriage tweasion or for a funeral pur- 
po.se ? 

A. Do tho.se eeremonies take place at 8-30 in the 
morning ? 

Q. Zamindars might have come to the jierson livin ( 
in that house for business ? 

/I. As 20 or ,30 people liad gathered oustide the house 
in my mind at tliat moment there was no doubt as to 
why they werci tliero or as to what they were doing.

.1. At that limej was deiuoiiilisi-d from f lu‘ Army 
and vva-^ hoping to move f(» (lojra in fhe lollowing 
week f<» tiiki^ up my work as a Missionary of the 
t!hurih Missionai v SociiUy fli<‘r«>. 

Q. Oil the evening of l''riilay, th(' lllh .April, tlid 
anything occur to you at the railway .station ? 

.1. Not on the t'voniug of I'Viday. 

(Jt. Oil holiday you went lo the railwiuy station? 

.1. 1 wi'iit to the raiivv'ay station to make arrange- 
numts for sending oil my fnruiture to Oojra. 

Q. What happened there? 

.1. Wlien 1 reached the station | latform, 1 noticed a 
small group of young men standing lalkiiig, and this of 
course was nothing nnusiml. Hut. as 1 went, on my 
turning the comer straiglit towards the station master's 
ofliee, they all turned and looked at me and one of them 
said something and made an action of throat cutting or 
of the slipping on of a no )se at which the others all 
laughed. It Avas a delilxirate action. 

Q. By his action was it ohvion.s to you that he either 
meant to cut your throat or nose ? 


,'l. One or the other wa.s certainly meant., 

Q. Was t he action deli Iterate ? 

.1. A vi'iy deliberate action. 

Q. Did you say anything to them ? 

.1. No, my Lord. 1 took a step or twm towards )um 
.-s if to ask him what he jrieant, hut 1 immediately 
efiangcHl my mind and eontinued my way straight to 
tin' station muster's oIVk e. 

(J. Had yrui to go to the station again on Saturday 
aUmt your furniture ? 

..b ATis, I hud again to go to the railway station to 
eomplole arrangements about my furniture on Saturday, 
the J2lh. 

Q. Tu w'hat condition did you find the railway staff ? 

A. I found them very rude. First of all they would 
not answer my question. There W’a.s a man speaking 
at the telephone and they tlid not gri^et me in the usual 
maimer on that day; I noticetl this particularly as 
during my six months’ retTuiting duty when I had much 
to do with them they w.’ere always on good terms with 
me and 1 always found them polite and obliging. I had 
to meet these people almost every day in connection 
with my sending recruits to the deixit and they were 
always ready to meet me cheerfully and used to chat 
with me A ery nicely, but on that morning I noticed 
a distinct change in them.

Q. Hod yon conversation with the poods clerks about 
sending ofT the children’s donkej^ to Gojra ? 

A. Yea, I went down to the goo<ls office which is 
further down the lino a little way. I was just merely 
asking a question, 1 meant to send away the donkey 
and I asked the price, as if it was heavy 1 would not 
make up my mind to find it worth while to send it. 
When tins talk was going on one of them said “ Sir, 1 
would not send the donkey by rail if I wore you.’’ 1 
aske<l him why. Ho replied it would be too hot. I did 
not |)ay any great attention to it at the moment and 
thouglit it w^as a joke about the donkey, b\it afterwards 
romombcretl the others laughed at the remark. 

Q. Later on the same day W'hat haj*pencd ? 

A. Having fixed up for bullock carts to convey this 
furniture to the station, I went again myself to see it 
loafled. I left the yard and went to the passenger 
platform, and Avas talking to some of the raihvay staff 
outside the parcel office when 1 just cliatted to one of 
them who said to me “ Sir, do you f lunk you AA'ill see 
your Linriture acrain ? ” I replied ," Yes. of course. 
Why do 3 ’ou ask ? ” He .said “ f)h fliere i.s going fo fte 
a A'^ery l)ig railway’ .strike.” I Avas beginning to Avoruh'r 
at wliat they said, but did nof. Avislt to appear alarmed 
before them so 1 said laughingly. “ Achrhhn, lismat" at 
Avhicli they all laughed. Tlicn J went home. 

Q. Later in the day did you see Dr. Charle.s of Giijran- 
wala */ 

A. Later in the day he came to me and he said that 
all sorts of tilings Avere hajijicning in the (ut;V. He eanu' 
to me and asked me as a missionary oft!e('r to ascertain 
Avhat arrangements Avould he made for tlie saft'ty of the 
Indian (.Ihrislian.s in tiu^ event of anything Imppening. 

Q. Did ho saj’ an.ything i>artieular as reganls tlie 
Indian Christians ? 

A. No, He took me to Mr. Heron, and Mr. Heron 
heard what, lie had to say, asked certain questions as to 
Avliether he had any definite information, and said ‘ 1 
advise you clI, if you do hear aiiA lhing further, to gather 
in tbe Tr(;asury.’ 

Q. On Sunday' morning, did Mi'. Heron call to se<' 
A'ou and adyise you as to tbe safety of your wife and 
children ? 

,1. On Sunday, Mr. Heron ca.Iled very early ; lie asked 
me to come out to the viTandah. 1 AAcnt .and there AV(' 
discussed the situation. Eventually he said he did not. 
A\ant, to hear Avhat. my A\'ife had got to say. 

Q. He strongly adA'ised you to make arrangement.s for 
going away ? 

A. Yes; I said, “these rnnionrs are going about.; 
fait T am going on Tuesday or Wednesday.” I AA'a.s 
thinking then that these rumours AAaa-e iihout the hartal 
Avhieli wa-s to lie on 'Tuesday. It is the eustom there 
for Ameri(‘an missiomiiies to luiA’e elas.S(>.s out in the 
open, and wo Avere all there ; Avhile av<- w('re talking the 
Salihatli school broke up. T eallcHl Hcv. Dr. Mae(k>nnelc<' 
and anotlier and they all eamo and sat on my veraiidab 
and my w'ifo also came, and w^c all diseussc^d tlio situa¬ 
tion. While Avo were discussing. Dr. C'harhvs p.assod on 
his bicyelo. Ho was going to the missionarie.s. Wo 
called i)r. Charles again and we continued tr> disemss 
the situation. The question arose whether it would bo 
ner'cssary for the ladies to go away. Dr, McConneleo 
said ‘ ladies won’t take my advice in the matter.’ 1 
went with Dr. McConnclee to his house and all the 
missionaries were then present. Tiio cu.stxun was for 
the missionaries to open their talk with a {>rayer. We 
had a jirayer first. At that time, the single laclies said : 
“ We cannot desert the Indian Christians.” One of them 
said she would rather die with them rather than have 
it said that she went away leaving them. 

Q. I think later they wore assured hy tlw Indian 
Christians they woAild bo safe if the European Christians 
loft ? 

A. I believe that was so. I should like to say hero 
that Colonel O’Brien ha.s rather misunderstood the 
situation as far as missionaries were concerned ; the 
missionaries hatl no definite information at all. Nolx)dy 
knew at that time whether it was merely a hcvrUd or 
VOL, V 


whether there wa.s the possilulitA’ of .something happening 
after the B'!i.<akhi fair at Eminalnul. Thai Avas the 
situation nt the time. 

Q. Anyhow% .after di.seussing the situation with Mr. 
Heron, did you resolve to leave ? 

A. Not. at that time. Mr. Heron came hack later on 
that daA', .somcAA'liere hetAA'een 1 aiul 2 o’< lock, and called 
me again and said : “ ]\fr. Codfrey. 1 have heard some¬ 
thing which compels nie to urire yon fo leave Ity the 
Bombax' mail to-night " and Ave serambh'd ahouf and 
got readA’. The ;iA'ah Avent aAvaA' and it sfnu'k me 
extraordinary at the time ; I liave eome to know of its 
significance only in tin* light of tlie subsequent events. 
Mr. Heron practically insi.slcd that I should taki> mv 
family aAA’ay by the Bombay mail. So we Inirried willi 
the packing. 1’heu I sent my servants after tongas.

Q. T think Avheii you left the .station you iufemh'd to 
return to (JujrariAA'ala tjie ru'Xf day ? 

A. It AA'as like this; 1 did not knoAV Avliether he was 
beginning to feel .someAvliaf nervous. Hr .said “ Mr. Coil- 
frey. Come back lo-morroAv. Due Avliile mail Avilh a 
rcA'olver Avould be verx useful.” 1 jiromiscd 1 A\onld 
come back. 

Q. Next morning, dio you endeavour to g( t llu're V

I went, 
across to the post office first. It was absolutely gutted ; 
there was nothing left of it. And I went as to the 
Church and from tliero into the town to interview- the 
Dejiuty Commissioner, and saw the damage done to 
the law courts.

4. 1 t hink the-] Avere very short of rolling st oi k at 
ib<' time. I bad the utinost flillimlty. My nu'n were 
all in lird elass earriagi's. Jt was with Hie niniost 
difficulty that I managed to get JIrd class earriiiges for 
tlurni, 

Q. The journey from Gujranwala to Lahore did not 
take very long, did it ? 

4. Tt is only about 40 miles and takes a little over 
nn hour usually. 

Q. 1 am told on Ibis weasion the journey took a gieat 
deal longer, can you say wb(‘Hi(>r this amis so or not. ? 

4. I cannot say. After they left (Lijrainvala T iK vr r 
heard anything more of them. 

Q. Then I think you ])iovidrd, as you said, a nrimher 
of British troop,s ; was that in eonneetion with the 
trains which took the prisoners ? 

4. No, Sir. The railway sorAuec from Giijranw-nla 
had started ami pa.s8cnp;or trains Avere passing through. 
One train, I remember, had a number of ladies on hoard 
and had absolutely no protection, so I supplied a guard 
for that train to go to Laliore. 

Q. And I think Mr. Langdon proceeded to Lahore' 
to get telegraphic stores and rations for the men of Hie 
detachment ? 

4. Yea, Sir. 

Q, Did you receive any communication early on the 
IGth as to Hie state oi the permanent way near Wazira¬ 
bad ? 
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A. I rocoivwl a srnt in l»y ninnnr from tho 

station mast^'T of one of the ru/ifionM on the Waziraharl 
side of the lino Hayine; (hr; wliole ]»ermanent way was 
af/Ia/.e. I immediately defaehetl fhe enj/ine and one 
tnifik from my frain and serif Mr. Sim« with fhe railway 
breakdown ^anj/; and a non eommi.-sioned oflieer and 
1<> rifles to find out what had heeri'i’otie. They reported 
late that evenirift that a didermined attempt hail been 
made to burn tliroijeh the sleepers and to wre< k a bridj^e 
on the line juat by a village railed Ni/amabail. 

Q. Can you tell me whether burning' the sleepers of 
a bridge is an easy operation ? 

A. It ifi not. 

Q. What is required ? 

A. They rnu.st have oil or petrol to .uf t them alight 
first.

Wlien we finished the repairs at 
Cujranwala IVlr. liiin(/don decided to supervise ;dl rejiairs 
and 1 proeeedisl to Wazirab.-id. 

<,f. What lime did y<ni arrive at Waziralaid ? 

A. ] left Ciijranwalu al about 1 o’clock and arrived 
there between 2 and half puMl, or jrerhaps a little bit 
later. 

Q. That was on fhe afternoon of the lOlh ? 

A. Yes. 

C- Were you informed by your repair ]»arfies as to the 
reception lliey f.'ot wlimi they were affecting/ their rejiairs 
from a passinj^ train ? 

A. Ihifore 1 left (Jujranwala, as the CoviTiiment 
Telej.traph men were out on the wiri'.s, 1 had to jiosi 
pickets to jirotect them in ea,':e they were rushed. A 
train came throuj^h from Tiahore and two of my num 
name back with oni' of the ; ub-inKjiectors of the ft'cle- 
fjjrajih Dejiartment- a,nd rcjiorlisl that they had beim 
jeered at and there were shouts of ''Ctnulhi hi jai " 
from this train as they jiasscd. 'I’hey located the carriage 
a.s the rear earria;.ui of the train. 1 sjioke to Mr. Laiijjdon 
and 1 decided to invest if'ule it, ho 1 di'lained the train 
at t he stat ion and it contaiiu'd a number of youny sejioys, 
and for jireeaution 1 took flumi from flu' train and 
detained tliem in Lahore jail. ] ri'ported th(> matter 
to tUilonel O’llrien, and 1 believe lu* investigated the 
ease a fmv days later. 

Q. Wi're lhe.se Hejioys wlio jeered at llu* jiarfy and 
whom you arrest<al armed ? 

.1. No. Sir, they weri' returnin'; from leave. 

Q. When you arrived at W'azirabad what damage 
di(i you find liad been done 7 

.1. First of all when we came to Wazirnbad (there 
is a village called Ni/amabad tiierc) where there was a 
break which extendi'd rou^'hly ovi'r a mile to a mile 
and-a-half. 

Q. Will you exjilain what the nature of the break wiiu 7 
A. I’raetieally all the wiri'S were down on the ground. 
The whole lot w ere cut a nd t hey were dow n on 1 he ground. 
At Wazirabad it was jiartieidarly bail, the jmles had 
been broken down there 

Q. I’hen how far did the break exteiul at Wazirabad 7 
A. At VV’azirabad if e.xtended altogether to about 
three miles. It crossed right over the river on the other 
side of Wazirabad. 

Q. Speaking generally, was t he damage very extensive 7 
A. It was very' ex^tensive. It took two days to repair 
before rny special eduld jiass.

A. I found at Cujrat a very big crowd at the platform 
waiting for the train. The telegraph instruments in 
the railway itation had lieen damaged. I eleari d the 
crowd out of the railway station and inquired from the 
station master what damage had lieen done. The 
Deputy Commi.ssioner of Cujrat was himself on the 
platform, and he told me that he had managed to eollei t 
a few' police, lint the instrument was out of order.

A. The tests were made and tlie fault w'as Icjcalcd 
at Cujar Khan, 

Q. Where is Cujar Khan 7 

.1. Tt is wcdl up the line half Avay between Lala Musa 
and Kawalfiindi, 

Q. Did Mr, Langdon decide to make I'urtlier investi¬ 
gation ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. 1 think the train hdt Lala Musa at 0-45 7

Q. On arrival at Cujar Khan you found that a detaeli-

Q. On the 17th v\pril about 3-30 did you return to 
Lala Musa ? 

A. Yes, the same day. 

Q. And you picked up your roinforeements there ?

Q. During the journey were you detained anywhere ? 

A. After crossing ttie tiridge at Serai Atam Oir station. 

After waiting {or about quarter of an hour I ordered 
the train to draw into th.c station. There was absolutely 
no necesHity to stop. 1 immediately made an inquiry’ 
there from the .‘tation n aster, but did not get a mtia- 
factory reply. When I asked him why had he detained 
the trivin outside, he gave no clear answer to jne. I

.'1. Ni'/.aniaha<i is famous for iron works w here cutting 
tools, hanimers, chisels, etc., ar(' in;inida.etured. This 
led us to susficct that some of the had eh.irai ters rni^dil. 
be harbouring there, and that same evening ayain an 
attem|)t uas made to burn the bridp’. Mr. Ivan^rdon 
wanted to ^et information as to who had w'reeked the 
telegraph line.

O, M**, Tlo.swoi'tb-Smitli sav<-' in bis statement, that 
he rlealt with a large nnmher of easw^'s of penyilo who 
wi're arrested for olTeiiees before the 10th, and he was an 
Area ftffiecr at that place? 

^ ,'L None of the ea‘V‘; deall, wli.Vi hy Mr. Doswortli- 
Smith reached mv office. I don’t know wliat hayiyiened 
after T left. 

Q. T nrn syreakiug of the period wdien yon were there. 
Air I’osvvorlh-Smilb’s statement, comes to this, if T 
midi'rstaud it correetlv, that, lie arrested n large nnm¬ 
her of people for off/ nees committed hefore the lOtii, 
and they were frii d during the period when Afarf.ial Tiaw 
was in force Is that rorreet?

{(leaders : " J*leaders should be regarded a.s suspicious 
ebaractm-s unless tiiey can {jrovi.' that they arc travelling 
to attend a ease in eoiut the date ol which is actually 
lixod.” Why did you regard the {(leaders as a class as

Q. lieeau.se you v\ere told that some {(loaders weio 
iuHlrumental in spreading disatiection. Who told you 
this? 

A, 1 cannot say who told me. 

Q Mr. llo^worlh-Sitiitli (d; t'olouel OThienV 

A. 1 tldidc it was the genci’ul im[(ression 1 got at tin; 
time, and from reading v\ hut liud hu{){)ened elsewhere 
I eonsidered it desirable. 

Q. Did you get tliis impression merely from reading 
w'hat liad ha{(}^ene(l elsewlierc or you were told by any 
oflicers, dv dni you gather it from what you read of 
wluit was taking {dace at several places? 

A. 1 think so.

Q. What 1 put to you, IMajor Smith, is this. You 
say you felt yourself justified in making that state¬ 
ment.

Q. But you have a large experience of other districts 
in the Punjab, what is your view about pleaders there? 
Do I take it that your general view is against that 
class so far as you have had experience of It? 

4. I wish to make no general statement about 
pleaders at all. 

Q. T do not know whether T am correct in deacrib- 
ing it in that manner, but your view seems to bo that 
if Martial T.aw wore permanent and there wore no 
lawyers, that would bo an ideal .state of things.

Q. You say ” Martial Tjaw is eminently adapted for 
a people of this kind it> times of disturbance, and 
iruleod always, if properly carried out, and super- 
vi.sed,” Til your view Martial Tjaw if intrtxlucpd nor¬ 
mally as a permanent measure and firopi'rly carried out 
atul supervised would be a much l ett(‘r thing than the 
jiresent system of adrninislration, is that so? 

A. No, I do not think I quite rneajit that really. 

Q. Tlien you go on to indicate the reasons ” Quick 
and ready justice without (be unei'rtainties of law, eost 
of pleaders and the oppre.ssion of the police i.s what is 
wanted,” Y'ou would have no diffuuilties about law 
and pleaders if you had ]>ernianent Martial Tjaw, is 
tliat your view?

4. I think (boro was a hartal on tho ir>tli, I was 
not the.ro. 

Q. And it was on that day that the railway line was 
damaged at about midday? 

4. Yes. 

Q. Where did they get (bo tools for causing damage 
to Iho railway line? Did any railway pcojile join it, 
or any railway labourers’ gang? Plow did tliey get 
tho lu'cessary tools for uproeding the line? 

A. I do not know. 

Q. "Wore any enquiries made by tho police as to 
that? 

4. No railway people were convicted. 

Q. Y'ou require siiecial implements for that purpose? 
Pprooling the railway line is not an easy thing? 

A. Y’e.s. 

Q. .And therefore they must have got hold of them 
from some railway men? 

A. Yes. Some of the crowd came to the Chuhar- 
kana Canal Bungalow to try and get instruments from 
there, but they w'c.ro turned off. 

Q. But wbere did they actually get the instruments? 

A. I do not know. 

Q. There was no result of the investigation in Uiat 
matter? 

A. No, nothing was found. 

Q. At that time tlu) police arrived and dispersed the 
crowd when they were trying to uproot the railway 
|Iine? 

A. Tlu\v did not disperse them. They would not 
disperse apparently. 

Q. Did the police make any arrests op that occ^» 
sipn? 
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A. No, none. 

Q. Why not? 

A. They were paralysed by fear and outnumliercd. 

Q. What was the number of the police at that time? 

A. About four or five men. 

Q. Were they armed? 

A. 1 was not there. 

Q. So far as your information goes? 

A. 1 should think they were probably not armed. 
Thtire were about 2,000 people engaged in pulling up 
the lines. 

Q. Were any moasuros taken that day to prevent 
further mischief after the railway lino was damaged? 

A. Further mischief proct*eded; Chuharkana station 
was burned and looted after that. 

Q. When the police found they could not disperse 
the crowd when they were uprooting tho railway line, 
nhat measures did they take to ask the authorities to 
eoirie. to their assistance? What did they do? 

A. The wires were cut. 

Q. What was the nearest place they could ask help 
f rom ? 

A. Ijahore. 

Q. There was no nearer [)lace to which they could 
appeal for help? 

A. No. 

Q. And did they inform liahoro? 

A. Tho police? Yes, information was sent as soon 
as they could send it. 

Q. And did any help arrivo from Lahore? 

A. An armoured train came along. 

Q. An armoured train was sent from Lahore. Was 
it in pursuance of that appeal for help? 

A, rrohably from the railway staff’s appeal; things 
leaking through from the railway staff. 

(y. And the armoured train loft Lahorr, I nnder- 
sliaud, on the night of the 15th? 

A. Y'es. 

Q. And that was armod with machine guns and 
scarch-lights, is that so? 

A. I think bo. 

Q. And was Lala Sri Ham in charge of the armour¬ 
ed train? 

A. lie. wont with it. 

Q. Who is ho, is he your assistant? 

A. Ho is Sub-Divisional Officer at She»khupura. 

Q. Ho w^as there before you arrived in charge? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And when did this armoured train arrive ab 
Chuharkana? 

A. You had bettor ask him this quostion; he is a 
witness here. 

Q. Ho was all through on tho train during all those 
operations? 

A. Yes, ho was there throughout, you can ask him. 

Q. This train I find was working on the line for 
Eoveval days? 

A, Yes. 

Q. Then if you will turn to Section HI, under date 
16th-17fch April of your statement, you will boo you 
there say that numerous arrests wore made. Is that 
in Sangla or also in other places? 

A. It refers to many villages. 

Q. Thereafter you soy “ Numerous arrests were 
made after a rather belated investigation, but the atti¬ 
tude of tho people including those of local status indi¬ 
cated so clearly that they had no intention of impli¬ 
cating their fellows by making a full staioment that it 
was ultimately decided to prosecute only the leaders.” 
Then, does this mean, at first it was felt there was not 
justification enough to arrest or prosecute tho loaders 
but it was only when the villagers would not give in¬ 
formation implicating those who participated in tho 
riot that this method was resorted to? 

A. It is too long for me to follow. If you ask more 
simply, I can answer. 

Q. Take your statomont ” Numerous arrests were 

made after a rather belated investigation. 

they had no intention of implicating their fellows;'* you 
found tiiat people had no intention of implicating their

Q. Then you say, because the attitude o( tlio people 
was not to implicate their fellows by making a full 
siatemeuis it led you ultimutLly to decide to prosecute 
only the leaders? 

A. I would like to correct luysolf. This refers only 
to the village of Baroa. 

Q. We will eoutino it to Baroa; tlu' (piesiiou still 
la'inains. That show's that at first in that, village you 
did not feel yoursell justified to arrest or prosecute tht' 
leaders. It was the attitude of tlic ])et>plo that, tlu.y 
wa>uld Hot implicate the aeual porpetraioir that made 
you ultituately resort to this expedient. Is that so?

Q. That could not Imvi' taken jdacc witlwuit your 
knowledge? 

A. I (lo not think it luip[<oiu d in my time. 

Q. Now', in ShoikhLi]nira, one (iohur Singh was 
arrested. Do you rcmcinher it? 

A. 'riiat was not in my time. 

y. Yon caiiio on the 2l8t April? 

A. Yes. 

Q. How long did ynu continue? 

A. 1 eoiitinued there till the end of June. 

Q. You weie there in May? 

A. Yes. 

Q. This man was first arrested, you have it in Colo¬ 
nel O'JDien’s evidenee, as hostage lor liis sons win* 
were wanU'd. Ido was arrested on the Idth .\pril and 
released on the lH)th, or soiiiewliere about (hat, of the 
same month. Ho was ro-arrestod while you were there 
on the 17th May? 

.1. I tliink not. 

(,). He was roleased on the IlOth May? 

A. I think you aie wrong in your facts. I do not 
think (iohur Hiiigh was ancstod. 

Q. He wa.^ not arreatod?

A. I’rohably so. 1 did that with the under-trial 
people.

(J. Was that reeonimendutioii made because he had 
been arrested and was in custody at the time? Was 
it while lie was in custody? 

A. 1 do not know wlictlier he was in eustixiy at 
that time. 

Q. How did you come to make that reconiinenda- 
tion V 

A. If you see u cojiy of iny letter, you will know it. 
1 made an ofliciul report. 1 have not got it now. 

Q. {Surely you can tell me what be W'as guilty of? 

A. 1 think, io the l>eNt of my belief, his three soia- 
were imidicuted in the di.sturbauees at {Sheikhupiini 
and two of these sous ubseondod. 

Q. That (.’olonel O’lirien has U>ld us. 'I’hese sons 
nltiiimtely in a few days surrendered themselves. 
'That was finished. But what was this man personally 
guilty of? 

A, He was not charged with any offenoe under the 
Indian Penal Code. In my report, he was not charged 
under the Indian Penal ('ode.

Q. iSurely, after that date, if these peo}»le remained 
ill eustodN, thi^y were so in custody under your ad¬ 
ministration? 

.1. No', tliey were arre.sled by Colonel O'iJrien and 
dealt with by him. 

Q. ThcBO people were never brought to trial; nothing 
was done to them; liiey were meri’ly Kept in jail and re- 
leuHed after Martiid Law was over? 

A- That may be. 

Q. What people were in jail after you took ovei 
charge? 

.1. Colonel U’lirien aiTOHted them, and Colonel 
O'JJrien knows the ai;eused. 

Q. Is it true that all the male [»o[)tdation, including 
[ileaders and others, were made to ussembl.: on u cer¬

Q. You know what school boys weri' made to salute 
the flag? 

A. I believe that was at Sungla. 

Q, Ilow' many times during the day were they mudt 
to do that? 

A. 1 have no knowledge of that. That was appa¬ 
rently a military order. 

Q. You knew what was dojie? 

A. I heard that they did salute the flag. 

Q. Four times a day? 

A- That 1 do not know. 

Q. That order applied to all seliool boys, including 
the infant classes?

A. No. 

g. Therefore this case of Harnam Singh regarding 
the attack on Mr. Walo did not come before you? 

A. J don’t think it did- 

g. At least yoou ermember tliat Mr. Wale shot Har¬ 
nam .Singh twice? 

A. It all hap|>ened before I got there, 
g. Then you have stated in answer k) Sir Chimanlal 
Setalvad’s question that your chronological statement 
is based upon the diary or report of the Superintendent 
of Police. That is Irue?

g. You went to Sangla on l^e 12th of May?

Q. Did you hear those witnesses make oral state¬ 
ments to you? Did about half a dozen or a dozen per- 
Bons make any oral statements to yo\i? 

A. I think a lot of pwplr? told me in general terms. 

Q. And they gave you the names of these 77 persons? 

A. As far as 1 remember, some people pointed them 
out. 

Q. That would bo for the purpose of identification? 

A. lor the purpose of showing that they had taken 
part in the disorders. 

Q. Therefore may I take it that at Sarigla the identi¬ 
fication took place; licforc y(ui anv sted theao men? 

A. I think so. 

Q. You first of all held an identification? 

A. T think they were j)ointcd out. 

Q. On the 14th again y<ai arrcsb^l 47 persons? 

A. I don’t rememher. 

Q. Is it not a fact tliat out of all these 122 or 12:i 
persons whom you arrested, only eight pooj>lt* were 
challenged and the others were r(«loaHod after (hey were 
kept under arrest for four or five days? 

A. I think that is so. 

Q. Is it not a fact that ojie of the filings suggested 
by you was the realisation of a fino of lls. .70,000 from 
Sangla? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And yon colIecfe<l the rpspecfnhlo people of Sangla 
on the inth, and told them that yon would realise 
llfl. 70.000, and when tlicy agreed to pay ih.; fine; of 
lls. 70,000, you released all Iho.sc persons? 

A. No, that has nothing to do witli the other matter. 

Q. Is it or is it not a fact that the (lovenmu'iit 
instead of making a d»'mand (d lls. 70,000 has reduced 
it very eonsideralily? Do you know what the flovern- 
ment demand is now? 

A, No, I don't know. 

Q. Do you remember that at Snnrda under yonr order 
a roll-call was made under which hoys had to aften<l 
four tirne.s a day - at 10 a.m., 2 r.M., 7 p.m. and 0 p.m.V 

A. T have already answered that to your neighbour. 

Q. Was it four times? 

A- I have said in so many words that I don't re- 
rnemhor how many times. 

Q. Was it four times? 

A. I have already answ'ered that. 

Q. I don't rernemlior. Kindly give the answer 
again. 

A. You will get it from this record. I don't remem¬ 
ber it. It was a military order. I don’t reniemlier 
how many times they were required to attend.

tauha, tauha. That is to t.ay, we have not committed 
any offence, wo will not in future commit any other 
offence, and tauha, tauha, tauha, that is, we repent, wo 
re|>ent, we ropent.

A. You have asketl mo two or three quesiinua, out 
of wbieb wbieb do you want me to finsw( r, the first part 
or the second? You first say Hiat the papers were sent 
hack. I don’t think the [>apers were seid. back. 

Q. Was this maittw utuler your orders investigated 
l>y Mr. Penny? 

A. I think Mr. Penny made some enquiries. 

(J). Di«l you give any notice to those pleaders under 
Mio law? Did you give them timeP 

A. No, the nmtter was reported for the High Court’s 
orders. There iliey take action. 

Q. But hof<wo you I't'port the ease to tlio High Court 
and the High Court pass(>s auy orders, do you know 
that under tht; T/egal actitioners’ Act you have to 
give the ]>lend(M'M time, you have h> take their exi>Iana- 
tion? 

A. The High Court does that.

It is 
a (juestiuu of memory and not an easy question to 
answer. 

Q. Ho\v many told you that foreign domination W'as 
not a good thing? 

A. 1 daily hoar it in conversation iu the railway train 
and in prival'O also. 

Q. Anything else? 

A. 1 thirdi J have told you tho svorst. 

Q. .Are tliose your frieiuls ssho told you tliis? 

A. No; not only fric-nds hut companions iu the same 
train. 

Ilav' any of your friends told you that foreign 
donuiinlion is not a goixl thing? 

A. Well, not my friends. 

(,L 1 svaut to knoss' sshether any of your friends told 
you this? 

A. Some of them might bo fric'uds. 

Q. Don’t you knosv your osvn frioiulB? 

A. .My friouds may consist of good and bad poopkn 
It is v(.'ry diffievdt to anssver this question us to whether 
they svere my friends or my enemies. That is my 
gonornl impn'ssion, 

Q. If any of your friouds told you this you ssould 
probably have remcmlH rod ? 

A. Not necessarily; 1 might forgot things told by my 
frii'iids. 

Q. And svould you still continue to be friends with 
him? 

A. That is a difficult matter. He might have his 
osvn opinion. A ]iors(Sn may not lx( loyal but at tho 
same tirin' he forms liis osvn ojiinione.

They were kept ii\ jail for 40 days? 

A. They were kc'pt for 40 days 

Q, They were not let out on bail? 

.1. I think nouo ap[>iied for bail so far as I know. 

Q. Tliey were better off in jail? 

A. They were hotter oiT in not being pros('cnteil. I 
did not say they nvre bettor otT in jail.

A. Yes, Sir. 

Q At tliat time you w(M'o looking after a littk' boy? 
A. Yea. 

Q. Wlnm you arrived at TTafi/.abad railway station 
did anything occur? 

.4. I hoard a nois(> just before the train n aebed the 
station near the level crossing and I kxiked out and I 
saw a huge crowd of men with tings and sticks and 
making slujuts. Thinking there would probaldy be 
trouble k) tlie little boy anri myself, I at once closed all 
tho sbuttors of the windows and bolted the doors of the 
carriage, W<' went into t.lie station atid stayed there 
for about S(‘ven or eight minutoH. Then J beard the 
crowd coming along from the l<‘vel crossing and up to 
tho platform. They soon eamo t/> rny carriage and 
tlioy w'oro shouting. They tried to r»pen the dcxArs of 
tho carriago by turning the linndle. Finding <lu-y could 
not they moved further up. Two or three minuteg 
afterw'ards, they returned and ap[died the same opera- 
tion of turning the handles. Finding tliey could not 
open tho doors nr windows, they si unshed them. 

Q. Why did the croAvd select you as their object? 

A. I could not say that. 

Q. Did you form any opinion about it at the time? 

.4. No. 

Q. Had you done anything? 

A. Not at all. 

Q. Were you in uniform? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Was there anyone else in the train? 

A. No other European. 

Q. Was any attack made on anyone except your¬ 
self? 

A. Not to my knowledge. 

Q. What happened afterwards? 

.4. When they saw me, they were very rrnieh excited, 
and asked me to corac out. I sat ou the further side 
from them. They started throwing in sticks, stones, 
shoos, etc. They wore dancing about iu front of me, 
beating their breasts, and waving their flag.s and sticks.

Immediately they went through the back of my 
carriage and through tlie other compartment (second 
or third class) came to the other side of the carriage and 
smashed the windows.

1 sat down for a 
few minnk'S and thou the crowd sei'med to mo to bt^ 
increasing all tlio time, I tried to talk and asked tlu'in 
what I bad to do with tluih' lni)uin/ia as I was simjily 
going to Riiwal]»in<li. Tim only Hatisfaelion 1 got was 
tlmt I was struck in tho stoinaeh by u laflii, and another 
latJ/i just missed my < yo. So I got across from tlmt 
side to tho fnrtlu'r side from the platform. Then ilu'ro 
was another man of (be crowd, who was evidently one' 
of tlm ringk'aders at the connimneenmnt;. He evidently 
had some hold over (ho crowd and seemed to keefi (he 
mob under control and tried to get into tlio carriage'. 
Aficr about Sf'ven or eight minnks, (diere was no 
sign of the train going. A native (’hiistian guard 
came (,o my carriage, f nsk'oil hiu) (/> get, the (rain 
stariA'd. lie* had been to (he stnlion master’s room, 
but he could not tind bini anyvvlu're. Ho was nowhere, 
to bo seen. Ibit as I,lungs were getting very liad, be 
telephoiu'd to (he next station and niov<'d tlie (ruin to 
the signal, and eventually (he (rain did start again 
amidst jbmrs and shouts of almso a,nd throwing of 
s(.ono.s. We <‘Ventua]]y wmit out of ()m station. The 
carriage was sinasbed a bit, tlu' three windows, glns.s, 
Venetians and Aviro, were all siimsbed.

You should ponder over tins that wo should have seen 
such a time even in a dream, it is very sad Ibat all 
your brethren are keeping silent at this moment.” 
Another is ” Siiiigla is lar better than your town. It 
iH smaller than our place. It has brougnt out u black 
hag, hut don’t you luel shame lor tins. You should 
follow.” Then i .see ' Black Bill ’ in which there ore 
these statements eoutained ‘ Oh! Got up and let 
these monkey-laeed know that you possess a tongiu^ in 
your mouth.” ” baerilicc yoursell lor the, nation and 
the. country. Nothing can be done witlumt saeriliees. 
Wliy do you lear dying and murdcringV Burn Govern¬ 
ment builditigH-” Then another a[ipeul to the people 
” to be up and doing and enlorei' unity as the iniiahi- 
tants ol liahoic. an<l Amiitsur have, done.” I'urtlicr 
the jioster says ; ” V\ hat time are you waiting lorV 
bond for your lirelhren lr<»m the Cluihn at once, and do 
at once tile acts committed iu Giijraiiunlu, Amriisar 
and Lahore, so that the enemies of our life and honour 
may surreiuiei'. 'i’liis time won’t come again and 
again. Wliat time are you waiting for now'/ Tlnuo 
are, many ladies liore b; dishonour. Go all round India, 
clear the eoinitry of the, ladies and tliese siiihil creatures, 
aud then will be the only lime when we can all say 
Legetlier ; ” Blessed he tlie IJiudtis, Muhammadans 

and bikhs.” ’ You say tlu'Se dilferent posters to which

Q. Did the excitement tliat was manifest when you 
weni going tlirougli the eity coiitiuno through the 
w hole ihiy ? 

A. Yes; it got worse towards Uie evening. 

Q, Did the l)ej)uty t'ommissioiU'r send out to the 
noighbouriug eavulry farms lor assistanco? 

. 4 . That was alter 1 lame back. 1 have iiioutioned 
here that we met witli a hostile reception. 1 was 
j.assing down through one ba/.ar, wdiich has a square 
in the uiiddie, into another ba^ar. 1 stopped there 
take *iuy sub-iuspeetor, aud I noticed a big crowd 
gal tiering behind my buck, bOO or 400 1 should thiuk. 
Certainly 1 heard shouts and jeering around mo. I 
looked rouud aud saw all lacing me aud shouting; 
obviously it was aimed at my porsou. X went a little 
further aud came back and iuformed the Deputy Cora- 
misaionor. Then we had dinner, luforniation came 
to the bungalow that ttiere were one or tw'o petty riots 
in the city. We went out to tlie Sudar police station; 
tlio Deputy Commissioner issued written orders to Uio 


Q. Did you realise that you had not sullicient force 
iu the town to maintain order? 

A. Yes. There was not suliicient force. Tarticular- 
ly, we had no mounted pohee. 

V- Did the niounk'd men come in? 

A. They came in just before the meeting on the fol¬ 
lowing day. It took them 24 hours to eome iu. 

Q. They came on the 14th? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Where were they posted? 

A. They were picketled in the Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner s garden. 

Q. Then on the 14th did the hartal continue? 

A. Yes; there was a complete hartal on the 14th. 

Q. Were eliorts made to cause a strike iu the civil 
olliecs? 

A. Yes, Sir. 

Q. What sort of efforts do you refer to? 

A. Iho Irrigation clerks and the Bailway clerks Were 
mot on their way to olliee aud they were told not to go 
to oflice. J'iVentually they went to oflice and informed 
the District Irallic buperintendont of what was hap¬ 
pening and he said ‘ wo had better close our otiide 
entirely. ’ 

Q. Where is the idijah? 

A. The organisers were attempting to hold a meet¬ 
ing. They provisionally fixed a certain garden (the 
other side ol tlie garden). Aud the Dopuly Commis¬ 
sioner sent lor the owner ol tJio garden and told him 
that if a mci'ting wore to bo held there permission 
Hhoukl be obtained first, and lie w'ould bo hold respou- 
silile lor wJiat liuppeiicd. 'i’iiis upset their plans. At 
.1 very sla.a t notice, thtiy fixed a joint nieotmg at the 
Idijah. We got notice ol tliis only a lew minutes before 
the meeting. 

Q. Did you make arrangements? 

A. Tlie Deputy Commissioner w'cnt straight up with 
a mimher ol Hinvam. lie sent word to the two trustees 
of the idijah an<l informed them that they would 
he held personally resjionsiblo for anything that hap¬ 
pened, and 1 myself hurried to arrange the police 
guard. 

Q- Meantime, what did tlie European residents in 
Jiyullp.r do? 

A. They got wind of those jietty riots the night 
helore. 'J'liey wire rather alarmed, and they decided 
itiat the best tiling to do would bo to concentrate in 
two bungalows in the centre of tlio Cdvil btation. That 
was on tile, evening of the .14th. 

Q. 1 think in fact the meeting at tho Idgah did not 
result in any violence? 

A. No. It fell flat entirely. The only real work that 
they did was to appoint a committee of 20 which was 
to sit together and decide whether the hartal should 
eontiuue or cease. 

Q. 1 think the hartal did continue on the 15th, and 
some shops began to close? 

A. They were waiting for the decision. It took them 
21 hours to decide. 

Q. What did thi*y resolve upon? 

A. They decided to open their shops again. 

Q. 1 think you say that the situation became worse 
owing to nows of the outrage at Chuharkaua and the 
spn^adiiig of the infection dowm the lino? 

A. On tho morning of the 10th wo got information 
that on the previous night tho train had been held up 
at Chuharkaua. l,.ater on, further information came 
about Dhabun Singh and Monmu. There was a general 
belief that a huge mob was travelling down the line 
iow^ards Saiigla, and iu order to hold up this mob the 
Deputy Commissk'ner diverted a portion of the troops 
coming from the town (o protect Sangla. 

Q. Was the village Sangla burnt? 

A. There wore rumours going round. One was that 
Sangla was burnt. Auotlier was that iho next station 
down the line was burnt, and so on. These rumours 
^vcro false. 

Q. Sangla station was burnt? 

A. It was not burnt. Those 30 men of the 50th 
Rifles saved tho situation. 

Q. Was the situation in those days dxtremelv acute? 
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A. 1 think it was most critical on the mfirht of the 
Ihtli, between the Ibth and 17th. It was after that date 
tliat ail the excesses occurred. * 

Were the exits ol the town strongly pickotted bj- 
the police? 

A. Yes. It wasnbout 9 o’clock or 10 o’clock on the 
evening of the 10th that the District Traflic Superin¬ 
tendent who had been sent to Saugla with these dO men 
reported that the situation was extremely, critical, and 
but for that a-ssistance he would not have been able to 
hold up the mob. W o were afraid that, next morning, 
the mob after burning Sangla would advance towarUs 
L^allpur. 1 know that 1 had sulhoient men to keep 
the city in hand, but \ve were afraid of trouble from 
the other side towards Saugla, so 1 practically sent 
every man available there next morniug and the re¬ 
mainder of the troops protected the civil station. 

(^. Did hands of men omergo from tlie city? 

A. About 17 or 20 men left by the morning train 
and got down at Jammu or some station; their inten¬ 
tion was to join the Chuliarkaniaus. The idea was 
that a big mob w'us coming down and they wanted to 
join tliis big mob. 1 forget whore they got down 
exactly. Un their way hack to Lyallpur they did 
damage to Lelegrapli wires. 

(^. Was destruction done to property about this 
time? 

A. The wires were cut on three or four occasions, 
and that same night Govormncut stacks of bhusa were 
burnt. 

V. What is that? 

.1, Lyullpur is a groat wheat-producing colony and 
vast quantities of straw are always kept in reserve 
there. Government w'as making a big purchase for 
the army- In these market towns, big stacks of straw 
W'cre kept ready for despatch. Un this night at about 
b o'clock someone set lire h) one of these stacks. Jusk 
at that moment an enormous dust storm came on and 
4 out of tile 8 stacks w'ere in flames. 

Q. That was on the 17th? 

A. On the night of the 17th, 

Q. Then did a moveable coluniu arrive the next day? 

A. 1 think a moveable column arrived on the lyth. 

(|j. When did the hartal come to an end? 

A. It came to an end on the decisiun of this com¬ 
mittee to end the hartal and the next day shops W'ere 
opened. Meanwhile this inducement about Sunglu 
came in; either for that reason or some other reatHUi, 
on the next day all the shops were again closed. That 
lasted until the evening. 

That was on the following day, 18th or lOtli? 

A. Un the 17th shops were ugam closed and on the 
18th shops* were opened. 

Q. Was this agitation confined to Lyallpur, or did it 
extend P 

A. It started independent at Jarauwala. 

Q. How far is that? 

A. That is in another direction, almost in a straight 
lino to Lahore. 

Q. Is it far from Lyallpur? 

A. It is about 2d miles from Lyallpur, 

At this town, a hartal was held on the 14th? 

QS 

Q. Wore some features of the harial openly seditious? 
What do you mean by that? 

A There was a man called Naiid Lul who came 
back from Delhi alter the dUth March via Bhatmda 
and Rohtak, where there hud been Bome Saiyaoraha 
demonstrations. He is reported tu have induced the 
iieople to join liirn in the seditious endeavours m the 
bazars. 1 will give you particulars if you like. 

Q. You might give us particulars. 

A. This is the report: “ Everything remained quick 
in Jarauwala until the arrival from Dellii of Is and 
Lai, petition-writer. He had been working at Jaran- 
wala as a petition-writer for some years. On his arrival 
from Delhi he began to spread false and alarming 
rumours saying he had seen the Dritish kill Hindus 
and Muhammadans for nothing in Delhi on the 30th 
March. Mahatma Gandhi had been arrested by the 
authorities. They all knew him to be umoceut. 


Hindus and Muhammadaua of Delhi hud joined. 
Again the Diiush had lliat most dangerous weapton, 
the Uowiatt Dill had been introduced. This he de- 
elarctl shuuld be named haUi nay pobni) or Dmuia 
feudgei). Jiy the inliodueliou of ihis Dill, liberty will 
be lost. 'I'eii meu sitting kigeUier vmU be convick'd 
ny tile p*.uiec vMthout being given a fair chance of trial. 
Dirth, ueutn and marriage eereinomes will then be l>er- 
iurined wuu great diineiiily. ' Alter this ho had 
advertised (^wiui a postal peun aiul two or three sluqt- 
keopers) that u ineeling would be held at the cremation 
ground that same evening, ul wloeii Aaiul l.al would 
explain vviiut he had seen in l>ellii. Tins meelnig was 
held and was attended by botli liiudus and iMubam- 
mudans. Aaud Lai made a speeeli. 

(,/. How did you got Lbut inlonnallon ? 

A. This is the lesult of our Hubsequeiit invesLiga- 
tiou. 

y. What was the result? 

A. hirst lie spukt: ol the sei vxeet> el iiitll i during llie 
war. He said " Auw you know iieliially tlial the re¬ 
ward was something quite dillereiiL. J he Dow latt 
Dill prcfperly speaking should l>e ealled haht Dill (Dlaek 
liilJ; or hala nay (ee-hra). It lays down tnut wiiere u-n 
men are seen sitting together kiey will be airestcd by 
Lho I’oliec and convicted w itboul being given a lair 
clumco to prove tlieir iimoceuee. '1 his is luuiging over 
our heads. Mr, Gaiidld has .skx'd iqi to Inip Jiiduin.s. 
He has opposed the Dill and has sent us a inessage. to 
do the .sumo. Ho has also ilireeled us to adopt bulija- 
yiahii.'' At this stage i>aid Lul removed his piijyri 
uad lus slii.'es, and said that he would not, wear tfiem 
until tile Kowlatt Hills wej-e eunceilrd. He then begun 
saving that ’ m Della on the dOiii Mareli Hiiuliis and 
Muhanimudaiis had joined with one iiinid. 1 have

Q. Were any acts of violenee lonnnitied during tlie

A. There was a certain amount of ('(^ereion in the 
hartal. I’eople were mude to shut their sliojis. 

Q. Was there any destruetiuu ol property? 

A. There was no violoneo of any kind. 

Then at Gojru was there agilation? 

A. Yes, the ugitutiou ajipcars to have ^jiiuad Ironi 
J.y allpair further down. 

How far is it? 

A. It is about 30 miles. 

When did agitation start at Gojra? 

A, It Btarted on the Mth. There was a Hindu shop¬ 
keeper who died. His body was taken as usual to tlie 
creiuati<m ground, and in the middle of the laoeeeilings 
before the body bod reached the cremation gromal, a 
Hindu got up and said iliat everyone, must come to tlie 
cremutiou ground. Ordinarily only n latives ol the 
dccoascd follow the body us lui as tbe erenmtiun 
ground. On the arrival of the dead t)ody at the ei'eina* 
lion ground, thoro was suiito sort of speech maden 
Then they canio back to Gojra and later in the day a 
meeting was held. 1 think that was akso in the Jdyah, 

Q. 1 see you say that the missionaries were coru- 
pciled to leave in oonserjueiicc of tlio nunoiirs? 

A. The church mi.ssiouary there, Inaud that liis Imiiso 
was going kj be burnt; so bo thouglit it best to li'uve 
the station. 

Q. The hartal continued on the, ITiUi and lOth? 

A. On the following day the hartal really started. 
Early in the morning, a big crowd wont to the station 
and wo have reason to belie\e that they Avorit there to 
find out if there were any Europeans in the train- 
Tliey actually held up the train and two men rnounterJ 
the train and said it could not go. They assaulted a 
sweetmeat vendor and attempted to close the refreih* 
mont stall. They came Vinck to the city and later in 
the day there w'as a seditious demonstration in the 
ma/tdir—groin injarket. Thoro was a black flag and

A, Vlowlalt. liill was the nanu'; everyone knew the 
Bowhitt Bill. 

(,f. Wliere is the village .1 eliau'.^ir? 

A. Jt is al)out a miles Irom hyallpur. 

Q. (’anal wire was cut tiun-e? 

a. Yes. 

Q. At Cliak l.^>0 what liappeiK d ? 

A. A gang of ])eople, emerged from the village .and 
v\-ent to lihe railwiiy line a.n(i atltnnpi.ed to take off a 
rail. 

Q,. W'h.at distaiK-e is the Chak from L\all]>nr‘? 

A. 'I'lntr is a, long way, '10 miles at h asl.. 

Q,. In tlua. ease were the cnlin-jis foll(»we<I to their 
village by tlu' jxdiee? 

A. ^I’he poli('(; got iiifojui.al ion at once and they got 
a party ont^ and by the eva'inng tiu'y arrived at. IIh! 
vill,a!.'('. The jiien snnemdered the next day. 

Q. I see yon express the o[tinion that the rnovemeiif 
(aiuneeted with iJie liartnl was aidi-oilieial and .anti- 
(loveninient hnt not anti-Britisli? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Yon think it l)eeanie aidi-Biilish afterwards? 

/I. Yes. 

Q. From tho l.'ltli onwards ^^'as there strong fiading 
in the ha/ar against I’ainipeans? 

A. ^'es, it began frojn tiu' Btlb. 

Q. ^eu also expn'ss ilu^ o|)inion that the movi'iiient 
in its more niidesirahle aspe<‘t was almost entire!v 
Hindu? 

.-1. Yes, 

Q, Is that the result of your iiavcstigatioii made at 
the time? 

A. It is my opinion fiH)m the very beginning. It 
was obvious from the iufonnation w'o wen' getting that 
the Hindus were mainly responsilde. The population 
of Jjyallj)nr is largely Hindu. 

Q. Yon say that a few ]\lnhammadans allowed them¬ 
selves to l»e involved r* 

A- Y'es. As a matti'r of fact, tlie whole (dty obsej ved 
the hartal; tliere is no ipu'stion about that. But in its 
most nndosirahle as])eet, it was Hindu. 

Q. Y’oii moan tliat many who joined the hartal might 
have* had no intonlion of eonunitting violenee? 

. A . Quite 80 . 

Q. And those who were bent on violence were main¬ 
ly Hindus? 

A, Yo8. 

Q. In your opinion waH l^Iartial Law desirable? 

A. It was ei'itniuly desirable. 

Q. Was it essential? 

.'1. It was not essential. 

Q. What do you mean by that ? 

A. As tliingB turned out, nothing subsequently hap¬ 
pened after the 20th. 


Q. How tar was the fact that nothing happened duo 
to the circumstances that Martial Law was in opera¬ 
tion? 

A. The iufonuutiou that Martial Law had been 
declared in Lyullpur spread everywhere rajiidly and liad 
an undouhted restraining effect. 

Q. 1 see you say lieru that it was only enforced at 
headquarli'i-s and did not interfere with the liberties of 
the general public except in the matter of travelling by 
rail. WJiat do you mean by that? 

A. Martial Law bad no effect in any ])luce excepi 
iiyallpur. in the matter of travelling by rail, there 
were certain restrictions. 

Q. Jn the otlier villages in the Lyallpur Histrict, 
there were no ordeis issiu'd under Martial I^aw? 

A. Moue. Things wore ali.solntely normal in the vil¬ 
lages and in the smaller towns also. It w'as only at 
headijuarters that iiiiy notiiu-s were issued. After that 
if aigything serious had liajipened. Martial Ijuw was 
there to jirovide the remedy. 

Q. Ill Lyallpur district you say the only restriction 
on llic public was the order us regards tra'."'lliu<'? 

A. Yc-s. 

Q. Was tliat order I'ssenfial or advisable? 

A. I do not know' wlio passed that order. 1 'v,.s wA 
eoii.svdted in the matter, but 1 Ibink it wa.s cerlainly 
advisable, because the populution of Lynllpiii' m (irawii 
iiom jinKrtically every dislriet in the pi'uviiU'e.

When that was finishwl we 
heard that the Mission School had had its windows 
broken. I wont along with the Superintendent of 
Police to sw tho damage and I found that the crowil 
had gone to the Mission School and oskwl the boys 
to join them. The headmaster and others resisted 
the crowd but they were not able to do anything 
and tho crowd began to throw stones and brickbata, 
seme of which hit tho headmaster and others did 
some damage in the shape of damaging furniture; 
then the crowd passed on. 

Q, I undorstand that tho crowd then wont to the 
Zamindara School and the Government High School ? 

A. Y'es, but theso closed before their arrival and 
so there won: no disturbance. I had troops and 1 
called them out at once on hearing of tho damage; 
but the damage appeared to be sli^i and the crowd 
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diaappoiirod and they appeared to Ijo doing nothing 
iurthor, ho wo took no action ioi- tho timo being, 
lliu troo]»B went buck bi-cau.so they liad had no lood.

A. He has boon removed. 

Q. The name of that Ijarristcr is Hargopal? 

A. I do not remember that. 

Q. T want to know whether this barrister is ITar- 
gopal ? 

A. Ycb. 

Q. Then do you remember that, as a matter of fact, 
on the Ibth he was asked by you to get the KUopa 
o]>oned, and that ho went there and mud was thrown 
at him. 

A. Do you refer to Tjala Ham Glia^id or Hargopal? 

Q. You' asked him tr) help yon in getting the fthops 
opened and he tried to get the shops opened? 

A. T do not rememl>er asking Ram Ghand to do 
anythii\g, 

Q. Then some indemnity has l)een assesseo on him 
to meet the cost of the additional police. You had 
a.ssessed fine-fourth on this man, Rs. nn Ram 

(lharid. 

A. T liave assessed neither one fourtli nor any other 
tiling. I have assessed him whatever he was duo to 
pay under the general scheme. 

Q. May T know what tins amount is? 

A. He pnv.s the nmouni according to his income-lax. 
Q. f sav Rs. 

A. That is approximately the cfirrect figure. 

Q. Before he gave his evidenee. was he challan^d or 
was he implicab’d in any case? 

A. T do not think so, 

Q. Do you remember the ease of one Muttra Das? 

(}. Tlie man was challnncd for n breach of Martial 
Law, for selling sugar or something else at a higher 
rate than what was put down under the regulation? 
A. T do not remember his name. 

Q. The man was rhaVnned for th“ broach of Martial 
liaw rognlations. At the time, he was Buffering from 
kidney dlscaBe? 

A. T have no idea, 

Q. Yon know he was kept under arrest for 3 days? 
A. T have no idea. 

Q. Yon know he applied for bail, and bail was 
refused? 

yf. T do not remember. 

Q. ITfi waf* for broaf^h of Martial Tiaw? 

A. He was fined; I do not remember the amount of 
fine. 

Q. About this Malakwal affair, it is given ns an 
opinion in these diaries before thi committee that it 
was the work of expert men—the damage that was 
done to the -railway. 

A. Did I give that opinion? I can only say with 
regard to the taking up of the line that some time 
later when I went to Malakwal whore they were re¬ 
constructing certain portion, I saw a certain number 
of people taking the section of the railway. They 
were ordinary men. Whether they wore experts or not

I cannot say. They took it up and reconstructed the 
whole scene. 

Q. That was the station where there was a great deal 
of discontent among the railway people? 

A. As I understand, yes. 

Q. ft is put down in these words : it is from the 
War Diary; Diary of the Rawalpindi Division? 

A. I cannot make any cornmenth on it. 

Q. It must be written under the order of Uie Com¬ 
manding Officer? 

A. I cannot say. I have not scon it. 

Q. Here it is put down ” the taking up ” of the 
Malakwal lino was undoiihtedly flic work of experien¬ 
ced railway men, 

A. I presume that is tlio opinion. 

Q. I am reading word for word. 

A. I cannot criticise his opiniou. 

Q. You do not agree with me? 

A. May or may not, I cannot say. It was done by 
jiorsons who bad possibly worked on the railway. To 
the extent of calling them experts, I do t\ot know how 
long it took them. .\n ordinary man is quite enough. 

Q. With regard to the boycott, were you really 
sboivn the letters of any firms v liich threatened to 
bovcott the shop-keepers? 

A. No. 

Q. Was any oral statement made by some shop- 
keepers? 

A. Not by any sljop-kcepcrs. 

Q. Who gave yon that information, that outside 
presHuro was brought to hear iipof* these shop-kceperB? 

A. I cannot give you the uamc. I talked with them, 
and understood that such was the case. 1 can gave 
you no ])roof. 

Q. Any actual shop-keej)cr wlio was threatened? 

A. T have got no proof. If any letters were re¬ 
ceived. they would probably have been destroyed long 
ago. 

Q. What I wanted was wlieBter that waB second 
hand information or any pf'rson who was threatened 
came to you and informed you? 

A. S<*cond hand information. I naturally formed 
rny opinion on what people told me, 

Q. T want lo t.tiow wlietluT it was first hand infor- 
mati(»t» or hccond hand information given to you by 
Horrx'hody else who obtained the information? 

A. No, that was my general impresaion. I can give 
no definite proof. 

Q. Did at any time in the Oiijrat District an occa¬ 
sion arose when in your opinion it was necessary for 
the civil authorities to surrender its functions to the 
military? 

A. Affairs did not reach that stage. 

Q. This introducti.>n of Martial liUW practically did 
not affect the rural pnj)ulation and did not reach 
them ? 

/I. To a very small extent. 

Q. T think you will agree with me that throiighout 
the province of Punjab, that was the harvesting time? 
A. Tt is the normal harvesting time. 

Q. Tt will he a time when the rural population would 
not co-operate with anybody else and their first con¬ 
cern would be to reap their crops and be engaged in 
that work. Tt will not be the proper time for any 
propaganda to take root and make them rebel against 
any authority? 

A. I could say nothing about rebellion. Tliat was 
the normal time for reaping the crops, 

Q. The man who arranged all this at Malakwal. I 
think, is Raja Ram? 

A. Raja Ram was one of the chief offenders. 

Q. The head of one gang was Raja Ram ard the 
head of another was Sarwar? 

A. Yes, 

Q. Roth of them asked for volunteers and their party 
was 10 strong? 

A. It was probably a dozen. The actual number 
I cannot say. At one, time it was reported that there 
might bo anytuing up^lo 20 men. 

Q. And is it true that even out of these ten men 
who were with these 2 leaderB, some, when th«y ac-

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tually found what Mioy had Ui do, turned haok. Yon 
voursell said that (1 iiieu <'ul of the 10 that Sarwur 
uroueld turned hack on learninj' what, they wore to do, 
A. Tliey Joined aiiotlier party. 

Q. Out of 10, 1) lefuHed to do wfiat he ordered them 
to do? 

A. Yoh. 

Q. .\c<*f)rdinp; to your fitaternent- thoHo two ^ounf* 
men ^'ot into their heads to eniulate soine people, and 
they asked for voluntoers and these were supplied hy 
the maulvi. Tliey were formed into two parties and 
they were out t(j do luisehief at Malakwal. f)ut of 
this party, six refused to do anything' and went away. 
A. H’he six refern d to one part of the gan^'. 

Q. There were 'jtl men, 10 in eaeh j)arty? 

A. Ih-obahly. 

Q. At Mahikwal, there never arosf* any need for 
usint» military foree? 

A. (Virtainly, if you are able to find f.'arif's of nuui 
eommittin^ very serious erinies like that, military 
foree is neeessary. 

Q. I do not see that aetually any need arose for the 
military foree. The militarv were there. Ther(> was 
no oceasifai for Iheir hel|»? 

A. It dejiends ujioii the oeeasion. If there is a 
deiaihuenf. of Irains, tlnwe is neeessitv for aetirni hy 
l)rt‘ventive lorcie. 

Q. I'here were actual disturhanees? 

,!. Tliere were riots. Tliat is distinct from derail 
ment. 

Q. Had you at any time to quell a disturhanec? 

.4. Y('s. 

Q. You say that, their j-resraiec' was snfliei lit to 
quell it? 

A. That I cannot, say. 

Q. 'I’lu'ir very picscnce at the railway stidion was 
siifficien’t, to stop di.diirhanct's? 

A. That I cannot say. 'riierc were no more liots. 
vvhr'ther they intended it or not. 

Q. You say that tin' presence of the troops at tlu' 
station was adispiate pnaaiitioii .'ipainst riot and 
.■ij.niinKt' further dist urltaiiccs and crinii'S? 

A. Yes. 

Q. At tlu' ineetin^r of the Tith oi (ilh 1 wouhl like to 
know the worst possible thine in your opinion Ihatw’us 
said at the meeting? 

.1. I do not know wliether there was any mootin'' 
on the .'ith or hth. 

Q. TIu're was a moidiiif.' and eertain speeches wc're 
made on the flih. 

.\. Can you refer ini' to the para>.,'rnph? 

(J. On what day were the spreelu's made? 

A. On many days. 

Q. The first day \vas on the Oth? 

A. I do not follow your reference. 

Q. A meeting' was held and eertain sjieeehos were 
made liy some pleaders or someone in Onjrat? 

A. That T cannot say. If you till me which para- 
tqaipli ill th rejiort you refer lo, T will la' more pfceise. 

Q. You say that jileadi'vs iustleated this. It is iu 
Seetiou V. 'fhe persons who instigated were jdt'adi'vs 
amon<» others? 

.1. There is no refeveiu-i' there to the t>tii April. 

Q. I'i'ilher the meetin;.,' a\ as held on the (illi or on 
the 12th and l.'ltli? 

A . T w as on tour on both oeoasions. 

Q. You do not know? 

A. 1 was not there, 

Q. TTave x<ni rend those speeches? 

A. No. 

Q. By what other means do you neeuse pleaders of 
iustipatinp; peo|>le to observe hdrfnJ ^ 

A. T have pot. no definite report. 

Q. There you say that thi' pleaders were thc' pro- 
ndtuad persons who in.dip.'ited ja-ople to observe 
hartal and eansed the.se distnrlianees? 

.4, They were nriionp the people who did it. 

Q. Therefore hy this I underst(.cxl that they were 
instipatinp hy means of eertaiiT meetings and eertain 
Bpeeclu's which they delivered? 


I A. I did not say they instigated by means of speech- 
es. 

Q. By what other means did they do that? 

A. It was done in various ways whiah I did not 
specify, 

Q. 1 would like to know whether you are in pos- 
session of any oth^r facts at all? 

/I. No; I was on tour at the time. I think if you 
ask Sayad Faizul Hassan wlio was in charge in Gujrat 
at the time and investigated, you may get the infor¬ 
mation. 

Q. Therefore you are not in possession of any tangi¬ 
ble facts to show that the pleadeis instigated oiiiers? 
A. I can give you no dcTinitc written juoof. 

Q. Neither anything about the traders and cloth 
merchants? 

A. I have no definite, proofs. These are rny general 
eonelusions wdiich are juit down there; they avr. not 
in fhe form of proofs. 

Q. Do you kuow that at Tjaln Musa sfatiou about 
JUKI passeiigi'ts were stoppi’d at the instigation ol ihe 
authorities? Are you aware of it? 

A. On what day? 

Q. Ifetu'Ci'ii the <)th and 14th. 

A. Were they stopped, ;{()() jiassengers all from one 
train ? 

Q. I'^roni these papers it appears so. 

A. 1 have no knowledge of it. 

Q. Did you ever ask the military authorities lo stoji 
Ihird class passeipgers at Lala Alusa station or any 
other station? 

.1. 1 did not isic. ’riu'i-e were certain regulations 
about jiermits to travel. ’^I'liey were not issui’d luuh'r 
my orders; .so I cannot give you any dcdails. 

Q. Was Clujrat station ever damaged? 

A. I dc'serilx'd it before. It was damaged. 

Q. Some p.apers wen* hunii inside that room? 

A. Which rfvini are you referring fo? There are 
four rooms there. Then' was eonsiderahle damage. 
'I’ho four rooms inelnded the station mnsfer’s olTiee in 
w’liieh the instrnments of eomnniiiieations wc're situat¬ 
ed and tlu'y were all liroken, 

Q. Tli'ie it is put down that a mob of 200 or 900 
hoys well' in possession of the slation; 20 constaliles 
attempted to keep order. Mob filed on, four easual- 
l.ies and they dispersed. 

.4. 'Pliat is not my report. 

Q. I only want to know whether that report is true. 
A. ^I'he d('tails of this are iiie(i) rc'C't, hi'i'ansi' Ihere 
were no casualties, 

Q. Here it is put down that the mol) was fired on 
and thei’c were four easnaltii's. 

A. As far as 7 am awan*, tlu'ri' were no easualtios. 
Q. Whose ri'.port is tliatV 
A. It is page 20, War Diary.*

Q. There were no casualties. Was there no firing at 
all? 

.1. There was firing, hiifi tlu're \\eve no ewsualties. 

/>'// fhr llon’hlr Paridif Ja^at Naranan 

Q. On what date did the news of .Amritsar reach 
Oujrat? 

.1. I do not know. What news ol .Amritsar? 

Q. News of the 19th? 

.4. If yon will ask me more juacisely, I can answer. 
Q. There was only one irrqiortant thing that hay peri¬ 
od at Amritsar on the 19th. and that is the firing at 
.Tallianwala Ragh. When did it reach Onj’rat? 

A. T eannoti say. 

Q. When did aou yonrself become arvnro of it? 

A. T cannot rememlier tlu’ date. It wn.-. some days 
later when T snw it in the newspapers. So far as I 
remember, T cannot he nreeise after this lapse of time. 

Q. Do I understand that these different officers that 
wer.- coming to (riijrat never gave you information 
until you saw that in the newspapers? 

A. T an: not aware that T received any information 
from any military officer on the 13th or 14th. I did 
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not rcHcli (lujrat till tlu' iifternooii of tho 1-lih. I was 
not in touch with any military officer until the 14th. 

Q. At the time when damage was done to the rail¬ 
way line at Malakwal station, there wt i'e troops at the 
station? 

A. Ves. 

Q. Jiecause tlu damage was doive. by a very few men, 
they coidd not i^et hold of the persons? 

.1. The crime eommitted hy this {.jan;,,' of ine.n at 
ni;L,dit was done h_\ a small numher who coulil naturally 
eii, past the sentry. 

Q. 'j'h( rel'oi e the\ i,n»t jaast the sentry .md the mili¬ 
tary w ('I’e not able to discover them at the time they 
weie eommittinij; the otl'eiiee? 

.1. No; that does not excuse their crime. 

Q. Tiicn you say that this movement was anti-Oov- 
ernment? 

.1. Yes. 

Q. 1 )o you base \oui opiidon on tlw speeclujh that 
were made or anyth me else? 

.1. No; on the facts recordet! and crimes committed. 

Q. The crimes that wi re eoniniiltcd were (i) the 
cuttiiie cif wiles, (2) nmioval of the line at Malakwal 
station, and (h) the hnrning of jaipers in the ticket 
colli'i'tor's ollici'? 

.1. 'riierc were various things. Why do you mini¬ 
mise the crime!:, committed at (iujrat.? 'I'hey wine 
vei'V much move serious; the Iniinin^'; of papers and 
the hreakino ol lines of communication were delibe¬ 
rately done. 

Q. Therefore in addition to the cuttinc of wires and 
i'emo\ine line fi'om .Malakwal station, the crime in 
(lU)iat wastin' damap'ine ol instruments of commnni 
cations and Netting fire to Uie office. 

.1. 'riiey prohahly would have done, very much more, 
had tliey not been stojiped. 

Q. Pon'l you thinli tliat if the railway .‘dalf are not 
satisfied and they were aliout. to stiike, then practicHlly 
they would make common cause with tlii'se persons 
who were not well disjiosed iieide the, city and all 
these tilings could have, happened? 


A. I cannot say what the railway staff could have 
done, and 1 cannot say any thing about common cause. 

Q. J»ut so far as the intention of tlie mob was con¬ 
cerned, you base your o])inion upon the acts that were 
done by them, not upon anythiue that was said? 

.1. Yes, upon the crime.s committed.

Q. 1 gather that tlu- people in (lujrat were rather 
apathetic about the hartal. Were tlu'y not? 

.1. Not about tho hartal; practically all the sbojis 
were dosed as far as I know. 

Q. Hut stories of what \ms happcuiiio i lscwhcie had 
worked them U|» seriously? 

.1. 1 would not say that. It wa.-i doin' ipiiekly and 
obviously spontaneously, lieeause the Superiiit('iident 
of Poliee. was told on the morninp of the llth that 
there would he no hartal, tint after some tine-, tiin 
hartal was observed obviously ipiitt' ijuiekly ami it was 
very eompleti',

.1. Yes. 

Q. (fn what dati' was tliat and at what time? 

.1. (hi the iritli .April. 

Q. At. the time when tiring took place, what w.is the, 
moh doing? 

.1. '^riie. mol) actually hri ke the doors, wiiido'as and 
glass James and W’ere .seating fire to the hnilding. 

Q. Did you endeavour to get tin m to disperse? 

A. Yes.' 

Q. Whjuld they disperse? 

A. No, they would not. 

Q. When they would not do so, wliat did you do? 

.1. I ordered the police guard wlio was arriving at 
tile time to fire at them. 

Q. Wh re shots fired? 

A. Yes. 

Q. How many? 

I. About 25. 

Q. Were there any casualties in cuiiHoquenco? 

A. None. 

Q. How was that? 

A. Because people wore inside the railway station 
.and the guard was oidside. These people had entered 
the building inside and the guard was outside and 
fired through the railing which was of about a man’s 
height.

Q. 'rile mol) all day, I think, had been roaming 
alxiut the jilaee?

Q. 'J’he.y had numerous warning.; both on tins and 
jirevioLis occasioiiH ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Did the police fire hnekshot'? 

A. Yes. 

Q. They did nut either kill or vvound anyone? 

,1. Not at all; nobody was even wounded.

Q. You were one of the witncbtes before the Com¬ 
mission? 

A. Yes. 

Q. There were other official witnesses from this 
place? 

A. Yes, Diwan Sita Ham, Ijfila Vidyadhur and Bayad 
Faizul Hassau. 

Q. You know what the Triliunal has stated about 
official witnesi es? 

A. They have said about hotii sides. 

Q. There were six official? 

A. There were two sets. 
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Q. If your cvidonco had been believed, that barrister 
would have boon punisbod? 

A. 'J’hoy did not say any tiling about bciieviug. 

Q. Your evidonce was that this liarristcr was in the 
mob and that ho was not pnjsi nt at iht Deputy Couu- 
missioner’s bungalow? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Wliut was bis dofonc.o, why was he challancd^ 
Wart il bocausc he was one of the mob? 

A. Heoauso there was evidence that he was instigat¬ 
ing people. 

Q. The main reason was tliat he was one of the mob? 

A. Yes. 

Q. That was also the evidence of Faizul llassau 
Shah? 

A. Yes. 

Q. His defence was that ho was at the Deputy Com- 
miHsioner's bungalow and was not ono of the mob? 

A. That is right. 

Q. And he was acquitted? 

A. Nobody knows on what grounds he was acquitted. 
Of course, he was acquitted. 

Q. There were other ofhcials who said that bo was 
not in the mob? 

A. Yes. 

Q. You wore the only two oilioers who said that be 
wa.s in tile mob and he was not prcHtsnt at the Deputy 
('ominisHioner's bungalow? 

A. There were lU persons. 

Q. 1 am i^allung about olhuials examined in this 
cave? 

A. The Deputy CommisHioner held an enquiry aftor- 
^^^r<ls and thejc vreie Id j;orsons. TIk* police sent up 
(. nly twu men. 

Q. In the trial before the Tribunal you were the only 
two oflicialb who made that statement? 

A. Yob, who wore sent up. 

Q. And you know in that Tribunal what the Judges 
have said? 

A. There were two sets, one set said that he was not 
in the mob and the other .said he wa.s. 

Q. It is not a question of doulit. What they say is 
this ; “ Much of the evidence, even that of the olliciuls 
is tainted and there has been deliberate perjury.” 

A. Yes; tliere had been. There were two set.', ono 
bet baid ho was thore and the other said ho was not 
there. There wore Hindu oHicials also who said he 
was not there. 

Q. So far as the facts of the Ihth were concerned, 
you wore not with the mol, ? 

A. 1 w'fis with the mob. 

Q. You were sent for later? 

A. 1 was with the mob, but not all the time* with 
them because, when we a[)proached tlu-m, the}' used 
to increase their lamentations. So wc kept at a dis- 
taM<;o from them, but we were watching their move¬ 
ments. 

Q. Whire you present at Shah Hussain shrine? 

A. 1 was not there. 

Q. When did you gi' b/ the railway st-atiou? 

/!. 1 had iiostcd my nien v\ho came and told me 
that they wore first going round the city and Ciicular 
lload. When they took that route he came and in¬ 
formed me. 

Q. Therefore when the mob started from the Shah 
Hussain shrine to the railway station, you wore not 
with the mob. You' were subsetjoently informed and 
theft you come to the railway station? 

A. Not to the railway station, but to a place half 
a mile away that way. They had not arrived at the 
fat.atiou yet. 

Q. You were outside the railway station when you 
ordered firing? 

Q. You wore not inside the railway station? 

A. No. 

Q. You were inside the room where papers wore 
burnt? 

A. Not then, but after they dispersed and ran away, 
wo entered. 

Q. You had not soon what th(3 mob was doing in- 
sido? 


A. Wc could see very well as the windows and doors 
wore open. 

Q. Is it not a fact that not more than hall a dozen 
were inside that room? 

A. Tlnirc was not only one room. There arc several 
rooms. 1 do nut know which you mean. 

Q. The room where jmpers were burnt? 

A. 1 (;aiinot say bow many there were, but I could 
sec simply through the windows. Wc could see some 
men. J t;aunot giv<; the exact number, 

Q. Therefore the room wbieh was burnt you could 
see from tbi* outside of the station? 

A. Yes. 

Q. How long is the window? 

A. About 4 feet iu length. 

Q. You arrested some men then? 

A. Yes, 7 men. 

Q. After that, the fire was extinguished? 

A. Yes, 

Q. Wero any doors or njof of any room burnt? 
yl. Not burnt, because we wtirc inside the room and 
atte.nded to it at once. 

Q. When you reuebed the inside, of ilie room, were 
all the things insidt; tlu! room burnt? 

A. I’apers, packets and everything which wno lying 
inside the room were ablaze. 

Q. I want to kmnv vvJnit yon mean by exerytbing. I 
can understand papers and packets lioing burnt. 

yl. Sonic impels, puckeiK wore burnt and some chairs 
and tables were put on ilu; tire. 

Q. Therefore wlien you say that the. station was 
Imrnt, }uu mean that inside the room there wor-' some 
broken ehairs vvliieb were Ininit. 

yl. 'J’lie chairs, papers and everylbing. 

Q. You wfiit insidi! as soon as the mob dispers(jd 
and tile fire bad bi'en extinguislied ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. At .Ialal])ur Jaltan also you made arrests? 

A. J ilid not go there. 

Q. 'N'ou sent orders? 
yl. Not I. 

Q. Then the Superinieiulent of l^uliee did? 
yl. He might have. 

Q. 'H'ou know nothing about that? 

A. No. 

Bif Du: llun'hle Mr. Thoinan Smith - 

Q. About the point whieb wa.s just put to you about 
a cnsi', the judgment said that the. evideneo of the 
ollieials was not free from taint and there bad been 
perjury? 

A. Yes. 

Q. How many official witnesses were there?

Q. At that, yilaee I think the situation w’as well kepi 
in hand? 

A. It Avns well kept in hand l)y Captain Watson. 

(,). What denart.ments struck on that, day? 

A. V I'll, ])raet.ieally all d( ]»artments but. the TjOco, 
men said that the Trathe mon wmrdd not work a>ul tlu'y 
would not allow tlu'ui to ^^(lrk, while the IVafTie ttien said 
that t.lie T)Oeo. Ttien were interfering with them. 

Q. You refer in your stafi'iiu'iit to ojie of the st.rik«'rs 
inciting the mob to assault Knro|>eans. TTow did you 
get that iiiformation? 

A. Tt was reported by the ofticer in charge, A. T. S. 
and the TrafTlc Inspector. 

Q. On the Kith there was damage done to telegraph 
W'ires? 

A. Yes, 

Q. Did aTiything happen on tho 14th at Tjnhore itself 
in the way of destruction to raihvay property? 

A. Very little w-as acttially done at Tjahore. I don’t 
thirdc much damage was done. They merely tried to 
throw over some of the points, they were very much 
excited, 

Q. Was there a strike at Rhakurfuir? 

A. On t.he 13th and 14th. 

Q. Were telegraph wares cut there? 

A. Yes, tliere ws'n' interru])tions. 

Q. Then at. Bahadnrgarh was an attempt made to 
tani|>er with a bridge and (he permanent W'ay? 


A. Yes. 

Q. Did the strike at Shakurpur spread to Delhi Kishen- 
gunj? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Where is it? 

A. That is the next station to Delhi, it is 2\ miles from 
Delhi. 

Q. That is outside the Punjab? 

A. Th.at is in the Delhi Province, I believe. 

Q. Was any damage done to telegraph wires at that 
place? 

A. Yes. 

Q. T see you note that it was done by thf' station 
staff? ■ ' ‘ 

A. That is what they reported at the, time, that tho 
station staff was mixed up with the. jieojvlo df)mg 
dam.ago, 

Q. Did minor damage and destruction occur between . 
Daliadurgarh and flbeora, at Okara, Hafizabad, Akal- 
gaj'h .and Mansurwali? 

A. A'ca; from all these places reports came in of 
destruction and damage. 

Q. What sort of destruction? 

A. They trie.^1 to pull out. the line; iron shackles were 
put oti at Okara over the line, but they were, all removed 
jiromptly by (he stnff. 

Q. It w'as on this day, I think, that a mob made an 
attempt, to attack some pass(Mignr train at Ilafizabad? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Wore restrictions on liooking ])ut on intermediate 
and third cla.ss f)assengcrs? 

.1. Ah'S, on the 14th ro.strietions were put on. 

Q. Looking to tin* dilTienlties with which you W'Cre 
faei'd in running your tratne, were those rcstrictioiiB 
iieeessary? 

,1. Ab's, they wer:* necessary. 

Q. During the 7iiglit of the llth/lfd.h, did a mol) 
begin to attack Wazirabad, and were: tlu' signals 
broki'n dowm? 

.1. Ab's. 

Q. Did they do any damage there? 

A. Yes. they liroko tlu' signal lamps and some lamp 
posts. 

(h t)n the l.bth, what occurred on the railway system? 
Ab)u say l.lu're w'as extensive cutting of telegraph wires, 
ami minor disturbaiua's oeeurn'd at Iximdian, ijala Musa, 
(,hl;i Shi'ikhnpnra and Itahnlike, What .sort of di.stur- 
bances do you refer to? 

1. At. Kundian (here was an attempted strike. Tlie 
mob came up there and refused to let the train pass. 
At. Titila Musa t.hey burnt the goods and the mob kofit 
a train outside, the station. 

0. T sec you mentioned that the train service w'as 
disorganized at certain places at Narwana, DliAmthan 
and Tohana? 

.1, ,A driver reported that there were mobs iiiBide and 
it was unsafe to go in the night and hung up the Mail. 
Thev stayed back at tlu' station. 

Q Did you receive a report that threats w'ere licing 
made to fire at any t.rain leaving Daliawahiagar? 

A. Ab's; Captain AVatson and our Assistant Traffic 
Superin(.endent reported that there was a rumour that 
t.he train would bn fired upon. 

Q. Wt're measures t.aken to prevent that? 

.1. A’es, (kaptain Watson (xxik steps. 

Q. At Atjilialn there wa.s a short strike of the Traffic 
staff? 

A. ATis. there' was an attempted strike, it was no(, very 
serious. 

Q. At. Rinlkot after dark w^as a third class carriage 
found (.i") he hnrning in the stafion yard? 

A. Ab's. 

Q. TTow was (hat damage done? 

A. Tliero were crowd.s about, and it was believed that 
thev did it as they were all very innoh excited. 

Q. Was (rtinhlo ttirentened at the same time at 
I.ala Mns.a? 

.4. Yes. 

Q. On that day was rinihnrka.na Station destroyed? 

A. Yea. 

Q. Can you descrihe w'hat was the extent of damage 
done there? 
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A. Thoy colloctixl all iho movoablo property, put it 
into tho Station •Master’s OlTiee and set fire to it and 
hiirnt everything. 

Q. They not only destroyed the station but they up¬ 
rooted the line? 

A. They pvilled out a mil near the distant signal near 
tho canal bridge. 

Q. How did they do it? 

A. Tlio crowd must have got together, it is easy 
enough to get hold of spanners and open out the lino. 

Q. In this case had tlu'v taken the tools from a hut? 
A, Yoa; most of tho men in tho villages liave worked 
orv tho railway line, and it was quite easy for them to 
find a few who could undcrstaml the dismantling of 
rails. 

Q. Had any material been used in tho burning of the 
station? 

A. Tliey generally poured kerosene oil on tho top. 

Q. T sec tliey also tried to smash a train? 

A. Tliey smashed it, broke all tho windows and 
smashed all the sieves and tried to burn it. But the 
damage was not very oxeossive. 

Q. WoTO tho rails in a bridgo approach roniovod? 
A. Yes. 

(^K Canal bridge limbers w’ore also burnt? 

A. Yea. 

Q. Another bridge was burnt and mils in its 
npj)roneh removed? 

A. Yes, two canal liridges were burnt one after 
a noil) or. 

Q. Was the station casli safe or) that occasion? 

A. There was a small safe at the Station Master’s 
ofTieo which contained some inorroy. The Station 
Master liowever Juanng('d to liide fbe money in bis 
bouse wliich bo afleinvaida made good. Tho cash 
safo was rifled. 

Q. Wero tickets aud racks destroyed? 
d. All the moveable property like tickets, rnckfl, 
etc., wero thrown on tlio (iro. 

Q. During that night was a rail removed at Knla ? 
A. It was ref)or‘tod that a rail was removed at 
Kaln, just north of dhelurri. 

Q. Was a passenger train derailed? 

A. Yes. 

(h Wore there arry casualties? 

A. No, they Avero very careful. 

Q. I suppose tho derailment of tho passenger train 
might have been rnor'o serious? 

A. Yes, it might have hcerr very serious. 

Q. Was a troo[) train exirooted about that time? 

A. Yes. 

I seo you say that the intention was obviously 
to derail a sfrocial troop train, containing 20 motor 
lorries ? 

A. Yes: from reports we received, wo had reason 
to bolievo that that was their intention. 

Q. That trooii train would have had a higher 
speed ? 

A. It )V'i8 coming dow’n tho line, the damage would 
have been much more serious. 

Q. Did the moh from Chuharknna proceed towards 
Sangla Hill on tho IGthP 
A. Yes. 

Q. Did they burn and loot Dhaban Singh and 
Moujan stations? 

A. Ye.s, they burnt nil tho property, but tho 
station building being pnhho did not suffer much. 

(iK AYas a canal bridge fired on about two miles 
beyond Dhaban Singh? 

A. Yes. / 

Q, Yon refer to Mr. Wait hoing injured in a 
collision ? 

A. It is Mr. Wale, tho Telegraph Master, it was 
the same occurrenco. It was not a collision. 

Q. I think in tho meantime ar armoured train 
visited tho place? 

A. Yes, after tho 13th w© began to put on mili¬ 
tary guards. 

(}. You considered it safo to nut on armoured 
trains on various sections? 

A. Tho military nnthoritios considorod it safe, as 
the people wero getting very nervous. 

Q. In addition, was there a number of armed 
trains? 


A. There were armoured trains and armed trains 
and those are two iliflforent things. 

(J. Wore guards i>laccwl on liridges and tunnels on 
tho main lino? 

A. Yos. 

Q. As far a.s the Indus? 

A. Y'es. 

y. And an armed train patrolled the district for 
the purpo.so of rntioning the guard? 

A. Yos. 

(J. That train worked daily througli the period of 
th. riots? 

.1. Yos. 

Q. On th«' 17th of April, was some burnt at 

l.yallpur. 

A. Y«‘s and it was (lovcrnmcTit hhiiKn. 

Q. At M a la k pore was a train wrecked and a pair 
of rails removed? 

.1. Yes. 

Q. Were an engine and a loadcxl wagon of tho 
p.-tsseiiger fniin r.vei turncd 

A. Yes. 

0. And two people killed and two injured? 

A. Yos. 

Q. Wero tidegraph w ires rut at a nuruhor of pi ices 
on this date? 

A. V^os. 

Q. On tho 18th April, did the situation sfimiwhat 
ea.so? 

A. Yos. 

(J. How was that? 

A. By that time tho ^ 'tiation was well in hand as 
military columns were travelling about and guards 
patrolling the country .md tho people also under¬ 
stood that the (lovernmont had not ooino to an end 
at Lahoro. 

Q. During the night of tho 17th and IHth, was 
tSidhwan Station liumtP 

A. Yos. 

Q. Is that a small station? 

.1. A very .small station. 

Q. Were there few instances of telograpli wires 
being (uit on that day? 

A. Yevs. 

Q. AVoro oh.structions placed on tho lino hetw^oen 
rortain points? 

A. A^os, betwcH'M I.adliuka aiul Balnuniwala. Sleiqu'rs 
were roportc'.d on <Ji(‘ line. 

Q. Wore thoso olistnictions such as to overturn a 
train? 

A. It might have been serious hut tho lines wore 
patrolb'd by gaiigmen who pulbd tliern away. 

Q. Dn tho 2l8t April, tliero was ono sueecssful 
frttorupt to (ut wiros and ono unsnccossfiil? 

A. Yos. 

Q. After that dnto there was no incident worth 
reporting? 

A. Things calmed down eonaidorahly after that. 

Q. Can you give mo roughly an idea of the amount 
of damage that was done to tho railway system 
during theso days by tbo action of tbo mob? 

A. It is difficult to ostiinate exactly tho amount 
of money actually paid out but. so far one lakh 1ms 
already boon paid, in addition w© have to rostoro 
Gujranwala. 

Q. And will that amount to Boveral lakhs? 

A. Well it deponds; if wo have to rohuild it as it 
stands it will cost less, on tho other hand if wo 
have te rebuild tho wholo structure it will cost con¬ 
siderably more. 

Q. Did tho effict of disturbancea paralyse tbo rail¬ 
way and commercial systom from th© lOth to tho 
21st April? 

A. It practically did in tho disturbed aroas. 

Jhf the Iloji'hle Mr. Junfice Tinnhin-- 

Q. If I follow you rightly the great hulk of tho 
damage to tho railway, including the telegraph and 
signal linos, was don© by outside mobs -ather than 
by railway peoplo? 

A. I think they wero all don© by outsido mobs; 
though quite ofi,en somo railway peoplo assisted them 
but as a rule by outsido men. 

"^berofore is that tho reason why you say hero 
that it is imposajblo te regard tho movement as 
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merely industrial or commercial aa distinct from 

ijolitical ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. I suppose you have had throats of a strike 
l)elor(' on this railway? 

.1. Yes. 

Q. Have you over found in your past experience 
Unit an ordinary strike takes form at its beginning 
hy ;ittcmpbs to cut the linos of communication? 

.1. No. 

Q. I SCO that the Assistant Station Master and the 
' i" ti.dlin,!' flas', wiTi^ npfiarently thl^ most active nuion[^ 
tile railuay cmployeea? 

A . The men who wore most agitakwl wore the 
si^jnallers as they talked a lot on the wires and a 
certain number of tlio Station Masters. 

dan yon tell mo whether at this time about 
Ihe l)e;dnnini( (if April —some. of l.ho railway 
eniployeos had legitimate grievances about pay and 
'ii on !if, riny ndi' what Ihey ihoiipdit were legitiinale 
"l ii varices? 

A. Tlnyv had sent in a memorial for more pay on 
iicfount of the incroased cost of living. 

Tak(' t.h(' signalling class first- was that the 
cliiss which had some special economic reason? 

A. Not inoro than any other class. 

C. 'Chi' A.ssi.stant Station Master cla.ss is that a 
class of <'NC('ption ? 

A. They wine the same cla.ss of men as the 
' ijfnalli'rs. 

Q. Would it he right to say that those two classes 
of p('oph^ would he ahout th<v best educated typo of 
railway .'^I'lwaiit? 

,1. They are more or le,SH hotter educated than the 
(dher lot hut the Station Masters are tlio be.st 
(‘ducatod. 

C- A|)art froTn the people at the top they w'ould 
emru' jicrhajis in the second cla.ss? 

A. Most of the railway staff of Assistant Station 
IMasttu’s and signallers are all entrance passed men. 

Q. Ilow’ do you account for ihe.S(> two clas.ses of 
people heiiig paiticularly prominent in thi.s work of 
dost ruction ? 

.1. 'I’hoy woio not irrornincnt—they were agitated 
and disturhed more than others. They actually did 
not do much damage or very little, but they wore 
Mi(( most disturbed and agitated. 

Q. 1 want to get that clear from wbnt you say— 
if I folltjw you you do not say that the.so turn claa.se.s 
of jiooplo w'crc* iiromincnt either in committing 
olfonecs or dii-octly incit-ing people to commit those 
o(fences ?

A. Ahout 14 miles. 

liji Sir a. n. f^etnlvad 

Q. Was dissatisfaction among the railway 

erniiloyoes—the signallers, the Assistant Station 
Masters and the Loco mon - of long standing with 
regard to their salaries? 

A. Tt was not of long .standing. They sent in 
applications in February or March. 

Q. In February or March they woro agitating for 
more luiy? 

A. Yo». 

Q. And that was before any indication of these 
disturbances P 

A. Yes. 

When w ore snlnrios last revised ? 

A. In January and April 1918. 

(>. Wore they demanding more pay? 

A. Y»vs. 

Q. All thaso classes—the Loco, the signallers and 
|.he As.sistant Station Masters? 


A. Yes; some of the other cla.sses too. 

Q. Almost all the railway employees? 

A. Yes; practically. 

Q. Had they sent in memorials in large numbers? 

A. Yea. 

Q. And that in February or March? 

A. Yes. 

Q. When those disturbances came on in April, at 
what stage was the consideration of those applica¬ 
tions? 

A. They were under consideration. Tlie office 
clns.s had been given some increment. 

Q. They had not been finally diapo.sed of? 

A. No. 

Q. Therefore anterior to those disturbances, there 
was considerable dissatisfaction among the railway 
omploy^ics? 

il. 'I'here was sotuo dis.satisfaction. I w'ould not 
say coiisidorablo. They had already received an in- 
cri'mciit and those aiiplications came in February. 

Q. Alfh.uigh tliey bud got an increase in 1918, 
still in Fohniary and March 1919 a very largo num¬ 
ber of tlnun were persistently asking for more.,salary 
— whefhor that demand may bo reasonable or un- 
re.iKonable—the fact remains that they bad—at least 
they fbought fh<-y had—-cnnsiderahlo reason for dis¬ 
satisfaction ? 

A. I do not think ihoro w'aa coiisidorablo reason. 
They snhl they wanted more pay on account of the 
high cost of living. 

Q. Wore Llu'y very united in their demand? 

A. Appeals eanio from all over the lino. Individu¬ 
ally T could not say if tlu'y were all united. 

(,>. I>ut appi'als came in generally? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Ahout tlu'.so restrictions on fruvclling, fJiey were 
put (111 soincwhcn' on the 11th? 

A. Yes. 

(>. You say that looking to the traffic exigencies 
Ihev w'cro noci'ssarv? 

.4. Yes. 

(J. How long did the.so traffic exigencies last? 

.4. in the coaching conditions tlioy lasted up to 
about the first week in May. 

(,). After that so far aa the railway exigencies 
wore concerned Ihoro was no necessity to put any 
re.striclion.s on fravelling? 

.1. No; after that except north of Lahore when 
fho Afghan War started. According to the military 
I'rograrnme tlie whole of the lino had to ho made 
ever to tho military aiithoritios and wo had to put 
on restrictions for all clas.ses. Tho furthor exigen¬ 
cies came on account of tho Afghan War. 

D’; the Tlotdhle Pandit Jagat Narayan — 

(,>. Is it not a fact that heforo tho 14th the mili¬ 
tary aiithoritie.s for fhoir own reasons repeatedly 
puessod for putting restrictions on third class and 
intormodiato travelling ? 

A. They did not ask mo. They might have asked 
loi al offioor.s. 

Q. Are you net aware that they w’oro making 
repoatod deniamis to place restrictions on travelling? 

A. I am not aware of that but the district officer 
told me that they wanted to control the traffic. 

Q. Do you know that at Iiula Musa at the ?’c<piest 
of tho military authorities ahout three hundred third 
class passengers w'cre stop])cd? 

A. T am not awaro of it. 

Q. So far as your rejiort is concernod, you yonr- 
.self did not personally enquire into the cases of any 
of these nun? 

A. No reports wore sent to mo. 

Q. With regard to Sidhwan station—it was prac- 
licallv a sleeper hut? 

A. Yea. 

Q. And it wns prohahlv luimt hy the station master 
himself? 

A. Wo could not say so but wo presumed that he 
bod done it. 

Q. Anyhow it was possible? 

A. .At the time it wn.s reported that the statfop 
master ])robnl>ly hurnt it. 
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Q. You say that ilio injury to Mr. Walo was duo 
to a collision between the rnob and the military? 

A. I think 1 have explained that. A man came 
and struck him in the office. 

Q. Even before those disturbancosj was it not 
known to the authorities that a day was fixed for a 


general strike throughout the North Western Bail- 
way 

A. There were some rumours but we heard nothing 
dcjinito Iroui our men. . 

Q. But rumours were there? 

.1. Yes.

A. Yos, Sir. 

Q, You have expressed a desire, to make a stato- 
iiiont in us hImhiI tlic subject ol' uur inquiry? 

A. Y'es, Sir. 

During the period of the riots where wore j’on ? 

.1. ] left Laliojo on the afternoon of the 10th for 
Sialkot ’ey motor to keep a professional engagement 
on the litli. On tlie lItJi 1 was at Sialkot. 1 left 
Sialkot about two o’clock on the 11th for lAihoro in 
order to jrroceed to Ambala for the 12th whore 1 had 
to keej) another professional engagement. On the 
evening of the 12th 1 returned from Ambala to 
Ijahoro by train but the train was detained oir the 
morning of tlu- 13th ut a railw'ay station near Amrit¬ 
sar. 1 did not reach Lahore till tire evening of the 
Kith. 

Q. May 1 take it tliat you havi; no personal know¬ 
ledge of the occurToncas at Lahore or elsewliere? 

A. None from tiro evening of the 10th to the overl¬ 
ing of the 13th. 

(,b As regards tiro period subsequent to the 13th 
have you any p(’i\soiial kriowhrdge? 

A. 1 was in Lahore from tire ('vruiing of the 13th 
light on to the tiiurning of tire IGtli wdten I left for 
Delhi and on the (nening of tire 16th 1 proceeded 
from Delhi to Sindu. I stayed in Sinrla for throe 
days and tlien rt^turnod to Jiahore. 1 belic've it was 
on the 20tli that 1 returned to Lahore. 1 remained 
here straight on. 

1 believe yon wish io place your views before 
U5 as to the causes of unrest? 

A. 'I’hose tlrat 1 have stated in rny statement. 

Do you wish to sui>ploment the staternont you 
have made? 

A. No, 1 do not think 1 iiaw got any siipplcnicnt- 
ai'y st.‘Ilenient to make. 

(,b 1 think we may take your statement as giving 
your account of the causes of the disturbances? 

A. Quite BO. 

Q, In corinoction with the working of Martial Ijaw 
1 think .voir considered that certain of the measures 
adoj)to<l were unfortunate? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And that tht'y wore unnecessarily harsh? 

A. Yos. 

Q. 1 sec that you have particularised a. number of 
these and the first thing vou riiontiun is as regards 
night jrasses; but under Martial Law it is ijuite a 
usual thing to have a jieriod of time when the people 
are not suiiposed to be out? 

A. Yos. 

Q. So the question of the I'oasonablonoss or nn- 
leasonabloness of night, passes depends very largely 
Upon whether it was properly carried out under 
Alartial Law? 

A. Except that the passes were regulated on 
national grounds. On the ground that Indians had 
to apply for passes and Europeans did not require 
pas.sofr—that was a racial^ distinction. 

Q. Then as regards passes for travelling your 
objection is very much on tho same lines to this? 

A. Yos. 

Q. 1 suppose, however, you admit that during tho 
period ut all events when tho railway system was 
dislocated, owing to the occurrences on the railway 
system some restriction was essential? 

A. Absolutely, that was very natural, but I saw 
in several cases empty carriages proceeding from 
one place to another. 


Q. Ilnl, het«' again, as 1 rrrrdeisland, you think 
loslrictions were unfortnnalely jilaced iijion Indians 
so as to particularise iliom as compared with Euro- 
1 leans? 

A. Yes. 

(^K Vou have an objection I simi about notices that 
were plaeo^l outside doors? 

A. Yos. 

Q. You were vourself unfortnnatelv selcctiMl? 

.1. Yos. 

Q. I suppose you did not sufli'r nmeh ineonvem 
«'ne«^ from that? 

A. No, it was only a matter of a couple of extra 
choiikidoi s to watch o\ci’ thorn. 

Q. To watch the notices to see lln\v were not des¬ 
troyed ? 

A. Yes that was cssontial. 

Q. You say the plaetis sclecUnl for the I'xhibitien 
<'t Ibesi' ii'tticrs wel'r ivit si'f i ■( ri I willi a \ it b, 
|)i(>niulgutioii of tile in I'letw, but, rather with a viow 
ii selecting certain individuals who might, nol, hap 
pen to be on very good terms wiili the (Jovernmeni? 

A. Quite so. 

Q. Yb)u moniioij one catso wliere there' were three 
notiofis? 

A. 'I'hat is Fane Boad in Lahore where tin' law¬ 
yers live. It is a short road; there me I believe 
about 6 or 7 liou.ses on it, and thre<> of tliem had 
tluvse notices, and so I thought it was possilily too 
miK'h for iiroinulgation in that particular .^Ireel, 

Q. I sei' lawyer.s iu India, jusl as lawvc'rs iu Itng 
land ;iud Scotland, get the credit of lieing; ('xcop- 
tifuially active in political i)ro])aganda work? 

A. But in that cas»' only one notieii might have 
siiflieed ; they could havi' sliared it. 

Q, Thai, may liaviv been oitlier an ovi isigbt on tbe 
part of tlui military administrator oi it might have 
lieeii done inlontioiially? 

A. Quito, there is the iiossibility. 

Q. Yon are. inclined to think it was done iiileii- 
tionally ? 

.1. Y'es, knowing V'uno Houd has so very few houses 
and the people s<«!o( ted were peisoiis at all event.s 
two of them who had taken part in jiolitical pro- 
pagaiula. 

Q. But as I understand, the Military Adminis¬ 
trator in Lahore Civil Area was not very familiar 
with Lahore itself? 

A. It is generally believed that tbe inspiration 
cam*' generally, if not invariably, from tlie Civil 
a«thoritie.s. 

Q. ] am reminded that Coloiud dolinson jiraclieallv 
iiidicaUsK that peojiliN on wliose cloors notices wnre ])ut, 
were the i»co|de wlio were supiiosed to be not too 
conspicuous for tlioir loyalty? 

A. Quito BO. 

Q. Y'ou rider t.o the reguk'itiims as n-ganls 
stiidi-iits. W'c had the view;, df snuie of tlie piiiieipal.s 
or educators upon that question. Probably their 
views very iniicb coincide with your own? 

A. Yes. 

Q. You also mention as a matter of comfdaint this 
salaaming order. We liave beard a good deal about 
the salaaming order and I quite appreciate yoni' 
]»nint of view if it is tbai imnecessarv n(il(Ut )ii in<] 
was iinposetl upon all gentlemen of Indian iiation- 
alitv. Do I nnilerstund that ilie salnn ni ing (•! 
British Officers was imposed only on Indians? 

A. That is fo. 

Q. And wa.s it imposed upon all cla.sses of Indians? 

.'I. 'riin inKfnncc 1 liavi' given is of snlaninivii Viy 
Mr. Bashir Ahmad, a graduate of this University 
us well as of Oxford, who w'tis nuidc to salaam, not

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any Fairopoan Officer, but a row of young recruits of 
uiixofl clashes. 

Q. Surely there must have been some error about 
that, b(H;uuso J thought at all evorits so far as the 
Aditiinistrators of Martial Law are coneorned, the 
int'otioii AvjiK oierrly lo ijnposc the doty .>1 nahiiiui- 
nui so far as (jflicci h wi'cc eoiu-eriied S' 

A. Then in tliat case their orders were very geno- 
rully misunderstood by their subordinates. 

Q. 'J'hen 1 also understand from your point of 

view tiiat this method of snhni m iiifi <h;d. was adopted 

is iJiactically archaic, even among Indians them¬ 
selves ? 

A. Quite. 

Q. You think it was unfortunate and unfair that 

this method of Halnaniimj sliould he reHrated f.o hir this 
])ai'lieidar juirpoia/V 

A. Yes. 

(fK In your opinion it serves no good purj»ose to 
have such an order as that? 

A. None whatsoev'cr. 

1 do not tliink I ikhsI ask you about whether 
Martial Law shoiild liave lasui imjiosisl Ix'cause, 
after all, you are not familiar with the ('Vimts at 
tlu' time, hut you have (o\presse<l the vi<‘W that 
Martial Law was continued longei- than wa.s in tlm 
ciieumstances rnn’cssary. d’liat is your view bused 
upon \ our knowh'dge of the .situation in Labors' 
fi(nn th(' 2()th from which you were continually 
I'csident there? 

.1. Yes. 

But I supirose you will admit- that the (jucs- 
tion of the continuation of Martial Law would not 
luvve been so serious a (luestion if it. bad not been 
fr-r son\(' of the more objecdionable regulations con- 
nr'cted with it? 

A. My opinion is that, inasmuch as it means .set¬ 
ting the ordiitaiy law' more or less in alx'vance, 
Martial Law is a bad tiring itr ihself, eveir if it is 
not ac('Oittpani('d by objectioirable Martirrl Law 
Orders. 

Q. Of (uuirso all of us with civil rrrther thair ittili- 
tary ideas prefer' the civil to the militai-y admirri.s- 
tratiorr, thrrt is rratural etrough, but if a situatiorr 
has arisett irr a (aruntry where irrilitary rerpiirai- 
nrents rreci'ssitale tho existerrer' of Martial Law, the 
ohji‘ctiortabl(' cluii'jrcb'r of Mfrrtirrl Law may not bo 
very great? 

A. Yes. 

Q. If the rc'gulations are eased off and tlu' sirecral 
emirts ti'y orrly eases that ha\(' rrctually occurr-ed 
tlurtrrg tho pmirtd of riot uttd disttrrban(*e, thor'o 
nould be, in your o])inioir, mucli le.ss objr'ctioir thort ? 

A. I aril distinctly of opinion that if Martial Laiv 
Were renlly iroodcd in tlnr interests of peace and 
order' in tlu' country, there would bo no objection 
to it, but tho whole difficulty (;ame fronr tln> feeling 
tliat it was continued, irot becau.se it was really 
irocossury, but irr ordiu' to carry on what was begun. 
It was that feeling which niado things so difficult. 

]iil the llon'hle Mr. Justice Tiajjhin — 

Q. Would you mind exirlattring your last answer 
ti mo a little further? Y'ou .say there wa.s a feel- 
irrg that Martial Law was continued not becauso 
it w'as really nwes.sary but to cairy on what was 
begutr. Will you put that with a little more in 
detail for mo? 

A. It was felt that there was really no need for 
the introduction of Martial T^aw in order to restore 
jreace and order; that in the very beginning cer¬ 
tain acts wer’O done by the authorities which acts 
W('re, in the opinion of the people, not easily defen¬ 
sible; that it was found nwessary to carry on a 
wrong wddeh had begun possibly in haste, but which 
couid not be c.orrccU'd easily afterwards. Tfavo 1 
been able to convey my meaning? 

Do I understand that you are speaking now^ 
not so much of the introduction of Martial Law, 
but of its continuance? Apart from the question, 
as 1 understand, that you don’t think it eACr ouglit 
to have been introduced at all, do you think, for 
instance, that it was kept on after, let us say, tho 
middle of May simirly because it had boon intro¬ 
duced and nobody wanted to go back on itP 


A. Siiitply Irecauso certain proceedings had begun 
which they wauU'd to fini.sh before Martial Law' was 
removed. 

Q. Do you mean the i)roceodings befoic the Sum¬ 
mary Courts? 

A. Y’os. 

Q. You think that, in order that the adminis- 
tiation which had been set up might have time to 
do the work for which it was originally intended. 
Martial Law w'as carried on, although it might 
have been abrogated earlier? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Your view then on the assumption that Mar¬ 
tial Law was introduced, was that some arrange- 
!ii<-nt should have been made for carrying on that 
judicial work without Martial Law itself going for- 
wa i'd ? 

.1. Quite so. 

Q. I supiiose if Martial Law had to be introduced 
at all, it wouhl have to bo introduced for a reason- 
ablo time; you could not introduce it for a week or 
a fortnight or tliree weeks? 

A. 1 am afraid that is not my oiiinion. As 1 
understand, the need for tlu' introduction of Mar¬ 
tial Law comes to an end as soon us peace and 
( icier is re.stored. 

(J. That is (juite sound if T may say so, but do 
you think that is the same thing as saying it ought 
l( have come to an end the moment the last riot 
had occurred? 

A. I should say, as soon a.s the riot, if it had 
ocemrred, liad been ])ut down. 

Q. May 1 suggest this to you liecause 1 want you 
just to consider it with me foi' a f(‘W' moments? 
Assuming, for tho sake of argunumt, that what we 
have heard about all this wire (tutting along tho 
line, of tho.se various mobs and thi'se disturbaiuats 
taking ])la(‘e any time betwet'ii tin' lOth and about 
tint 21st of April are true, you will agree with mo 
that .such a widespread moveim'iit as that would 
hav(; to be dealt with very cautiously? 

A. Undoubtedly. 

f,>. A thing that has sjuead itself so wid(' would 
Ih' v(‘ry likely to recur at individual iioints for soim^ 
time afterwards? And you will agrcMt with me that 
the communication system of the Punjab is a thing 
which no Government of India can deal with other¬ 
wise than on the principles of the gi'catost urgency? 
Well now', c.onsidei'ing those facts and assuming it 
to be the case that Martial Law was rightly intro¬ 
duced and should have been kci»t on until it. was 
(rlear that this movement had come to an end, do 
you thiid< you could put the tinu' within W'hich it 
would have been safe, on tho.se a.s.sumptions, to 
bring Martial Taiw to an end earlier than, let us 
.say, the middle of May? 

A. Of eour.so the difficulty in answ'cring this ques¬ 
tion that T feel is w'hether it was to be removed 
from all i>arts wherein it was introduced, or whether 
it could be removed pic'cemeal. With reference to 
the wire-cutting and tho railway broaches, tho 
('asie.st thing would have been to restrict Martial 
Law' within those areas and not have it in outlying 
districts and in cities. 

Q. Now' have you considered that, INfr. Hussain? 
Becauso if as a matter of fact tho cutting of tho 
wires and the railway breaches were duo to the 
political and other discontent of the people in the 
surrounding country, do you think that military 
law merely on the railway lines would have boon 
effective for that purpose? 

A. This is actually what the Government did. 

Q. They did it aftcjwards? 

A. Ym'. 

Q. But I am speaking now of wdiothor you think 
that at any time beioro the middle of May it would 
have been of very much use to have Martial Law 
simply on the railway lino? 

A. So far as, 1 may say, Lahore, Gujranwala, 
Gujrat Districts are concerned (I am not in a posi¬ 
tion to say with reference to Lyallpur, as I nave 
not studied that), the end of April would have lieen 
quite safe to put an end to this Martial Law. 

Q. Now there is just one other thing, and that is 
about tho compulsory aahaming by respectable 
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pt'Oplo. You mentioned two gentlemen’s names. 
What exactly hapj>ened? You luontioncd Mr. Shah 
Nawaz us one wlio knew about the rase? 

A. It was tlie ease of Mr. Basliir Ahmad. What 
happened in Bashir Ahmad’s case was that he was 
going out for a walk and at that time there was 
an officer with a small body of volunteers, Anglo- 
Indian boys. 

(,). Cadets of the Indian Defence Force? 

A. They may have been. He was going out for 
a walk and an olVieer with some td these men was 
near the village of Bhagw aui)ura and was calling 
out men to n(iUi(n)i this couipaiiy, tmd several men 
were called up to do that. 

Q. Y^ou mean there v\as a crowd of ilie population 
standing by? 

A. No. 

Q. Whf> were hi iti;.' ealled out le) Hiildtini ’’ 

A. Different peo|)lc of the village. Not that they 
wtirc jtassiiie h\ and w eia' toM to ti'ihuiin, luit they 
wcr<' aetually being called np with the object of 
H(ihi(iniin<i on })nrpose. 

Q. Yon moan he hohl a parade and tin'll called 
out people from the villages and made them come 
up and fuihuin, ^ 

A. Y^os. And as this gentli.'nian was going out 
for a walk, ho said “ Who is tins? ” People told 
him and lie said “ he may a.s well 

Q. Yon moan they took him from whore ho was 
and made him salmi in 

A. Yos. 

U- Of convso there is nothing within a thousand 
miles of the Ylariial Tiuw Order that would justify 
that? '' 

A. No. 

Q. Would you mind telling luo whme is tlic iilaco 
whore that happened? 

A. Near tlio Shalimnr Gardens. 

U- This. gentloniaii is, J see you say, a graduate 
of the i’unjah University and of Oxford? 

A. Yos, he was the son of I\lr. Justice Shall l)in. 

U. Is he in India now? 

A. Yos. 

Do you know wlietlu'r lu' has ever made a com- 
jdaint cither to a suiierioi officer or anybody else 
about this treatment? 

A. He has montioned it to ids friends; I don’t 
think he has jnit in any complaint. 

U- Y^ni .see tlie ti’onbU' is that lie has not put in 
that complaint to u« and you, of cour.so, wcvrii not 
lU'csent at the time, and there is an officer con¬ 
cerned; one wants to get at the facts? 

A. Quito so. 

Q. Y"ou say tlie case tliori' is not a comjiul.sory 
nulaaniiiu/ by a pi’rsou who passi'd an oriicer, lint, a 
comi»nlserv litmliiig up of some one to Hahiani , for 
whicVi there is no justification? 

A. Yes, that is it, 

Q. There i.s just one thing on your .statement as 
a whole that 1 would like to put to you without 
going into details. 1 rather gather from it that tho 
goneral effect, according to your ojdnion, of the way 
in which tho Governniont has attempted to deal 
wdtli these disturbances has been apparently to 
undermine tbe faith of the poivplo in British justice, 
and I rather gather that you give that, not only as 
a general opinion, hut as your own opinion? 

A. That is 80 . 

Q. Don’t you think there is a confusion there 
between a difference of opiidon us to the right way 
to tackle u very difficult problem, and a dilforoucc 
of opinion ns to principles of justice? 

A. So far as tho introduction or non-introduction 
fd Martial Law is concerned it is possible that it 
may I)o that there is a difference of opinion as to 
that, but if we put all things together and see the 
effect on vhe people at large, one cannot escape tho 
conclusion that the result, however, unforeseen it 
may have been, is there. 

Q. Now just let mo put this to you. Taking the 
disturbances as a whole, do you agree that they took 
a turn that wur not only violent, but was anii-Goveru- 
rnent and anti-Europeuu; you agree with that? 

A. The disturbanoos as a whole, yes. 


Q. And do you ugi^'c that that maki s a jirohlom for 
ibc Government of Imliu as at jircscnt constitulcil 
ixliicli gix's jdjNolutclA n> the loot of its cxi.stvnco? 

A. It does. 

U- Now so far us any jicr^ons wiio were direetly or 
indireetly eoinieeted witli those disturbanecs or imir- 
dcis or riots are eoiieernoil, 1 lake it you do not feel 
any particular syii)}>ail\y for their being subjcclcd to 
Martial l^rw ? 

.1. N'cne wbatsocier. 

Q. And tb<' diilieiiltv and hardship about Martial 
Law is that because a ccilaiii part of tlii conimuiiity 
thoroughly deserves certain treatment, a good deal of 
iiardsliij) lias tw be imposed also on other parts of the 
community, that is the real dilVu-ully about ^lartial 
Law utter all? 

A. 'J'b;tt IS exactly tbe jiositioii so fur as the feeling 
td the poojilt; is concenied. 

Q. well now th.'it is, i.s it not. wliat is really pointed 
to? Wlu a pcopli' talk about the principles of justice 
or of law not la'iug apjiliod any more to tbeiit, they 
are feeling the i)incli of the fact that, in order to deal 
with one large seetioii of the {>oj»ulatiou, you liave 
imtortunalely to biing the wliole jiojiulatiou under a 
paitieul.'ir .system of ailministration. That is the 
point? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Don’t ye»u (liink that to that extent, and assum¬ 
ing that Martial Law was imjajse'l in good faith, it is 
up to all ediK^uted Indian;, in India to do their best to 
p()int out to the jicoph', wiio think that it is a slacken* 
ing in (be bernd in justice tliat lias brought this about, 
that there is no .such quest ion at the bottom of it? 
Don't you agree with me? 

A. The ililhculty iu the tusk of eilueated Indians lies 
in tliis that, just us lor the faults of a few, a large 
iiumher is suspeeted, similarly lor tho faults of a few 
who rule badly, the Guvcniinont in its entirety is being 
blamed. 

Q. You mean that becuiise jicopli'. may have bea'ii 
unnoce.s.sarily or indiKcriniinuteJy ilogged by individual 
<il’(icers, it is tiio.se kinds of mistakes that get Ihe whole 
Govornment into- bad odour? 

A. I'ixuctly. 

Q. Do .\()u think that the educuied portion cf the 
coimmmity in the ruiijab (i refir lo barristiors an<l 
jieo[)le like, that) haw done very mucLi, or done their 
tail' .share in trying to point out to their follow country- 
nieii that the fact that Alartiid Jiiiw nccesKurily mcaiiH 
Iiardsiiips iiiHui the whole eoiumuuity, and oven the 
laeL that jiurticuiar oflicers abuse in jiarticular cases 
their authority, docs not in the least moan that Britisli 
law and justice is not us much as e,vor it was at. tho 
bii'.is of British rule iu India? Do you think that 
they have dtaie their fail- share in pointing that out 
Li tile community us a whole here? 

.1. No, it was iinpossihle for ihcm under those cir- 
cumstuuecs to do it with any success, 

(J. it would be diflicult to do it at the time p'loplo's 
jaissioiis were, uj) and so on? 

A. Ncii only that, tliat the jieojdc's jiassiou.^ W'ere 
uji. 1 Miink one sliould atti jiijit it even if the people’a 
jius.sions were up, if it was clearly ono’s duty t<.i do 
so. What I meant to convey ivas that, instead of the 
Govornment finding its way to discover what sort of 
[•cojile they were who did actually create the disturh- 
uiiees and what it was tliat led them to commit those 
disturbances, they, without any adequate enquiry, fas- 
tcMcd the blame on to the educated classes and prac¬ 
tically turned tliat educated clas.s into a sort of oppo¬ 
site party or the enemy. Then how can you expect, 
under tliosf! circumstances, this educated class, after 
they had finished witli them to start » campaign of 
preaching that it was all right and that really no harm 
was intended? 

Q. I quite ajipreciatc th'- foree of what yon Bay 
there; there is a great deal el force in it, hut jnst toll 
me, the cducuicd class in this part of India arc very 
largely roprcsciitod, arc they not, by the barriBter or 
pleader class? 

A. They are. 
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Q. And a grcal; d( al of tlu! anlipatliy to and censure 
(,f f.Iiadcr class, if I foll')\v y<Mir view, simply 

arises froiti the fact that an educaied class in India 
\\hich has hecome polildc-all.v minded, is apt to lajcouie 
a bit of a nuisunce to the local udministraiion in some 
(jf its phases? 

A. Quito so. 

Q. And although it is ahsoiutoly legitimate and 
al)Solutely ssary to the country, the })lea*doi class 
(V'ts al)usod simply Ijocause it is the educated class 
and Jiidia is what 't is? 

A. That is the unfortunab! position. 

Q. And you say the attitude of some of tlui oflicials 
has made it {)aiiicularly <lilticult for that sum ; class 
to d(j its fair share in exjdaifting what it is nece-ssary 
to explain? 

A . Quite BO. 

liff Sir C. II. Scfahuid 

Q. Mr. I'a/d-i-liussaiu, liow many years have you 
been in Lahoru? 

A. 14. 

Q. You arc* a pcrnuiiient resident of Ijuhore? 

/!. No. 

Q. From what place do ycni cotiu!? 

A. Clurdaspur disti'ict. 

Q. And you arc settled down lien for the practice of 
your jucifession? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And all these 14 yearn have* you been taking a 
jirorninont j>art in public, affairs? 

A. Yes, jMiblic, alTairs. 

\’ou ha\e been eounected uitl. the Congrc.ss? 

A. Yes, intiuiatcly for the last four years. 

Q. Ih'fore that you were not connected with Ihcni? 

A. Not much. 

Q. Were you conmicted before lhat uitli any active 
])olitical usseiciation in the I’unjabV 

A. N’ch, tliree or four years bidoK that 1 was coii- 
neeted with the Muslim Ijcaguc. 

Q. The Muslim League is a Muhammadan institu¬ 
tion? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Were you comioetod with any general -political 
association nr activity? 

A. Well 1 hdieve 1 was a slcopiiig incmher of iho 
I'roviucial ('ongress instil ution since my arrival in 
Lahore, 

Q. And \\'hcn iho Uowlatt lUlF came on, did you 
take part in ihi* agitation against those Bills? 

A. 1 did. 

Q. 'ro(/k a very nclivc* part? 

A. ^'cB, fairly active 1 should say. 

Q. And ^^'heu tlu* SdtyatjraJia movciiiont came on, 
did y(.)ii join in that? 

A. No, 1 did not, 

Q. You did not take lihe Salyntjidha vow? 

A. N<n 1 don’l. believii any one in Lahon*. did. 

Q. No om* ill Lahore took the* Sal ijayniha vmv? 

A. 'Fhat is my impression, 

Q. Mr. (iaudhi’s jirojiagauda in that behalf, was 
that not taken up in Lahore? 

A, No. 

Q. Wbis not his projiaganda nhout wliat is called 
civil diKobodieru's' of laws taken up in Lahore? 

A. Wo did not adopt it. 

Q. With regard to the Ilowhitt Bills you had many 
mooting.^ 1 suppose in I^ahorc? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Did you take part in meetings outside Lahore? 

A. No. 

Q. You are aware that there were considerahlo mis¬ 
apprehensions it\ the minds of the general jiublic ns 
regards the netiuil provisions of those Bills, you have 
hoard of that? 

A. Yes. 

Q. For inlanee people thought that their inaniagcs 
would be interfered with, or they would be deprived 
of half the produce of their lands, or that 10 pG(>])le or 
f) people could not meet together without making thom- 
Bclvos liable to be arrested by the police, aud things of 


that kind? Did it come to your notice that these 
beliefs bad been in the minds of the j eoplc in the 
J’lmjab? 

A. I did not hear these rumours before Ajiril. 

Q. In Af)ril yiai did liear tlu'in? 

A. 1 did hear in April, I cannot say deiinitely wheu, 
but it was either during the disturbances or after the 
disturbances, or it may bo immediately before the 
disturhances, 1 cannot be definite. 

Q. It did come to your ears that the ignorant people 
were believing tbese things about that legishitiou? 

A. J cannot say that they M-ere lii-lioviug; 1 did hear 
that tbero were rumours to tliat elTecL. 

Q. Were aiiy steps takim by what you call tlio odu- 
eab'd classes in Lahore to disabuse the minds of the 
ji(!o[)le of tho^c* rumours and place before them what 
iJic actual provisions of the Bill were, however, objee- 
tioiiablc they iiiigiit ol.hcrwise bo? 

A. So far ns I remember, betv\oi*n the time, that 
tlifse rumours w'ore afloat and the time troubles came 
ou in the, Punjab, there was baldly breathing time 
between the two to do nny ihing, 

Q. Immediaicdy after this eume to your notice, ihut 
is yourself and your eoudjutors, those disi urbancos 
broke out? 

A. J'iithcr iinincdiat(*ly after or at the same rime, 1 
cannot say. 

Q. Thi;ro was hardly any tinu’. for you to take any 
action? 

A. Quite, 

Q. In your statomeni you go inti, what you believe 
to he the onuses of the uiin'st in the Punjab and the 
disturhances. There you nder to chat you call causes 
ill eommou with other parts of li.dia, and you men¬ 
tion the ferment in political thouglit due to th®. priu- 
ei|)lcs eiumciated by Mr. Wilson and Mr. Lloyd George, 
what do you mean by that? 

A. "J'he importance given to tl.ie question of solf- 
deteniunation. 

Q. You im'.an the new outlook Oiai cauic to all parts 
of the world with regard to freedom and lihertv? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Then you refer to the economic conditions? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What do you refer to there? 

A. High prie.os, t^xpeetations of allcviHliou in ilic 
immediate future in those jirie.e.s, 

<^. Tlioy did not go down, they ])OHsihly went uiu 

A. Yes. 

Q. That caused conaidoruble disappointment? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Aud dissatisfaction among the ignorant classes? 

A. Naturally. 

V- When yon speak of the uar strain, what do you 
refer to there? 

A. Kecruitineut, mouetary and financial holi). 

Q, These are. causes which you B])eak of as peculiar 
to the Punjab, 

A. Yes. 

Q. Tlioroforo you call it ns special war strain aud 
you spi'cify uudorneath that head recruitment, war 
loan and charity. You say ‘ the eircumstauces attend¬ 
ing upon these were such ns to undermine the faith of 
the people in British justice.’ What do you mean 
by that? 

A. 1 moan thereby wdiat they call compulsory volun¬ 
tary aid. 

Q. Compulsory voluntary aid? That is a conLiadie- 
tion in terms? 

A. That may he, hut it is ex])ressive and it is a 
Government phrase, 1 understand. If aid is voluntary 
or if it is legalised, tlien there can be no reasonable 
objection to its being given, but when the thing is not 
pvjt ou a voluntary basis then those who are not poor 
or weak they escape. 

Q. Tho.se who are not poor? 

A. Yen', those w'ho are not poor or weak, they escape 
the lial>ility to pay. P'or instance .... 

Q. Let us first confine ourselves to one head. With 
regard to this compulsory voluntary aid, J understand 
you to say that if there is compulsion throughout, that 
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would havG been a different thing. Do I understand 
you to say that you would havo welcomed conscription 
in the Punjab? 

A. Yes; as a matter of fact, I supported the move¬ 
ment for coDEcription in the war conference at Delhi 
in 1917. 

Q. In your own view, it would have been much 
Ix'tter to resort to conscription? 

A. To resort to honest conscription. 

Q. What is your opinion with regard to the recruit¬ 
ment? 

A. The luirdeu of recruitment, as I sawr,‘ fell on per- 
sons wlio were nob in a position to resist it. TUoso liv¬ 
ing in towns who were in a ijosdion to resist it and 
|)leaded law in their favour ('Scapcd it. 

Q. You say it being voluntary the townspeople 
escaped it? 

A. Yes. 

Q. /riiey could stand on their own rights and say 
‘ it is viduntary, wo won’t go ’ but the village people, 
|)oor attd comparatively ignorant bad to submit to it 
ulthougli they \vore not willing? 

A. In some (•ascs, yes. 

Q. People wore impreHsed into service against their 
wish ? 

A. Yes. 

Had you yourself anything to do personally with 
recruiting in the, Punjab? 

A. No. 

Q. Then on what do you base this statemei't that 
|)en|>lo in tlio villages were iin}>rcKsed against t.lu'ir 
wish, they were eornpellcd to go iiito recu-uitment 
against their wish? 

A. I did tw'o cases whic.h arose out of recruitment 
incidents. 

Q. You appeared in 2 cases? 

A. Yea. 

Q. ^fo^v did those cases arise? 

A. In tlie Shahpur district. One aroso out of con- 
seripl.ion. I believe IfiO people verfs jiroseeutcd for 
rioting and so on. 

Q. iriO people were, prosecuted for rioting? 

A. Yes. 

Q. You appeared for tlio defence? 

A. Yes. 

Q. How did the rioting take place? 

A. They wore again and again asked to give recruits. 

Q. 'rhose 150 people? 

A. Yo.s. I forget the name of the village. It is in 
Shahpur district about 10 miles from Sargodlia. None 
of tlinso people wuis even liter.ate and J tiiul that only 
one, since tlio introduction of J'-ritish rule in the Pun¬ 
jab had ever oc^cupied a place in Government service. 
They were altogether opiiosed to give any out of their 
village, 

Q. The.sc 1.00 people—were they ask-ed themselves to 
recruit? 

A. No, out of 1,000 in that village, l.W came for¬ 
ward. 

Q. The villagers were asked to supply recruits? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Was the number fixf^d? 

A. No; and they supplied none. Then again and 
again, the authorities persuaded them hut to no pur- 
po.se, then it was eonsidered tli.-it those {leople had 
eoiispirod together and opposed n-cruitmcMt in their 
own village as W'ell as in the neighbouring villages. 
On the basis of that, action war, taken under tho 
Defence of India Act. 

Q. Action pgainst the. village? 

A. Against some men of the village. 

Q. That they wero obstructing llu- recruitment? 

A. Y’os. Warrants w^ere issued against these persons. 
When villagers w’ould not surrender those persons it 
WHS found necessary to send a force against them, to 
capture those against whom warrants w’ore issued. 

Q. When they went there, the result was rioting? 

A. Yes. 

Q. For this rioting, tho 1^>0 people tvere arrested? 

4. Yes, 


Q. What happened to them? 

A. Most of them got convicted. It was found that 
they had taken part in tho actual riot. 

This is one case in which vou were concerned? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Y’ou .said there w'as some other ease? 

A. There wiis another ease in which the recruiting 
Tahsildnr was murilored. 

Q. Did yon appear in that ease? 

A. Yes.' 

Q For whom? For Ihe neeu.scd? 

A. Ve.s. 

Q. What happened, 

A. That f.ase arose out of deserters capturing a 
column. Theie were a nurnher of deserters in that 
thnna. 

Q. Wliut is thana f 

A. Thn»a is a pi^lieo station liaviug certain jurisdic¬ 
tion w ithin tho area (d a talisil. 

Q. Who <les<u'<tal? IVopIo who offenxl for ri'cruit- 
luent? 

A. I’eople are recruited, they join Iho regiment and 
thoM they run away. 

Q. .Aftor joining tho regiment? 

,'i. Yes; when they are called deserters. 

Q. These recruits eonie from a particular part of 
the country? 

A. Yes; a good number of them deserlod. 

Q. What hapj)one,d ? 

A. Then they had to hr captured, 

Q. What }iapf>ened ihr>n? 

A. This T.'ilisildar was going ahoiit in order to securo 
Toore r('eruil..3 and (’aj)(uro siieli ns had deserter!. at 
that ir.'wtienlar villagr*. Tliut is a village from which 
not a singh' reernit has l)een rihi.ainr’d, Wlitm ho was 
jrutiing up Hiere lu' was sr't upon by a large number 
of prvjple and eventually murdered. 

Q. What facts earno to your know’lodge in tho eourso 
of iho trial? 

A, Tlieso facts: that in that iJal-a reernitmonb was 
being druie aftr-r Irringing a good deal of pressuro on 
the people: and that bikIj peraons wben recruited werin 
de.serting the regirrrr>nt to wltirdi they had been allotted, 
in larger numbers than before. Tliat w’as in 1017-18. 
Of course, llK>re wa.s a mass of evidenee to tho w^ays 
in whirdi recruitment was done and so on in that case. 

Q. Ohjeetional)!.' w'ays wore, alh'gf'd to Imvo bram 
adopted by the niithorities? 

A. Yo». 

Q. What rlid the court fitul on them? 

A. As n mitl.er of fiu't, on tliafc jroint the Govern- 
rneiit pleadrw liad takrui up the position; that inasTinieh 
as there was juessuro brought to hear in recruitment 
on the peop!,-, thcri fore there was a feeling of resent- 
ment amongst tho |)eoplo and that was the. motive for 
the pr'.ople to attack tho Talisildar. 

<?. Those are the two eases that, rnrno to your not'ce. 
Nothing else? 

A. Nothing else? 

Q. Are. _>ou aware that in various eases people who 
wore, unwilling liad been brought as reeniits, they were 
ordered to bo r-eleased and sent baeic by tlio higher 
authorities? 

A. Undoubtedly; in a large number of cases. 

Q. You would not impute to tlieso higher anllmn- 
iies any intention !o impre.s.s people again.st their udsh? 

A. No. In fact there was more of unfair recruit¬ 
ment under Indian onieers than under luiropean effi- 
eers. The fact was that ove.r-zealous subordinate 
Indian oftieers resorted to these fdijcctionahlo metliods 
of recruitment, and in individual casos when tti.i 
matter w'ns brought to the notice of the liigher author- 
itics, it was set right. 

Q. That won’t he quite accurate. You specify 
Indian subordinate officers, (’ornplaints against the 
European olTicers also existi'd? 

A. Yea. 

Q. Who were they? 

A. District officers. Tliey winked during those days. 
They wmuld not have winked in other days. 
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Q. VVimf. do you my wan tho position of tlio Contral 
Oovorninont in tho Punjab. Had (Jovortiniont thorn- 
Holvi'H any df-siro to iniprosK pooph? af'ainst tlioir will? 

A. Tho local Oovornmcnt know of it. 

Q. And when they carno if) know of it did not they 
diflHOfiato thernHolveH froiri llioso inothods and ('Xpreas 
thoniHolvoK to that ofToct? 

A. They have no <loul)t warned their ofTiefTK that it 
is nxt thn right thing to do. 

Q. If that is so, you would grant that the Govern¬ 
ment thfunselvea worn no party to these ol)jeetionable 
methfKls aTid tliey were in that particular badly s- rv' d 
by their subfirdinate ofT'Kau's? 

A. That niiglit Ijo ho. 

Q. What do you think? 

A. In rny n])inion, if tliore had been any strong con¬ 
demnation by the authorities <hat Cfiuld liavc been 
btoppod. 

Q. Yo'i think that ilie condemnation of these prac¬ 
tices by Government was not snfrieient? 

A. Not snfTieii ntly strong. In fa(d, T 7nay add that 
it was in viim' of these very rf‘aHf)ns ihat ihi' local I 
Govorinnent was very readily i)i favf)nr fif legalisijig 
conscription and movf'd the Government of India to 
let them do it. 

Q. Tlie Ifx’.al Government themselves wero taking 
quite a correct view, in your opinion, about tho situa¬ 
tion? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Any way, according to you, tho position is this : 
wbethf'r tho local G()verrmi)'nt took f)r did not take 
etl'ieient stops to condemn what was dono l)y some in¬ 
dividual ofliccrs, thn etTf'ct of the o{)erationH of those 
olhcers created eeriaiu amount of discontent among 
tho i)Ooplo? 

A. Quit«’. 

Q. Tin'll you refer to war loan and charity. What 
happened witli regard to that which eause<l (lisef)ntent? 

/(. All cnthusiaKtic genileuian talo's it into his head 
that all rjiniiiidftrH shf)uld j)ay so niiieh loan or so niiieh 
money towards a charity, ih' places the matt-i he- 
forfi tho f)fhe('rs of his district and at once proceeds to 
make a eolleetlon. 

Q. You have no knowledge of any particular ofTieer 
wlu) lias done tliis? 

A. Yes.

Q. In what capacity? 

A. As a zaniiiidar. 

Q. In what place? 

A. In Tiyallpnr district.

A. Not the offiecr, 'Pin' man who collected money 
was llasildar Pratap Singh. 

Q. I’vf'fy person lioldi\ig laiid was to pa;/ so much? 

A. Yes. .\nd the Tulisildar wr«)te out letters caving 
tliat tills is being doin' and y.iti should jiav so minli. 

Q. Undid it with tlu' cmopeiation of the TtihsildarV

Q. You got a li>tt('r tlial as you as a land liolder of 
that particidar locality yon m>ist pay a particular 
annuint? 

A. He pointed out to me that in liis talisij T was one 
of the few vi'/io had not paid up and it was a great 
pity and so on and he expected a bi'tter example to he 
set, I at once wrote to my Muhhtar that it should he 
pni(l early. 

(p. You (lid not flisapprove of it? 

A. I did not innsmucli as I could afford it. There 
weroi other zamindam who were not able to afford it. 

Q. You w'cre aw'are of this, ther you ware in a posi¬ 
tion to afford it and there were other j^enplo holding 
lands W'ho w'ore not; and did you when this came to 
vour notice raise any ol)joction? 

A. No. 

Q. Wliy did you not do that? 

A. I felt that it was a good thing that was being 
dono so far as collecting monoy was eoncorned. No

A. Glider the rneome-tax Act, people have to he 
assessed in order to pay particular amount of income- 
tax, In .Ihelum, tlu're was a complaint that those 
people who never paid ineoine-tax and had paid no 
war loan or any amount (owards charities W’ero being 
assessed now. Their eomplaint was they were being 
assessed not because they wore liahh', but beeause 
they did not pay aiiytliiiig in tho w'ar loan cr the 
eliarities. Ihcy lirougdit a numiter of judgments of tlie 
iiieoMie-tax officer.

Wind, is yonr opini..n? hirst .d' all do voii think 
that the ndations Ixd.ween llindns and Miihaimnadans 
had improved in the last 2 or 2 veai or lad? 

A. There had been a distinef improvement, and the 
ffudings towards ..aeh other of the two eommiinilies. 
and not of individuals are dislhudlv hefter than thev 
had ever been heh-re. But T think it would he .saving 
too iniudi if one went so far as to ‘^av Oiat l>v Ihemsclvcs 
thev are hound to last.

I havi' already suhmiffctl in mv sl.alcinent fhat if 
V (IS either lo demonstrafe to the jieople that tliey should 
not alw'ays rely upitii the letter ol flu- law or to show 
that they should not he ansious t.o expect loo much in 
the future.

Yon s.a\ “ mnh’r the shadow of havonet'- 
and inaehine gnus." Do T nnderstund that at these 
places of roll-call. maehine guns used to he jdaced? 

A. Yes, at t.he paradi's of the students. 

D. Itnt thev would he natmally nlaej’d there? 

A T do not understand yon. Yon call a roll-enll of 
the students and at the plaei’ whei-e yon are having it. 
tlu’re would lie soldiers between each row- of the 
students. 

D. And nuudiine-gnns too? 

A. N<M. hid Ween the rows, hut at the ends. 

Q. Now yovi make a complaint about the sulionlinato 
police officora. You say tJhere is no eornplaint against 
the superior offieers of the servieo. But the subordi¬ 
nate police wi'ie guilty of certain things. Is that in¬ 
formation of your'a hearaay? 


A. Yes, hearsay. 

Q, We liave been told by other wituesaes that have 
c; pressed opinions that Afgliuntatun took advantage of 
all tlie.se things and declared war. Is it not a fact that 
the Afghan Envoy in his reply to Sir Humilt/On Grant 
said that because Martial Law was introduced in the 
Funjah and these things came to their notice, it en¬ 
couraged them to declare war.

‘‘ I am a member of the Munaging ( ommittee of the 
Anjunmn Islamia wliieli controls tln> Badslialii Mt.scpie. 
Mr. Slialt is also a memher and Nuwab l‘’ateh Ali Khan 
is the J’rosident. I iiave lived in Lahore during the 
last 12 years. Have never heard of any political 
meeting being held in the Hadshahi Mostjue. Have 
never heard of any non-Moslem addressing the 
eoMgregation from the pulpit. It is permissible 
hi discu.ss social questioiKs after Friday jiruvcrs, 
hut in practice this lias never been done. The pulpit 
is for religioufi use. It came as a great shock to Mos¬ 
lems that it was use<l for other jiurposcs.

Q. Here you say that the propaganda at Delhi failed 
in its presumed intuitions What were they?

A. I got a report which I have noted in paragraph 9 
of rny printod evidene<' from the Deputy KujaTintend,>r\t 
of Police. Ho had been sent to tour on the Dellii 
border, and he reported that a big nx'eiing would he 
held at Delhi, the object of which wa.s to send emis¬ 
saries from Delhi to the adjoining (listrictK to take up 
hartal.

Will you ull.iw me, Sir. |.o give my cvidcuee iu the 
form of a brief staU'ineut? 

77o I'rrftiihnI. —You may t.ake it for gratiUal (hat 
T am not going to ask you ahi»ut. everything in your 
stafemi'iit. T want to ask you alxait one or two thinga 
only. In the first place, on what dates did a hartal 
t,'lk(^ [ihu’i' in your district? 

A. 'riiere was a hartal on Mu' tl|h Ai.ril, and a soli- 
tarv hartal on tlio Idth April at Amhaia Cantonment. 

Q I lieu your district includes the cantonment and 
scorns to have 20,000 inhabitants? 

A. 1 h(' city has 20,000 iiihahitauts, whih' the eanlon- 
rnent has about 52,000 inhaliitant.s. 

Q. H>w^ do you account for the hartal that took 
place in yonr district? 

A, The hartal on the Gth was part of the genoral 
harlrl, that, is the .Ml-India hartal. 1 took over charge 
on the Mth. On Sunday morning of the lOth, I rode 
through Ambala (Uty and found business was going 
on as usual. But I was bdd that then' was a complete 
hartal in yVmliala Cantonnu'ut. So it apjx'ared that on 
the 0th April there was a hartal in Ambala City and 
not a single shop was (dosed iu Amhaia Cantonment. 
On the Dull April not a single shop was elcxied in 
Ambala City and there was a com|>lete hartal in the 


Amliala Cantonment. Tliis .struck me as rather a curi¬ 
ous thing and I was keen to eiKpiire into it. T was 
Odd that the hartal on the l.'Uh April in Ambala Cau- 
toument was eutirrly due to prc'ssure from Delhi. This 
was thf common opinion and this was communicated to 
m<^ hv all my informants and these opinions are suji- 
ported hy the following facts. Tlie Aiiibala Canton¬ 
ment. Radar Ba/ar has intimate husiness and social 
relations with T^elhi. At h'ast five prominent dry- 
g«ods merchants whose names I can supply, are resi- 
dt'uts of Delhi doing business in the Cant/onment and 
get'tlieir stems from T>elhi. I can give the names of 10 
cloth mi'rchnnbs who got their supplies from Delhi and 
one or iveo have, it is alleged, admitted that tlu^ in¬ 
fluence from Di'lhi eomsisted of social pressure and also 
(.hreats of b<\voot.t liy the Delhi wholesale firms. I am 
informi'd that threatening letters were received be¬ 
tween the 0th and the 1.7th April liy various cloth mer¬ 
chants whose names I can give if required. On the 
ttfb'rnoon of tlie 18th April there w'as a mass meeting 
Jiold in the .\mhala Cantonment, the chairman of which 
was Rni Bennrsi DnsiJ, mill-owner. 

Q. As T understand, the influence you refer to was 
the influctice brought to hear upon tho traders of your 
district by sho[»-kcepcrs in Delhi and it does not go 
beyond that? 

A. Well, beyond the fact that the u,9iml run of sinis- 
ter rumours were floating about tho districts, and I 
never caught them up thiMigh I pursued them ns hard ns 
I could. 
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Q. lu your disilriet wore there uiiy riots or distur¬ 
bances? 

A. No, Sir. 

Q. Well, you linve been very fortunate? 

A. Yes, 1 admit that.

and imported cloth, and they got practicully all tht'so 
lrf)?n liellii; so tlie cireurnstanccs of ('antonment 8adar 
Hazar aia'. rather unuBual.

Tho syst/ornatic way in whicli telcf^aphic cotn- 
rnunication xvaa interfered with proves that thero waas 
some organization eontroHing tlie disturbancGB and the 
.srnasldng of hundreds of insulatois shows that it poss¬ 
essed intHdligenee. Numher.s of t ihnlar iron posts were 
liroken and many heavy iron rails tavisted out of shape. 
This would result from the entting of several wires 
f.imultaneonsly and the eoMKeipe-nt sudden release of 
the lieavy strain on llie po.sts. Many insulators would 
hreidc in the proeess, hut, the quant,ities hroken show 
tliat they were smashed to pieces snbsefpiently.

.dpri/ 10(h. At 11 hours all ll.ailway Telegr;i|.!i wires 
near Aniiitsar were cut, hut tlu re was no stop;i.i!.'e to 
(rallii* as nies.sages were diverted through other routes. 
Trains proceeded on e.;u(ion order over sertinn;; where 
lines were interrupted. 

April lHh. No further reports of wire cutting re- 
eeived during the d.iv, and eommnnieation lai fill wires 
near Amritsar restojed hv lH’39 hours. 

April Vi^lh. .Ml ifiilvvay wires near Kfisnr cut at 
1(P3() hours no gre.al delay to messages as they were 
diverted through other routes, (’oniniunieation restor¬ 
ed same niglit. f'ertain signallers at Kasnr g.ave 
trnnhle and false information in this day. aTid also 
tampcri'd with felegrapli insfruments. This was per¬ 
sonally noticed and lejiorted hy the Deputy Superin¬ 
tendent in charge, T/.aliore Telegriijili DfPiee. 

April h'ith. F.arly morning all wires cut hetweon 
Pialion' and Amritsar near Jallo and repaired again hy 
midday, they were again interrupted at midnight. 

Di-putv Superintendent, L.aliore ofPiee, on this day 
had j'reat diPlieultv in disjiosing of trathe owing to 
passive resistance on many eirenits, and practice ines- 
sages. i.r., (conversation on the wiresl regarding cn- 


(jiiiries as tci when f.iihore and other stfitions |iro])osed 
going out nil strike. Many praeliee messag;es from 
stations on liim were signalled ns originating from 
I.idiore. This information was hronglit to the notice 
of the Dejintv Superintendent hv his ofhci' staff. Many 
stations during the day a.skcd l.aliore at what time 
Lahore staff were going out on strike, and the reply 
was invariahly given that liulior " had no intent,ion of 
striking. The effect of the Tjahme office remaining 
loyal nndonhtedly stojifs (1 a general strike amongst 
the signalling st.aff at the majot’.ty of the stations on 
the North Western llaiivvay. It m.ny lie liere mention¬ 
ed tliat during the whole of Ihes- distnrlianees there 
were no easnalti(*s n lint soever amongst the staff of 
r,ahove c.tliee which is very marked as tlie signalling 
sf.aff emfiloxerl at that time mimhered between 40 and 
4.'5. 

April lith. - All wires on the Rawalpindi side Guj- 
ranw.ala cut at 12 hours. Tlie Station Tdegrapii Office 
and instruincnts hiinit, also all wires between Sheikhu- 
fiura nod Saiigln Dill cut in m.any places and Tele¬ 
graph offieea and instruments hnrnt at a few small 
stations. 'Pelegrajdi message tranie was not seiiously 
delayed as it was passed through branch lines.

At 9-uO hours telegraph staff of Bhatiuda office, with 
the, exception of the Signalier-ia-charge, went out on 
strike, but returned to duty at'20-<3t) hours the same 
iiiglit. Work was eunied ou in this office by Signallcr- 
iii-ehargc and Telegraph luspecfor, M'ho managed to 
clear the very miporlant clear line messages. Mean¬ 
while staff had boon ordered from Lahore to proceed 
tlKU'c, but weie stop] ed at Bhatindu and sent on to 
Baliawalnagar nhere the staff had also struck. Traffic 
at’the latter station was not seriously interrupted in 
coiisequeuce, 

Telegraj)h communication between Lahore and Delhi 
via Jiliatinda uas also interrupted at 22 hours. ' 

April J'lth. All lilies continued interrupted tlirough- 
out the day with the exeejition of the line, betweeu 
Delhi and Lahore vid l.lhatinda which were restored at 
Id hours. 

At 10-30 in the morning the staff of Arnhala offi(;c 
went out on strike, hvit returned to duty later in the 
day. Tht re wcie no serious delays to inessugo Lraffie, 
as the sigimller-in-eliarge and a certain number of the 
s('iii<jr siguallei'H remained on duty throughout the day. 
At 0 hours in the morning the stuff of Khauew'al office 
also went out on strike, Imt reUnned to duty at IB 
hours, truffle was much dislocated at this station, as 
no tidcgra])!! .staff remained loyal, 

.l/inl IGlIi. All lines hetween Lahore, Karachi and 
iMultan were cut near ('h.uiga .Manga in the early morn¬ 
ing, all (.ither wires remained interrujitod throughout 
the day and message lraffie, hetwecu im]>ortant alatioiis 
on the ^\■l)oic railway inuch disloe(Jted. 

April Lf/i.- (lomuiunieation on all wires hotween 
Lalujre, Karachi and jMultan restored l>y midday, all 
other lines remain interrupted. 

April dSth. - Cormuunieatiou on one wire to Kawul- 
liiiuli restored at iU hours which greatly facilitated 
up-eountry trallie. 

' April rJtli. -Cuminunieation restored ou all lines 
forwards Hawalpiudi and all lines between Suugla Hill 
restored by midday. 

Ajiril Communication on all lines hetwcou 

liuliore and Amritsar restored. 

During tlic whole of this period a great bulk of tho 
less important telegraph message traffic was despatch¬ 
ed by c\ery available tiuiii, thus rtUoving a gre,it. deal 
of the congestion in the large off’ces. 

Besides the re])orts of wire cutting meutioued above, 
several of the less important inauch lines were cut 
at various places, but this did not interfere with the 
moio important main line traffic. 

Having given a hiief outline of the effect of the 
disturbances on the itaihvuy Telegraph system, 1 take 
the opportunity of bringing to notice several points 
which may he of interest. 

Lahore Uailwaij Tclvijrapii (Jjjicc. —l.uhore is not only 
the largest and most important Telegraph office ou the 
lluilway, but controls the main eircuiLs to all tho most 
dLstaut and important offices on the system, such as 
Karachi, Ainbala, Kawulpiudi, etc., aud iu cousequcucc 
its iullueuce dunug the »'ceent di.sturbancC8 was most 
uiurked. This has been brought to fight by the numer¬ 
ous and repeated enquiries on ihc lines from various 
offices as to when Lahore was going out on strike, and 
1 am convinced that had this office not remained loyal 
a more or loss goncrul strike amongst the sigualiiug 
staff throughout the liailway would have followed, 
which might have extended to other brunches of tho 
staff, and had this been tho case it is more than pro¬ 
bable that the strike would have spread further afield. 
1 have cvidonce of this from my European Inspector ou 
the Uudh and Bohilkhaud Kail way, who overheard a 
oouversation on tho wires ou the Northern section of 
that railway to this effect. 

1 have iu consequence recommended rewards for the 
whole staff of this office and especially for Mr. Hard> 
iug, the Deputy Superintendent of this office, as it was 
in a great measure duo to his untiring energy and tact 
in dealing with his staff that work was carried on in 
»uch a successful manner. 


I have emphasizod tho importaaco of Lahore Office 
in order to bring to notice tho nei essity of proper con¬ 
trol tuul supervision over the staff of that office during 
disturbances of this kind, aud the following oceur- 
renc«^ during the recent riots will enabie mu to ex- 
piam my reasons. 

Dll the night of tho 14th tho .stuff living in Lahori' 
City eomplainod that they had been warned by their 
landlords that if they remained loyal, they would ho 
ejected from their houses in 24 hours’ notice. Luckih , 
tins eumo to nothing through uiartial law being di'- 
elarcd, but the faet remains Uiai staff living m the 
city were subjected to considerahlo inconvcmcnee 
through reinuiniug loyal, and vice vcrt>d otlu-rs of the 
stall may have remained loyal in order to give lufoivna- 
tioii iu the city that they had aeeumulalcd during their 
duty by conversation on the wires. 

1 , therefore, consider that uceommodatioa should 
he provided for them away from tue city so that should 
a repetition of the reeent diHUnl)ai:eeB occur the,) may 
remain uiuuolcsU d and not be in touch with agilaiors 
iu the city. 

CcntiOitiliip of private ?ne«.sny.;N. - Censors wi i e ap- 
jiuiuted to the Lahoie offie*! ut liie commeucemt ut of 
the disturhanee.s and are stdl employed at the jiioseut 
tunc. Tho ceiisorHlnj* has ])ro\ed to l>e more of a 
preventive than a detective me.isure, and it is extre¬ 
mely unlikely that any messages of a Keilitiou.s nature 
will he presented by the inihlic ior trausmissiun. 'These 
censors, however, in no nay main the Uailway tele- 
grajffi system a vvaffir-tight coinpaitiuent, m iaet, it 
would bo no more so if censors were employed ut all 
tho more imi)ortaut stations, us news ol a seditious 
and alarmist nature and false and bogus mesBage.s have 
been, aud eun always he sent liom end to i>iul ol tiu: 
railway by the telegrai»h stall themselves by means 
of practice messages and convinsatiuus on tlii^ wires, 
and lor tho stoj)pago of this 1 t:au see no solution. To 
uj>preeiate this faet 1 may iiuntii.m that even tiie 
stuff at Howrah (Calcutta] during the cumnieiici.meiit 
of the disturhauccs were in close touch with the btrike 
movoment on this railway by moans ol these jirucUce 
messages. 

ILire cutting by riofcrs.- 'Thu cutting of eommuni- 
eationu caused great anxiety and disloeutioii to the 
train sorvicc, us tho whereabouts and fate of any mail 
aud passenger trains were unknown, aud almuKt< all 
tiuins whether ordinary or special were Heriously de¬ 
layed, hut tho rioters liy cutting our main iMmuuuni- 
catiuns tomporurily solved the proiffem of (nactici: mes- 
sages and couvorsatiou over tho wires most efTectively 
and j>reveuted any possibility ol a further atteuijit to 
organise a general strike Uiruughuui the Uuilway during 
the critical period from the IbUi to the I'Jth of Aj ril. 

It may uiqiear that 1 place too much imiiurtanee on 
this moaus of organizing a general strike so 1 give the 
following illustration to support my argumont. 

Information was received from the Bailway Board 
at the eommonecinent of the disturbaneeh tliat a gene¬ 
ral strike was being organized tlirougliout the Kailway, 
and that the word “ Uowlatt ’’ liausniitted liy means 
of praetico mc.ssages would he the signal for a gem l al 
strike to commence. 'This fortunately did nut occur, 
hut it brings to light three impoitunt points-— 

(a) The value of tho Builway 'Telegrapli systinn 
for organizing general strike. 

({/) 'That the organization could only have succeed¬ 
ed ut the commeiieeinent of the, distuihan- 
cos, as after the 14th most of our imjiortaiit 
circuits wore iutorrujdcd during tlie remuin- 
dcr of the critical period duo to the cutting 
of communications by tho rioters aud thu.s 
stopping ail possihility of organizing u strike 
in this manner. 

(c) That during the critical periixl all communica¬ 
tion with Rawalpindi and beyond other than 
by wireless was severed and this loads mo to 
surmise that subsequent events on the 
Frontier occurred when they did and not in 
sequence to the events in thu Tunjab. 
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Written Statements of Witnesses subsequently 
examined Orally. 


Lieutenant-Colonel A. J. O’BRIEN. C.I.E., C.B.E., Deputy Commissioner of Gujranwala. 


I.—Survey of the preiusposixu causes. 

It is difficult fur niiy uiic in (Jujranwala to mako a 
survey of the predisposing causes of the unrest, hecatise 
tliov lay elsewhere. This much is I'crlain that tluTc 
W’ore no economic causes. (lujranwala being a district 
with two largo canals in it has tliriven eAfUMslingly during 
the war owing to the high ]jriees olitninahlc hy agricul- 
iJiral produce, and even during Die last year when other 
districts were suH'ering for want of rain on unirrigate<l 
area.s the canal-irrigalcd crops have been magnificent. 
Traders have gained concomitantly with the agricul¬ 
turists and labouHTs have obtained wage.s proportionate 
to the ri.se of jiricea. The only pt'rsoiis who have suffered 
have been (lovernment si'rvunts and others on fixed 
wageH. There has been an immen.si* absorption of gold 
and silver throughout tlu^ district, lM[ualIy tin* unrest 
is in no way connecti'd with th<< rec'ruiting campaign. 
If it luul been anywlien^ in tlie I’unjab it would have l/een 
visiVile in (luiran-wula wiierc, as it is known, a very inten¬ 
sive canijiaign took phua; in a dietri<-t not previously 
accustomed to recruiting from November 1917 to Die 
end of the war. The agricultural classes whi<;h providisl 
the recruits t<M>k no part in tin* out lircak, except in the 
neighfiourhoiKl of ('hnhai karia where it hap(M‘ned that 
the agriculturists had shown great reluctance to recruit, 
'nie townspeople did not do Dieir share <iveu in providing 
men for Die subsidiary and less dangerous sections of 
the army. Tiie unro.st, therefore, w as cutirely political. 
It was organized from outside. It was eoiiliiied to the 
towns on Die railway, 

II.— Immediate caithes of the outbreak, 

Tlie immediate eause.s of the outhreak were the previous 
outbreaks in Delhi and Amritsar, Mr, (hiiidlu’s eam- 
paign of passive rc^sistanee w as intendetl to be a eballeiige 
to (Jovernnient and as sin*li it was generally niidi>rstoisl 
by tlie intelligent classes. In Delhi, when the inoh 
eanu! into ('onffiet witli tiie jioliee, no iwtion w.as taken 
against the organizers. ('onseipiently it was deei<h>d 
to pu.sli a harlal in as many phues in the I’unjab as jios- 
Hible. 'I'lie campaign of misrejiresentation of tin* 
Rowlatt Act was sy.stematieally worked up, and hwal 
leatiers (almost all members of tlie Bar) concerted 
the measures for hartal. In (lujianwala the barristers 
and pleaders mtule arrangements for a public meeting 
on April 5tli, A riotieo of this meeting, to which some 
16 men put their signatures, was hurriisfjy printcxl and 
cireulatoil through the town. The iirinting, it may bo 
menlionwl, w^as carried out in Lahonr, as die fJujranwala 
presses would not undertake Die work. At 1 1>.M, on 
the ffth 1 sent for loaders of tlie movement and warnwi 
tliein that if disorder resulted I would hold them res¬ 
ponsible as instigators. 

The meeting on the oveuing of otli was Ueld near the 
house of one of the pleaders, Laia A mar Nath Uhoroi 
and was fairly well attended ; all classes appeared to bo 
reprosonte<l by the audience fiut the large majority wore 
Hindus. The speetrhes wore of usual charoeter, denounc¬ 
ing the Rowlatt Bill as a shameful recomptmse for India’s 
loyalty and snp^iort during the war. No attempt w ts 
made to explain the Bill but it wa.<i summed up as allow¬ 
ing “JVrt Dalil, Na Appeal. Na ValU." A particularly 
oVijoctionalile BV>ee<5h was delivere<i by one Maagal Sen. 
Pno CiiUHJ Lai, Manchanda, spoke as an eye-witness 


of the incident.s at I>cllii and alleged (hat Die official 
account wa.s iiicorna t. 

On Die (>th, therefore, Du* shops of (he ci(y r(‘main(Hl 
closisl. Rumours of Du* u.sii.il Maliiri* alxmf Du* BowhiK. 
Act were iMdu.s(rit.usly eirculaled, and it was iilsu pub- 
lishiHi (hat (he (*loMing of .simps was i(,s('lf liy (iuvenimeiD 
order; the h'adi'rs had ri*aliz(Ml Dia( extra I’olice would 
bt* posted (o j>reV(*nt any disorder, wliieh wimhl lend 
colour to this repoiA. Ju order to iiilrodu(*c Die (*|i*mcnt 
of fasting, it was also reporled (hat (lovernnusil. liiwl 
forhidden any fires for cooking (ha( day. 'I’he day 
j)as.sisl off pca<*<*fully as its organiz(*r.s intended ; the 
shopkeeper.s aeeep(<*d it merely as an <*\(ra holiday, and 
the population wandered round idly and was without 
excitement, faKfiiig and lnimiliatioii being conspicuous 
by tlu'ir absencf*. 

This des(*rip(ioti ha.s lieen introdni*ed (o show how 
unre.'il the first ilemonslration was ; and it was (hi.s very 
uuriMilif y \vld**li luid Du* cffei*! of obscuring Die real danger 
wliieh lay beliiiul it. It .s(*ems proliable a.s has tdreiuly 
be«*u said (hat (he nexl ti*.sl of slri'iiglh agaiii.st tlie 
(i<)v<*rnmen( would have been po.s(pon<*d, liut Die depor** 
talioii of Kil(dih*w and Salya Dal slirred up Amritsar 
to nets of s<*rious nafuri' and Lahore (rii'd to follow suit. 
Distorted V(*rsions of Die occun*en(H*s in Diese jihu'cs 
w<*re vvididy ma/iufac(ur(*d arid ('irculatcd with Du- in(<*nt 
of iiiffamiiig peoph*’s minds againsl (hivernnu'iit. ISp<*- 
cial <dTort(»w'<*re imule (<i sfii* U[i tin* S'iklut hy the rumour 
of fbimag(i done (o Du; (lolden dVm)ile. Tliis was (piitc 
unsucee.s.sful among Die educated Sikhs, who have lic- 
havtsl w'cdl Ihrougiiout but took eiT(*('t. among the. ignorant 
Sikh peasants of the neighhourhood of dhuharkana. 
At tlie Kunu' time it had liccn nol,cd by tb*' organizers 
that (Jovcrniiicid luul done nothing against tlie leaders 
at Delhi ami tlu*y thouglit, as Dui approver lias slated 
in his eviilonco, tJiat at, most they will la^ si-nt to a Hill 
Sf ition to enjoy a holiday at (iovia nment r'XpojiMO. 
Ill fairt it is clear Dia' nom- of Du* inteninu'iit.s from that 
of Lajpat. Hai in Hangoon liiivt* liad any deterrent, effect, 
<*X(*ept the internments inside (he gaols. Another 
factor which is well worthy of noliei* is that, in Dujran- 
wala Du* Municipal elections wi-rc shortly lo havi* taken 
pla<*e, and Du* eamlidatcs f(*lt tlu*nisf<lvcH bound to take 
a prominent jiart in what was going forward, in order 
not to lo.se, the reputation of being leader.s.

A de.se.ription of tlie main course of f-veuts leailiiig uji 
to the first hartal in (hijranwalu itself ha,s boon given in 
some detail in the seidion dealing witli tiie immediaD* 
cauHes of Die outbreak. It will, liowever. be lonvenient 
D> include the whole serii's of events in Dus narrative, 
in order to give a true jierspoctive of the movement. 
It also Hceins liefter to give, a eontiiuious aesumut of tiie 
oceurrenccH in ea<*h plime affected, rather tlian to eonipiio 
a daily narrative ot events in the whole district, 

Gujranwala. 

5th April .—As tlie result of informal discussion in the 
Bar room, it was diicidod hy the hKial le/ufers t * hold a 
niee+ing of protest, again.st the Row latt Bill on this even¬ 
ing. Hand bibs w-ere hurriislly prinD-d in Lahore ami 
clistriliuUxl tliroU 4 h(.mt tlie town, 'rids notice announced 
that a puhih mooting of the citizens of (Iiijranwala 
would be held at the house of Lai a Amar Nath, IMeade.r 
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at .^>-^{0 ]‘.M. <hat (lay, iin(l(M‘ the preHuleney of Lala 
ll.ikijn llai, I’leadcr, t(» sif^iiify (liHph'aHiirc at th(! paHh;ag(^ 
(il flid Itowlutt Bill. MemherH of all ndigioiiH and eom- 
rtiiiiiiticH w(a<‘ invit(*d l,o attend and haul their support 
to the in(t('fiMg. At J r.M. 1 Kiinnnofjerl the loaders of 
(hiH inovenietif. and warned them that they would he 
held re.sponsihh! for any disturhaneOK. The meeting 
v(jiH held as advertiK<‘d and the following resolutions 
were paHSed ; -

No mov('ments w<‘re visihle and 
the demonstration appeared to la* to an end, althoiigli 
rnmoni-s want' still .'ifloaf and it W'ns (*vident that a e<'rtain 
aiiiount of ('Xeil('inent pia'vaih'd in the city. Late on 
the night of tli(> lOtli muvs reaeh/sl (Itijranwala of the 
oeeiirn'iiees at. Amritsar and Bahore. 

Ihh April. In the niondng there were meetings 
of tlu^ I'ixeeiitive Committee of the District Whir Leagm* 
and of the District Board. Referring to the Amritsar 
ineideiits I warned the meedings, only in their own 
interest, to see that no such ineiihuit oeeurred in Ciijran- 
wala. In tlio <n'eiiing 1 luld a minor Durhar for the 
(listrilmtion of reeniiting and oilier rewards. 

72/// .April. 1 left the district in the ev(>ning on 
transfer, handing over- oilieiating charge to Kluin Baha¬ 
dur Mii/a Sultan Alnnad, Rxtra As.^i.stant Comini.s- 
sioner. Olhm- Magistrates am’ notable {leojile of llm 
distriid hdt the same (‘veiling or the following morning 
for Bahore to attend the Durliar on the I4t)i. 

HUh .1y>r/7. In the morning the Assistant B'oTnmis- 
siom'r, with the Naih 'I'ahsildar, hdt for Kininahnd to 
Hn]K*rinl<‘nd the annual cattle fair. It appears that the 
local leaders had held a imading on the eviming of the 
pri'viouH day, hut had eomo to no decision a.s to moa.sures 
to Ik^ takm. 'J’o-day. howi'ver, at a further meeting it 
w jis definitely decided “ to r('peat the incidents of Lahore 
and Amritsar in order to discredit the Covornment and 
to sliow sympathy with the yreople of these places.” 
The })lans decided upon \v(‘re to interruyit railw’ay and 
1 (d(>gra])lrte eommunications. These plans, however, 
were k('pl W('ll eoneealed and the only information wliieh 
reaeluxl tin' Sujierinti'mhmt of Police was that there 
would prohahly Im a new hartal on the 14th. 

'I'hc American Missionari(5.s receivtal a warning late at 
night from the Indian (diristians that it would bo as w’oll 
for them to leave. They did so during the night on the 
fussurnnee that the Indian Christians would be safe 
without tlieni. 

hiih Aiml .—Early in the morning a calf wuvs killetl 
and hung up hy the nock to the Kachehi railw^ay liridge. 
Humours wen* eireulateil that this w^as the work of the 
Police. Tire calf waa discovered and jiroinptly buried 
by the Police. From early morning crowds cr^llocted 


in the bazars, raising various cries and seeing to 
the (tIOHUre of all tlie shojrs. W'hen tiic l^j) morning 
train came into the station, large numbers of jieople 
w(‘re prepared to go liy this train to thi^ Baisokhi fair at 
W'azirabad. Certain leaders, however, w'alked up and 
down the station jilatform shouting out that this was 
no day for holiday making, and that any oru' who went 
to W’azirabad sliould he (‘Oiisidered .a liastard. Many 
jicojile thereupon alighted. As the train was starting 
the guard was also seizerl ami ])re.vented frem mounting 
the train. The train moved on, hut eaiue to a standstill 
short <*f tlie distant sip^al, the crowd meanwhile sur¬ 
rounding it and stoning it., ami attemirting to damage 
the engine. Bart of tlu' moh tliiui proceedf^l to set on 
fire a small bridge over the Railway opimsite the Curu- 
kul. Mr. ITer-on, Superinti'mlent of Bolice, ohser-ved 
tli(^ train at a .standstill from liis bnngjiloyv and after 
mupiiry despatched Mr. Nevill, Assistant SufK'rintiMideiit 
of Boliei*, to tlie spot witli a small guard, while lie liiin- 
.s<4f .set off towards Bolice Bines to eolh'ct more men 
and to warn the station. .Mr. Nevill on arrival found 
two or three sleepers of tlii^ bridge burning tiiu’cely with 
the help of kmsrsene oil. ’I’lu' r i'owd, consisting mainly 
of small hoys, ran off on his approaeli and ho si'l to work 
to extinguish the fire. Tlie Supm'intoudenl of Police 
after making his other dispo.sit ions went to tlie station 
to si'c how matters stood llieie. ll(' fonml that tlie 
Telegrai>h wii’e had been cut on both sides, hut as the 
tele))h<uie to Bahoi’i' was sliJ,’ oj)en lu' si'iit a brief nu'ssage 
of what had oeeur red to t he 1 nsyreetor-t Jeuoi al of Bolice 
througli t.h(‘ Coiit.i'oller. T( was found viuy diflieult 
to keep thi^ slalion clear as tlu'. station sliilT ri'lused to 
eo-operat(‘. 

Up to this time no Magislr-ali* had been pre.sent. hut 
the ofliciating Deputy Commissioner, with Agha (Jhnlum 
JIas.sari Khi:.n. ExIit. Assi.sti’nd Commissioner. Lala 
Auiar Nath, Exti'a Assisl.anI Commissioner', now 
app(‘!i.i'ed. At !> I’.M., as t lie Peririunenl - Way Jnsjaudor 
certilied tlud, the bridge we-s safe, llio mor'uing train was 
sent olf to Wazir-ahad. Shortly after 10 o'clock infor¬ 
mation was retuuved that, Ihe. Kaehclii bridge cm the 
T>ahore Hid(^ of the. I'ailway stat ion lir.d been set on fire. 
Bolice wen^ at. once sent, to extingnisli it. All eom- 
municat.ion to W'azirabad and Lahore liad by this time 
l»e«‘n cut. The crowd in front of llic railway station 
greatly incrcijisiid in numhersand one or two black flags 
made t heir apjreai-aiice. Two men mi'anw hilc w (ue 
moving among the crowd distributing chapatis and 
calling out ” langar li roll." The three Magistrates 
m(Nanwhile were endeavouring to induce the jjcojilc: 
to go (juietly to tlieir homes. One or two pleaders also 
made a pr etence of leading aw ay a portion of the crowd 
int.o tlie city. It was j'JterwiMds found that they were' 
led away to listen to further inflammatory speeches. 
The mol) next, attacked the Railway near the di.stant 
signal on the Lahore, side, having seeured tools for the 
inirpose from the gang huts. Tlie Sujierintcndent of 
Bolice, with Lala Amar Nath, Extra As.sistant Coni- 
ntissiimer, and a small force of Boliee jirocetded to tlie 
8 {»ot and tire crowd ran off. ’I'lie Kachehi luidge was 
still burning and more constables w ore deputed to extin¬ 
guish it. The Superintendent of I’olice was returning 
to the station when a large mob came uj) and commoneed 
to throw' .stones at Irim and his Police escort. At this 
moment Chaudhri Uhulam Rasul, Deputy Supc^rin- 
t.<mdent of Ihrlice, and Agha Ghulam Hussnn Khan 
arrived from the city witli another pos.se of I’olioe. But 
despite their presence, the moh worked tliemselves uj) 
and made a rush and attempted to seize the Buperin- 
tondent of Police huuself. He had to use his revolver 
and the Police also fired with buck-shot, so the crowd 
dispersed in the direction of the city. As the state of 
affairs was now more really serious Mr. Heron sent off 
tolograms by special messengers to be desfiatchod from 
Eininaliad and Rahwali to Lahore and Sialkot respec¬ 
tively, re(pre.sting military assistance. I’here wa.s still 
a large mob in front of the station, all the memlrers of 
it being by now in a state of great excitement. During 
this time it appears that access had been gained to tlfe 
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Post Office from tlio rear and the inner rooms of the 
Telegraph Office had l>een set on fire. All water had 
been removed from the premises and the ]ntmps at the 
station had been damaged obviously by previous arrange¬ 
ment. It was therefore impossible to save the building. 
This damage done, tlie mob cleared off for a time, but 
returned again in numbers opposite the station. The 
rioters had been greatly inflamed by the speeches made 
by mob orators at various meetings and by the stimulus 
given by the leaders on the arrival of a couple of wounded 
men into the assemblage. There were ii\ consequence 
a number of persons wild with excitement. 

Later on, news came that, two other mobs liad crossed 
the Railway line some way from the station, one mob 
intending to attack the Tahsil and open the jail, and the 
other to attack the Kutchcri, 'J’reasurv, Mission Com¬ 
pound and Civil Imngalows. The Superintendent of 
Police and Assistant Superintendent of Police both set 
off to deal witli these mobs, but tlu' crowds had already 
succeeded in setting (ire to the Tahsil, D&k Bungalow 
and Kutcheri. I'liey were driven ofl from the I’olice 
Lines and the jail, Imt the guard on the Church failed 
to j)revent tlu^ riot<^rs from destroying the building. 
The crowd was iir(*d on whenever seen, but scattered on 
the approach of the Police. Meanwhile, during the ab¬ 
sence of tlie SujKM'intendmAl. of Police, the crowd had 
gained access to tiie station premises and had set tlio 
building on fire and the Casson Industrial School had 
also been gutted. Subsequently to this another party 
set fire to the goods shed, and wliat property wr.s not 
burnt was looted by the crowd of bad cliaracter.s who 
collected on the s])ot. While this was going on, aero- 
phuies arrived from Lahf)re and by dropping bombs 
drove the crowd to the safety of tlicir own houses. Two 
(»f these bombs are known to Iiave fallen into the thick 
of tli(! rioters. About this time I arrived by motor car 
from liuliore. The more violent of tlie rioters had full 
intention not only of comiilcting their evil work of des¬ 
troying the Civil Station and its wiiite inliabitants, but 
of looting the wealthy lucrcliants of the town. The 
umsxpeoted arrival of the aeroplanes effectually dis¬ 
couraged the rioters who lost live killed and four wounded 
by one bomb alone outside the railway goduv n. Whether 
they would have plucked u]) courage during the night to 
make a fresh c.ttaek on the sniall party with women 
and children which had taken refuge in the Treasury, 
cannot bo said. Fortunately, however, the arrival of 
troops from Sialkot at 0 p.m. finally (juieted the situation. 

16th April. —During the morning I went round the 
city with Mr. Douglas Donald, Deputy Inspector-General 
of Police, the Superintendent of Police and a party of 
British soldiers and made some 23 arrests of those who 
w ore know'n to be the loaders, including several barristers 
and pleaders. Word Imd been sent out on the 14tli 
evening l)y si)Ooial messengers to tlio various Tahsils 
giving orders for the prompt suppression of any disorder, 
for the assemblage of all persons licensed to carry arms 
and for the institution of a system of civil jiatrols on the 
Railway line. 

16th April. —Martial I..aw was proclaimed over the 
district. 

W azirahad. 

6th April. —Efforts were made by various Hindus 
to force a hartal in the town, but this was frustrated by 
the efforts of prominent Muhammadans. 

12lh April. —A secret meeting was held at the house 
of Dial Shah, Municipal Commissioner, where it was first 
decided to have a hartal on the 13th, but at the request 
of the sweetmeat sellers it was postponed to the 15th, 
30 that they should not lose their profits for the BaisaHi 
fair. 

14ih April. —The nows of the riot at Gujranwala 
spread quickly to Wazirabad. Local agitators paraded 
the streets exhorting the people to observe hartal. In 
the afternoon a meeting w'as convened in the Juma 
Masjid of Hindus and Muhammadans together, under 
the presidency of Jamiat Singh Bagga. Speeches were 


made by Inm and others denouncing the Rowlalt Act 
and ])rt«ching hartal. After dark groujis marebial 
through <he streets singing inflammatory liallads. No 
actual vi(»leiice occumd. 

15ih April. —A general hartal was observed. Led by 
the locol agitators, mobs went round to tlie schools and 
foretd them to close, and s«> added a number of si'liool- 
boys to their ranks. The crovd then gallu'red in front 
of the Tahsil. Tlie Talisildar ealhd in tin* most ]>ro- 
niinent leaders and ivdvistd them to dispetse. No heed, 
however, was taken and the crovd split ny) in several 
directions. Gne yxirlion ytroeetdid ti» the engine slud 
and attemyited to indiici^ a strike of the eiuplo\ etn. 
Another lot went to llu' Dak Paingalow where tiny 
damaged 'I'elegrajAh wires and idso the compound fetu ing. 
A party of cavalry guarding tin* staliim jiroper partially 
dispersed tlie mob; the latf(*r. however, retnrmd and 
pelt(d them with stones. 1'he Military, considerijig 
that they liad not suflieient autbnrity to disyuMse tin* niol> 
by tire, only fireil in the air. A yiarl of this mob moved 
on to the l*a.Iku Railway Bridge. 'I'liey ml 'J’ehgrapli 
w'ires, damaged the distant .signii.1 and set tin* li> tlio 
liridge it.self. Tlie mob was disper.si d liy the I'olice 
and driven to the city and tlie fire I'xi ingnisln d. Ibey 
rc-assenibhd and did more wiri' cutting near tin* civil 
hospital, but wt're dispersed by Police iu>ar the Di,strict 
Jkiard bungalow. Another mob went low aids Ni/am- 
abad and were joim tl by a erow jl from that village, w liere 
hartal bad been induerd by tin* LaTiibaidar, Mubatak 
Ali. and others. They i li'i* to a gang hut. look tbo 
tools and did what damage tlu'y could (o (In* Itailwi.y 
bridges ami level crossing gates. 1'h(*y then w(‘n( to tln^ 
lioAise of the Reverend (Jrahame P>aili‘y. btirnl it and 
looted it. After thi.s they retnrmd to Wa’/.ira.bii.d and 
gatliered before the Post Ofliee witli a view to destroying 
it, but they were y)revented by tin* aetion of lln^ Ibiliee, 

Furtiier down (In* line a few' ba.d eliaracters in the 
neighbourhood <if Ghakluir tried to perMiade the people 
of Ghakhar to atiuek (he line and (lie ndlway sti.tion. 
The jieople, however, refused. 

16th April. — I, witii Superintendenl of Police, visited 
Wazirabad and Hiiperiritejirled the arrest of eerlivin of 
the lead('rs. Suflieient. troops hii.d l>y lliis time arrived 
to maintain order and tlie headiyuarterH of tin* Sialkot 
P»rigade was subsequently moved to Wa/.irabad. 

llafizahad. 

5th April. —I'ho anniversary of the Arya Samaj High 
School was in progress. Among the speakers was ]>ila 
Ituja Ram, Professor of the D. A.-V, t'ollege, Ixiliore. 
A secret mooting of (.he leading loral agitators was held 
at the house of Ram Saiiai, soda-water manufacturer, 
to discuss measure.s of pas-sive resistance, A special 
delegate wa.s sent from here to consult tbe editor of the 
Desh at liahoro, Dina Nath Pasi, a resident of Hafizabud, 

6th Airril. —A hartal was ob,served, but it was ayipar- 
ontly only partial and was not fully organized. In Iho 
evening a meeting w as held at wliicli speeches w ere made 
in opposition to the Rowdatt Bill of tlio wimc tenor as in 
Gujranw'altt. 

12th April. —Another mooting was called to organize 
hartal for the 14th. 

14th April. —A hartal w'as carried out as })roviously 
arranged. A crowd gathered in front of the Tahsil, 
but on the Tabsildar’s order to disjAcrse, it went away. 
It re-assembled, liowover, outside the town and [irfi- 
ceeded towards the railway station. Syieeches w'cre made 
in the neighbourhood of tlie goods shf;d, openly advising 
rebellion. Wiiile those were going on a passenger train 
steamed into the station, in a first class carriage of which 
Lieutenant Tatam, of the Military Farms Department, 
was travelling with a small boy. Tlie crow d sighted liirn 
and rushed towards the station. He uccntetl trouble, 
and shut up the carriage all round, but tlie crowd made a 
fierce attack with sticks and stones and broke in the 
windows. It was only the plucky action of (wo or 
three Indians w ho oame to his rescue and the moving off 
of the trai^ which saved his life and of the srnqll 
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chilli w illt him. After tliis f lic moh disporsed and notliinf? 
furdinr liiippcncd iiiat day. 

Idth April.— Hartal m;i.h Hgain otiRorvcd. A mob 
O'lllccl cd wit h f lic intciif ien of (b\sf royinK a culvert, 
hut diMpiTHcd wiflicnif doiny' ujiy tbimu^'c. It then ro- 
KHHcrniilcd, diiiiiii.'j'cd flic diHtunt sij'nal and cut wire.s. 
One man uho (‘limited flic signal was j)rojn|itly arrcstc.d 
and HO was anol her w ho came to rescue him. 'I’lioy w'cro 
taken fst the ^'ahsil. whereupon the tnoh colh'efcd out¬ 
side and (linwv slrmcH at fhe. huildinc. 'I'he J’olicf! from 
the roof fired in the air and the molt dispersial. Later 
on the I’oliee Inspeetur went into tin; city and disjicrsed 
a ttidherino which he found iherta without causiuf/ any 
eusualt ies.

Om; of 
the KaiUvay slidT luinounced that there would be a 
Ibiilway strike that evening, but nothing Came of it. 

At Ramnagar a most seiious (‘V('nl occurred. A ]>arfy 
of Hindus collect(-d, and procs'cded to Hi(> banks of the 
Clumab. 'I'liey there produced a sm.all rag effigy of the 
King-I'.mperoi and proeeedi'd to burn it- with every 
sp»’ei('is of insult. I’he ashes wiM'c thrown into fhe water 
and the crowd then lu.d a bath in tolo'ii of puritication 
and retunu'd in triumpli to the town. 'I’he perjudrators 
of this outrage w ('re apinin'iitly e.\e(M‘dingly frightened 
j:,flerwards at their own rashness and emh'avourcd to 
hush the incident uf>. No further trouble occnirrod in 
the town.

The Military authorit ies despatehed (roop.s with great 
promptitude' all over the disturbed arc'a. The head- 
(|iiarter» of the Sialkot Brigade moved to Wazir- 


abad, and det.aehments were sent to Oujranwala, Khanki 
and Hafi'/.abad. The British troops sent to (fujranwala 
•were utilize(f in the i»rompt raid on Aulakh, the one vil¬ 
lage of tlietdijranw ala half of the district that mishehaved 
its<'lf. Tliey were also taken out ori escort duty with 
oflieer.s at the liegiiining and esjaeially were ]>aradt‘d 
in .Akalgarh and the disreputabli* town of Kamnagar 
wher(* the effigy of the King-Eniy»oror was burnt. 

Under Martial Law the Curfew Law' was enforced 
from H i*.M. to .'i a.m. in the towns wdtere there were troops. 
This measure was liked at first, as it jirevcnted indis- 
erirninatc stealing by liad eliaraeters, who would have 
take« advantage of Hie occasion. It was, liowevn-r, 
eased off and finally removf d at an early date a.s the heat 
increased.

As directed by Mr. (iamlhi tlie relu'ls organized a test 
hartal on tin' tith of April. Tliis wa.s siK'eessfnl every- 
Avliere, not only in this di.sfriet but eksewliere, and its 
success came as a great sur[iri.se. Tlie organization of 
tlie (‘vil-dom's was eoinyileie and the better ela.sses ayi- 
peared quite unabh' to do anything except look on. ]n 
Wuzirabad, liowever, the yireseiiee of a sufheienf body of 
reliable Muhammadans yirevented the hartal from taking 
jilaee. The feature of Hie later days of riot was the 
employiin'iit of a large number of boys and althougli 
the crowd got out of hand and older men joined in, it 
would appear as if fhe leaders had desired a second 
test of the organization in which boys and youths only 
should take part and wliieh eonld lie put down as mere 
lioyish pranks. In the attack on Lieutenant Tatani 
there was hardly one of tlie assailants w ho.se age exceeded 
20 and in Uujranwala Mr. Heron wa.s. undoubtedly ham¬ 
pered in taking energetic action liy the fact that all the 
people in the forefront were boys. A strike of Railway 
employee.^ was undoubtedly under consideration, though 
it i.s probable that it was timed for a much later date 
and thus never eaino off at all. The North-Western 
Railway authorities have taken some punitive action, 
though perhaps hardly suflie-ient, considering tlie sym¬ 
pathy shown by the Railway staff. The first thing that 
the mob thought of in (Rjjianw'ala was to attack tlie 
eommunications. The Telegraph and Telephone wires 
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Were cut at an early liour. Attempts were made to 
burn the l>rklges on both sides of the sfation. That 
they did no more dania^^* is jirobably due to the fact 
that the rising was premature and the experts who should 
have assisted tliem were not availalde. In Wazirabad 
as the station was defended by troops the mob eould 
only destroy Telegrajili wires on all four sides of the 
station. In Hafl/.aliad on the loth of .April the ery of 
(he leaders was “ See how, although the main line is 
stopped, troops ar<' abb, to go round through Hab/.abail 
towards Lahore, Amritsar and Delhi to tight against 
our brothers. VVe should stop this line also.’\ 

(lovernment buildings were, attaeked as already des¬ 
cribed to show contempt to lawful authority.

Disturbanee at Cujranwala on tlie 141b .April last wa^^ 
due to the following rea.sons in my opinion. 

1. On Gth Ajird harlal was observed throughout tli'' 
(hty. .Although J w'as not at head(iuarters that da y 
but 1 was told that it w'as dui; to the llowlatt Bill. 

2. False and l>aSele.sS rumours were wid»‘ly spread in 
the city regarding the Rowlatt Bill and ev» n in villages 
the following was' tluj to pie among the inhabitants 

(a) Tliat according to Rowlatt Bill more tlwni 5 
or 10 men are prohibited from accompanying 
a marriage or funeral i>arty without permis¬ 
sion. 

{(>) That Governim'iit will take half the produce 
from the 'zainindars for each harvc.st. 

D. Event of 10th A})!'!! at Amritsar were spread 
everywhere through tlie agency of newsjiapers and more¬ 
over the passengers sjiread false rumours as well wlu'.re 
they happened to stop, as lor example “ Durbar Sahib 
has been disgraced and inbabitants of Amritsar are in 
possession of the fort there.” Tliese false rumours 
deceived the public at large who ultimately got 
enraged. 

Meetings which wore convened on the 14th vApril and 
in which some two or three thou.sand of persons were 
present, were mainly to opiKisc the Rowlatt Bill. The 
event of Khusbi Ram of Lahore was also related therein. 

4. At the same time it was made known through 
newspapers that Mahatma Candhi was arrested at 
Falwal. This nows enraged the people very much. 

5. On the evening of 13th April some leaflets were 
soon posted in the city advising the public to help the 
meetings of Lahore and Amritsar. These arc the reasons 
which led to the hartal on 14th April last. 

6. An far as I rcraeinbcr on 9th or 10th April last 
received an official letter at Sharakpur that Lieutenant- 
Colonel O’Brien will make over charge on the 12th April. 
Thereupon 1 returned to Gujranwala and took over 


charge Ironi Colon: ! tl'Brieii on (he alternoon of 12lb 
Ai>ril. 

7. On tlie evening of I3(h April last 1 received a letter 
from the .Superintendent of Police informing me (luit 
there wdll be a ftur/ai on (he ]4(h April in the city and will 
la.st till harlal at Lahore ends. 

At about 7 A.M. on the 1 Hli .Ajiril I went towards tin; 
city, f»ut in the way 1 was told tliat Sialkot train whieli 
was late that day and which reached lure at H A.M. ha.'i 
been stop]»ed by tin* peojile and tlie driver lia.s liccii 
threatened not to take Mu; train further. Hearing Miis 
1 rejiaired to the Railway Station and saw tin; train 
standing at the platform. Tlio passi-ngers .seeing the 
state of affairs alighted and left for tiieii' homes. 

8. .Superintendent of J’olicc along witli some con- 
stablc.S was .standing Micre at the time. There and tln ii 
1 rc;ecived information as to the burning of tin; railway 
bridge near the (iurukul, Sui>i;rinteudent of Police 
proceeded towards that direction and 1 after deputing 
Agha Ghulam liassau Khan, Extra Assistant Comnn.s- 
sioinu’, in tin; city and Lala Amar Nalli, Extra Assistant 
Comiui.s.siouer, at the Railway .Station went towards tliu 
city. 1 saw all tlie shops closed and jieople going to 
and f''o who were shouting out that tiny would nut 
accept the Rowlatt Bill. Exeejit this no disturbance 
was observed in the city. Peojile Were Jiurrying to tlie 
jilace where lectures were to be delivered. 1 then returned 
to the Railway .Station. Tliore 1 heard a re}sn t of idiots 
being fired and was told that one Girdbari Lai attacked 
the .Superintendent of Police and so it was fired. 

That in spite of the jieople being fired at they were 
seen standing outside the Railway fencing and .shouted 
out “ fmi hui Rowlatt Bill.” 

Two men were wouuded by these shots. They wen; 
car*ied away by other men to the i)lat;o where lectures 
were being delivered. .Seeing the enr,*ged condition 
of the mob and the insufficiency of the j.oliee force 1 
sent an urgen* telegram to Lahore for military help. 
As telegraphic communication on both sides of the station 
was cut olf, I sent one man each to Kaliwali and Emiu- 
abad Railway Btatioua for despatching these telegram,s 
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1). When the mob carried the two wound dmen to 
th<! place of meeting they npread falBe rumourw aa to 
many men having been killed. Seeing the men wounded 
the mob got enraged very much and repaired to war da 
the Railway Station and eoHcetcd in front of the Railway 
gatea. Thia mob conaiHlcd of the boya of tender age. 
.Su|)ei intenderit of Police and aome of the Police Con- 
atablea were Mtaiidiag near the Railway Station. The 
mob wan using fiery language and addrosaed the Super¬ 
intendent of police either to fire at them or they will 
take revenge from him. 

10. 1 and Munshi Taj-ud-Bin went towards this 
dangerous mol> and attempted some of them to give ear 
to UH. We advised them not to make a row and told 
thorn that if (lirdhari Lai had not attacked the Superin¬ 
tendent of Police they would not have been fired at and 
ultimately persuaded some of the znob to move towards 
the city whom we carried them to some extent. But 
there remained still some meii standing who were using 
fiery language at the time. 

After a short while when I returned I saw the Post 
Oflioo ablaze. Some of the men were still devising to 
burji the Railway Station as well, hut owing to the 
preseiuuj of tlie Superintendent of Police and a sufticient 
police force they could not succeed in carrying out their 
iuteiitioii. 

When Police used to threaten the mob by (iro they 
dispersed but boys of tender age still remained to their 
places. So 1 thought it iuadvisabio to fire at them. 
Some 20 or 25 men succeeded in entoriug the Railway 
Station but as the Railway Staff proceeded to check 
them they were not fired at. 

11. Besides the mob which was in front of the Railway 
vStation other siuall batches wer<' seen moving here and 
there who wort? shouting out that they would not accept 
l,ho Rowlatt Bill. 


12. Although some of the men threw stones at Super¬ 
intendent of Police still he did not give up his courage 
and avoided to fire at them. 

13. It was at 1 r.M. that I was told by a police con¬ 
stable that Dak Bungalow, Tahsil and District Courts 
are all set on fire. Hearing this I despatched Agha 
(Ihulain Hassan Khan, Extra Assistant Commissioner 
to District Courts and after a short while 1 and the 
.Superintendent of Police followed him. Before we 
reached there, District Courts, Tahsil and Dak Bungalow 
were all burnt. Before leaving for District Courts 1 
left some C or 7 i»olice constables with Lala Am.ir Nath, 
Extra Assistant Commissioner, to guard the Railway 
•Station. When we reached District Courts we heard 
reports of shots from the direction of the Railway Station. 
On enquiry 1 came to know that Station and the Church 
have also been burnt, 

14. At about 3 r.M. Colonel O'Brien arrived here from 
Lahore. At that time some of the mob in batches were 
seen moving here and there and the remaimhu' was 
engaged in looting the RaiUvay Coods shed. After a 
short while three aeroplanes reached here and began to 
throw bombs. Light sliowcrs of rain also fell at the 
time and the mob dispersed. 

15. On the morning of J5th Ajuil military force also 
arrived. Had it come on tlie 14th April then there 
would have been no need of aeroplanes. If the aero¬ 
planes had not arrived that day and W'cre not a danger 
to the mob, then in my ()j)inion the evil-doers would 
have committed more blunders in the eity as well. It 
was to the exertion of Colonel O’Brien that nothing 
happened after the 14th April. 

1(>. On the 15th A})iil 1 was ordered by the Deputy 
(.’ommissioner to go to Muridkt* and arriiiigc for the 
safety of Railway line and telegraphic eommunieation, 
as some of the evil-doers had cut the telegraph wire 
near Muridke. 1 accordingly reached Muridkc on the 
morning of lOth Ajuilf

At al.oiit I l-(M( ho\us on tlie aftcniuon of the 14th 
April 101H J was given verbal instruetioiiH by Ijiciiteiiant 
Colonel E. E. JMinehin, ('oninianding 52iuJ Wing, Royal 
Air l'’oret’, to proceed to Cujranwala and bomb and 
maeluiiC! gmi any peojOe 1 saw causing damage to pro 
perty, or any large crowil,s. J was also to reconnoitre the 
country round Cujranwala and (o lake offensive action 
agaimst any [larties who may have been coming in from 
tlie outlying villages to Cujranwala or returning to the 
village,«i. 

Colonel Minehin al.so told me not to drop bombs on 
the native city unless in my opinion 1 considered it 
uccessary. 

1 arrived at Cujranwala at 15-10 hours and found the 
Railway .Station on lire and bales of goods on tlio })latform 
burning. A passenger train on the up lino appeared 
to be on lire, and tlie English church and 4 houses in 
civil lines on the cast of the Railvvay bunung. 

1 was Hying at heights varying from 100 to 700 feet 
when over Cujranwala and neighbouring country and 
X should like to point out that no action was taken until 
1 had satistied myself lhat the target was a justifiable one. 

There wen^ largo number round the station, on the 
loads going from the native city to the civil lines, and 
In the streets in the native city. 

i took no action to start with and Hew round the 
neighlH)iu*ing villages. At about 15-20 1 dro|)p(Hl three 
bombs on a party of natives 150 strong outside a village 
about 2 miles north-west of Cujranwala. One bomb 
failed to explode, and tlie others fell near the party 


which scattered and ran bivek to the village. Three 
casualties wore soen. 50 rounds machine gun were 
tired into tlie village. 

A few' minutes later at a village about 1 mile south 
of the above a party of 50 natives was seen returning 
from Cujrauwuda ; two b(jmb,s were drojiped, but only 
one bur.st; no casualties were se<>n. Party disajipcared 
into village, 25 rounds mae.hiue gun tired into village. 

Coming back to Cujranwala J noticed a i>arty of about 
20(t natives in a liehl neiir a targe red budding on the 
north-west outskirts of town. t)ne bomb dropped 
whieli Imrst in the courtyard of a house. .Several peojilo 
ajipcared to l>o wounded 30 rounds machine gun fifed 
into party who took cover in the house. 

I now noticed that the police held the station and 
were moving the crowd away into the native eity. There 
was a large crowd of natives near the centre of the eity. 
1 dropped two bombs which 1 did not see burst. These 
must be the bombs that burst near the station. Only 
eight bombs wore dropvied iind these were tlropped by me 
No other machines drop]>ed bombs. 

I fired about 150 rou’.ids machine gun into the native 
city, causing casualties. At 15-50 hours when I loft for 
Lahore no natives could be seen in the streets. No 
offensive action was taken in civil lines tvs I did not wBnt 
to danuvge civilian property. I should like to i)o‘\nt 
out that my original report was a bombing »e£)ort, and 
was coiifine<l to statements of where bombs were dropped 
and machine gun hred.

riotH fit (iiijranwalfi on the 14th Ai»ril 1910, T Bhould 
JiK« to Mfiy tliJit from a juTPonal fXjjcricncr which extended 
lifijti .lone lOlH to .Juniifiry 1010 whin I wriR in command 
oi llie 7Ut I’unjfihifH reemitinj; dej 6f and therefore in 
(connect i<tn with the rccinitin^n T am of very Btron^ 
(on\iction that tlicHf; riotH liad nothin^,' whatever to do 
w ith 1 ho reiTiiitinp and it wan not till w'cll into the summer 
of thiw ycfir tliat I ever hcfird tlK' tv\o thingB conne«;ted, 
at hart aw ffir an drijranwala waw concenicfl. I am 
fil o able if ncccHfiary to piv(i one or two experiences of 
my own in refutation of llie eonncfition. During the 
weeh whicli I'rcceded the riots although there were all 
sorts of rumours floating about tlu; city which suhsc- 
<|uenfly fuime to our ears through the Hcrvants, etc., 
I noticed nothing untoward until Friday, the llth, when 
I had (X'casion to go to the Itailway Station to nuike 
urfvuigcmentH for sending my furniture to (iojra, where 
I was hojjing to move t<* the following week in orfler to 
t iike up my work as a Missionary of t he ('hiireh Missionarv' 
Society. When I rcjM lnsI tlie Station jjiatform f notice«| 
a givuip of men standing talking, t his was of course noth¬ 
ing unusual and I should have thought nothing of it were 
it not for the fae.l that my coming f'vidently cauBfsl «ome 
l oninient fiom sfiiru- one in tlie group for they all turne<l 
and lookeil at nu', and one of tliern made an a<*tion of 
(hroJii cutting or of the slipping on of a noose at. w'hieh 
the others all liuighed. '('he action wfis so de!ilKU'at<‘ that 
1 made' a step lowiii'fls the individual to ask him what he 
nuant. hut (hanged niy mind niul continued my way 
l<i the Station MasterM ottac. My change of nund made 
these men laugh again. 

'riie s('i'v ant scorning' in ft(un t he hji/ar t hat day hrought 
all sorts of rumours. 1 therefnre went to see Mr. Heron, 
the Superintendent of I’oliee. hnt he was not able to tell 
me much more than J niysell knew, about the attitude 
of the towns people. 

'I’lu'ia' was to be a. |)arbur a,nd a. farewill garden party 
to Lieutenant-t'oloiiel O’l'rien who was leaving the lu'xt. 
day. In view of the rumours that were floating about 
I di.seussed with the missionaries tlie advisability of 
tlie ladies not attending tlu' gaideii pirly. I also saw 
( olonel O’ltrif'ii in ease lie (h'eideil l,o jiutolT the I )arbar. 
lb- decided h(' would Hot do .so and the missionary ladii'S 
decided also that it would be befti'r to attend the gpinhut 
party as if there was nothing unusual h.appening. Hut 
most of us nil'll dceiih'd to go ariiu'd. ('oloiu'l and Mis. 
(t'l’.rien, Mr. Heron and I and my wife all drove down 
toi l I her to till' 1 tarbar. 

Nothing unusual happened at either the Darbar or 
(he g'ardeii party ( xeept for (he fiu( of the pri'setiee of 
an unusual number of police about the muiiiripal garden.s. 

N'e/v/ri/e//, .1/;;// / 7/c 'I'lie iie\( day Saturday morii- 
iiie I lead again (o go (o (he I’ailway Station aliout my 
(iinidure. I found 1 lu' s(a(ion s(a(T in a vi'rv rude and 
mdepi'iideiit frame of mind. I ipiiekly not iced (hi.s iiH 
during my six months n'cruiting dvity when I luwl much 
to do with them I alwaysfouiid them very |)o/ife and 
obliging. Two iueideiits lia|ipi'Ued at this tune which 
the light of snhseipu'nt events emphasi.ses hnt which at the 
tune did not < aii.se me tmdiu' ('oneern. I wished to make 
ariaiigo'iiK'nls* for sending off the children’s donkey 
to t.'ojra a/,so, Juif. during tlie talk with flu* gmods rlcrka 
ahoiit this oiu' of them said “ Sir 1 would not send the 
doiik<\v hy rail if I were you,” 1 a.sked Jiini why ? To 

which he rejilud it will be too liot. An it wiws a liot day 
I tliouglit lie meiiut if woidd be eliinalieally bo but uflcr- 
ward.s 1 n inemb(nd the others lauglicd at the remark. 


Again later in the day having fixed up with hidlock 
carls to convey thi.s furniture to the Station. 1 went 
again my self to see it loaded. 1 left the y ard, and went 
to the j a.ssenger jilalfoini and was talking to some of 
the Ifailway .staff outside the Panel Offiie when one of 
them said to me, “ .Sir, do you t hii'k you will nee your fur¬ 
niture again ” ? I rejilied " Y« s of course,” why do you 
ask ? He said ” f )h tlien i.s going to he a very hig railw ay 
strike.” I did neit wish to ajipear alarmed hefore them 
BO I laughingly Bald ”.'e/i/a Kismat " at which they 
all laugl’.i d. K< xt day one of thi ni told me ns we wen' 
leaving hy the Pomhay Mail that he was gt'tting my 
van off that night hy a goods train llien stiuuling in the 
station. 1 don’t know w he( lier hi' did so or not hut 1 
gave him Its. 2 1 think. 

Later ill the day Dr, Charles of Cnjranwala came to 
me and said that all sorts of things were hajipeniiig ill 
the city and he would he glad to know' what the aiTange- 
inents were for the safety of the Indian ('hristiaiis in ease 
of (roiihle. W'e wi'lit to Mr. Heron who lulvised 
J)r. Charles, I hclieve. to arrange for all to go into the 
'rreaBiiry if tlien* was troiihle. /I'hc qiu'stion of jirovision 
wa.s al.so di.seussed. I advised the Missioiiarits also 
to make amiugeinents in this way. 

tSinidai/ h'lf/i. On Sunday morning at about U a.im, 
Mr. Heron, the Superintendent of Police, ealled to si'C 
me. He asked jue to come out. on to the verandah 
and there tolil me he hud eonie to (he eonelusion that 
it would he heller if I took niy wife and family away 
to Lahore. 1 w a.s not at first iiielined to agree w ith him, 
as I was leaving' in any ease on the following 'I’nesday' 
or Wednesday hnt agreed to be ready to go off at hIioi'I 
not ice. 

'I’he Aiiii'fiean .Mi.ssionaries were having their Sahhath 
School at (his time .so when it. waw over I ealled flu' Hev, 
Dr. MeConnellee over. 'I'lie Lev. M. McArthur and 
another also came and we sat and di.senssi'd (he .situation 
and also the adv i.sahilily of the ladies of the mission leav¬ 
ing also; while we were talking Dr, Charles, who wai-s 
passing on his cycle, also joined ns and reported to Mr. 
Heron other things he had heard, J )r. MeConnellee 
fold Mr. Heron he would tell the ladies how matters 
.stood. 1 went with tlu' Doctor to liis liouse and all the 
mi.ssionaries came over. We liad prayer before (lie 
disenssion hut the result at (he time was tliat the ladies 
deeidi'd that they lamld not leave t heir Indian Christians. 
About 2 r.M. that afternoon Mr. Hi'ron eanu' iigaiu ami 
said he hiul heard .soiiiething which eompelleil him to 
urge me to take my family hy the Pombay Mail that 
evening. He aJso promisetl me any help 1 needed to gi't 
away. We therefori' hurried with our packing and weri' 
really to leave by 4 ItO, luil. the servants having faili'd to 
get tongas 1 si'iit a note to Mr. Heron who kindly sent 
tw‘> polii'cmen for us. 

When we reached Cujranwala Station Mr. Heion was 
(liere with (wo of his In.sj ei tors and some eonstahles ; 
there was a larger crowd than usual whiih may have 
heeii due to the Paisakhi J''air. hut Mr. Heron lulvi.sed mv 
wife to sit in dll' waiting room. When J entered (he 
earriaf'i' in whieh 1 wiis to travel and sat down a gentle¬ 
man vvlio wivs looking out of the w indow and who I after¬ 
wards saw hy his luggage was a Colonel in the Indian 
Arm> remarked '' It I know anything of an Indian crowd 
there is he trouble fieri' before long. ” His 

words jirovi'd only too tine. 1 piomisid Mr. Hiron 
that I would try luid ome over to (iiijraiiwala again 
till' next day as he had exjiesstd a wish to this effeet 
but next morning we learned in Lahore that no trains 
were running to Hujraiiwala.

house J saw Mohan Lai, son of Jowanda Mai, riding a 
liorBe hareheaded and talking with eight or nine j>ersoti.s 
round liiin in Chauk Knlan. No sooner I reached them 
they kept silent and I passed off. On reaching Mirza 
Sahili’s house I was told hy him that it has l»een reported

that the city is going to ohsorvc Imrlal U>-day. I waa 
furtlior told tfiat all tlie Municipal Corntiiisaioaors hiwi 
l>eou called out by liiju last night ami a.sktKl to use their 
influence in Htoj)j)ing tlui hartal 1 wim 8uhse(iueutly 
ordered to l>c in charge oi the city ior this purpose anil 
to remain in the city thana till Jurtlicr ortlers. When 
1 rcturntsJ from Mirza f^ahih’s house 1 found all the shops 
closctl in the bazar. While going towards the Railway 
Station 1 saw a rnob of about hundiaal boys most of tlnun 
api)eared to mo to bo studonta coming from tlie Railway 
Station towards the city and shouting tistilmttn 

ki jai. As I had to wire U) the Sessions Judgt', Amritsar, 
about my inability to attend his court in a murder case 
80 I went straiglit to the Post Oflicc. No soomd* after 
doing so I came (»ut of the Post Oflice 1 t ame to know 
tliat Mirza Saliib has come on the Railway fetation. I 
accordingly went into the station ami found Mirza ,Sahib 
with Slithkh 'J’aj-ud-hin, SoptuiiitcmltMit, Vcrmuular 
Oflicc, on the platlorm. Jn the Jiicantimc Lala Amar 
Nath, Kxtra Assistant Connnissioncr, also rt'aclitsl there 
and a few mimitcs later Mr. Heron, Su])crintendcnt, 
Police, also came in and conversed with Mirza Sahib 
for some n\inutos and told us that all the M.igistrates 
.should not keej) tliemselves in one |)lace l»ut should g<» to 
difTerent phices. J accordinglv hastened to the City J'olicc 
Station. Cliandhri Ghulam Rasul. Deputy Superinlen- 
flent, Police, S. Jihfig Singh, Court ljis|>ts-tor. Sheikh 
.)alal-ud-i)in, Sul»-Jiisj)(rtor and Bahu Jang Bahadur, 
Sul'• Inspector, w ith )>oli(!c guard were also })rcs«'nl. there. 
Alter about baU-an-boiir wc w('rc informed that some 
beys are polling down distant signal. On .he.irirm this 1 
with above meidiom'd Police; Oflicers ami .some lid cons¬ 
tables ran to the spot out.sicb; the city. Superinft'mh’iit 
Police, with Rai liahadur Ganga Ram, Deputy Snperin- 
ti-ndont, Polic-e, and Lala Amar Nath, Extra AHsistant 
Commissioner, had also reachod thert! a few juinntes 
l)efore we reaelied. W'e all j(»ine(l together. A mob 
of young boys was Htanding outside the Railway wire 
feneing, wo luskod them to disperse hut useless. 'I'he 
ring-leader of tlus liatrh was a young man in white 
eostome and wearing necktie. Jlis name was however 
afterwards ascertained and found to l.e Girdhari Jial. 
lie wiwi in great excitement and was the first to eotm; 
over 1.0 us on Iho Railway line, tlo' others followeil him. 
He came very close to us ami madi' a murderous as.sault 
on Mr. Heron Imt. was repulseil. I'lie other men of tho 
mob pelted us Avith slomw. 1 was hit on slioiililer. 
When the mob refused to disjau'se and resisted they 
were fired on. On firing the enragcsl rnob toiik to its 
heels out of the wire fcm.-ing. It was however miwle 
known afterwards that some prusons Inul been injunsl 
by tho shot and the ordeily of (Jiaudhn Ghniaiii Pvasiil 
who was holding Ids horse Inul also reeeivisi a shot on 
till' forehead. ]n the rneaidime Mirza Naldli with 
ISuiieriiitendent, Vernacular Oflicc. Sheikh Taj-mI-J)in, 
also came lliere. At tlie same tijne Die Railway bridge 
on tlie south of this place was seen on fire ami some 
persoiiH were sent there to extiiignisli it. At this moment 
M. Din Muhammml, IMeader, B. B. Bhagat, Bar.-at-l^iw 
and Pandit Iqlial Narain, .Swretary, Municipal Coiiirnittee, 
eurnc on the sjiot and M. Din Mniianimad reported that 
litjuor shop in the city should be closed because (he people 
after taking liquor joined the mob and oxeitinl them. 
On this rejKrrt Pandit Iqbal Narain was sent to have all 
the liquor shops elos(-d. R. B. Bhagat wa.s asking the 
mob to disperse. We tlieii returned Ui the Railway 
Station. On our arrival there we came to know that lire 
has also been set to the Post Office. We all ran U» tho 
spot and found it in flames. V.'o cried for the Municipal 
Water engine but wore told that tho mob in the city did 
not allow it to I myself broke into tho room 

of the Post Master and took some of the furniture out 
and saved. I put one of tho constables to work at tho 


adjoining well ami began mysi'lf to pour water with a 
bucket on the burning places but as utdortunately heavy 
wind wii.s blowing and one man could not supply suflicient 
water against the heavy fire hence all my iJlorts remaiiKMl 
unsn''ces.sful. Then all of m retunusl to the Railway 
Station and disjawsed the mol> from tliat plaei'. .Vt 
this stage M. Din Muhamnuui. Phailer. cami' in and 
as.si.sted us in disposing the mob and look away a gn'st 
number of im*n with him into (be city. In the meanlimr 
we rci’civtsl intormatioii that lire has also been set t'* 
Tafustl builtlings. On thisri'port having been lecfivcd 
1 with ('ban<li)uri Glinbvm Rasul and .some const.ibhjs left 
l<»r the spot. On my way to Tali'til I IimiiuI (Ik* District 
Boartl l>dk Bmigiilow also on tire. 'I'he doors of (lie 
bungalow' were elo.sed. 1 iiistaiifly broke open the iloor 
of burning bungalow' ami savetl some of Die fnniituie 
and lugpige of jiinior sub jmlge who was puffing uj» 
tln'ie. with great troubh'. Ghandhri Ghuhun Rasnl then 
relunu'il from the 7'a/is/Yand askisl nm to aecoinpanv 
him t<i the Railwai Station whcri' a liig mob Inid gathered 
togi'thcr. We eaine ag.aiu to tho Railway |)laDoMii 
ami it was n'porfod to u.s that aiioDier mol) of lioys has 
gom* to the 'I’reasury. .As 1 w .as in charge o! the 'rreasurv 
1 hasteiii'd along to tiu' .spot and in the way 1 took Mi. 
Jaeol) willi iiie and r.in to the Treasnrv but no mob was 
tlo're. Treasury Guard w a.s fonntl hfandnig in Die 
uppi r storey on the alert. Mr. Shaw. Distrii't Engini'er, 
was akso there. 1 then ordered the llavildar in charge 
th.at in east* he linda any or « uf the uioli coining f ow.inl i 
the 'rreasurv he .slionld a» oma. (ire wiDionf hesitation, 

1 then pr<K‘eede<l towards (.he K'ichrri bnihlings which 
were also found to be in flames. I and Mr. .la/ ob broke 
open tlieiloorol Head Clerk’s mom in w hieli the (ire hii'l 
leeeiitly taken place, first of all \v(' took f lit' eonlideiit ial 
almirali out of the room and saved it in every way and 
saved snmc fiirnitnn' nf the Iliad Cleik's room and (Immi 
from the adjoining rooms 1 and Mr. .I.tcob, Chamlhn 
Ghulam Rasul, Deputy Supei intemleiil ol Police, Ik 
B. l'’;izal Kfirim, Head Clerk, Police. Eaziil I lain, Gopvisi, 
Ahmad l)iii, Daftri, Nawab, Swoepci, and liis wif<i 
Mn.ssainm.at Ijaehhmi began to take out kiugliah files 
from almirali of the burning room. I'azal llahi opcneil 
the almirali and threw tho tile down and we took them 
away. I t.hen alone Inistened tn the Trcfisury Oflicc 
room which had also caught lire and broke open the 
window' and sncceedod in s.'iving the mo.st iin[lortant l»ook.s 
os|M»cialIy casli book and daily balani'c slnsd and other 
eurreiit treasury registers and ai'cmint book.s and some 
filc.s with great hanlship and ri.sk won' also saved. J''az.il 
Habi, copyist, asusti'd gallantly at this pla.c() also us the 
fire was heavily increa,s iig and on account ol suffocation 
w c h.'id to lea ve l.he 'rreasiiry Dfliec room and eon Id not 
save other. At this time Superinlendeiit of Polici; also 
eaiiie there. We W'ere tlien informed that another iiioli 
intended to burn the police line.!. .Snpe.rintiMidcnt nf 
I’olice asked me to fK'eomjtany him whicli 1 did. W'hen 
Ave reached the Police l.,inc.s wifh police eonstabic.s. cfe., 
Avo saw a big mob standing tlien'fiy. 'J’hey were a,‘!ked fc 
<li.s])orse and on refusual fin'll and turni'd out ol the 
I’olico Lines towards Die Di.stricf Bminl (.'a/deiis. W’e 
pursued tliem again and tired at them and turned all 
of them out of tho ganlens towards tho city. At tliis 
time it began to rain ami ueropl.'uies also refa hed in and 
liomlxsl tho mol) at dillerent places ami made them to 
run towards tlioir hoinm. At this time while returniiig 
to the Railway Station 1 sa-w tho Uailvvay Station and 
the Goods hIumIs in flames. At that time it aviis (piit.i' 
impo.HHil»le to try to extinguish it without the, help of a 
big firo engine. 

None of the Honorary Magistrates, Gity Zslldar, 
Jagirdars, Government Grantees, Members of tho Muni¬ 
cipality wore seen there ; neither they rendered any 
Bcrviee.

I am in charge of City Gujrauwala since January 1918. 
On the passing of tho Rowlatt Act the educated people 
of the City and especially tho Pleaders began an agitation 
against the Act.

1'leader. In thin meeting tlie lour renolutioiiH to he 
|»ioj)Orted in the puhlie meeting wliieh wan to he Indd on 
the lollowing evening were diatteil, and the names ol the 
mov( IH were sele< U-d. 

On tlie evening t>l tlie .0th ot Ajuil a.s arrangiid a inoas 
inerting ol tin- eiti/.un.4 ol Otijranwala under the Bresident- 
hliiji ol Hakim Hai, Bleailer, was ionvened at whieJi 
slrong nj»e( eh(!s condemning I he How latt Act and advo- 
f nting a general hartal in the t 'lt v in-xt <lay were made. 
The result ua.s that a general hartal was ohaei vi-d in the 
t'ity on the (ith ol Ajiril. 

Then (‘.line the news ol the arre.st ol Oandhi, ainl ol 
Sutyapal and Kitehlew, and ol the Amritsar and Lahore 
ilisturhaiiecH. (.)n receipt ol this news the leaders at 
Onjranwala held sieict nieetingii on (he iL'th and 13th 
ol Ajiiihand a Irrsh /mr/n/u as decided ii/on lor the 14th. 
Mr. Heron ha\ ingeome to know ol thi.s made'the neees.snry 
arraiigeinenle, and 1 was pul on duty at Oily (dijianwala 
for the I Ith. 

1 reached tlie City Boliee Station at about 7 a.m. 
jierhapM somewhat^ eailier. On my way to the Thanu 
a, Hindu young man met me coming from the opjioaite 
direct ion. He wa.s c lad in Khaki and was riding a horse. 

.Shortly alterward.s Lala Hakim Lai, I’leader, aecom- 
jiained hy a tall Sikh came Irom the 'J'haita ehowk side. 
They pa.Msiai in Iron! ol tlie Thana ami 1 called Hak in 
Rai to me. He stojipisl with me lor a short time and 
(lien went away. 

Ahoiit the same tuiu' JMauKi Na/.ir lliis.sain, Honorary 
Alagi.strate, told me that he had heard that a she call 
was hanging hy a girder on the Kaehehi railway hridge. 
1 sent Suh-In.'^ijieetor tdiulam Ba.sul to go to tJio sjiot 
and ascertain it it wa.s correct. He returned .ind .said 
that a slie call was hanging there. J ha.stened to the spot 
mysell, and got it hurled without loss ol time ;il a rea.son- 
ahl(i distance Iroin the jihne. I'roni there 1 jiroeeeded 
straight to Superintendent ot I’oliee s hungalow to inlorm 
him ol the matter. I'liiH wa.s not laterthaii T-L'ia.M. 
On rtviching there 1 saw JMr. Nevill, Assistant Superin¬ 
tendent ot I'olice, tailing in men ol the. Bungalow Cuard, 
and on looking to the west, 1 .saw a crowd ol men collected, 
and a Lailw.iy tiain standing near the tdirukula railway 
hridge (\\'a/,nalmd) side. 

iSiijicrmtendent ol I'olice ordered me to proceed to 
wiiere the train was with a I’olac Cuartl from llu- Lines 
winch 1 did. Trum the pku e where 1 was standing 
at the time J could .see the (iurukula Itailway hrulge on 
tire. 'I’liis w.is at aliout M a.m. On the arrival ol tins 
guard the crowd disjiersed. The tram was moved hack 
to tlu; Lailway .'"'lation. and the I’oliee Ouard went along 
with it. The tram was near the level crossing when 
.Sujierinteiident ot I’olici' reaclu-d theie. He ordered 
me to jiroieed to I’olice Station City Oujraiiwala with 
halt the guard. J proceeded thither. 

When 1 was at the 'I'haiia witli Court Inspector Bhag 
Singh, Suh Inspc'ctor Bars Itani and one Sikandar Lull, 
a nioh came trom the Sialkot tnite si<h' ol the Thana 
ha/-ur, and went towards the Thana ehowk past the City 
I’oliee Station. Alter a short lime intormation reached 
me that u moh had gone towards the Sadar Boliee Station 
and the Ivaehchi hridge side. 1 sent inforination of thin to 
Superiiileiident ot 1‘oliee, and jiroeeeded to that side 
wnh a Bolice tJuard. When we reached Maiidir Sidhaii 
a moh was seen on and around the Kaehehi railway bridge 
which wa.s on tire. \\ hen the Bolice Cuard left tlie (Jrand 
Trunk Road trom wlu-re a way leads to the Kaehehi I ridge, 
the moh dis[.>ersecl. 

1 had hardly reached tliis bridge, when .Sub-lnsjieelor 
tdiulam Kasui also arrived tliero. lie had with him a 
Boliee Cuard and aeeoriliug to tlie orders ol .Sujieriu- 
tendout ol Bolice was jiroeeeding to Kangniuuwala 
bridge lor guarding it. He w'ent on. 1 jiosted a guard 
of one Head Constable and S Foot Constabios at the 
bridge. 1 saw that further on in the i’arude, 8ub-ln- 


HlXictor (diulam Ra.su 1 was surrounded by a mob. 1 
jir(»e</«-ded thither, ami tlie mob {lisiK-rsecl. 1 returned to 
the ( ity Boliee .Station. .Shortly alter this news reached 
me that a mob of riolers wcri; going to dismantle rails 
near (he distant .sigmil (L.tliore side). 1, in eompany 
with Khan (diulam Hussain Khan, Magistrate (who 
had just arrived), jiroeeeded to the sjiot and joined 
Superiritemleiit of I'olice, Lai Bahadur Caxiga Ram, 
l>e|>utv Su|)erin(endeiit of I’oliei, and Lala Amar Nath, 
Jvxtra Assistant Commissioner, who had alreadv reached 
llu'ie with a Bolice (jnard. Mr. Jbij Bliusan, liar.-al- 
law. was also there. 'I'fie mob was cdlleelcMl at tlie 
(band Trunk Load and near the railway fencing. l''rom 
1 her<‘ some of the mob eaiiie nearei' and nearc-r, and would 
not disjM-ise altliough ordered rejx'aledly to do so. After 
tins they began to throw stones at all of ns, and some' of 
them rushed on .Snpenidemh'nt of Boiiic'. One of them 
a< tuully as.saulled Siifierinlendc nl of I’olii'c, 'j'he 
Ofli( ITS hastened to Siij cn iiitc iident of i’oliie's side, 
and .shots were tired, 'j lu' mob took to tlieii' liceks, and 
w ent back to I h*' (bund 'I'runk Load. . J'b'om 1 liere t hey' 
liiirled abuse.s, Afier sometime we marc'la'd to the J-lail- 
w.iy .Station. The nun liegan to hurl stones on all of us. 
'I hey direetc'd their stones partu ulai'ly agaiu.sl .Superiii- 
Ic'iidc'iit of i'oliic'. .'^iijiei'inl('iidi'iit o. I’olice ordered me 
(o.’U't as a re.'ii'-giianJ in (omjiaiiy witli Dejaby Sujieriii- 
tendeiit of Bolice, Lai Lahadiir Lala Oaiiga Lain. We 
both faced tlu' (rowd with our mc’ii, and the rc'sl of llie 
nun and .''iija'i iiilc-ndent of I’oliii' went on to the Railway 
(Station. V^ <' followeil w ta n Superiidemh'iit of Bolice 
had real lied tlu re. V\ e were at thc' ifaihvay' iStation 
for sonu' lime when one man, well Imilt, lu'ighl about 
.'■» feel D imlu'H eanu' to tlu' jilatform with a f('v, others, 
ami .H.'iid (h;i( he wcuiid kill .Siiperiiiteiideiit of Boliee as 
hc' had shot his lirothi'r. He was turiu'd out, but more 
men eanu' in. and tiu' guard w.is fallen in to dis|)erHe tlic'm 
by loree when it was heard (hut (he J’ost Ofliee laid bee n 
.set on lire. 'I'lir Bolic e went t here. A moh was collect( d 
on Hie other side of (he Crand Trunk Road and outside 
the Lailway gate. 

'J'liis mol) refused to disjursc', although repeatedly 
asked to do so. .Some of (he mob threw stoni's at Sujieriii- 
(('iidc'iit of Bolice. .Vt 1 hi.s time i heard jieojilc' saying 
Halt Hic'y would kill SiijK'rintendent of Bolice. We 
were .standing outside' tlic' Railway Station w hen wc- heard 
that the Taln^il wa.s set on lire'. 1 was ordered to jiroceed 
t hit her w ith a. Bolic'C' force', but w hen 1 reaehed 1 he 
Trh.'ul, it was all abla'/.e, and thc' im endiaric's had already 
(lisappea.re'cl. The l)dh Bungalow and the* Honorary 
MagislI'.ite's Court we-re al.s(> abla/.e'. 1 returneel to the- 
Lailway .'station w lie-re' .Suj'erinteude'nt of I’olic c' was. 
'I’here we heanl that 'rre'asuiy and Jail were llireatened. 
I and Mr. Nevill, A.ssistaiit ('siijie'rinle'ndc'nt ol Boliee, 
both le-ff for Hie.se jilaee's. 1 wi'iit to Jail which wa-s 
safe, and A.ssistaiit Supc'iiiiU'nde'nt of Boliec' returned 
(o the Lilies. We had elivich'd the men between oursedvc'S. 
h'roni J.iil 1 jiroc e'eded to the Trca.surv whic h was safe. 
The Kulclitri had been set on tire sometime before', 
and no mob was there. .Siijiciinlendent of Bolice arrived 
a little later at the 'J’lea.surv, and he ordered mo to go 
to (he Mi.ssioii c'omjiound, and guard it against any 
jiossible attacks. J went tlieri', but tlit;re was no mob 
there. Nor did any turn up there after tiiis. We were 
there wlu'ii uerojilanes arrived, and, I along with .SujK'rin- 
tendeiil of Bolic'c- and the men, went to the city. 

Outside Sialkot gate a .'sikli was sitting' near the eorjise 
of a Miiliammadan. He was say ing A jioor innocent 
foreigner Muhammadan has been kilkel.” We asked 
him to leave the jilaec which he ilid with great hesitation 
and n'luctniVe. He recjue'sted that the dead body may 
1 k> g'ive'ii (o him, w hiel w as made over to him by Sujieriii- 
tendent of Bolic'c' s orJei-s. 

Aft<*r Hii.s' all was ijuiet. 

In the end 1 would Kvy that on the 14th of April tlio 
rioters liegan by stojijiing the train liy maltreating thc 
guard and the driver, and setting lire to the Railway 
bridges and assaulting ISujierintcndeut of I’oliee without 
any provocation whatawver from the authorities, and 
the uouduct of the jieojilc on this day was in my opinion 
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r/zHt-Govornuit*lit. f^ienonilly, and «/i<i-Briti8li KjH'oially. 
Thi.s was }tiov('d l.y tin- mob Mr. iJeixm for 

aasault, although I and iSub-ln«i>oitor Pars lUi'n wcrt- 
in their midst bto])ping them from doing misthiel. 


I am fiirtiii't of o])inion Giat if tlie firing had been 
resorled tt> tifter tlu- I’o.st tMh( i- aa-s burnt , no further 
damage (o Gt>vernmi'nt projK'ity had taken ])hue. 'J’he 
Dibiriet Magistrate, ho\vc\ei, did not allow it at the time.

At t)-l{(.i A.M. on t.lici Mill .April la.^t .Mr. 
lendent of PoIum^ came to my Imngah 
me to kecfi iii\self in readiness for any eniergeney as 
riot ing hacl ste-rted in t lie eit \ and .some of tlie rioters 
were burning the railway bridge to the north of tlic 
.itatiou. 

He very kindly left live polic.omen as a guard at niy 
bungalow an<l told me if matters assuinctl a serious 
tiirii lie would send me word, when I was to fake, my 
wife and oliildia-ii into tlu; Treasury ImiJding. Mr. Hm'on 
was l.lien on hi.s w'ay fnnn hi.s bung.vlow to (lu! scene 
wliere rioting was taking jdaee. 

About 12 noon, being woirned by a me.ssengci' troin 
Mr. Heron 1 took my wife and chililren to the Treasury, 
w hioh is a sipiare, walled enolosiin;, rising about 1 w ent y- 
live feet aliove the plain, with a bastion at each corner. 
t)n entering tho enclosure 1 iininediadely mounled the 
bastion to the North-East, a position from which 1 waa 
enabled to sec any one approae.liing, as alsc» lo obtain a 
good view of the road leading to tlie Railway .Station 
where rioting was still in progress. The Treivsury i.s 
a di.stanee of about two hunched and fifty yards from 
my liungalow, the court bouse being approximately 
fifty yards closer. 

About five minutes after my arrival at the Treasury 
some of tho rioters came from the direction of tho railway 


s! ill ion and .set tiro to tlie eourl. liousi-. d’liis party 
would noi, be greater tiian twenty or twenly-iive boys 
and men, I lie. la) t er nnniliei'iiig half a dozen at the outside 
and tlie ages ot tiie hoys averaging lielweeii twelve and 
foiirieeii y e.vr.''. 

TIu'se boys had w ith Hiem small cans and some were 
earrying wli.vt 1 took to be short slicks. Within a minute 
or two i.ltc'r (lie.se boys hii,d broken into and set lire to 
the interior of tlie ei>nrt liouse 1 saw tlie llames rising 
Ihrough tlu; elereslory w ind'iw sa height ol ahoni eiglifeen 
leet from lloor level. 1 was very impri'Shed by this 
sight and eoneluded .H the time that the boy s inu.st have 
lieen earrying .some ve ry inllammablc liipiid in the uans 
and that the sluu t stic.-ks w (■re Hipiirlh used in sjiraying 
the furnitui'i! and r(*of with the malerial in the cans, 
and t<t come so prepared and to work as coneertedly as 
they did, iinplicHl previous training. 

kSome timo .ifter the courl house hacl been on fire I 
.saw an aeni[)lan(; liovering over the treasury imiidings. 
Tlii.s aeroplane; Ihrw towards I lie Railway .Station ami 
liring c<Jiiinieneed from its machine gun on the rioters, 
alter which, 1 take it, all rioting eea.sed as tliere was no 
further shouting. 1 am linidy eonvineed, had it not 
been for the timely arrival of the aeroplanes and the 
action taken, the wlioh; of tlie Civil .Station would have 
lieen destroyed and there is a possiblily that inuocent 
lives would iiuve been taken by the rioters.

While coming homo I nifsi Honm 
friends on tho road in front of my house who also toid 
mo tho aamo, also that tho up train from Lahoro was 


stopped l»y a crenvd at tlie Railway .Station liy tlirowing 
out all lire and eoaj and h tting out ail water from flie 
engine. At this timo oha of my servants who came to 
call mo home being s«;nt by iny wife, w lio was ailing for 
Home time, and wa.s fooling very afraid and uorvous, on 
account of tliu noise in the city, told me tliat the Hailw'ay 
bridges up and dow n, had been set lire lo.

Al aljoiit 1 1 A.M. a crowd marched tovvards tlic 1‘ost 
Ollioe and set lire to it, then the crowil set lire to the 
lldlway Statiim, whicli is just o[>|)o.silo to the Dost 
Dllice. While coming to the Civil Line.s it burnt thi^ 
C vs.son ludustiial Schout, then the. Dak liungalow and 
then the Tahsil, which is just oj»|»osite to the former. 
.\fter thi;! (he erowil went liack (ouarils thii city. In 
about an hour i(. ag-dn (;anie. back (.o l,he (hvil Dines, 
proceeded tow.irds (hi; iJi.JricI- (jourt and sel lire to it. 
.\fl,er this the Station ChiU'ch was set (ire to and then 
Die (ioods shed. Just as (he Cood.i shiid had been set 
lire I o, the aeroplan<!S appeared at aliout half past ( wo 
oi' t hree, whim the crowd had not yet dispersed. 'I'lie 
aeroplanes brought very great relief to all those who 
eerc in a si,ate of dreadful suspen.se during the time 
when all thc.su uvonl.s were ha|»pening. Many people 


of the city have sjvid that if the acrojijancs did not arrive, 
they wore in danger of being plundered. 

A few days before the outbreak tlie feelings of the 
people Hccmi'd excited owing to the ini.sropre8entationR 
made to them of the lioulatt Act. These mi.sro] i resen- 
tations wore the levying of foc.s by (loveniinent on tlie 
birth of children, the death of tlie })erson.s, on tlie occa¬ 
sion of a wedding acooriling to the number of persons 
utteiiding it, and the faking away by Covernmont of 
lialf the produce of land, 

1 may add here that 1 was in danger /.one all the time 
as niy house and the Mis.sion Scliool Boarding House 
are situated in tlie centro of the area within wliich all 
this liajijiened. 

I was in dr(;.ad of dam igo and danger, after 1 wn.s 
advised by a Hindu friend of mine to apply to f.lie 
.Superintendent of I’oliec for the guarding of my liouse 
w hich was exposed on ;ill sides. I'rom 11 a.m. to 4 r.M. 

I w'as some time in iny own house and some time in the 
Boarding House, from the roof of which I could see the 
mob |)i.ssing this side and (list side, and sefting fire fo 
the liou.sc with shouts and yells. Hearing a rumour 
in file overling fliaf, the hoii.ses of Dhrisfians would i'o 
hurnt during tJie niglit 1 with my wife, who enuM b irdly 
move on account of sickness, took slielfer for tlu night 
in (he Treasury, w hich w.".s for the time being eonvertid 
into a s<ut ol a fort, through (be kind jiermission of 
Jiieut.cnant,-Colonel O’Brien, flie then Jlejiuly ('omnii.'-- 
sioner of Oujranwala, ami were sent to Jjaliorc fiie 
following day along with a few others, where 1 slayid 
lor a week and iiiy wife for about 1 w elve days.

The agitation in Gujranwala lirst sliowcd its fruit in 
a hartal on .Ath April. NoHiing untoward happened nor 
was great e.xfitemciit 'manifest. Arioflmr hartal was 
arranged for tin* Ibtli, at a yirivatc meeting. IloAVevi'r 
tlm date was suddenly ehangi'd on the 13th tor the 14th. 
The Deputy Commissioner h'ft on the 12th. No very 
great ayiywtdu'nsion was felt on the ('vening of the I3(h, 
as it W’a.s hoyu'd that the hartal would pas.s off as on the 
5th, hut as a yiri'cautionary measure, all availabh' yioliee 
W('r(' ealh'd into heathy uartors. The changing of the 
date to tin' 14th found the polit'e arrangenu'nts ineom- 
pleti' and only about fifty men were available a.^ a striking 
foret' after deducting mce.ssary guard.'-, (’(e. This chang¬ 
ing of the date was dt'liberate on Hie yiart of the leaders 
in order to foil the arrangements t)f (he authorities for 
yiroserving order. 

Early on the morning of the i4th a eaU was found 
hanging to a railway britlge and excited erowcls w'crc 
w'ttndering round the city. At the railway station 
atteinyits were made to yirevent ysoyile going to Waaira- 
bttd and to wreck the I'arly morning train. The train 


W'as stopyied at Hu' distant .signal and damaged. The 
crowd fired a railway bridge in front of Hie train. 1 
\vas ordered to di.'^yif'rse this crowd. With a guard of 
1 IL'ad Constable and 5 Foot Constables, 1 did thi.'^ 
and managed to yuif out the fire w ith small damage to 
the bridge. Meanwhih' tlie train w^as taken back to the 
.station. 

The Superintendent of Police had during (his time 
warned all guards at the Treasury, etc., to be on the 
alert and had taken the re.srrvo to the station. Here 
he managed to clear the railway j>remise.s and line of 
the erow'd. It may he mentioned here that the railway 
officials gave no as.si.slanee at all, showing passive, if 
not active syiiiymtliy with the crowd. A large crowd 
of Kashmiris had been taken hack to the city by Din 
Muhammad. Ph ader, and tilings seemed to be settling 
down. I’he Police then consolidated their yiositiori along 
the railway line. I stayed by my bridge as small 
portions of the crowd key*t eoming here obviously inte-nt 
on mist'hief. Shortly after, I heard a few shots fired.

trrulrnt of Police in \vhi< U ho was hadly hurt. 1 flu-u 
inarclu'd with my £!uar<l to tlio railway station.

They 
wcro waviny hlacU flays and hurliny hricks and l■|>ilhcls 
at tho Police who wcrj'kf'c|nny them in <dieek. The 
Superintendent of P<diec was struck .■<e\M'rat times and 
the Police were severely tested.

On pr'o- 
eeeding a little further, 1 saw men climbing np (be 
lelegraidi posts and cutl.ing (he (i legr-(iphic wirt's with 
ir-on instruments in their hands, with the result that 
1h»> communications towar-ds Bahoi'c side were entirr-ly 
(lit off. By this time, (he situation h.wl b(‘<toni(* very 
grave, and the spirit of rowdyism had reachinl its (dinrax. 
'I’lu' Hitiiation had passed practically out of control, as 
(here was only a small force of ]>olice in the station. 

I pas.sed on to the Covernrni'nt High School, and witli 
the hi Ip of the head master, w ho was with me, took 
pi-oper tiK-asiircs to protect tiu' Imildirrg in case of as,saitlt. 
SoriK' turn! aftir 1 was told at the. school that sorm- of 
(he mob had attacked the Superintendent of Boliet* and 
lie had lired a jiistol to ^■(;.s^•llo him.self. I proceeded 
loward.s Sidlian ka v\.stlian and saw Superintendent of 
Boliei- with a party of polua^ eon.stribli's a,iid otluTS 
returning back to the railway station by tlu' rail road 
sid*’. 'I'hcrc was a trig crowd following by (he Crand 
'rrnnk BoarL I took sometime there to |KT.siiade pimple 
to enter the town and desist frtJin following the Superin¬ 


tendent of Police. Some people entered the town by 
Erainabad Gate, while others in large numbers were 
Keen proceeding in haste towardR the railway station. 
S«*me time af(<-r the I’ost Oflice was set on lire by the 
mob. Eater on Bailway Station, Church, Tahsil, Dak 
Bungalow, District Courts, t<(\, were set on tire by the 
mob wbieb roamed ahoiil. in different partie.s. 

Being the. Honorary vSecretary of tlie Central Co- 
oper.'itive Bank. Eiinited, Gnjranwala, 1 closed the 
business of the Bank and jmt Eala Sohan Eal, the clerk 
and aeeountant of (he. Bank, in charge of the jmuniBi’S. 
'riie moh showed inc)illation to attack the promises, 
but the clerk snci-ecded in saving the situation by per- 
snations. (,hat it wniiS mainly a busine.ss eonceni. 

'I'lic following fioint.s are worthy of notice : — 

(I) J!i rniifnx nt. 'V]\r jiresent disorders were not the 
re,suit of reeruiiment. From my personal knowledge 
;i.s an Honorary Secretary of (he l>istrict Whir Ijcague, 
< .'lijraiiw ala, and .foint Seeretary of the, Bed Cross Soiuety ; 
I ca'i state w-itli all as.snran( e that the disturbances are 
in no way cuMui cted witb tbe reeriiitmoiit in (be district. 
I bave travelled about J.OOO miles in the district during 
the (Jrcat War in cutmeeiion with Bed (Jross recTuilinent. 
and other matters allied with War, and can conlidently 
.state that rceniitmeul w as conhiicd to rural cla,9.scs and the 
siieecss in rccniitinent was due to the excellent organi/,a- 
fion and whole-he.u'leil co ojiera.!ion of tribal panchaifafs. 
d’be Dislri< t War Eeagiie and tbe Sub-Committees in 
various 'I’alisils and /.ails stimulated real enthusiasm 
among (he people and .secured tbeii- w liole-licarted support 
in tile eaii.se. 'I'he organiz.at ion worked exeellently 
under the guid-auee of Eieuteuant-Colonel A. d. (I’Briim, 
C.I.E., C. B.E.. the Bresiileiil of the Eeague. d’he. urban 
clas.ses did not join the Army, and it, was only artisan 
cl.is.se.s w ho took lip service over,seas lieing mainly induced 
by liigbcr w ages. 

{2) Airoptaiicfi an<f Troops. In a state of affairs when 
(he public, buildings were set on lire, and the good.s shed 
looted, aeroplanes and addilloiial force were a nece.s.sity, 
'I’he aeroplanes arrived between 2 and J r.M. and their 
appearance terrilieil (hi' mob. Jiefore their ajipearance, 
there was a great apprehension of (he District jail being 
broken into and tbe eonviets being set free. 'The Jail 
rnflians having joined the mob would have looted the 
'I’rea-sury and burnt ail otber public buildings saved 
So far. It was due to the arrival of the aerojilaues that 
the mob took to heels and fled to their horne.s with the 
result that the calm wiws restored, 

'The hartal continued for a couple of day.s more and was 
brought, to cud on the per.suasionH of Eala Harnam Dass, 
'Tahsildar, myself and some other respectables of the 
town. 

In the end 1 may state that the agitation in consequence 
of the Bowlat t Act was increasing. Many false, rumours 
were alloat as to tlie repre.ssive nature of tlie Act, so much 
so that inauv a man tliouglit that the police wa.s autho- 
ri.sed under tlie act to arrest any four or five persons 
who were seen talking together. Hartal having thrown 
many a people out of business afforded an incentive to 
join the mob. .Speeehes of some irre.sponsible jiersoirs 
(ended to inerease agitation. 

'Tlie w ide eirculation of vernacular papers like Naqq ish 
in the ina.ssi's, before the disturbances firoducod an 
undesirable effect on the mind of the people.

Duller instriietions fioin the Punjab Government 
left Eahore as Civil Oflieer w-itb a mobile column a1 J a.M. 
on 20th A|»ril 1910 to investigate and puni.sh offonderR 
for cutting the telegrajih w ires at mile .’154 at Kanioke. 
On arrival there the lambardar, Bhagwan Singh, refused 
for a long time to budge from his house, whence I liad 
to go and fetch him myself. Even then he was insolent 
and obstructive, and when I told him to-get other 1am- 


bardcM-s merely smirke.l. 1 had to get on with the work 
of (he column and therefore sentenced him to 15 strokes 
%vhipping and a fine of ll.s. 200. Other villagers then 
told me the cutting of the wires had taken place at 
Nangal 8atlan, and 1 })roceeded thither. Six hostages 
wvre taken here a.s information as to the jiersons respon¬ 
sible for the cutting of the w'ire was not forthcoming. 
The column then returned to Lahore.

In April last the European resident.s near VVa/.irahad ' 
consistc'd of the Hev. Crahame Bailey, Mrs. Bail(\v. and 
two .small children who lived some two miles south of 
the railway station ; Mr. and Mrs. Waid with two small 
(duldren about one mile south of the railway station, 
about ten Railway oflieials and tlieir families all ri'siding 
in the railway line.s eIo.se to the station, Mr. and Mrs. 
Limlsay and my wife and myself who were living at 
Haripur about one and a b.iJf miles north of railway 
station, also my Assist.ant Engineer, Mr. Amlerton. at 
Kathala J miles further north. 'I’hei-e were al.so two 
British Officers and about twi'lve liritish soldiers residing 
in the railway lines; these had hemi stationed for some 
time at W'a/.irabiul as Itailwav iMilitary I’oliee during 
demobilisation. 'I'lu- railway station at Wa/iral'ad lies 
between the native town and the railway lines. 

On the 12th and IJth 1 obser\ed an In.solmt (Ivme.anour 
was generally displayed by the crowds which passeil 
my bungalow on their v\ ay to and from Wa/.irabad to 
tlie Clienab ri\er during t.lie Ikiimhhi mda. 

On the Idth owing to the news from Amritsar and 
Lahore, the Officer Commanding warned all Enroptnins 
rivsiding outside. \Va’/.iraba<l to be prepared (o remle'/vous 
in the railway lines at, short notice. .At. aliout 2 
on th(' following day he (‘ailed us all in and in.-^traef.ed 
iis to residi' in the Itailway Ib'st House ; 1 also |•e('eived 
iiistriKdioM.s from t he Deputy ('ommi.ssioner. < Jiijrat, to 
take Hte|i.s to safeguard my Enro|»ean .staff at Kathala, 
and called Mr. Anderton to V\'a/.irab;ul also. 'I'he la.Mt 
peopli* to arrive came in about 4 JM\1. by which time 
tliere vveic about 24 jx-ofile imtiuding families living in 
this four-roomed house. Tlie Brili.sh froop.s’ eam|> was 
close to tlie rest house, 

Ituring that afternoon 1 saw an aero|»iane eireling close 
overhead and t'Ventiially making a landing in tields 
about a mile away; crowds from I be direidion of tlie 
natisi' city ran to the spot and a lew minutes aftiT tliey 
nrrived tbe maebiiie rose again and Hew overhciwl in 
the direction of Jailion*. 

Tliiit niglit we wen; instnietiMl to post armed .stuitries 
around the re.st hou.se tvs no troops could be spared from 
guarding the railway station. 

During tbe night, wbieli passed olT quietly, more troops 
came in till by tlie following moriiing tliere might have 
been 80 of all ranks of which some 20 were British infantry 


and rest ebietly Indian Cavalry and Sikh Pioneers. 
Major Marsh hiul also arrived from Sialkot and assumed 
command of the station during the night. 

During the whole of the following day (April irdh) 
att.ai'ks were nnvde by crowds from thi' city on tlie stiition. 
and civilians, other than railway oHieials were eontined 
to thi' railway line.s. Stones wen' thrown from the 
.street into the station and an attemjit was made to 
(ire tlu' railway oil tanks and to di.ssnadi' (‘inployi'i'S of 
the Loco, department fnun winking, railway ti'legraph 
win's were i-iit in several pliwi's, and one signal I'litirely 
pulled down, the liailey’s house' was bund with all their 
inmilnn', clothes, etc., and atti'inpls w( re nnwie to Inirn 
railway bndge.s and jiermanent way, 

'I'he only act of this sort 1 personally saw' was tlie 
cutting of wires and burning of .sleiqters just, north of 
tiu' station, but several p('ople who saw tlu' mob at 
el(;s(' ((narters including .'b^jor Marsh, told me the ]»eo|)l(' 
welt' in a dangerous mood, that yoiitlis and lioys were 
usually in front of the rioters, that their hostility 
a]>peared direeled eiiiefly against Euro|ieans, and that 
the appearance of a Pnlisli st'iitry was the' signal lor a 
shower of stones, several of w hich took ed'etd. 

'I'he eliief danger appichemh'd by us civilians was that 
the station might be rushed and w'e might, he invested 
by I.Ih' crowd in tht; railway lines. 

During that, day no .supjilies were availiiUe in the 
ba/.ar and somt' flour was olitaiiied througli the good 
oHiees of one of my eontraetors, Rai Ihihadur Ram 
Ratal!, will) eoDeeled it from some villagt's some 5 miles 
away with great ditliculty and in small quantities a.s 
the villagers suspected it was wanted lor l/uropeans; 
this gentleman was also instniniental in dissuiwling the 
mol) from tlu'ir attempt to lire the railwa\ oil tiuiks. 

That ev(‘ning more trixips ineinding ('oloiiel Ibirherj 
arrived, and the latter, on taking over eominand, issuc'd 
notices that armed force would be u.sed, if neecMsary, 
sh'.uld further rioting occur. 

The night, of the i.'ith-IHth ])a.s.sed olT (piiclly and 
after that no disturbaiices iMiourred, though it was neces- 
sary t-o ration us civilians from the military .stores at 
tSialkot ow'ing to the difficulty of obtaining jirovisions 
locally, civilians were allowed to priieeed to their w'ork 
during daylight with armed escorts, and tbe latter were 
dispensed witli after a eonpie of days. 


MXJNSHI KIRPA SINGH. TabsUdar, Wazirabad. 


Ever since 15th April 1019, the day after the hartal, 
I have been endeavouring to ascertain facts in eonnee- 
tiou witli tlie recent disturbances. Owing to factions 
and strikes, in the town of Wazirabail, there is not a 
single man who could be rclieil upon. Jn sneb eireum- 
stanoes only those facts, which a|)f)eared to rue to be 
reliable, are detailed below ;— 

On the arrival at Wazirabad on tbe 12th April of cer¬ 
tain men of Gujranwala, whoso names could not be 
ascertained, Pritani Dos, BadrT Nath Phul, Jowanda 
Mai, Jagan Nath Salocha, nephew of Pritnm Das. Master 
Muhammad Jan, Kesar Singh, Shaildi Inayat Ullah, 
alias Baaha, commenced to incite the shopkeejiers in 
the town to observe “ Hartal.'* 

On 13th April 1919, at the request of the haltmis 
(sweet-meat vendors), the leaders of the movement post¬ 
poned the hartal to 14th April 1919, so that tbe sweets 


preparwl by the halwais may ho Hold and (hey be put 
to no loss. 

Oil the 14th evening a meeting wa.4 convened in tlie 
Juma Masjid under the Presidentship of Jarniat Singh 
and kHitiires were given by Sheikh Inayat Ullah, alias 
Ua.sha, MasU'r Mnhaminiwl Jan, Britain I)as and Badri 
Nath Phul, on the subjects of (1) Hindu-Mulianumidan 
unity, (2) Protest again,st Rowlatt Bill, (.3) Observance 
of hartal. 

Kesar Singh, Jagan Nath, Saluja, Anir Ulmnd, Muni¬ 
cipal CommiH.sioner, and Master Mnhamiiiad Hussain 
were also pre.sent in the Jiimrna Masjid when the lectures 
wore delivered. There were about two thousand persons 
])re&oiit at the meeting. On the night of the 14th at 
about 10 P.M., a clerk arriveil with an onler from the 
Deputy Commissioner, and at once the Sub-Inspector 
of the city and Sadar thanas were summoniHl and

On April ]7lh, I proei-eiled i<» Wa/drabad 
uiifler the orders of the (leiu'ial Officer Coniinandiim. 
2nd (Havvaipitidi) Divi.sion, arul (nlensl on my duties 
HH Adininisfrator of Martial l^axv under the late Colonel 
Burbury, then commanding (lit! (roo]i.s in tht‘ (lujranwula 
District, d’luit same afternoon T proett-ded xvitli Colonel 
Burbury to Oujranxvala x\ bere Martial Diw was jiro- 
elaimed publicly. The following morning a similar 
pixK'iamation xvas mudt' at Wazirahad it.self. 

Copies of the general jxroilarn.ition of Martial Law. 
re.asRuring xx’cll hehaved jieraons anti warning fio.ssible 
evil-doers, were pent throughout the di.siriet both through 
Officers Commanding detacliment.s of tntops anti tlirtnigh 
vhe Civil authorities anti a further prfxlamation tarry- 
ir.g on the methods of protecting the railxvayn and ecnal.s, 
which had l*een instituted liy (he civil authorities xvas 
similarly distributetl.

Knowiny' it was almost. impoHsible to carry on amoothly 
the administration of Martial Ijiw without the pot>d will 
and asHi.slanee of the eiv'il powers, I con ult<“d the latter 
a.s Irecjuenlly as jiossible. 1 paid several visits to the 
hepufy Commissioner of Cujranwala and the Superin- 
temlent of I'oliee, besides seeing them when they were 
on tour, visited IIh‘ l>ej»nty Commissioner of tJnjrat 
twice, if not tlirr'C limes, and the l)ej)nt.v Commissioner 
of Lyall|)nr om e, i onsidl inu them frec-ly as to the advis¬ 
ability or nee«‘Hsity of various actions. In my ca]»acity 
as Area OlliciT of VVa/iraba<l I worked almost entirely 
throu)/h tin- 'rahiildar and the Municip;d Committee 
of whom one Sa.rdar Sahib ,K h.i.n was in consl.ant atleml- 
an(-e. both he and the 'I’ahsildar rendering me the ;'r<“atest. 
assislaiicc. I did not know of any ailion of mine' as 
Administrator of Martial Law (o which the ('ivil autho- 
rilicM lock the .sliLdiC'sl exception. 

I was nnforl unalcly debarred from carrying' out any- 
IliiuL' approachiiip the .amouid of louriiiL' in the district, 
tliat I felt was necessary, partly beiau.se> I was terribly 
handicappecl. (>Hp(*cially at lirst, for want of an aclei|uatc' 
cdlici' c-stablishment, whic h necessitated my doinf.' much 
mecfianical cleric-al work myself : and also because 
Martial Eaw' beint': a nc'W procedure' to i‘ve>ryone> con- 
eirne-d. it was imperative' tlial I slicmld remain chiitly 
at hi'a,clc(Uart(‘rH, where' I cciidd deal prom|»tly with the- 
numc'i'ouH points on w hich .Area and ot hc-r ollicers re'c|uirc'd 
orders or aclvic c'. unci whence 1 could c'ndc'avoiii- to c c> 
ordinate their mc'l hods of proce'duie- into one' ^c'lieral 
syste'iu. Thci adminisl ra t ion ha,d be'<run t<* work with 
fair smoot hness, and (Jenc'ral Camplic'll had trivi'ii me' an 
assistant, so as to enable' me to tour more* free'ly, wlu'ii 
I w*as otile-red to re-join mv unit for k'ie'ld Se-rvicc' on May 
Kth, nil!). 

I cannot, without re'fe'i'C'nce* to the* various ])roclama- 
tiems, re'me'Mibe'r the* subji'i l imilte-r in tlu'in, but amonyrsl. 
olhe-rs was a proclaniat ion controlling' price's, which was 
issiie'd ovvinyj; to a distinct ri.He* in price's imme'diate'ly 
after the' riots, which was Ic-adiii).’ to hardship and elis 
cemlC'iit umcmyj!S( the' labouring classe's. At the' .same* 
lime' the' district zainiudars wc*re* uryecl throut'h the' 
distriit authoritii's to briny.,' suppliis to Wa/irabad as 
usual, t hi'ir non mo|esta,t ion beiuij L'Uaranle'e'el. Another 
forliacli* move'ine'iif afte-r chirk in ei fero.sc-ribe'd iirni ne-ar 
Wa/irabaei Station. 'I'his was mtroduce'd for the safety 
of ihc' public to avoid any unfortunate oc'i'urrene'e owiny^ 
to iy.'norant failinj' to aiiswe'r the ehalli'iiye 

of HC'iitries. ()lhe*r proclumutions d(*alt with the re.M- 
trictions in railway tratlic and to the elosiny; of c'ertairi 
Mtulions to pa.sse'Uj.'er bookini'. Another orele*re'd se-hool- 
Lcoys to salute* the' Cnion .lack deiily as a jiarade. 'I’hi.s 
wcis introduceul as a di.scifelinarv measure as there was 


indiHpHtable! proof that boys from the sohools had played 
a largo jiart in the recent riotB. 

During niy administration no disturbances occurred 
in the; elistrief^ under my control. The prompt appear¬ 
ance of troops in the* towns where riots had occurred 
ami iht; wholesome fear of this new* form of law adminis- 
tration s<*emeel tei overawe the townsfeilk, whilst the 
villagers in the ne-ighheuirhood of (jujrat and Wav.irahad 
appeared indifferent, VVa?.irahi d (!ity was a little sullen 
at first, anel (dijnmvvala, from what I saw of it, seenmd 
sullen to the end of my administration, hut as a wholes, 
once- they re-alise'd Martial ]jiw affected nohody who 
behaved m a mu null mauner. the ])cs»ple of the districts 
(emeeriie’d se'e-nu-d to !ic('e[>t it ejuite contentedly. 1 
re'ce iveel no c eimplaiiitH agaiiist llie hardships of Military 
Raw, except against the reslric ticjiis in ia,ilway travelling, 
w liic h iiiidoulite'clly clid iidlic t ecuiHiderulile hardship, 
but tbis was alle-vialed as far as possible by the granting 
of railway iie*rmits to anyone recommended by the* local 
(ivil administration, siieli as Tahsildars, Magistrates, 
e'le. I do not, know of any eases of p.ass(*s having been 
i< fusc*d tc» the*s<* having .suc h recommendations. 

As re*g;irds c-rinu'S am) ]tnnishments, no jierson was 
dc*alt with nnde*r Martial Law lor an offence prior to the 
cstahlishjiie*nf of Martial Law. Olfenees again.-'d Martial 
Law in the* Lujranwaki and (Jujiat districts were mostly 
trivial, the* cdfeiulers bc-itig disiiiisHed with a eaiitic)n, 
or l><‘ing punished by a few stroke's w itli a earn*, or by a 
small fine* ac c ctrding tci eirc imistaiic c's. No far as 1 r»*mem- 
b<*r t Ihtc* we*re only two c ases of imprisonme'nt. One 
ease was tried by me* personally, and a careful record 
(»f the* evich'iu-e was placc-d on the tiles, the offender— 
a telegraph clerk being .aw.'trelc'cl tvvci ye'.ars’ imprison¬ 
me'nt for dc'libc'rately tjuupering with the instruments, 
tlierc'by putting two lines nut of action. The* other was 
the* ease* (d a. Europe*an who was aw arch'd a term of 
imprisonmc'id for drnnketmess, iiidc'cent conduet, and 
diHcda*dic*nc-e of ctrders issued under Martial Law. ^'his 
ease* was tried by tlu* .Area Ollicer, at Malakwal. 1 
bc'lic've* t be* summary of eases 1ri»*d at Lyallpur by tlu^ 
Arc'a Oflic ('?• showed sev(*rul easi's of imjirisonmejit or 
inode*rafe*ly he'avy (iiU'S, but 1 eannol now quote* from 
me*mory. 

1 cMily re'ce'iveel two eomplaiuts agniust the behaviour 
of the troops theiiiselve's. Nome me*nia)s, who worki'd 
down the* river nerar AA'aziruhad, re'ported that the British 
guard on the IMilkoo Nullah Bridge had been ]iassing 
familiar remarks with tlii'ir womenfolk. The '^I’ahsildar 
and Nardar Nahib Klian did not se-em to consider the ease 
(d much imjcortanc'c and personally 1 thought there was 
very little* in it. and as tlie Hritisli giiarel had already 
hee*n re-place'd by an Indian guard, the* ease was allowed 
to drop. .Another c-onqilainl made was that a se*poy 
had “ eommandee*red " some articles from a shop in 
Wa/.irahad city, in the name^ of Martial Law. I’his 
had Ix'en antic ipated and a ba/.ar was alre^uly being 
forme'd in the Indian troops camp.

Inspe'c tor of I'olice*. and Muhammad Akram, AssisOiut 
Ntatiou Master : the men went off and when pa.ssing 
the overbridge* they stoned tfie station building, but 
fortunately damages vvewe slight. 

Then about S hours on the Ihlh April 1010 a inoh of 
about L^IM) me’U with sticks and Btoues made their way 
to the good.s shed : J ijnmediately informed the Military' 
ftuthoritie's, who sent tiown their cavalry am! they dis- 
pt'rsed the mobs, and the situation was saved. 


At about 9 hours on ir>th April 1919 the mobs started 
rutting the telegra])h wire's anel knocking down the posts 
near the station and advanet'd in the direction of Gujrat 
station. 

At about 11-10 hours the same day I noticed from the 
station that t he* mobs iiatl knocked down the outer signal. 
In the meanwhile 2-l)owji mail left Kathala. I imme¬ 
diately got the I’crmaneiit Way Inspector to trolly me 
down, and we found the mobs had placed a number of 
large heiulelers on the line and also placed the outer 
signal olo.se to tlie rmming line. 

1 stoppe^d the mail beyond the outer signal and removed 
the boulders with the assistance of the Permanent W’ay 
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Inspector and perHonally piloted the mail into tlic station : 
had the boulderfi not hren removed, I am aurc the mail 
would have pot derailed. 

The moba then made «»ff in the direction of (Jnjnit. 

On arrival of Hie mail at the station 1 was infornual 
that a culvert bet ween Wazirabad and D. U. X. wa.> 
burnt by the mob. 

I immediately ordered 2-l)o\vn mail to be detainetl. 
got a shunting engine and went down and found that 


the culvert wa.s tmrnt. but the tire extinguished l>v the 
Kngineerinp stalf: tlic Snli-l)i\isional Ofticer, \Va/jr- 
abad, was (ui the s{io(. he ordcrt'<l ini' to return to \Va/.ir- 
aliad, aiul on arri\Jil of I l'i) at \\'a/.in»bad i could start 
L'-l)onn. which orders niue I'arrieil out.

1. - SuilVKY (»l I’UEDIsrO'TNO ( 'aI'sES. 

The a,ctaal scene of distiirhances was conlined to the 
I>ailway hetwi'cn Sli(’ikhn[)ura and S,i,nvla and spread 
over a jicriod of four day.s only, 'I'he general prodis 
]»o.sing causes will be more ap|»n>priately dealt, witli 
by tfi(' Deputy (VnnmissioiuT, (Jnjranwala. 

It. is siifhcient- to stale here Ifiat for four davs the 
narrow tract of .{(> miles along IIk' line was in a slate of 
ojieii rehellion, and the peoj)h> imagined th.it tlie |.i,st 
day of British Bide had come. 

I he imniodiate predisposing cause ol this e.xtriordinarv 
ignorance and credulity is the fact that (;njra.nwala. 
District in its unwieldy size and innlfiplicity of work ol 
all kinds has heen [irolialily tJie worst ailinimstered in 
tlic I'imjal). 

1 hese two Tahsils luivc laid even h'ss attention than 
the other three 'I'alisils on account of their remoteness 
from the distrii t head(|Ua.rlcrH. Despite its vicinity to 
Diliorc, the rural population Is extremely ba,ckward, 
very illiterate, ignorant and eri'dnioiis |o a degree, and 
so it falls a vi’ry rea.dy jirey to any iiialieioiiH pi'rson.s 
spreading false reports. Apart Ironi this there was no 
oilier loca,l ]ire<liHpo.sing eanse. There Ik of cour.si^ cons 
taut railway eornmunication with Lahore, Amritsar and 
f )elhi. 

Ill disposed plrviders at Sii(;ikhuf)nra, a.nd seditionists 
in the. markets of ('hn)iarkana and Sangla misrepri'sented 
the RowlatL Hill, and hy distorting ofTenees that had 
happened at Delhi, Amiitsar and Lahon? persuaded a 
pood number of persons that tlii' Hdrbtr had turned 
Jfe-iintiH; that its days were over ; that llindii.s aiul 
Mussulmans should join together and make eoniinoii 
cause apaiust the (lovernnient ; that the native army 
W'as rr^idy to help them ; that all India was in Haines iif 
revolution ; and that if the people did their part liere, 
there would lie Home Buie with tio land revenue to jiay 
and they would have their own army. 

(Vowiks flocked down to meet every train that |)a.s.Med 
through and the wdde.st rijinours were alloal, 'J’he 
outhreak was immediately jireeiMled liy the /{aimkhi 
festival. A large miinber of Sikhs ami olhers wenf to 
Amritsar. Some of these were shot or wounded there, 
and the w-ildest tales came hack of (iovernment oppres¬ 
sion, which further inflamed the [lopulalion, partieiifarly 
again.st European,s. 

In this jiart of the Buiijah peojile are extraordinarily 
prosporou.s and are practically unafTt'i ted by liigb )»riees 
and the high eo.st of living. Comparatively few of the 
neighbouring villages have joined the Indian Army, 
and those who have done so are thoroughly content 
w'ith the conditions. No dcjht during the year imme¬ 
diately jireceding, some executive measures luwi Iwen 
taken to induce recruitment, and this w ivs cleverly turned 
to account by seditious pt'Tsons at public and private 
meetings. 

II.— Immediate rArsEs of the outbreak. 

The immediate causes of the outbreak were the double 
hartal on 6th and 14th at Shclkhupura, carefully organ¬ 
ized by the pleaders' community, the two public meetings

All thesi' I'lime.s followed immediately after the meet¬ 
ings at Sheikhupni'.i, ('iiuharkana and Sangla, and in

of extra liipior was also eonsumed from I'ltli'^o Kith. 

III. ('URONOl.OOK'Al. NAUUATIVIC Oh’ EVKSTS. 

'I'lic chronological order is given in rather more detailn 
in this .section.

I’he. f.act that a Braliniaeliari, proliahiv an .Ar\a in 
flisgiiise, wa.s allowml for a month to give vi'ut to open 
seilitioii in Sangla market i.s a stain on the enmmnnit v, 
both high and low, which it will be hard for them to wipe 
out. 

About a riiuntli before the series of dist nrhanees at 
Sangla eommeiicmg from the 12th April, a Bralimiyhari 
by name Oobiml Barshad eaine. to the town and stayi'd 
at the Thakardawara (temple) ; he is said to have come 
from I3elhi and to have profesiH«'.<l the Sfwiataii Dharam 
erml. His Uictivitics were in tlie, beginning eonfined 
entirely to recitals ami .sermons on religious suliji'cts, 
including the jirotection of cows, but latterly he forinefl 
miquaint&Mco with the local lemlers of the Anja Samaj. 
This circumstance has given rise to the belief i,hat he may 
have been an accredited agent of the Samaj sent out in 
puisuitfice of a d»‘linite policy to preach sedition, but of 
this there is no definite proof. 

The first outward sign of unrest ramie its appearance 
on the 11th April when a meeting was convened at the

On the evening of the same day Harnam Singh made 
a munferous attack on Mr. VVaJe, '!Vlegra|>h Imspeetor.

III. M.ARTlAt. Law A^’D OTHER MEARTTRES ADOPTED 
FOK SUPPRESSION OF DI.STUEBANCES. 

Martial Law was proclaimed on the llHh and ita effect 
was instantaneous and electric. On tho night of the 
L'ith an armoured train came down the line from Lahore 
to Chuliarkana, taking U}» with them from Sheikhupura 
Rai Sahib Sri Ram, Sub-Divisional Officer. The 
armoured train worked hard in patrolling the line for 
three day.s with Sri Ram on boawl. Machine gun-s were 
taken to Ghuharkana and even beyond. The effect 
Was exeellent and instantaneous. This armoured train 
undoubtedly saveil the market of Ghuharkana from being 
looted, and if it had not come, when it did, looting would 
certainly have spread further, and jiossibly Sheikhupura 


and oven lAhore wonhl have been visited by an ill 
eomliiioneil mob of ruffian.s. Similarly on the ItUb. 
tho Deputy Gommiasiouer, Lvallpur, despjitehod troops 
to Sangla with a Di.strir t Traffic Superintendent and an 
P.xlra Assistant GonimiH.siimei, and had not the troop.s 
eorne, when (hey flid. Sanghi market Mould have shared 
tho fjito of Ghuharkana and Station ami other Govmii 
moot projierty would h.-vvc' heon xvreckeil and looted. 

On the Iffth, Goloncl O’Britm. Deputy GommiHsi<uier, 
(Juir.inwal.'i, civmo down (he line with a Special 'riiiin 
and made arre.sts of pleaders and ot laws at Sheikhupui a, 
Dhaban Sinuh and Sangla. The |>ooj)le concerned in 
these atrocities had by this lime become thoroiicbly 
scared. 'Flu* in.nk<-t.s ami (lie neighbouring \ill:ige,s 
W(‘re practically empty. 

ttn the 2ls( April. 1 arrivcil at (’huh.irkana and iimue 
diately took the statement.s of i be railway staff, and on 
the following morniug held a barge identideation parade. 
whi«‘h Av.i.s continued for the next three days. Soim> 
four thousand villagers wme paraded, and fourteen or 
dftcen of the railway staff passed down He])aratelv and 
independently in the pre.senee of Magistrate.s for ideiit - 
(ieation. 'I’his rgsnl(c<l in the arrest of some threi' him 
died offomlcrs, nearly all of w hom have been ])iinished. 

On the 24th I proceeded (o Dhahan Singh, w lu'ie 
similar procedure was undertaken. Till then only .some 
twenty iiersons were arresled. Two villages of IMiih 
niaiiw.ila and N.iwan I’itul were paraded at Imigth and 
.some hundred more ar- its were niiide, and nearly all 
of the.se have been ]»unislied. 

From Dhaban Siiigdi I went to Moman, where (lie 
villagers wck' similarly (olleoted, hut uidmkily I hatl 
sent before me a Sikli Inspector, Kartar Singh, .'Uid a 
Sikh Fxtva .Assist.int <‘ommissioner Sa.rda.r Amur Singh. 
The Superintmident. of I’oliee is dealing departmentally 
with the Inspector, who undoubtedly tried to screen 
his brother Sikhs. Some lumdred Sikb.s harj at lacked 
the Moman Railway Stalion l»ut the railway staff wm 
got at by them, and refused to admit that more than 
three persons had looted the station. Dnfortuiiately 
verj- few of these Sikhs have been convicted. 

1‘^rom there T passed on (o Sangla, w hi( h I reaelied tho 
same day. Here too there w’aB a er>ns]>iraey of silence, 
ns the market people ami the neif.'hbouring villages had 
all agn ed not to give ('aeh other away. Tlie «(uise- 
quenee is that in Sangla and its vicinity ver}’ few offendeiH 
have been brought to aecount, and an e,Teeutive action 
of another kind has been recommemlcfl to deal wilh tho 
situation hen*. 

rhere xvas a eoUHiderable delay in deciding whether 
Mr. Penny, As.^islant ('onimi.ssioner, and myself could, 
use the powers of a Summary Court Martial, and wi* 
w«‘re not able to start trying the aceused till the fft h 
May. Between tit h and 20lh May 477 peraoiis wen* 
tried and 204 were* convic'ted. This long delay at ueh a 
critical time was a most unfortunate ejiisode, ;iiul (he 
keejiing of nearly four liundrefl persons under uricvU 
placed a great strain on the police, and they could not 
have undertaken these arduous dutic'S without (he as.sist- 
anee of the Military, which was fully availed of. 'I’hiee 
prison vans were obtained and temporary Havalats 
w'ere constrm ted at (Omharkana and Dhaban Singh. 
Troops arrived jiromptly on iKth at Ghuliarkami ami 
Sangla. However, by the lime that the troops aetuall\’ 
came, tho eountrj’side had been thoroughly frightened 
and all was quiet. 

I'raetieally no Martial T.aw has btecn enforced in this 
part* of the district and no punishments given under 
Martial Iaw. The school boys of Sangla were for a 
numlier of days made to parade every morning and salute 
the Union Jack. The jieople, as a whole, have been 
entirely unaficeted by Martial Law. They a}>preeialed 
and enjoyed the imporlam e of having troops and their 
behaviour has heon admirable. P(*oplo in this part 
of the country little lealiml before how efficient and 
quick the arm of the “ Sarkar ” could be. Repeated 
visits of Armoured Cars, a display of gmi firing at Sangla 
and elsewhere and the passing of a Mobile Section of 
Machine Guns on Ford cars and Motor' bicycles through 
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the district attended l)y cavalry, have l)(ieti useful in show¬ 
ing how quickly the military can get to any disturl»ed 
part of tlie country. The Military OlVicerH (’ommanding 
troops at Sheikhupura, (Jhuharkana and Sangla have, 
a(;ted with the greatest discretion, and have made them¬ 
selves popidar with the community. 'I’hcHe recent 
disturhances have emphasized to a marked degree the 
value of armoured rsars along railway commutucatioiiH, 
and of Mohih; Machine (liin Sections for other parts of 
the district. Siicli an armed force should always he 
iea<ly emergencies in the IMinjah, wh(‘re everything 
depends on <|uickneHS. 'I'Ih' tdvil .aulhorilies certainly 
are greatly indehted to tin* milil,ary in this part, of the 
ilistrict for their [iromptness and idiic iency in responding 
to the call.

'I’hy total numher of really disalTecte<l persons in this 
district was profiahly under t hree lignr<‘S. t hongh some 
ten thousand persons took p ii't in <l<‘monst rat ions, loot¬ 
ing <»r destroying without re.ally knowing what they 
were doing. 

In tr.'icing the ciuises of disaffection it is a safe ;ind 
g(dd<m rule to look near h<»me first «d all. 'riase is no 
place where diHl(»yalty is so d(*c|i as in l)elhi, Lahore ami 
Amritsar. Similarly in tliis tract, tfic homes of disloyalty 
wei'ti to he found in Sheikhupura, the headquarters o| 
t.lie SuhDivision, a,ml the tw(» maikcts at Chnharkana 
.and Sa,ngla. In Sheikhupura, a retired Inspjstor ol 
|•olice, W'hose two sons were convieted and sentemed 
to hnig terms of imprisonment, and hall a ilo/en phsiders 
and their niunshis were promitmut Had there heeii no 
plea<lers in Sheikliupura.. it is safe' to say t h.at then' wanilil 
havee h('(M» no trouhle t hei c. 

In (/hidiarkana tin* chie'f leader was a disen-dited 
Manager of the Khalsa, School rnuned Kartar Siitgh, 
who gave lectures and ctul>e/,/led hcIktoI fnmls. ll<‘ 
has lam'i Hcntejieed to dt'ath. 

'Leja Singh, anotlier Hpeh'shak, who had atti'iuh'd a 
seditioTis meeting at Lahore', alse> gave' h'cture'S ami 
inflatne'el a larger nninhe'r e>f ire;7.'.s' in thee village' ed 
('huhai'kana, clerse to (Juru Ma nak s Suclni Sumln. 1 he* 
otIuM' I'ingleaelers eit ('Imliarkan.'i e'ernsistcel of a half- 
fleelge'el I’atwari from the Unite'el l*re)vinees. a l‘.se'ue|e»- 
Maulvi from .i ne-ighhemring vill.ige' ami a. sprinkling ol 
SV/moye S'.

withe)Ul pre*t.e!st. 'The're' e'a.n ii*' ne» e|e)uhl, that all the* 
leaders at Sartgla playe'd a ehmhle game'. The'v were* 
emly tejei please'el to se'c the tnmhle hre'winv. hnt whe'O 
things came to a heeael, l.lie-y te)e)k e-are to he- enit of the 
w'ay, and at .all events ne»t te> eh) anything. Here too 
the JittitueJe of the railwjiy staff was md .'ileerve suspi- 
e'ie>n. When special trains were ex|)e*e'te'el, information 
was conveyed to the Hazar and e'reovels rusheei te* thee 
station long before tfie tniins we're signalh'd. 

Seingla is e-loser te) civilization than any of the other 
places, and the feeling ag;vinst the Lureipe'ans and the 
({ovornruent was iji consequence more’ hitter. 'I’he 
Henedi of Honorary Magistrates eind the inemhorH of this 
Notified Area did nothing to prevent disturhances and 
to help detection of those guilty after the event.

FAR ni.SLOYAL ANTI-EnROPKANS AND ANTt (’lIRlSTIAN.S. 

It has already been shown that the wonUl be serious 
revolutionists were very few in number, possif»ly (M) or 
80 out of ton thousand, who took iiart in the work of 
looting, destructing or demonstration. 


After the news from Amritsar came in, there were 
very unmistakeable anti-European and a ti-Christian 
manifestations. The American Missionary at Chuhar- 
kana escaped on the night of the l.^th or he w'ould cer¬ 
tainly have been murdered. His house and hospital 
were looted and burnt on the ITith hy the villagers, who 
had enjoyed his hospitality. 

The motor car of an Americ'an Missionary at S-angla 
was grei'tcd with abuse. The Homan (.iatholic fatlu'r at 
.Sangla foiiml it convenient to immure himself in a harbed 
wire enclosure w'ith other Eiiropi'an.s at Lyallpiir for 

fiftireu (lays. Mr. Wale, Telegraph Superintendent, 

Avas ."it.tacked on the Kith at .Sangla in l»roafl d.iy light. 
Any bbiropean found between Sheikhupura ami Sangla 
from L^ith to 17th Avould have been murdered. The 

Native ('hristians wi're ap])rehensive, and wouhl have 
been attacked, had it not hcen for the timely arrival of 
t he armoured ear, and the Native Cliristiau girls of t he 
Amcri<an .Sehool of Sangla would have been r.aiied l)ut 
for the timely afivent of the troops there.

Tht'v 
will cerliunly not. he so ready in futuri' to a<'t on t ho false 
reports of the ill-disposed persons. 

Tl'.e following general suggestions and remarks arc 
«>th'rcd for what, they are worth- 

'I'he recent (K'currences have shown rl«'arly that Cuj- 
ranwala. District is too laruc for one chargi-. ami possibly 
at. some future time f.liere niiy he .'in outbreak in .some 
nir.d tract.. This {wirt of thi' distrii-t has long been 
iindcrmaniK'd in |)olic(' personnel, and it needs nearly 
douhh' till' <|uaniitv of luilicv- .stations .and police. 'Tlio 
police staff was tliroughout. short. Wh.at w-as wanted 
Avas .a permanent. Su|)crint('ndent f>f Holii-e. a gor.d 
native Deputy Superintendent of Holice, and two other 
expi'i-iem-ed Suh-Insjieelor.s In future outbreaks, expe- 
rieneed .Sub-InsfAcetors should be sent at once frvmi other 
di.stricts ami also a Deputy Superintendent of Poliee. 

The jieople are extremely demoor.atie and ill-dis- 
eiplined, given to crimes and cattle stealing, and their 
increasing Avealth has made them Avorse rather than 
better. They have pr.actieally no intero.st outside money¬ 
making, drinking and vii-e, and enjoy very fcAv pleasures. 
There are no national sports, few social gatherings, 
no cattle fairs, and little interest, i.s taken in education. 
There is no pride iu the Aullage community in its insti¬ 
tutions of its history. There arc no bonds of sympath}" 
l)Ctvveen village and Aullage, There are no natural leaders 
nrf society, and no close and friendly intercourse, as there 
ahould Im'. betAveeu (JoA’^emment and the governed. 
The jieople Avant amusement as much as they want 
encouragement to take an intelligent interest in all 
round progress and development. They should take a 
pride in their own /aildars and leaders, in their own 
villare. 'I’ahsil and district. Tbt're is no “ esprit dc 
corps " or love for their own country. The more wealthy 
leaders should lie encouraged to associate Avith each 
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other. They .should also he encouraged to take .a pride 
in th* education of their clihln^i and train them for 
tio\ errunent s seiA iie, e.s|»et ially for the Armv.

mob and that he had furthev heard of rumours that the 
line far beyond Chuliarkana towards Sangla was being 
broken I*y other \illagcrs and a guard of the train held 
up and mentioned before who had trudged on foot from 
Chuharkana to Slieikhupui’a confirmed the events he 
had seen soon after the arrival of the stiid Mangal Singh. 

At 11-55 r.M. that evening an amiourod train arrived 
at Sheikhu|iura, and 1 proceeded therein to Chuharkana 
.station. We moved very slowly and on our way near 
the Chuharkana distant signal towards Sheikhupura 
we found a pointsman’s box placed across the line. This 
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was removed to ono tsido and wo wont (orwar<l, but not 
far off we discoMMod some men near (be line who were 
])resumab]y out for more niitsoliief to the line. 'J’he (ire 
from the macliiue yun wA'; opened and a( (his .sjk»( next 
morning we found the. de. vd body of one man (a Mttchhi 
by caste) wlio came from (lie m-iehItoiiring \illaije of 
Kujar and we also found a coil of broken f ehM-r.-.j>lii,- 
wires near him. Wo next went fonv.ird to Chuharkana 
station, but the iiiofi mentioned by Manual Singlu 
Zaildar, wliieli came, as the report went, from LM> (o dP 
villages in the noiglibourhotid and had eolleeted to loot 
the Chuharkana market, dis{>er.sed in the nnautiine 
on hearing the gun-.sliots and at the sight, of the Hash 
of tJio Boarelilight w liiefi (‘onl<l fu' seen from loin: distams s. 
Howi^ver, wo were informed at Chuharkana .station that 
some ])oople were hicMeu in a fatdory lher«' a.nd v «i 
went into it and on foreiiig ojien (lie door of a roMin

.stalwart .Tat youth n.um'd Maliana Siimh olio eame 
from the neighltonring villagi'. of Nokliar.

The .armoured train retnrru-'d to ivvhore th.’.t evmiiiu’, 
a,s it. could not. proce.ed beyond Chuharkana on im comii 
of the damage done to tin; line lioyoud, but. it e.ime 
back to Cliuliarkana again the next morning -(171 h 
April). That day (17th .April) a p;',r(y of soldiers went, 
to Piiddranwala villii.g(! t o elfoet ( he arrest, of one Ram 
Singh 7’hakuria who wa.s wanted, and on their return 
they informed us that they liad Imeii tired upon by two 
men armed with gums .and that they Inwl also fired .shots 
in exchange. The above cIoko.s the chapter of events 
at Chuharkana and its neighbuuihood. 

Events at Dhaban Singh ano Moman. 

Dliaban Singh and Moman are two railway stations 
situated on the lino between Cluiharkana and Sangl.i 
and both those .stations were burnt and looted by large 
mobs on the night between L7th and 10th April when 
the armed oar w'a.s working at Chuharkana, and the 
mischief in the case of Dhaban Singh w'as committed

Two railway employes, who ran rntt. of 
tIw room, were snrionnded hy two men. with Inlhix 
and iron rods in tlsMi' hiui<fs and wen* almiit to split 
open their he!i,ds when Mr. I(|lnil Singh. IMea<ler. who 
was in the same train, intervened and saved them. 
'Pin* signal to loot was given hy an old man. prr»hah|y 
Mnhamrnadan. .'i,n<l a very niiimportant sort of a person. 
I(|h!i.l Singh ami I went to the Mondi, and from thence 
to a hom;e close hy, when* Ihiwa Ihidh Singh, E,\een1i\<* 
Engineer, with his family and onr luggagi*. followed

to protect otiraclvofl with, in case the mob attacked 
118 . I wits sleeping on the roof, when at 1 o’clwik on 
the night of 15-10th, I wa.H awakened by Iqbal Singh 
and told to get ready as the mob hml sent word to either 
join them and leiwl them to Lahore, or be prepared for 
the eonsequenee.s of not becoming one of them. On 
enquiry how' m.any they w^'re. T was informed that people 
from 10 difrer<‘nt viIIi^j;eH hiwl collected, and were about 
2.000 in numlier. I loaded my small pocket revolver 
and pr(*pared to meet Ihem. All night shoutH and noise 
was heard all round in the country\ Every now and 
then T was looking at my watch, when exactly at 1-45 a.m. 
I heard I lie imu hirie gun fiirng. 'Phe re.st of the night 
we lieard it firing now .and Iheii. Tn the morning we 
went to the armoured train, and w’cre ivccommodated 
in it. V\’)M*n we wamt to see the plaee where it had first 
fired on flu* moh we found one man lying dead, but 
(here wt*re signs of other men lia\ing been killed a,s well. 
'Phis man wa.s a young Mnhamrniulau Mvehi, so those 
]i(*opl(! Hiiid, and was hit with two fmllets on the right 
groin. 

We resiimed oiir forw'ar<l journey at lO-.'lO, and ero8.sing 
lli<* bridge we found the telegraph wares ami jioles were 
brokem and cut to ] ieees all along the way front 
of the Clmharkana vill.agc'. The small hridg)* on the 
eanal was hurnt,. ami the line wa.s grejitly burned and 
<lism;uitled. A Snh-lnspeetor of I’oliec and a polic(v 
inan w<'r<* .s<‘i)t to bring in tlui lamhardars, hut tln'v 
retiinu'd without them. .Another arnionnsl (rain arrived, 
.and after .some time w<* heard it.s maehinc gun firing 
on th<* villiig)*, also .some ride shots were heard being 
tired inside flu* village. Some time afterwards the 
Suh-l>ivi.sion.al Ollio r, .Sheiklniimra, w as .seen bringing 
in some few villag('rs under a guard and took them into 
other train, wliii'h soon after left for Laliore.

This part, of tlu' eonntry did not. seem to be atbs-ted 
very mudi ri'garding wimt was going on until about 
April loth when some agitators came into st.ir up the 
people. Hi’gardiiig events that h.id oeeiirred in iBdhi 
and otlier pla,ees llieii* was eonHi(h*r.al»le interest, but 
I would say that had not, oiit.siders come in things would 
likely have pas.ssed olT quiet ly. 

"Plu' 12tli of .April was the lirst hartal that occurred 
in Saugla. 1 happened to liavi* a trip down to the 
Railway Station lo meet a. friend, who c-ame to stay 
tin* wi'ek end willi hh*. On mv arrival t.h<*re 1 found a 
vciw large eiowd galheied. wliidi was being addn'ssed 
hy men of the city and by one or two agitalor.s. vA.s 
I left the .station in my ea,/' the erowd gafhered aroiijid 
jeering and hooting. 1 did imt then know the rea.son 
of the iiK'eting or of the treatment I Inul ree<Mved. T 
was b»ld that dirt and stones were thrown at my car, 
Imt 1 did iiot gi't, hit ueitliei- did 1 se(> any. 

From the 12tli or until 1 left Sangla on the evening 
of tlu' j.Ath, I nol.fsl a vtiry hostile attitude on the part 
of tile pt'ople. Not so mui-h agaimst the Rowlatt Act, 
hut ag.iiuHt most everything in general. Tt w’as only 
hy tlio timely arrival of tlie District Traffic Superin- 
temb'iit, North-\\'<sstern Railway, and some Indian 
soldiers that tliere was no damage done to tlie Railway 
lU'opeity ami otlvcr Imildings. All kinds of rum.'nirH 
wore afloat and one could hear most anythitig. Most 
of the talk was against, the (lovernment and 1 should 
nay was causi'd liy the agitators setting nimour.s afloat. 
The excitement lasted about a week and if w'as not until 
investigations were started that the people lieiir.an to 
know' how badly tUi'y ha<l acted. 


Ri'garding flic imsisriri's that were taken to snppress 
the distnrhaueos T should s.ay tliat they wore nothing 
more than amj)](‘. No tiring w'as done and no exeessiv'e 
mea..sur(^s were taken. If anything tlie people got, off 
.a bit, oaHv eonsidering liow' tliey talked and aeti'd. 1 
do not know how mmdi the jmlic'c tried to stoj) them 
iluring tlioHo ilay.s, but from what 1 heard thej' did not 
try In do anything, and had they done so I am afraid 
that they would have lieeii a bit rouglily liandled. 

The ineorivonieiiei^ and anxiety that we mis.sionurie.H 
loid to endure during those days and at Lyallpur, T 
care not to describe, for fear of hoing misundorsfood. 
With no ju'Oteel.ion lu're hut, the gO(Kl will of the people 
and they seemed hostile, it was a l>it uncertain to say 
the least. Tlaving to take flight in the night, because 
you realizerl that you were being watched by day w’aa 
another thing tliat w'C had to consider. 

Li the matter of investigation of cases here several 
things came to my notice. Those w^ho came to iuvesti- 
ga(.e aei'med to make it more of a personal matter, and 
it gave an opportunity for some to wdjie out old scores. 
I mean the guilty p^i'l.y vvould be sliieldod as much as 
paH.sil)le and the hlaine plm'cd on some poor fellow wlio 
happened to be standing round at the time and yet w as 
not doing anytbing. In this way it was very difficult 
to get at the real fm ts. So w'hat I have lieard has been 
gathercfl not from one man bnt many. The .Deputy 
(lommissiouer had his difficulties along this line when 
he e.amc. No one seemed willing to tell anything and 
in this way some men may have been convicted who 
wmre really not guilty. 

I tru.sl that T have made myself clear and have stated 
matters rightly.

On the ir>U> April, 1 was travelling with iny family 
from Lahore to Lyallpur hy 47-Up. Wo wore iK-eupying 
a Hocoiul class com)tartment all to oiirs<'lves. The 
train loft LtJioro at alxmt 14-00. Rumours were afloat 
that railway line towards ( Jnjranwala had been destroyerl 
hy mol), hut I could hardly holieve that we would meet 
a similar fate on our journey, as trains had so far been 
running safely via Sangla, and just l»ofore we left Lahore, 
a Troop Special had arrived from Sangla side. At 
Uhiclioki Malian another trooj) train wfus nud. The 
Bepoya in the train informed us that they had ])asHetl 
Clinharkajia after repairing the lim^ and that ))robably 
we will lind the line again dismanthsl, when we reiveh 
there. This was a danger signal and 1 w as rather much 
apyaH'hensiv)^ of IIk* safety of my women and <‘hildren. 
Up to (Luluirkana we did not notice any unruly crowd. 
We reached ('huharkana at about 10 .lO. 'I'lie train 
Htoppinl at the railway station, 'rlo^re was no crowd 
then at the station. 'I'ho Station Master, howevuT, 
informed ns that railway litie at tlo' canal bridg(', further 
beyond, h.ad been (h'stroycsl and bridgt* sed on tire. 
'^I'he engiiU' of the train went with sonu' railway staff, 
1 b(‘lieve. to lind out the eondition «)f the permaiu'nt- 
way ahead. In the na'antime most, of the pass«>ng<‘rs 
('anu' out of the train, and many j)eople from the vutndi 
also canu' to the station to ser^ the ''((tmasha and 
in a sliort tinu' tin* whoh' platfoiin was full J)f men, 
women and childic'ii ; paHS('Ug(‘rs and lookers-on. 

I'eoph* w('re holding conversations in small groups 
here and there.

Mvcu'vbody was di.sen.ssing the situation, 
by the lime tlu' engine eaim^ back from the bridge, mob 
had also arrived at, the station. Numerically tlu' mob 
was not v(‘rv large. It was all mix«Ml up on the platform 
with the ]»asscngei's from tlu' train. Only ti do7.<-n people 
with fn/7/iV,s con III be discerned. Ahout a .similar number 
was on the ot.lnu' side of the train, engaged in cutting 
wires, (dc. 'I'lu^ engine was attaclosl to the other e)id 
of the train, with the idea of railing the train l)aek to 
Sheikhu{)nra. this was ec'rtaiidy a capital idea, but 
at,t('mpt to act ujaui it was rath(!i’ made too late, 1 saw' 
some people cutting tlu' lel(>graj)h wires and soun* villag<>rs 
were seen near tlu' distant signal, LnlKtrn .si<h*. I was 
standiiig near tin* engine' thcji. 1 ran to my carriage 
and ask('d the ladies to pull up all wimlow shutte'rs. 
It was then ndated to nu' by my mother am! wife* that 
soiin* villag('rs had Is'cn ])icking up dry grass anti find 
ami when tlu'y passed tlndr carriage* anel saw the*m 
abutting the windeews they assures! them met te» be*, afraid 
a.s III) harm weujhl be tlone to them, th#)y intoiiele*tJ to 
pull eleewn tlie* wires only : some erf them had hatchets 
in the*ir hamis. 

Late'r T was liste'niiig to some cemve-rsations on the 
platfe)rm, bedwe'em my carriage* anel station buileliug 
when I hearel from inside the; buihling, seeunel of heavy 
strokes a»id Imman cries, and gath(*re*el that Statiem 
Master hael )>een be-ate'ii sever(*ly. Instantly I ferund 
a fe*w' ydace's elistaot, a railway babu creme'hing on the 
ground or ys'rhaps seate*d em se)me*fhing, imploring his 
assailant, and an olel Midiamrnadan with a rai.sesl /«///./ 
rejwly te» strike' him anel anedht'r young Muhaninuuian 
with a cretw bar in haml supporting the' as.sailajit. The 
ereewel intervt'nt'el to steej) tlie assailant 'from striking 
an inm)eent babu, ami the me'ii left the ele‘rk ahuie. 
At the* same' time*, one Kartar Singh te>lel me that it wjih 
not safe fe>r us to stay there any lemger, and advlst'd 
Us to go to his scheeol building near by, peeinting to it 
at the same time. Wlmn I iiifornuHl him that I had 
le)t of luggage with me and that Lala I'oelar Mai, who 
hml gone to fe'teh (*oe)lics for us fre)m his kiln, htwl not 
then arriveel, Kartar Singh volunteered to help us. 1 
therefore oreleresl my servants te> take out my luggage 
fre>m the compartment, wliieh they did. I left tho 
railway station with my family and servants carrying 
luggage for the school buihling. Lot of luggage was 
left on the y)lalform u»)eared for. We put our things 
inside a room of the scliool, ladies and children -wore 


akso sent into it and the outer door was chaimHl from 
outside. I stood guard as the r(M>m WJts not well 
profeett'd. I sent away my servants to bring back the 
remaining luggagi'. They came after some time with 
Kartar Singh, wh«) was himself carrying some bundles. 
Kartar Singh told me to bring hwlies and children to 
another part, of the .school, which wivs safer than the 
room oc<*upiod. At the same time Lsila Todar Mai 
had also <*ome and he advised u.s to go into his house, 
next to the s(*hoo| building, which I preferrtxl, im I 
knew' Todar Mai before; and we all wont tlvt'rc. (Mir 
luggage (*ontinued coming after us. At that ]»la(*<* M. 
Muliammml Munir (?) a cadet from ludore t'ollege, 
also came in with bis luggagi' and servants. Wlien 
everything bad been removt'd to Tislar Mai’s bonsi', 
Sardar Iqbal Singb, IMeiuler, came there and asked 
us to go to another bouse to wbieb be bad taken Klian 
Abdiir Kabim Klian. son of Khan of Zaida, ami other 
cadet from Indon* ; and infonmsl us that other paKS('ng«*rs 
from train b.ad gone there too. W'c agn*»'<l )ind lelt 
Lala Todar Mai's hou.se. Wi' |»ass(Hl the streets hastily, 
but «lid not notiei* any unruly inol) on the wsiy. 

Ri';fv'(}K IIouhk. 

On r(*a<*hing the liousr*, which I call Kefuge House 
w'<' found then* were aln'a'V about thirty peo])Ic iiisido 
if. To tlu' ladies and cliiiilrcn a room of the npiau’ floor 
was assigiu'd. tlicro was anoLhci* r(Kun occupied by some 
otlu'f women, akso pas.scngers ; wbih' in a room on tlie 
ground floor, the matnli p<'oplc bad stored tlu'ir valimblcs 
ami put iluir women inside it. laiggage coiilinm*d 
coming in for a long tinu* af1<‘r ns. I wroti' out. a lefli'i* 
to tilt' 'I'alisildar, Kliangah Dogran, wbich was sigmal 
by tlu* two catb'ts also, it was tlu'u bamh'd over to somt' 
one for being st'iit out to 'rabsildar, per some ////// 
tinuv'dlit. hVom the litaisc* top we noticed the station 
laiildiiig w as in flanies. All dislikt'd tliest' dt'prt'dal ions 
eommittt'd by tin* mob. 

W't* partook of tlu' lio.spitality offered by Sardar .liwan 
Singli. Viet’-T’n'sidi'nt, ('Imlia.rkana Notifit'd Area 
(Vmimittee. Wt' liiul taki'U cart' to barrieadt' «)m* t)f 
th<i two tlttors. wbih' the otlu'r was h'ft alotu' for ingrt'ss 
and t'grcss. In ordt'r to defend ourst'Ivt's against evt*ry 
eventuality we hml eoll('(*ted brickbats on the limist* to)). 
We were all in a great eonstt'rnal ion during the w hole 
night. Having finislu'd their meals, <*hihlren and Iiuli(*H 
went to bed, but tin*, women eoultl hardly slet'p as tlo'y 
were inut'li tt'rrilied. ’I’bere wt'it! some stalwart men 
with InthiH in barn), patrolling the bazaars, it was sjiid 
they bml ('ome from an adjoining village to prot.(*et the 
town. It. was about 11 j>.M. that Sardar .liwau Singb 
communicated news to Sardar lql>al Singb, that about 
tw'o tbousand ])('oph! luul eolleeteil near the canal bridge, 
and “that they bml sent message to the rtuindi leaders 
to join t.lu'iu, otherwise, they w'ould bait tin*, mandi tin* 
same night.. Some similar messages, I wjvs tohl, con¬ 
tinued passing at night. I..ast of them was that llu' 
rioti'is weeo marching on the mandi. With this informa¬ 
tion at our disposal we surveyed the whoh' situatien 
and dei ided, any jirolongisl and r(*al defence nguiiist 
such odds was a hofieless task, os we were not 
w('II armed. 1 hml a reyieating pistol with three rounds 
in the magazine, whih' Khan Alidur Rahim Khan hml 
a pocket revolvi'r with lots of ammunition. There were 
two swords Ix'longing to some Roliee Insyn'etors, who 
were akso taking sheller in the house. We could do 
nothing but sit and wait the arrival of the alh'ged mob. 
Tlie condition of tbo women was indeseribablo. ^^ley 
hod taken off tlu'ir oniaments to avoid molestation 
and keyit thorn in various nooks and eomers the room 
they wore oecuyiying. It was about midnight when 
every I 'ldy was in the height of excitement, that wo 
Iiearrl sudden and cracking sound of mm hine gun fire. 
First impression was. “ They have come,” hut a little 
Inter tlu* cadets told us it v .'w a machine gun fire. VAT' 
breathed a sigh of relief and thanked CUhL 
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f'ontin‘ur,d.]

Our first, iinprossion was tliat annourfHl cars had corno 
from Lahore J»y roa<l, hut. later on an we saw soarch 
light moving towards tlio railwJiy Kialion wo worn 
satisfiod that it was a train.

I’o ward ofl (.Ids danger, ho far aa 
possildf', wt: hung a liglit<*r| hinlern with a writton notice, 
from (ho house (op in(o tlu^ ha/ar. All women and 
fjhildren were sent (lo\vtislairs, only f(nv jKiOpIn roinaimwl 
on (1 m' top of the liouse, ns flash liglit was senrehing 
all .sides of the eount'y side ;ind rifles ami guns cracked 
ov(^ry now and (hen. 'I'lm train movfsl t.o (,ho bridge 
ami stopped there, where there was some machine gun 
firing also. After some lime we ohserved |,ha(. a parf.y 
from the train h.ad le('/, to sc,ire awttv (he nioh in an 
adjoining village. We lie.ird t.he erai^k of rifle fire and 
noticed Hom(> meving (igures in I,he hrilliaiil. glare el 
tlie searehliglit, on the ol.ll(^^ .sid<’ ef tiu' vilhnge. 'I'hi.s 
event,(HI night after all ea.ni(' to an emi and Kigns of 
(vvilight, <Mi the easlern heri/.eii Inenght. n.s a message of 
lio|*e. As seen ns it was liglit we hastily dresseil eiir- 
selves and went, to meet (lie ( ^uiiinamh'r'of (lie ,'irmoiirei|

I do nol. know (be 
idi'Uf.ily of (be |)(M-.s(ms who eansed all (bi.s noise and 
show. iSardar Ljbal Singh who 1i;id been to the spot 
(ohi me i(. was only a I'bilf, to se<' if the armonn'd (rain 
people l.oek pionipl. action (o rescue a jiarl.y in danger 
of aliach. Thi^ inmates of tin' bungalow Iiad. however, 
left (he plaei' Indore (hey eonid bo mohisted ; but in 
the course oi (be night (ho bungalow had been looted. 
There is a Mission llospiliil ;il ('iiuharkaua, T )►elievn!l. 
'fhe l.raiu (.lieu moved up (.e (.lie plalform where T noticivl 
(lie stat ion building had in'cii badly burnt ;in<l (he rolling 
.sl.ock of l.lie (rain wliicli liioiiglit. ns from Lahore, bad 
been damiigi'd in way of broken glass pam's. fans, e(c. 
'rite engine liad also some damage done (e its fragile 
parts. I‘es(.a,l leders and cevers wia-e scat(.ered on the 
platibrm and ne.ar (In' brake van (he?-e wm-e hd of bndion 
eases, etc., which showi'd (li.al. goods in tint lirako van 
hiul lioon looted. 

I hastily brought my family and thing.s from the 
liofuge llou.se (o (he train. All ot.her jtassengors from 
that liou.se liad also i-onie (o the train ami some from 
tlie (own also .sought aei-ommodadion in (be armoured 
train. All were (tramped in (hinl ehvss eompartmont 
available ipr the purpose. T must boar testimony to 
tiio forftearing t(Muper and regard for the strandod 
pa.ssenger,s, shown by daptain Seott (India .Army Reserve 
of Officers of Nerdi Wi'sicrn Railway), who ('ommandixl 
the (rain .W(t tto donlil put (bit railway stalT aeeom- 
paiivin.g (he (rain to great ineonveni<Miee by overcrowding 
(be ftwv third (tla,ss compartiiien(.s. 

In the armoured train, in spile of its inconvouieaeeH 
we fell a sort of seeurify, 'riu' (rain stopped at. the 
bridge, repainsl it and crossed it. After repairing the 
line hero and there, (ho (rain finally stoppwl near the 


canal minor bridge beyond Chnharkana village. Af 
(his place some peopht came to see the 8ub-Divisional 
Offieer or (Commandant, 'I'hc big gun in the train wa.s 
rangofl on the villagit, and I think villagers were given 
a. bnv hours’ notice to remove tlicir women and (liildrou. 
The idea probably was to bomliard tlie village, or terrify 
the peopht. During this period several people wore 
seen moving out of the villager all avoided the .side on 
w.hieh the train was standing. We all ('agerly awaitwl 
liembardment of (be village, hiif it, never eceiirred from 
our train, as af(,er the expiry of the period, some one 
wa.s s<mt in(.o the village and he returned with some 
information, which I do not know. VVfiiile our train 
was still st.anding at (.he bridge tlie ('ominander saw 
(hrongli Ills binoeiilarH a huge crowd moving towards 
the (.mill. 'The crowd was some I wo miles away. The 
ma(-Iiriie guns were ordeissl I.e bi' raiigcsl on ilie mob, 
but md, (ii fin? i/ntil crowd was wifliin fiO yanls, Tlie 
(binm.aiidant (dearly said ( hat he did not know whal. 
was (Ik? in(.eiitl(>n of (lie crowd. 'IMie mob on arriving 
ne.'ir (Im met.alled ro;ul, mcKed .away. 

While w(? wen? sl.anding near the bridge, another 
armoured train arrived from Ijaliote. Slu? stopja'd 
o[»[)o,si(.e tilt? villagt? (Chiiliarkaua and opiMied (ire witli 
nuudiine gun.s, wit h what result we do not knnv . Afb'r 
maehim? gnn (in?, a firing jiarl.y from the tr.iin went 
into the villagi? and we heard several shots linsl, Whmi 
|,li(? party returned to the (rain, I with .senn? other persons 
weld to that train, and found (bat tlie party had arn'.sted 
some peoph? from (lie villagi*. I cannot s.ay what 
casuaIti(‘H occurred in tlie village, 'rbe 2nd armoured 
(rain (lien left the plaive, for Lalioi’e I bt'Iicvc, taking 
with it I,he .arresleil persons. 

'I’hc re|tairH-gang of our .armoured (.rain was all the 
t ime (‘Ugagi'd in repairing the line. 'I’hi* male pas.scngers 
aet.ively helped tlie railway gang men in tli(*ir (ii..sk. 
Having n?paircd (Ik* line, (he (rain eros.seil the bridgi? 
and trav(?lled (<> ({alialiki*. wliile a (ruck wit h a macliim? 
gun was d('(,ached and left opposite (llinliarkana village 
to keep guard ov(?r the line. Up t.o liahaliko llu* line 
was all right, vv<> travelled a b'vv iiiilcs beyond the? place 
and near Dbahansingli, a bridge was fomul burnt, down 
and permanent way torn olf. 'The timbi'r.s of thiv bridgiv 
wore still smouldering, water w<a.s throwiv over tliem 
to put Old;, lire. Maehiiu? gun eraeked a volley again. 
S(*arehliglit Hashed and tlu' whole country side wiis 
lit up. No mob was found at the plmie. It was quite 
dark by thus time, vve eame back (.o (ianal liridgi*? at ^ 
Uhuhnrkana and the train s(o])])ed there for the iiighl. 

The Commandant, lieing hopeless of dtscliarging 
bis load of pa.saeng(*rs at Sangla, decided to take us 
(jiaasengera) (,o CHucboko Mallian and leave us then^ 
to eatcli a train for Laluiro or .farraiiwala. We agreed 
but on reaching Cliieboki Mallian it was found that 
all train servici? to Lahore had .already stopiwl. At 
that very stal.ion, it is said, a (.olegrani was rerioived 
from Saugla to tl\o effect that (be railway stal.ion there 
was on lire. I did not siio the telegram. Our train 
with all its Jive IoimI mov'cd to Bahaliki? again, and w'ont 
hcyonil it to the bridge, we had visited on thi? previous 
evening. Here wo not iced another train from Lyallpur, 
with a military escort and railway rejiairing statf, had ^ 
arrived on the scene and repaired the remaining portions 
of the line up to the place we had left the night befon*. 

Cordial greetings between the two trains and both 
moved down to Mahal ike, where thivy stood for some 
time and then our train left for Sangla and the other 
for Chuharkana. Our train on her way to Sangla 
repaired telegraph wires wherever thiv^^ had been smashed. 
We noticed that stations at Dhahhansingh and Moman 
hod .snfforeil a fate similar to Chuharkana. We reached 
Sangla at about b r.M. and wore gl.-vd to find the station 
intac.fc, hut i(. was in military posses,sion. Wo were 
ordered to detrain at this place and so all the passengers 
left the armoured train, aftor a close on .‘T2 hours sojourn 
in it. 

We all were thankful to the Commandant for the 
great indulgmuie shown liy him, towards us during all

and we reiM'hod Lyall[)ur at about l .'h) A.M. on 18th, 
April. Tile station wiws in military posai'-ssiou. VVe 
heiu'd there that stjwk« of Hhu.sa were on tin'. Wo 
slept ill the small hours of the tuorninj' and woke to litid 
that wo were in ]\IartiaI Law area.

On tho 11th the rioters took away lon ibly tools from 
t^ani' No. 8 near ('huliarkaiia and uprooted the liu<‘. 
'I'his iSuli-VVay liispeetor was near at liand, l»ut liail 
to run away as tin? mol* threatened to burn lii.s trolly 
and tlu'ow the rest into the i;anal. .A lroo|* speeial 
bound for Lalion- ai'iieared in sight and Dew an ('hand 
loi'lbwilh relunud and under ils protf'ction repairi-d 
t!ie line thus enabling the troop sjieeial to euutiuuo 
Its journey. 


'I’lio crowd gat hi'ied again late in tlie evening - u 
train bound for Lyall|»nr arriM'd rioters lia\ ing over- 
pow'cred llu! Station .Masli'r eomjielled all the passengeru 
t.o alight. 'I'lie rioUu's w't (in' to tlie .station and 
atteiufiteil to fn'at tie' train .similarly. The rioU'n# 
then moved in the direct ion of Saiigla Hill entling h>li>- 
graph woes, uprooting the line, setting tin* to tlie iuidge 
timbers, lu'eakmg signal wire.s and dises and platform 
lamps and tiring the station,s as tliey went along BahaJiko 
station.

Ill the bcgiiiiimg oi M.treh a HrahnKichori from the 
Kangri (diniKnl r.oue to Sangla. He wore yellow clot lies. 
He ju'eiudied in the Tliakiirdwara and the Saiiatan 
Dliaiin .Sclniol, wbieli in oppo.site my hoirsi'. 1 often 
saw him. I a.sked (Jirdhan Lai, nieinber of the ('•»mmil te<i 
who was nifUiagei' of the school who he was; he said 
he wa.s a religious pieaeher. Hence J had no su.H])ieion 
of him. iVt tlie I'lid of Mai’i'li it. \va.s Iviiown (bat tlu'To 
wa.s to be general hartal on (he .'Jbtli March. Some 
llindn and Mnlifuiimadan sbop-ket'pers told me tliat 
t hey w ere licmg urged to keep tin; hartal and the Neert'tary 
of (he Arya Samaj, (Sohan Jial. wa.s partii'ularly activo 
in nj'ging hartal. Tliey said they w<Te going to ki'e}) 
hartal as (ioviiriinieut was about to pass tlu' Kowlatt 
Act, in aci'ordaiu'O with whicli ptirnhssion would have 
to be obtained from (ioverunient for marriage.s, and not 
more tliau live jieople w'ould be allowc<l to as.sombli: 
for a funeral or a marriage, and (lovcrnment would fix 
a share of the income and lake it from /.amiudars and 
shop-keepers. 1 "tokl them that thi.s was quite wrong. 

I liad a eopy of the Bow'latt Act and (here was no 
mentiou of thi.s in it. 1 sjiceially urged the I\luham- 
niiwlaus not to join tin; movement. There was no hartal 
on the lldth Mandi (fespite tlieii' cllorts. 

On tith April tlicre wore again rumours of a luirial 
but it did not take jrlace. 

On the 10th 1 and other Honorary Magistrates and 
Members wont to Oujnuiwala for tlie Durbar. On tho 
ex eniug of the 12th new.s of tho luirlal on that day oamo 
from Sangla and we w'ore ordered to retui’ii. 

1 and the Suli-Divisional Officer and others startorl 
on tho morning of Idth but had to stay in Shahdara 
as no train went to Sangla that day. In tho evening 
a train came and 1 reached Sangla at 1 a.m. on tho night 
of the 13th-llth. There were 1500 or >100 }*eople crowding 
ilio plalform crying “ Hindu-Mnmidmnn hi jai.’’' One 
Dr. Amir Chand of Lyallpur, who hatl come by the 
same train 1 had, wont among the crow'd and told 
tlicm that he had come from Anuritsar tuul tho European 
troojis luwi Btjized the girls of tho Kairon girls school 
and disgraciod them. Tho Hiiulua and Muhaiimiadaiis 
hail united there; what wens they doing ? .Sohan 
Lai told him that Hindus and Muhammadans had united ; 
a few men were opposing but they would come round. 
Tiieii the people saw mo. Tho train started and Amir 
Chand got into it. Tho people went off to the town 
ahouting *“ Hindu-Muamlnian hi jai,” “ Gandfn Id jai” 
1 went homo. * 

On the llth aiwut 4 r.M. it waa rumoured that the 
Ime had been broken at Cujriuiwala and tho Calcutta 
Mail would come round by Sangla. 1 went and aaked 


the. st.ilion masti-r ;iml h s.t' I it was so. 1 toM 
him to let me know w hen itwiM an iving. A ilnHlsl/orm- 
sprang tip a.n<l at (hat. t ime the st ilt ion master sent word 
thi»l till' Ir.'iiii hiul eoiiii'. This wa-s iiboiit b I'.im. WIk-ii 
I rea«'bed tlm stalimi Hm- triim liad left (he plalform. 
Th(' station imcHt.'i ami some eoiistiibles told me (,hat 
peoph^ hivd thrown stoi'.s iit the train. I aslo'd who 
h;wl done it.; tliey Siu'd it w iis mo.stly bo\.s but thi're 
w'eii' some men among tliem, butowing to the dustdorm 
tliey e.<aild not ideiildy anyone. 'I’liere was ,'i birge 
crowd ol tlie tow IIS people st inidiiig outside tlie railway 
fi'iieiug. 1 (oM ( liem lliai it was w long (.<» Ik have tlius ; 
they said Istys had done it, 1 tolil the Hl.ilioii ma,sti'r 
to kei'p his stidf in control and not let, out (lie new'S if 
any other train came that wiiy. At. I) e.M. he sent mo 
word that the Uoniliay Mail was coming that w iiy and 
1 should go to the stiitioii. Alioiit I<» I’.M. t.lie mail 
arrived. 'I'ho station wiis clo.sed and people not allowed 
in. 1 wiis there. 

Dn tile morning of tlie loth about 8 or 1> a.m. a special 
came from Lyallpur wldeh wa.s P.) go ti.* Lahore. Jt 
was a troo|i tiiiiii, perhaiis the 28tli I'nnjabis. Dii 
tho pretext of giving tin iii water and selling sweetme/its 
a lot of jK'ople cjuiW' on to the platform. Tin* train 
stopped more than half an hour there. Afti'i tho 
dojiarture of tho tram it was said that the soldiers had 
said that the whole world was awake, the people of Sangla 
were uslee[>; they shonid awake and do some-tliing. 
After that tlie town got excited and jicojile collected 
in groups of iid to bb. 

On tho evening of the Ibtli the. station ma.ster scut 
me a note about 8 j-.M. to eouu; quickly to the station 
as Chuharkatia iStation iuwl been burnt. 1 went and 
took my siTvants and th(i iiien who were wdh me. I 
sent my servants and the station stall' to m.ike it known 
in the l)a/,ar that if anyone came to the slal.ion they 
would be lired at its (iovi'rnmeiit Inwl given permission. 
About 11 I’.M. 1 was standing in tho station verandah 
when the station master told me the wires luul been 
out on the Lyallpur side. About 1 a.m. lie said that 
tho wires hiwl boon cut on the VV'azii'abad side also. He 
said that he could get no answer on the Lalioni side 
though the wire did not seem to have been mit. A 
shuttle train arrived from Wixzirabad. The. lion’bio 
Mehdi *Shah was in it. He was going to I yallpur by 
road luj the De.jiuty Commissioner liad sent for him. 1 
told him to ask Mr. dcMontmorency to send us assistaueo 
as none was obtainable from Cujranwala or Lahore. 

About 9 a.m. on the lOtli a train camo from J.,yallpur 
while tho station nuwtcr ued 1 were rcfiairing the wires 
about a mile on the Lyallpur side of the station. Tho 
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truiii Kk)j)(KHl by na. Mr. Bhola Natli, AssiHtant Traflic 
atid Mr. Df'Souza, Railway •SnJ>-J)ivi- 
Mional (MTi(;(5r jwk<!(l for nowH. I toM thoin that them 
waH rlafigcr and that .'10 or 40 hoMuth would Huffioo. 
'rhoy l<;ft tho train tlu’nr and j'(;tiiru<‘d on tho 
to J^yallfiur. Aljoiit .'{ i-.m. Mr. Au^iint arrived in a 
HjM-cial with .'{0 Holdicrs. Mr. VV^do T<‘l<-j?rai)h MaKt<>r 
and othora wor<i witli him. (OiardH wen; Hct. I ^ot h*.avo 
to ^'o luuTU! to Hay my j)ray(TH. About 15 miimtos lator 
thfi'o waH /in uproar. A woman on tho ro;Ml said a 
Sikh h;wl killed a J'biropoaii. I ran back and Haw a 
Sikh had hold of Mr. Wale by tho arm. Mr. Walo 
waH drjfc^ilt'inf' him b)wardH tho station from thi^ post 
oflioi' and ho wJW hitting JMr. VV'^alo on tho head with 
it stick from behind. 'I’hoy jL'ot to a wire and Mr. Walo 
jumped it and tho. Sikli nunainod behind. Mr. Walo 
drew a pintol and lirod throe Hhots. 'I’ho Sddi fell. Mr. 
Walo wtiH hloojlin;.; and all his clothoH w<‘ro ntainod with 
bl(M>d. Mr. August and tho. Holdiors ran up and took 


Mr. Wahr and told mo to catch the hadinaMh who ran 
«»(T woundtsl to tho. ha/.ar. I folIowiHl him and found 
him lying down on a rharpni/ and a larger crowd of ‘{00 
or 40<l around. Jlo said ho wa.s done for l»ut ho luwl 
done for one of thmu (nuru knm If kin ck ka kani 

nmiime hhi kardii/a). The j)olico <^amo and he was 
taken to hoHj»ital. 

I Ktayod tlu' night at th(“ station. Jt was procla'mo«l 
that n<» one should conK? to tho sid(' of the station or 
thoiy would b<‘ lirod on. About I-.'IO a.m. 175 (birkhas 
arrivo<l by spooial from Wa/.irabad side ; they woni 
for Hahalikf^ atid (JluiharkaTia. 'riioy stop|)od the night 
at Saiigla as Mr. August said tho lino was broktsi. 

After this 1 hon* was no further disturbams'. 

On my rotiirn from (Injranwala I had lioanl that tlu; 
ear of Mr. I’ickon tho mis.sionary had been stoned. 

'I’ho pi-opio were much excited and if the troops had 
not arrived thing.s would have been beyond control.

Kailway, Mr. k'. .1. DeSou/,a, and Lala Hhola Nath, 
Assistant District ’rral'lie Siiperinti'iidimt., also came hy 
(lie same (lain and we all had a eonneil of war as to 
what should he done to protect Sangla, as (he fc’i'lings 
of the jieojile wer(> very miieli excited, and wn expected 
(he station to he attacked at. any moment. W'e agreed 
that the situation eonid only he controlled if we got. an 
armed forei' for wliieli As.sistanI District Trallie Snpierin- 
(emb'iit wired to Eyalljiur Di,strict Traffic Superintendent. 
Mr. August, Mr. Ihishkar Lai, ICxo’ciitive Engineer, wdth 
Mr. Wale, 'ridi'graph Inspector, and .‘fO Indian troops 
eaim' hy special train and wnre jiosled hy Mr. August 
District 'J'rallie Superintendent, where he thought fit. 
Mr. Wale, 'I'l'h’graph Inspector, went to Post Office to 
see Hie telegraph instrnnu'nt.s tliere and was att.aeki'd 
hy a Sikli with a stick and eaine running on to station, 
with all liis face ami fiaiid wounded. Tlu' local doctor 
was at onei' caul'll, and uitli the help of Mr. August, 
Mr. Pushkar La.l and Mr. DeSon/.a the wound was 
dres.sed and lie was .sent to Lyallpur in eliarge of Mr. 
Pushkar Jjal, I'ixeeutive Engineer, in his re.servt'il carriage 
hv the evening \\'a/,iraha.ii train. Up to ahout 1 o’clock 
at night the silnat ioa on Sangla Hill Slat ion w iis very 
critical, as we had only a handful of troop.s, lint at ahont

e.aine from liawalpindi side and eased tile situation. On 
till) J7th morning (Jurklia train was started for Chnhar- 
kana and under tiieir protection we repairiHl tlie lino 
np to tho bridge heyond Dhalian Singb, and the line 
heyond tliat was repaired hy the armoured train wliieh 
came from Lahore side. Tlie xdllage.rs did not come 
near us, nor interfered when we were repairing the line 
under jirotiK-tiim of Ourkha trooiis. 

After restoring eommnnieation I went back to my 
luwulquarters at Lyallpur, wliieh I reaehotl there in the 
ufternoou of 18tli April 11)11).

1. People socni to ht' demoralized and terror strm-k hv 
tlie: martial law regime. (2) Tlu'y seem to he sullen. 
(IJ) A strong fei'ling of injustiee rankles in the InNirts 
of many persons. (4) A ernel m rong has heeii <lone and 
(-5) Peo))le may hi' afiaid to come forward and (ell 
truth. 

IA>r the first two years or so of the war, (lujranwala 
disfriet siippliisl a eompaiafi\cly smaller numhi'r ol 
reeruits as the then l)e|»uty ( oininissioner. Mr. W. S. 
Hamilton, I.C.S., would not use for'eilile inethod.s to 
obtain reeruits. But with the advent «)f Lieutenant- 
Colonel O'lJrieii as Deputy ('ommiissionei. press gang 
methods were adojited on his liist ]nd»lie aj»i*earanee at 
lluti/.ahjul. Colonel O'Brien nstid the words " nidin 
hnxju, main lumjit, nnnn linujo " (I will take. I will take, 
J w ill take, riz.f ri'in nits.) In his time rigorous methods 
were em|)loyetl to get reeruits and war loans ; people 
wi'i'e hnllied, healen and eoereed, eonseijuently mal- 
|)raetie((S follo\M>d ; thus it eume to pass that I’lsTUits 
eould lie purchased like eatth^ and indeed things came 
to such a puss lliat eouiplaiuts against the high hande«l 
actions of the 4oeiil 'r.'ihsildar with reference to leernit- 
ing ami wui’ loan found lln'ir way into " Ah/^yus/f " 
a defunet Calcutta paper. But the I’uujali (iovernmeiil 
stopped the entry of Ihi' paper into tlie Punjalt on the 
ri'port of Lieut enaiit-Colonel O Ih ieii. 

The Bowliitt .Vet agitation hd to disturhanees in 
llafi'/.ahad also hut the one here was eonfineil to hreaking 
of file gla-s,s panes of the 'rnhsil, hreaking of railway 
Bigmvl and signal wiles of the local slat ion. ami a 
cowardly attack on Lielifenaiit 'J'atam, a railway piissen- 
ger, hy the moh eninjiosed, if 1 am eorieetly informed, 
of rilT-rafT. Pad, no serious injury si'cms to liave hcell 
d<m<‘ to lacaitcnant Tafa-m. 

Halr/.aliad was ipiiid and calm after the l.Mh of April 
hut martial law was Hiuldenly dis lared on the e\('nMig 
of 19th Ajuil, f.e,, 4 day.H after any disturliane<^s. Kven 
after the tleelaration of martial law. tilings were not 
Very had. On the 9()th of Ajuil. Lienl,enant-Co|one,l 
O’Brien paid llalizahad a visit, and ushered in such a 
reign of tiwror as only a jierson wlio was present in those 
days at llafizahad can realize tlie .sltirn naility of the 
thing, lad. I hope to give soiiu; idea of if. 

(1) L. Malhra Das, one of tin' hest ’’J’ehsildars Hafiza- 
had has had for many a hmg; da\% was asked hy the 
Deputy Commissioner to taki- leave and suhseipjontly 
t ransf('rred. 

(2) The local MunsifT «dso was transferred. 

(H) L. Sriiiatli, Zaildar, was relicvisl of his position. 

(4) The oflieiating Inspector of Police w.ih translerre<l 
and tlio eliarge of invest igat ions given to MuhamnuMl 
Khan .assistoil hy a now Sid»-Inspeedn' ol i'oliee. 

(5) Not <’onteided with the superior olfieials, Lieuteu 
ant-Colonel O’Brien sent for minor ollieials, such as the 
Moharrirs to his bungalow and is ri'ported to have used 
various threats («) induce them to give evidmiee in Hjiite 
of the plea and prayer of these persons that they w<'re 
inside the Tahsil on Ajuil 15th and eonseijuently eould 
not see what was hajiiieuing outside. 

On the other hand Colonel (f'Biieii, in eompanv with 
Lieutenant Tatam viHited rnandis and Jiazara and .'irresteil 
a miirdier of jK'.rsoiis whom Lieuti'iiant Tatam susjiected 
of being implicated in attack upon him. 

2. On the overling of Ajrril 30th hetwoen 9 and 10

The Deputy ('ommi.sssiom'r left llatizafuul on May Ist 
or 2ud. 

(J) The new Inspector iind Sulelnsp(Htor.s of Police 
liegan their work ol collecting evidence and the methmls 
adojiteil by them to .sts nre evidence, Iwillle deseriptinn 
and a few examples may he eitisl, (a) they wniuld invite 
jM'Ople ami maki* tlu'in sit all day long in tlu' open and 
ask tliem to eonu' again next morning, 'l ids jiriK'css 
continued alnm.st to (he end i.»f martial law days and 
was repeated now witii fiie jieople of iiamdi and (hen 
witli tlie peeple of Bazars and so on, (h) lillliy abuse 
was hurled against the jieojile in addition to threats. 

(2) 'I'iie new militaiy ollirer iil the head of a numlier 
ol sowars (eavah\) began Ids lii ilaily patrols on bazars, 
roads, etc., and all persons had to salule, standing iJj>, 
all ollieers, civil or militaiy.

'I'aki* liist 
of }dl the ease of Ihe Tehsil slal) (amla) sueli as mohar rirs 
on till' loth of .\pri! ; w lien assaull on the 'I’ehsil was 
taking place, all moharrirs iieie orilereil hy Ihe tehsildar 
to staud round (he Ireasnrei who had some cash with 
him. As tile Ire.isuiN is insith ihe tehsil and Ihe doors 
of the 'I'eh.sil were liolted. it was |ihysieally impossililo 
for these moharrirs (o see uat was liappening outside 
the 'J'ehsil, yet one .ind all of them ha\(' given evidence 
of what ha}>i»eued outside the Telisil al that time. 

(2) (iohimia and V.dshno swore helore the Summary 
Court (liat (hey saw Ifeliram Kapur (lined Its. l.llOd) 
inciting people near the railway slal ion on tin* morning 
(al ahunl S or 9 a.m.) of Ajuil l.otli. y\s a mailer of 
fact, Bclirani was absent lioni llalizahad at tlial lime 
having gone to j^yalljiur. I have taken this case us an 
('.xamjili', because in lids ease the Depulv Commissioner 
must have noted down jiartienlars of evidime.e as the 
aeeUHi'd jtiit in defeiiei* a post card written liy himself 
from Lvalljair and hearing postnuirkK of Lyalljmr luid 
Hafi/.ahad of Aju'il Mlh and l.''»(h resju'etivi'l)’; and the 
jmidie jnoseentor L. Bhagirntli Mall juit the, suggestion 
to tlie accused “ you eaii get a jiost card |>ostmarke<l 
for 2 or 4 annas ” and the answoo' of (he aecnsetl was 
“ I will give you Its. 1,000 if you will get one for me 
similarly |>o,stmurked.” 

(3) I'rosecution witness Ladha Singh retraeteil Ids 
police Version liefore tloi Siinimarv Court, because he 
said he was eoereisl liy the jioliee into giving false evi- 
deju'c. He was imimsliately handeulTeii hy Ihe order of 
the Dejaily Commissioner and tlirow'ii iu hairalal (.lail). 
He w.as taken sevi'r.d times before the Dejiuty Commis¬ 
sioner who jiressed him to ki'cji to his jioliec' version, 
hut he sluek to his guns. After remaining in hawalal 
ho was releaseil next morning at ahout 5 a.M. 

(4) Dhohi (washerman) another jiroswution witnesii 
w’ho after giving evideni'c against si-veral persons stopjied 
at the name of L. Ann! Chaiul and said that not the 
Chowdhri Arnd Cliand hnl, another person hy name of 
Arud Cluind was meant hy idiii in his jioliee version, 
was also arrested hy the order of (lie Deputy CoiiindH- 
sioner and thrown into haicalat hut released next day. 

5. For two or tiiree days L. Cojial Dass Ahluwalia 
was jiresKisl l>y tlie jjoliee to give iividence against tho 
Vakils (L. (dirdivs Itarn and J>. .Shiv Ham) hut he refused 
to he a party to false witness.

(k The aecuseil were kej»t ignorant of flie cliarges 
against them and eould not, |)ro|K!rly defend OiemselvoJi. 
Some of them {c.g,, Bolirani) do not even now know 
tho gudt for which they were j)Unisho<J.

ISedulous ellorts made to 
cause a strike in civil oiliees. »Sikh jiublie agitated by 
false rumours imported from Ainritsaj-. - Attempts iiiade 
to hold another public meeting frustrated. Idgah 
liiially selected for the purpose. Meeting attended by 
all sects and classes. Violent speeches exjieeted, but 
action taken by Deputy Commissioner resulted in orderly 
proocedings. European residents eoneentrated and pre- 
jiared to place themselves in a state of defence. Con¬ 
tinued hartal on the l.")th, but shops began to open in 
tho ovening. Exeitoment, however, not abated and 
more objectionable and seditious notices posted up.

All tin^ important 
grain-markets alfeeted m greater or less degrtaa No 
si-riouH agitation at daranwaJa until tlie lllth April. 
f‘ublie mcH ting follovvc cl l)y hurtul on tl)e LIth. Muham¬ 
madan asked to jut-side at tlie meeting, whieli was held 
in a Hindu place of worship. (Sojiio features of the 
hartal op('nlyj^seclitiou.s. At Cojra agitation was sueeess- 
fully combated until the J lth, when a Hindu meeting 
was follow'eel by a joint Hindu-Aluhainmadan gathering 
in the Kigali, presided over by a Muhammadan Munici¬ 
pal Commissioner. Hartal deeided on. Alissionary com- 
pi'llcd by ugly rumours to leave Cojra. Complete and 
foereive harlul on the two following days. 

Crowd uiu-uly and di eidodly awk-Britisli. Demonstra¬ 
tions with bluek Hag. Toba Tek Biugh, Taiidliauwula 
and Dijkot also alleetecl f>y the agitation. 

.Since the beginning ot the agitation tho most alarm¬ 
ing rumours had been cun eiit in the villages, iiartieulaily 
in till' neighhourhood of Lyallpur. Distorted ideas ot 
tile mfeutions of (he new Ac I, most of them agrarian 
and social in their application. I'artly the result of the 
agitatioji in Lyalliiur itself, partly imported by colonists 
returning from other districts, Exeiteiueiit and dis- 
allection iiartieularly marked in Amritsar .Sikh villages. 
Unlawful assembly of .Sikh x illagers at Kiala Kalau on 
the 17til April. Intention to prepare plans for an attack 
on l^yallpur. (anal whe cut at Jahangir, another 
Amritsar .Sikh village. I'onspizaey at Chak 150 C. B. 
on the ibth re.->ults in an uusneeessful attempt to dis¬ 
mantle the railway line. Culprits follow-ed to their 
village by police and arrested. 

The original intention ot the promoters of the hartal 
was apjiarently to defeat, and thereby discredit, Covern- 
ment. .So far there was a common and united pui’iiose, 
and a widespread organization. The movement was in 
its inception aMfi-ohicial and unft-Covernment, but not 
anfi-British. The atmosphere thereby created, however, 
was iavoiu-ablc to the growth oi racial hatredi which 
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Mr. V. W. SMTm—concluded — Pandit Avatar Kishkn KAUL—Mr. H. S. Williamson. 


immediately made its appearance when news arrived of 
the riots and murders at Laliore and Amritsar, and the 
further excesses at Kasur. From the lllth onward the 
feeling in the bazars was one of liatred of the white 
man. 

The pleader community, which formed the majority 
of the Congress Commit,tee, wa.s most act ive in organisiiut 
the Iwrtnl and in misrejuesentitig tin* Howlat/ Art, l»ut 
it wa : tlie j)etty slKjpkeeper and tlir low('r class Hindu 
who were carried away with themselves and indulged 
in excesses. The movetnent in its more luuh'siralde 


aspects was almost entirely Hindu Only a few Muham 
niadans allowed themselves to be involved. Most of the 
{woinoters were Arya .Sftinaji.sts or Ilimlua and Sikh 
with Arya leanings. 

Proclamation of Martial I.aw wa.s a precautionary 
measure. It gave the power to deal prom})tly with 
any further troulde which fU'ght arises and en.sured a 
speedy redurn to normal conditions. It was only en¬ 
forced at h<‘ad«inarters and did not interlere* witli the 
lil>ertie‘S of the geunual public exee}>t in tin* matter of 
travelling by rail.

Tho preHlisjiosing c.auso.s of tho unrest arc li.ard to 
lr;vco. beJCJiUHO l,hey do not apiiear to be local. There 
ares no preunincut ])olit,ie!al eirganisations in the elistried.. 
The mo.st impeertant i.s tho Ary.a Sam.aj which has 
brancho.s in tho district, Iml, exceipt, at .Talalpur-.Tattan 
it has not shown itself active in tlm di.strieU, ev.s 
a body. Some eif its nmmbers havei bi^m concewnoil 
inellviciually. Tho Mii.seiljiian organi.s;itie»ns have? elemo 
nothing. Tho district has no history of political e.rgani- 
s.itioii and there is no emo in t lm distried. (eixco()t Muham¬ 
mad Habib, interned at Jalaliiur-Tattan) who lias liitlmrtei 
boon classed as an agitator. There is no newspaper in 
the di.striot, oxoopt tho Sufi Avhieh up to re?oently lia.s 
not written about politio.s.

On (he morning of the I6tli notices xvere issued nnder 
the J'olieo Act prohiliitihg meetings and jiroeessions 
xvithoul lioenee in connection xvith the Rowlatt P.ill 
and the restrietion of Gandhi, 7’lie I’oliee hi ing now 
relieved of Military duties xvere strongly posted unarmed 
in the City to enforce order and iiraetieally all shojis 
ojiened, conlidencc being largely restored.

A meeting to arrange for a hnrtnl or closing of shop.s 
wa.s held on the evening of Nth and sho[).s liegan to 
close on the l.Ath and a crowd [laradKl through the town 
with the usual shout.s about Gandhi and the Rowlatt 
Rill. 

The crowd ru.‘ulo f>(lier shopkeepers close, hut com- 
iiiHted no acts of violence. They were w'atched hy the 
Roliee of the I’oliee Station, and two Magistrates who 
had heen sent from Gujrat and 10 sowars lent hy the 
Commandant of (he 'renqiorary Remount DejiOt at 
Gujrat, also arrivi'd under (he command of Lieutenant 
Hatclielor, Assistant Commandant, and i)atiolle.d the 
toxvn. Rut thi.s evening the most serious offence com-

On Mio lOlh Apiil, (he ennid patliertHl aeain and 
.sliepH were ap.iin cloMed. Some nieiiil'erH of tlio Muniei- 
[jjil Committee and otlier leading men gaj.lierrd at (lie 
Municip;’,! Hall to discuss how to stoji the troulde, hut 
the crowd entered the Hall and made a disturl)anre. 
They insisted on the memhers of the Munieij)al Com¬ 
mittee mourning with them hy knocking off their 
jHigrin forcibly and dinuaged the furniture of tho Hall 
(but the cost of tho damage ia reported to be only 
Ra. 18). The crowd then proceeded to break some 
w'indow'8 of the Mission School and went on further, 
taking tho funeral of the local Sanitary Inspector who 
had not joined them to tho house of tho hoiidmaator 
of the Mission School and also made some Police Cons¬ 
tables take off their iMgria. Tho Sub-Inspector called 
back Ilia Police force and picket t ed it at suitable places. 
Meanwhile, tlu^ two Magistrates and respectable people 
had boon making ofTort.s to quieten the iirowd and thanks 
to those and to tlie tirm attitude takim by Dr. 11. M. 
Newton of tho Cliureh of Scotland Mission Hospital, 
the crowd made no further disturbance, though tho 
bolder spirits are re|)ort(d to have said they ought to 
have attacked the Police Station and Dr. Newton’s 
bungalow*. Meantinu'lunNS Imd arriv(‘d that, the crowd 
(i,t (Jujrat had b('(m lired on, and this helpi'd to make 
the crowd disperse*. 

On the 17th tin* shops gradually opened and the crowd 
did not, coll(H*t again. I’ln* sowars were replaced by an 
additional force of Police and lati'r by a guard id Dogras 
and there wii,s no further dist,url»anee in t ho low'n, t hfuigh 
two men from .lalalpur were subsoipieutVy found to bo 
making sedHious speeclu's at Suk and (lujrat. 

MitIdl'V'id. 

The jinslisposiug causes lus'e, an^ ditba-eiit lieeauso 
Malakwail is ii l:trgi' rail way i'liiet ion in a I, hinly populated 
agricultural tract,. Malakwal itself is a fairly large 
villagi* alioiit !i mile from the railvv.'iy station uud the 
men are Miisalmau Kliokar. K(uiud the railway station 
has sprung uji a haziir largely {h'|>eiule<l on the rail¬ 
way stall' for it,H prosperity. In tliis haziir and on 
the railw'ay promisees is a large (‘olony of railway em¬ 
ployees of all thipartments -tratlh!, locomotive a)id engi- 
iu'(a*ing. k’or some tiitie past the railway staff ha.s 
heem (liscontonted and a strike was Iming arranged. 
Moj-eover, the signallers had Ixmu getting nows on their 
instriimetkts of events in other ]»lace.s. It cannot ho 
said on the mat(irial avaihible hen^ wliother the politi¬ 
cal agitators luul any hand in tlie railway strike. After 
a nuHiting it was diKudkid to hold a meeting next day in 
the large mosque and to make a hartal in the boMr, 
and that tlie railway strike should ho !)rought to a 
he;wl hy sfojkping work. Aeeordingly a numher of 
p(S)ple, mostly railway employees, came t(» tho station 
to <!all otl tlui men on duty ; this was IxHan.so some of 
the men off klnty did not want (ho odium of refusing to 
go on duty when their turn came. When tho crowd 
got to the station they were turned hack by the troojis 
who hal alrojuly arrived and up to that stage their 
prmeedings di<l not constitute a riot. As tlie crowd 
was going away a mos.senger hoy came to inform a guard 
living in one of tlio quarters that it was his turn for 
rluty ; tho crowd tore up tl>e call book. Tho boy wont 
and fetehtHl another and the crowd this time burnt tho 
book and as.saultfal tlio boy. Tlio crowd then disjKrr.sod 
or at- any rate ma<lo no definite disturbance, though tho 
European and Eurasian stall were much alarmed at tho 
deme(i.nour of tho crowd, and bad c.ollwded in one house. 
It appi ars that some of the men did strike by leaving 
their duty. 

Next day, tho 16th Ai)ril, a mooting was hold in tho 
mo.squo at which Hindus also attonde<l, but no dofinit'O 
result was attained, bwauso the sbopkoopors complained 
that though they ba<l elosod their sho].>s tlio railway 
staff bad not carritx^l out their strike. At this mooting 
one Raja Ham, a goldsnutli liy caste and an ex student 


of the D. A. V. College at Lahore had be<m speaking. 
He luul also s|M»ken at the meeting at the dharmsala 
on the previous evening. He had sinai Sarvvar at tlio 
nuxding and thouglit him a likely man to join in some 
definite action ami during the day Raja Ham hnsiwl 
hiiumdf in arranging (lie tlefmite step of cutting tho 
telegraph wires, and taking up a six'tion of the rails. 
The volunteers ho got were partly his own friends and 
relations, partly some of the locomotive ]>oople who 
were 1110100x1 for mis<d\ie(, and partly the Maulvi of the 
mesque who oflenxl the services of his four students. 
It i.s not provixl that the suggestion of this crime was 
mnxle at eitlu'r of tlio two meetings, hut it st^ems that 
Raja Ram had got the idea from knowhxige of what 
had been done elsewhere. It is also not clear whether 
any other had lavn askixl to join and had refuseil. How¬ 
ever, in the evening om* party under Raja Ram went 
mil first, look the liurners off tho distant, signal, and 
cut all the l<degraj>h wires about 21*0 hours. Kiiidiiig 
that the other party who luul ]tiomis(Ml (.o take u|» the 
rails luul not conu*, lliey started himk, hut, on the way 
hoanl a whist!(' which iiifornusl them that the ether 
party was coming. This other jiarty was heiwhsl hy 
Sarwar who had lirought, ten men. I>uf, six of them 
liirmsl back on learning what they were to ilo, Tlie 
ri'st with Sarwar an<l Raja Ram’s puity then tmd; U|> 
a sei'tion of rail (24 feet long), HlcH'jicrs and all, ami 
puslusl it (hiwu tlie I'luiiaiikmenf out (’f sight «»f a coming 
train. I'cii nu'ii were eonei'rned in tliis delih<*rale crime, 
aiul later experiment has pro\ hI that this mimlx'r was 
('iimigh to remove the rails. On the way hack fhi'V 
wi'ie ehiillengisl hy a Ih'itish onicer and a sentry, hut, 
said tlu'v were looking for a lost hullalo and were allnwisl 
to pass. Th(' iivt<*rrnplinn in the telcigra|ili was known 
to one of the signallers in the Malakwal station at 21-.‘Id 
and he soiit a mes.sage to the linesman, hut diil not inform 
the Assistant Station Masti'r on diit,y or the signaller 
who relieved him. ot.herwise the a,ction might have lx>en 
taken in time, Ni'xt morning, 17th April, at 6-50 a.m. 
ll4-l>owu train, which hiwl heen ilelaiiusl some lime at 
Haria, waa allowed to jiroeoeil at caution w'ithout line 
clear, and it was deraihxl at the gap. Damage was 
done to stock and two lives were lost. 

The European and Kuiiisian staff wn'ro alarmed on 
l.^tli April and gathered at the house of t,he Suh-Divi- 
sional Oflleer, hut as a force of 60 Indian infantry ami 
one British officer arrivixl that evening they werci fule- 
quatoly protoeted. It WJis, however, coasidereel 
mlvisahle t-o remove a party of 12 women and three 
children who left Malakw'al on the evening of tlie 16tli 
April for Jhelum and reti -ned on the evening of the 
22nd A|»ril. 

Kunjah. 

In Kunjah on the ir>tli April there was the heginning 
of a hartal. A drunken mistri HueeoiMhxl in gidting some 
.shopkeepers In elosi*. hiit some memlK'i’s of tlie Mnniei- 
pal tkimmit.tee soon sneetMxhxl in gell ing lh(>m open 
again. The man av;i.s eouvieted a,ml sentemisl under 
seeti<m 2.'» of the Defence of India Rul(>s. ’I’he incident 
shows the liffieulty of dealing witli ]M>litieal agitation 
when any respeet.ahle man can reiwlily a<*(. at, the 
bidding of such a man. 

RnAul. 

There was some indisfiipline on the l.'ith and 16tli 
April among the students of the Engiiu'ering C-ollegc, 
Tliey refii.sed (,o attend lectures and marelusi round the 
licjwl-w'orks of tlio Canal 1^ miles away as a demons¬ 
tration, hut there wa.s no disturhanee. On the 16th 
there Ava.H a meeting of Canal offieialH in tlie mosque 
at which Hindus also attended and prayers were olTerixl 
for unity and for the repeal of tho Kowlatt Act, On 
fhoHo days tho Principal of tho Engincxiring Oil lege was 
away, hut on his ret irn he took diseijilinary action hy 
exfiolling some students, and when the College rii-ojK^ned 
he t<x>k further priM^autions against troiihle. A force of 
20 troops waa sent hero on tho 16th April.

Mnsa., and two platoons 
with a ly^wis t-Miti to Onjrat for Ihc^ proicction of Euro¬ 
peans ami tioV(‘rnmcnt j>ropcrlv. 'I’hcso troops w<m<^ 
• Icspatiihed from .llichun at 1-21 on tin? I.^»th. A forc<' 
was also sent (o Rasul. In Ihc mcantinm I luul la'turncd 
from tour on, lln^ 14th and alter cons\dtinji; with the 
Su|>(yrint(*n(h'nt of Rolicie and tin* Mafj;iHtratcH Ihoueht 
if a,dviHal)le to ask for troojis. 'I'hcrclore. ahout J) f.m., 
I sent. a. wire asking' for r»0 trooits lo support IliO Roliee, 
and r(s*(MVe(l a la'ply “■ semlinp;,” liehu'c my arrival on 
the Mth the Superinlemh'ut of I’olitm had win'd to the 
(!hief Seeretarv askine: lha( the (Jeneral Ollieer Coni- 
maiidiujj;, dlieium or Sialkol, miyht he instructed to 
send troops on re<|uisilion as Irouhu' was loan'd. 

A force of 70 men of the .‘{7lh hogras tunh'r a Rrifish 
oditier arrivoil in fin' ('arly morning ol tlu' 15th. 'I’hey 
were put, in the znihjhnr in i'<'S('rv(' as tlmro seenu'd no 
immediate' lUM'd for using them. Moreover, tin* men h:ul 
no rations ami it look hohh' (inie is'lore f(*od e(»nl<l l)«» 
.•,U|)plied, h('eaus<' (In' shops w('i'<' elo.sed. In fael, it was 
almost midday when llo'y go(. their Io<m1, 'I’lie troojis 
wer(^ then kept wliei'c they wen-, l»eea.us<' of Ihe strong 
n‘pn'S('nlation of tin' oHiec'?' in command that he wislu'd 
fo lu'ep his nu'ii (ogi'tlu'f. Ollu'iwist' it is mnv clear 
aller tim <'vent that il wouhl hav(' h('<'n hetter to n'li4'Ve 
Ihe I’oliee hy armed li'oops at one«' and h't the lVdi('(' 
perf(uni tlu'ir ordinary duli('s unarnu'd. Wlu'ii the 
Mission iSc'hool was da.mag«'d hy the crowd the troo]>s 
wt'ft' eidh'd out and inarehe<l towards tin' jdace, lait as 
ihe Supr'i'inlendenl of I’oliee and 1 saw tlud, tlu' crowd 
had disappeai'('d and at tin' (lovernnu'nl High School 
wer«' iidormed that no disturhanei' had lakeu place Ave 
s«'nt tlu' ti'oops hack to have tinar food, laiter we were 
fold the er<*wd had seall('red to get its own food. 

At 5 (I I’.M. n<'ws Avas hrought that tlu' crowd had 
rt'fornu'd and had gom' lowai'ds th<' railAvay station 
followe<l hy a ]>oliee guard of 20 arnu'd im>n, the Deputy 
Superil!temh'iit of I’oliee and tlu' Magistralos who Inwl 
heiai appointed to wnleh th<' crowd. 

Shortly afterAvards anothm' message was hrought that 
tiu' ennvd had attacked the railway station. 1 went oil 
with the Sup«'rintend«Mit of I’oliee, eidling on the troops 
on tlu! way, hut found that tlu' I’oliei' had fired iimh'r 
the orders of the senior Magistrati*, ami disp(M-.se<l the 
crowd, of Avhieh no trai'i! could he sr'cn. The tniojis 
th<*i'«'f<»re A\4'n' not needrsi for a<'tion, hut Avere marched 
through the city and I't'tunu'il to quartt^rs. 

As a ]>reeaution 1 Avirtsl asking for 100 more troops, 
am! during tin* night of the 1.5-10th 120 more troops 
under two Rritish tiflicers arrivtsl. With this large force 
noAV available in addition to the jKilico the city niul 
railway station and tJov4*rnim'nl. oflices and the civil 
station Avere all ])r«»teclt‘'d. laiter on tlu' force at (lujrat 
supplied guards at Kathala railAvay station, the raihvay 
hridge over the Bhimhar, and at .falal|iur .luttiui. 'I’hese 
guartls Avei'e gradually reduced Avhen it Avas seen that 
no further disturhaneo A\as lo l>e fear<d, and at prtisent 
(th»' tMid <rf .lum') there is n force of 50 men and two 
ihititili ofti('crs at CJujrat. 


Tile f«>n'e sent to Lahi. Musa was originallA' one com* 
puny w ith a Lew is gun nmh'r lluee Hrilisli oflieers. The 
numfier varietl later. On tin* 2.5th Ajiril it consisted of 
.50 men and a mohile column of eight sahres and a platoon 
of infantry. On Ihe 11th May it ('onsisfed of a mobile 
column of .50 infantry ajid c'ight cavalry with one Britisli 
and oiu! Indian (tilieer and 50 infantry at the railway 
station. A deta.ehment of 14 men at I)inga Avas also 
supplied from here. Tlu' mobile; column A\ as w ithdrawn 
at the f)eginning of June. The troops Avere not at any 
time ncfded to (juell disturbanees as nothing hajqmned 
here. A report that disturbance's Aven* likely turned out 
to be nothing more than the jioisy exit from the railw'ay 
- Kt*tion of nuai returning from the Baisakhi festival. 

The foro<i at. MalakAval Avhich arrived on the evening 
of tin; J.5th April consistf'd of one British ofheer and 
two platoons, but w.'is lab'r im'rc'astsl. J have not got 
(b'tails, but at the «'nd of April tlu're Avt'ie six or seven 
Rritish oflieers nmh'r Lit nlenanl -t'olonel (irant, V.(’

Extra (;ivil m(*asures Aveia; also mlopteil for the pre- 
Auaition of disl.nrbane*'. In (Jnjrat City, on the night of 
the Mth A|)ril and for some snbscfpient nights, the 
Avanl m<'nd)ers wore instructed to Jirrange ])atrol by 
house-holders and they were helped by military pen- 
nioners from neighbouring villagi's. On the 10th April 
1 issue«l orch'i's through '['ahsildars that all r.'iilway lines 
should be iJal rolled by villagers. On tlu; I 7th 1 received 
a teh'gram from Covevnment siiying that etTorls should 
be made to organise patrols for the protection of rail- 
Avay.s. 1 i.s.sued ord<;rs that every (idvc'it and bridge 
should hav<» meri |*osled <m it acc'ording to its size, and 
that the line belAvi'en should be ])atiolh*d. On ihe 
20th T gave orders similar to thos(' in the vShahpur dis¬ 
trict tliat there should In'; lliree men to two miles in 
the day time and to one mile at night, including cul- 
vu'iis, but that larger bridges should be guardwl separa¬ 
tely as before, 'riie men were provided Avith tickets 
uhoAving their authority and with lAnh' armlets Avhicli 
w’ere readA’ umler the internal security sf heme.

After the crime at MaJakwal on the 
lOlh whieli resulti'd in (he derailment o)i the 17tli no 
further di.sturhanee took plii.e»\ On the night of the 
10th Afiril, a telegr.rm from Oovernment informed me 
that Martial Ivaw had been extended to (lujrat on the 
.same liinis as to bahoie, Amritsar and Oujranwala. 
Regulations for its •‘nforeoment were issued in a I'ro- 
elaniation l»y tlie (tener;*.! Ollieer Commanding, 2nd 
Ra\val])i]idi Division, dated 2(tth April. 'J'his was 
folhni ed fty Martial Livw Xofiei' No. 0, dated 24t.}i 
•Vpril. signed by Ihigadierd imeral ('am|>bell. (Vun- 
mandfiig Sie.lkot Ihiguide Milit.iry .Area, announcing 
t hat lie lm,d luu.vu eqipointed to administer Martial Daw- 
in the (Jujr.'it District'. Notice No. Id of (lie same 
date provided for (he civil patrol of the railw;i.y line. 

I was infonmHl that, for (he time being other notices 
would not be issued. On (he 2r>th Aju'il, JAeutenant- 
Coloncl L. S. Rrowne of (he 37(h Dogras. arrived from 
Jholum as adminisirator of Martial J^aw. On the 27th, 
the Commissioner came tf> di.senss matters, and ap- 
[>arently after consulting him the (leinu-.tl Ollieer (k»m- 
manding, 2nd Raw'alpindi Division, informed tlie Oeneral 
(Itlieer (Jommauding at VVa-i'irabad. that, the Cnjrat 
.Area should lie dealt with more leniently than in (he 
case of the Ly.allpur and Cujrauwala Districts, but 
measures similar t.o those adoptisl in ot.hor tovvics slundd 
oontiriue to be taken in (ho towns of Oujrat DaLv Musa, 
Jalalpur and Malakw'al. Sub.seijuenf ly other Martial 
L;',w’ notices and instructions v. iu*c m.!.de afiplicablc to 
the di.striot.

Though no n/dt-British action was seen, (luvre are two 
instamres of a///f-Ihiti.sJi .spirit, in llnr wording of (he 
anonymous notices found at (bijrat. on (In' morning of 
the J4th April, and in the words of Ahdul Aziz, accused 
in the Julalpur riot, who sjioke of an (vltack on Dr. 
Newton’s house. 

It is of oour.se ))o.ssible that if tlie unrest had not beeti 
checked it would liavo ended in being (mb'-Britisli. 'J'he 
supervising railway staff at Malakwal were alarmed, and 
it was thought udvisahle to semd away 12 women and 
tlireo children for some days, lAit I cannot find that the 
crowd at any time was preparing a doliiiito attack on 
Europeans there or oJsovvhoro.

A.— CaU.SK.S uK tub T)1.STIIUHANCES. 

In my ojiinion the Hj)eocho.s in the Council to a great 
extent were rosponsilile for the late distiirliances. 'I’he 
said speeches were reproduced in pajiers of dilferout 
provinces and through those the educated community 
came to know what had ha[)pened and through them the 
masses were informed of the protest of the members of 
the Council as to the enactment of the Rowlatt Act. 
Subsequently through mirehicf-inakers f-nd sedition- 
mongers the object of (ho introduction of the Bill was 
interpreted to the puldio in a different light and such 
false rumours, wdiicti would suit tlie taste of the masses 
and which would create panic among thorn, wore spread. 
The educated community, especially the lawyer class 
as a whole, became averse to the introduction of th" 
Bill and they through different agencies, say through 
their agents, Sahukars and other people,of importance, 
tried to agitate against the Bill. They called iinwtings, 
decided on organising hartalu, and on organising open 
demonstrations against the Bill. The Government 


instead of ni|)ping the evil in the bud, watched all the 
activit'cs silently, whieh emboldened the people more 
with the result that (hey came dow n to unconstitutional 
methods of agitation. 'I’o a certain extent the disturb¬ 
ances can be called the result of organised efforts, but I 
am not prepared to say tliat eaeli and every lawyer 
or Saliukar was ctmeerned in it. 'riie disturbances, in 
iny opinion, were dim f.o a groat ('xlent, to ntqiying (be 
adjoining di.stiicts w'liere something hail liappened rather 
than to any act ual i ause of grievance. 


B.— Narrative ok eVknt.s at Gti,rRAT. 

When the news of (he harlah and dijiiionstrations in 
Amritsar, lAihore, Gujrauwala and Wazirabad towns were 
spread in this t ^wn tlirough letters of traders, through 
messengers and through some of the members of the 
Bar of this place, on the morning ot the Hth April the 
hartal started from ilie Station bazar, and in a short 
time it was extended to the city of Gujrat. A party,

the civil linos. TJiruugh tho persuasions and entreaties 
of bomo of tliose jiresent they however decided to return 
to the eity. They thus kept roaming about till 12-0 
and tlion lliey dis|)ersed, to collect again in (lie afternoon. 
About 4-0 again (hero was formed a mob superior in 
its importance and numerical strongtli to tho provioub 
mol)8, and it started its usual lamentations. They 
then startt?d on the circular road and near the place w here 
(he road brandies off towards tlio railway station they 
started on that road. After going for some di.staiice they 
showed signs of rowdyism and some trouble was ajijire- 
lieeded. At tiiis juncture the reserve jiolici' guard, 
wbidi was slationi'd near tlie city jiolico station out of 
the view' of the mob for fivir of their provocation, was 
ordered to billow us to (lie railway sfaliou, J’he mob as 
soon as it arrived at the railway statii'ii nislied inside 
the building and began (o lueak doors, gla.s.s ji.Mies, 
windows, and other furniture. J’liey Irietl to set lire 
(o tin; building and actn.'.lly set lire to (lie l>undle of 
p.'ipers lying in (lie booking ofliee. J luw w ere oiderc'd 
(«> ilesist and disperse, and wiicn tliey did not do so 1 
oiilcnd (he police (o liri'. As soon as c. f(‘w shots wi'tv 
(ired the mob bolted away in different diieetions. Some 
arrests were made and tlie lire wa.s I'xtinguislied. ,^^ter 
tlii.s occurrence no mob collected again and everYthing 
remained tjuiel in (he eity. 

IvM'cjit. till' above oceurrenee nothing furtlicr liajijieiied 
in (be city jiroper and in (Jujrat eomparativi ly less niis- 
eliief was wrought than in the other l(Jwn,s. (.'onsidering 
the condition of CJujiat itself introduction of martial law 
e.'innot be eon.siileied as an indispensable measure, 
blit, having in view (lie oeenrrences of neighbouring 
district.s it was a wise step to e.xteiul it, to this jtlaee. 
It was given as an e.str.i tool in t in; bands of aulborities 
to use it in (iiiK' of need. Its introduction no doubt 
ilc.idcncd t he /c.al of miscliicvous pi'ople, and restricted 
1 lu'ir aetivitie.s, imd (uii bed some rest ivii law'Y'ers wlio, 
Ix'fore its iutrodiietii>n, did not, hesitate in giving 
vent, to their feelings ojienly.

Tho distui'lianeo.-) started at Delhi on dbth March am) 
a week afterwards spread to the centre of tlm Bnnjab 
whoro Amritsar Heeme,'l to be the focus of the troubles. 
From Amritsar the trouliie sprtvad ontward.s in all diree- 
tioRH, but. was elioekel at the Jlmlum and ►Suf.lej rivers. 

From April ibtli to April I8tb tin- di.sturbed aro.ii w'ere 
in a state of riot and rebellion and areas outside thi.s 
may bo said to bo ro.stivo awaiting ro.sults. 

Tho Civil Authoritie.s, wuth tho help of the .Military, 
had by this time the .situation well in hand ; a-i fa.'- a.i the 
Railway was eoncorned tho outrage.s were diminishing 
daily and eommunieation increasing after the 21st 
April uo further trouble wa.s experienced. 

Tho main object secm.s to have been to— 

(f) cut the Uilegi-aph lino.i 
(tt) destroy Railway eommunieation 
{Hi) paralyse the Railway by means of a gujieral 
strike. 

Ah regards (i), at first this was Huccessful, but the 
Telegraph Department rapidly restored the communica¬ 
tion, and although the teilegraph w ire wore <;ut every 
night at various plaeo-i, so far as the Railway was eon- 
ceruod tho results did not cause much interference w ith 
the running of trains. 

As regards (it), the attempts at train wrtxjking (.such 
as dismantling the tracks, burning of bridgos) were 
frustrated by the liberal use of annoiircKl and armed 
trains. 1 attach a special note on the u-sc of these trains 
—soo Annexure .A. 


A.s regards (»’*/), a gisicral strikij wa.s alsirtivi; for several 
rea.sons, chielly that, on I be wiiolc ihc stall did not want 
to siriki', the exeept ion being llio small Station JMaskir.s 
.Old Signallers. Strung attempts were made to get the 
w'orksliop employees to go out on strike, but tliis was also 
abortive. Martial Law was {iroelaimed on the l.'itb 
and this had a great .steadying ellect on the wiiolo of the 
Railway. Clainu for damages have been submitted to 
the Civil aulborities. 

'riie interruption to tralbe working wa.s as follows ; 

On the lOfb owing to telegraphic interruption goods 
trains w'ero delayed at jmietioiLs, but passenger trains 
were run through. On tliu IJth goods trams dclayiHl at 
Ludhiana and Lahore were urderoJ to get tJirough, Mn 
the morning of the L'Uh No. IJji (oKsls S|)eeial from 
Amritsar was rei>orted to have been derailed, due to 
tt rail having lieeii taken out. This was the first intima¬ 
tion of actual mischief u.i regards dc'railment.s, and alter 
thi.s prwttuticms were taken to guard j'assonger trains 
and to restrict good.s Iraims during night Military 
gvmrds were })ut on jsxssenger trains on ►Sunday, Kith, 
and a partiordarly .strong guard on No. 4 Down Mail, 
a.s iritiination had been received that troubh; wa.s oxiHxjted 
near Attari. As a matter of fact this train did not get 
through on the night of the 13th, as the armourwl train 
patrolling the lino got ilerailcd and W^agna Hta‘ion was 
burnt, the Military did not consider it safe for the Mail to 
go out. From this date up to the li)Lh jiassengcr trains 
wore practically restricU d m tho Lahore artwi to the two 
Mails and one day train to Batliaukot. Mji the Bhatmda 
side after the Kasur incident on tho I2th jiaHHouger trains 
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wore grofttly diKor^anizcxJ, and wc i)ra< ti( al!y only ran 
the Mail by daylight from J^jiliore to Delhi, no night 
running l)eing allowtxl. From Iho E'ith wo miviKi-d all 
Kailwaya U> Htop Ixmking through tlm aiTected areas and 
gO(xiM bimkJng was not generally resumed till 2r>tli. On 
the 20th the full Horviees of paasonger trains wore run 
l)elw(!en Lahore atid Multan aa there waa leaHt trouble 
exi)erieneed on tiiia section. From the 21 at to the 2;}rd 
rtwlrictioiiH on ])aHHenger trains were grjidually withdrawn 
till a reslricted normal service was set up about the 25lh. 
(OkkIs and parcels restrictions were giadually witlidrawn 
till the end of the month. Fr<‘e night running of Mails 
and passenger trains was not fully openetl till the 2Hth. 
(«fM>ds and jtareel restrictions wore gradually removed 
till the litl) of May, wlicn restricTions had i>e imposed 
owing to concijntraf ion having been ordered on tlie 0th. 

The actual restrictions and control of j)a.4.s(Miger Isxiking 
Were orderwl from time to time under instructions fr(mj 
the Military and rermits were su|»plied by them up to 
alxmt the 2Hth. 'J'hese I’crmits were very rigid at lirst, 
but were gradually made easier. At no time were Military 
pah.sengcrH in uuif<uiii. (lovcrniimut Hcrvants on duty, 
and servants ol Euiojicun Jst and 2ud class j)as.yengers 
resljicted.

'I’he first overt net octuirred on tlu^ lldlh Man li. A 
large mob attacked Delhi Station, broke the windows 
of the Railway Ollices and biat. the Eailway stall and tlu' 
Railw'ay J'oliee. After this nothing open occurriMl on 
the Railway at tliis Station ; but there were; eonditi<»ns 
in that neighhourhood which <!ncontage<| llu>.st^ who.wore 
disloyal to slriki! and, in some eases, almost forced loyal 
mernbers of the staff iut<i the eouspiiacy. 

'I’he strike at Shakurpur, for iiistaiu-e, seems rlireidly 
caused by tlio continued /uirlal in DuHu and conseiiueut ly 
tlio inal)ilily of the local stalf t(» get footl. 

At jiclhi itself tlio piissive reshsters wore, during this 
period, said to be ollcriiig food at beh)W market rates to 
the Railway stalf on condition that they would strike. 

Tliere seems to have been also, at various eeuties, 
seditious talking at mwtings connected with the Jiuifuflihi 
Mila, during this poiiod. 

Thursday, loth April. 

There was consitlerable Umsioii on A|)rii the (ith at 
many places, but nothing occurreil tdl April the ItUh. 
On this day, at Amritsar, a part o, the mob mlvaucing 
towards tlio civil station was turn mI back at the Railway 
by the Military and diverted into the station yanl. The 
mob l)uriUKl the guvnls shed, brutally murdered Ouard 
Robinson wlio was defending (Aivernment pn)perly, 
heat Mr. Rennctt, NUdion iSuporintendent, and did consi¬ 
derable damage to the station and telegiapli wires. 
P'ortunaiely a troop train for Kawaljundi arriveil at the 
crisis, contmning a detachment of tlurkha.s. These 
were detrained at. the insistent demand of tlie .Station 
{Supeiinlendent luid this undoubtedly savetl tlio situa¬ 
tion at Amritsar. Tlie main body of the mob went into 
the city. After having looted and burned the luuiks, 
the mol) movcil on to Jihagtanwuia station, looted and 
burntKl the station building, IooIihI the goods shed and 
a wagon, and broke the }K)intslocks. Thi.s occurrctl at 
alH)ut lialf post tJiree in the afteiiumu. The same even- 
ing at alxmt 8 o’eltx'k, a moh coliectwl near Chheharta 
idation ; they discussed the Amritsiu- riot, and decided 
to loot Chheharta Ntation. Arriving there they found 
a goods train (88-Down), broke the seals of four wagons, 
removed piece-goods to the value of R.s. S.tHH)—sugar, 
cotton seeds, etc. included in all those acts of violence 


was the cutting of telegraph wires. Meanwhile, tlie mob 
in Lahore had been dispersed by the Police and the 
Military ; and armoured trains Nos. 1 and 3 were held 
ready at Moghalpura. 

t riday, 11th Ajn il. 

Thi.s was a day of suspense ; very little occurred. 

At the Loco. VVorkshops, Moghaljmra, a commotion 
w'as starteil by half a dozen students from Lahore during 
the breakfast hour. 'I’lie result was that 20 jier cent, of 
the men ahsentod thcm.selves in tlie afternoon. 

Rhagtanwala station was iusjiectisl by the l^xiieutive 
Kngim-er who spiked over facing jioints, crossed out 
signal.s and clo.^cd the station. 

Armoured train No, 1 left, Lahore for .Amritsar in tlie 
morning; armoured train No. 3 wa.s still waiting at 
Moghalpura. 

fialurday, TJlh April 

On this day things began to move again. At 10 .\.m. 
a mob liMited Ka.sur station, liekl up two trains (M Down 
and 01 lip), killed two Pritisli stildier.s, badly woimdod 
allotlier. assaulteil the fourth and wa.s only rcstraineil 
from killing Ml’. SlK'i bouni, lutorlocking )ln.sj»e< tor, and 
his family by the .act ive loyalty of Mr. Khair Ihii, Inspin;- 
to'- of .Aeeount.s. 'I’hi.s riot was over witiiiu an hour. 
A lebef troop train left Fero/.epur at 11.5 liours, arriving 
at Kasur 1.5-5. Armoured train No. 3 picked U[) a 
military guard at liahore ( antonmcul- West at 17 hours, 
arriving at Kasur at 20 hours. Nothing further occurred 
at Kasur. 

Khemkarau station was looted at 15-45 horns by the 
same mob t hat, wrei ked Kasur. 

Oil th(‘ same day Pat t i station was attaeked, the good,, 
olliee doors broken, poiiil.s Juck.s taken awa_y, signals 
damaged. 

At. Lahore Loco, and ( arriage- and Wagon VV'^orksho]).s 
till' greate.sl diriiculty was experienced by (lie men going 
to work, Baud.s ol men wilji stieks tried to jirovent them 
)»y lone and llin>atH. Only 50 per cent, of the Loco, 
fsliojis attended in the muniiiig; and 5 jier cent, in the after¬ 
noon. 'J'lie attemlanee at the (Janiago and Wagon .Shops 
w as good, a." it was j»ay day. Ordors wore received to 
luniour another engine at 15 jiours. Tlio .Eiuopoan stall, 
hcljied l»y a tew lo\al Indians, workeil all through the 
night and completed this by 0 o'clock next morning— 
.Sunday. 

At Multan 4t) men of the Loco. Workshops stayed away 
from work, hut there was no subseipient trouble there. 

Armoured train No. 5 urrivcHl at Kasur, roeeivod a 
mossago from Khemkarau, arrived there at 23-40 hours, 
found the station looted and unoccupied, as reportod 
above. 

During this afUaiioon liiore were seditious meetings 
convened by tlie most intluential ])eo|)le of the noighbour- 
hood.s at Ambala, W'agaii and possibly other ctuitres. 

There was iliu iug the night a good deal of talking over 
the teh‘gra[»h wires by the station signallers. 

Sunday, 1,’Uh A]ml. 

In the early iiioruing armoured train No. 3 ])atrolIing 
between Ka.sur and Amritsar, found te.legraj)h and signal 
wire.s cut at l*atti. Tarn 'J'araii and (iohlwar Varpal. 

At LiuUiiana there was a tluee hours’ fuirlal, hastily 
ahamloned on the arrival of a milit.ary guard from Ambala. 

At 2-30 hours a riul-leugtli of track wa.s removed from 
both up ami down lines, between Chlioharta and Kha.^a 
iiwH- xVmritsai'. The eiigiae and eight vehicles of 3-Up 
Special tloods m ere lierailod. The train was badly looted, 
3 wagoiLs of fui'iiiturc, sacks of barley, sugar sacks, etc., 
w'ei«‘ broken oj.cu. .At this place a lambardar incited 
the ptMiple. 

At W'agah two lambaidois and a disloyal Indian soldier 
conveiuxl a secret meeting of several villages at which 
it was agieed to burn three stations, Jallu, Wagah and 
Attari. 

During the evening a mt^oting was held at Raliawalnagar 
at which it was decided to strike at 10-30 a.m. next day. 
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At Shakurpur at midnif'Vit tho LiX'o.. Ilu' Carriaire and 
Wagon, and the Traflio staff struck work. 

This was the day on which the proliihited meotiii" of 
ff.fHM) people at Aniritsar was disperscil, with h<'a\\v 
casualties, by Indian troops. 

A minor incidoit f>f' thi.s day was the throwing of a 
stone at 7-Up Mail passing througii Kot Hadha Kishen. 

A first class pa8seng(>r was injiirisl. 

After dark, proltably W(-1I on into the night, the Wagha 
mob went to tln^ station to loot it ; and as they 
approached, armoured train .\o. 1 went through with 
searchhglits. As soon as the train had passed, ihe mob 
loot(?d the stalinn, broke the telegraph instruments, 
collected and burned the furniture and Covernment 
property, turned away flie .station stall with their private 
projicrty, cut wires and so on. \Vlien the .armourtsl 
train returned tli(\v hid tliomseK es. \\ lien it had again 
pas,«ed on they went to the permanent way huts, sfoh* 
tools, and bof.'a,n to wreck the j»(‘rmanent way. 'fhev 
cornpletiMl th(i w recking Ix't ween t Ik' trips of the arinoura'd 
train. Tlu* armounsl train v us dt^railed with a gri'at 
noisi'. Tlii^ T'ioters proccHshsl to .l.dlo, deliglitisl with 
tlieir work, but, for some reason did not mon' d.'unage 
on the Railway.

the Stat ion Master and t he Loco. Foreman. 'I'lic whole 
of the 'Praffic stall' we'iit, on strike' at once. 1’lu' other 
Departnu'nts were slow in following them, but were 
finally overpursuaded at a me'cting at 14 hours at wliieh 
the chief sjx'akor w'as a Sikh, wlmsii brotlier had returned 
from Canada by the “ Komagatii Maru.” He- incited 
the strikers and the mob to ass;iult Miirojieans. A mo.ssage 
fnun Gandhi w^as read at this meeting by another s|M'akcr. 
The station .skiff, how'ever, hesitated to .ittaek Fnroixians. 
liy 21 hours the Loco, nmning staff had joined t he strike 
in spirit ; they actively joined at » o’clock next morning. 
The strike was heartily supported by the (utizeus of 
Bah iwalnagar. fn t he early afternoon a party we-nt 
by trolly and cut the? 'Pclcgra,i»h wires. It is n'jxirted 
tluit, leader of the strike at this .station was the 
Department Sdiool Master. There Avas anolher meeting 
of striki'rs at 10 o’clock in the Loco, quarters .it which 
it was propo.sed to cut the track. 1’hi,s propo.s.il wa.s, 
however, not carried out, jjOHsildy because the anlour 
of the strikers had been ilainped by tlio arrival of the 
Assistant Traffie ,Superinteii(b’nt wit h an armoured guard 
and extni arms at 2015 hours. 

At l,i.ihore a large p.arty of w orkmen .iHsend)led on tlu* 
workmen's train platform, but wa.s ton exeufed to get into 
the train. The train platform was eventually c'k'ared by 
a party of North-We.stcrn Railway Rifles (L 1). F.) 
with fixed bayonets, but on arrival at Moghalpura th(' 
men did not go to work, and a larger numiier retimiwl to 
Lahore in the “empty” train. The majority of men 
in the Coach appeared willing to work but feand the 
striko-leadcff and waited to see what would Impjien. 


At Sliakurpfl^* where the strike sfarti'il at midnight of 
L'ltli 14th, the Station Ma.'ite'rjind the Van! Master pn>- 
ceodisl to Itelhi. returned bv L’l-Up to Shakurpur with 
armoured police, reopened the statieui end jmishhI the 
train without the aiil of strike'rs. 'I'he telegraph Avires 
wI'l’c cut. but telephone.s Avi'n* working. At hours 

the strikers resumed dtity. 

At Baliailiircarh there was an attempt to lam]M'r with 
a bridge and the permatu'nt av.iv at mill' .‘W.'k I'he 
livuler i>f this attempt is reported to havi' bi'i'iv the Station 
Master, a loc.il head of the' Arya Samaj. 

'Pile strike at Shakurpur spread to Delhi Kishengunj. 
The menial staff only .strue-k. a]iparently for a very short 
time. 'Phe damage to the tc'h'graph wires in this neigh¬ 
bourhood wa.s done by the stilioii staff, helped by certain 
Gloat Indian I’cuiusula Railway emjiloyeeH.

Coum il of Keyeiiey. arriv(>d from TbduiwaU 
pur. ,\t I K !t(l hours ('apt ain Maud left ( he st at ion under 
Si'iyeant Litilon juid a mixed armed ymird, takiny Avilh 
him to l'’ero/.epur the avouk'h and children, and the 
prisoiieTM. 

'I’heri' Avere six arnioiiv(>d (rains on various sections on 
this date. 

On the HaAv.ilpindi District, Military guards Avcr(' 
placed oil all hridye,s and tunnels on the main liru' as far 
as* the Indus, a.ml an armoured train started llu' Avork 
of palrolliny the Di.sfriet and rationing the armc'd 
yuard.s. This train worked daily till the end of theriot.s. 

Thnrffdny. 17th April. 

At Delhi, whore no offeetive re.strietions scorn to have 
heen inlpo^u'd, pressure was hroiiyht on the staff to 
demand atln at a sf.ill ('heaper rate. It had already hi'en 
siipplii'd hcloAV marki't rate. 

At Lyallfiur some hah'd hfomr waa burnt at 10-45 
hours. 

At Malakwal a frain Avas AA'rooked by the removal of 
a pair of rails I mile to t he east of (he station, the engine 
and a lo.nlcd Avagon of tlie passenger train ov'erfurned ; 

2 kilb'd and 2 injured. 

To Chuharkana a special train was scut to capture the 
rioters. A special train under (’aptain Flowerdew left 
Tiiihoro at 11-42 Itours, arriAmd Clmharkana at 13 hour.s 
tlu* rioters wi're chased and fired on ; the chase was kept 
up as far as Padawala and many rioters AA’ere arrested. 

Th(' tSub-Divisional OfTiei'r (Civil) was present. A 
party of 100 (lurkhaa arrived from tlie Kalwalpindi 
DiA'ision and the speeial train returned. 

Ti'legraph wires Avere cut at a considerable number of 
phvees on this date. 

At Moga the Station Master anticipated danger from 
th(' rioters. TIk' Ceiioral Offici'r Commanding, Feroze- 
pur. wiri'd the Station Master to tell the influential 
residents that lu' AAOuld send armoured ears if there were 
trouble. This threat hn.d the desired efleet. 

Friday. 18th April. 

By this liim* the large-scale organisation of the dis- 
iurbanees appeared absolutely to have broken doAm. 
Things were imieb qiiietor. 

• Mr. Wale. 
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During the night 17th-18th Sidhwan utation was 
burned, possibly by the Station Master himself ; the 
station building was merely a sleeper hut. 

At 8 o’cloek in the morning erowds rushed through 
Kaithal station, damaged it, and there was a hartal in 
the city. A l)ody of cavalry was despatched from Ambala 
and there seems to have been no further trouble. 

At Karnal the troops were increased to 100 ranks* 

There were a few instances of telegraph wires being 
cut at various places. 

At night obstructions were, placed on the line between 
Ladhuka and Bahmniwala. 

On this date the armoured trains were handed over to 
the Military. 

l?atnrday, 19th April. 

Beyond one or two cases of wire cntt ing no ineident of 
importance occurred. 

Sunday, 20th April. 

No incident. 

TelegrapVkic communication was improving rapidly as 
is evident from the recript of telegraphic re]>or<s of dis¬ 
turbances which liad occiured within the last few days. 

Monday, 21H April. 

There was one successful attempt to cut wires and one 
unsuccessful. 

A r(^quest was received from the Jullundur Brigade for 
two armoured trains to work on the lToshiarpur'Tx»hian 
Khas lines. 

After this date there was no incident worth reporting 
and tlie disturbances may be said to liavc finished. 

Claftftcfi prominfnt in promoting disttirhancps. 

The only class of railway servants which can be singled 
out as especially involved is the As,distant Station Master 
!i!id Signaller class. Traffic Department. Exceptions 
can l)e quoted, but it is generally correct to say that the 
labouring classes, skilled and unskilled, were either 
forced info the movement against their will, or resisted 
the agitators altogether. 

It would be easy to su])ply the names of individual 
Railway servants wlio promoted disturbances, but these 
names do ?iot easily arrange themselves info classes. 

It should be especially noted that one Dr'partmcnt of 
the railway was so far ns can be seen, absolutely un- 
touebed by the di.safTection, and took no part whatever 
in the outbreak—the Permanent-Way (Engineering) 
staff and men. 

Nature of movement. 

The movement was political in nature, not industrial 
or commercial : the North-Western Railway system was 
attacked generally as an important instrument of execu¬ 
tive Government, and more especially ns means of eom- 
miinicaiion and tranaimrt of troops. Railway servanth 
took part in the movement, but they were acting as dis' 
loyal citizens, not as disaffected railway servants. 

There is no doubt that a general strike of the Railway 
staff had been planned and was attempted ; but the agita¬ 
tion was eicternal not internal. At one or two centres 
the railway strikers stated their grievances ; the absurd 
character of their grievances is the best possible indica¬ 
tion of the radical difference of those April disturbances 
from genuine labour troubles. 

So far as the Railway has been ooncorned it has not 
appeared that the movement waa anti-Christian ; that 
it was anti-European is shown by the murders and 
attempted murders of ifw)lafed Enrop('an passengers at 
Ka.sur and Hafizabad, and the attempt at Bahawalnagar 
to cut off supplies of food to the European .staff, pasf^onger 
and military guard. It is hardly neeeasary to advance 
the murder of Guard Robinson and the murderous assault 
on Mr. Bennett, the Station Superintendent, as proofs 
of the anti-European nature of the outbreak at Amritsar. 
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The effect of the disf urbanee to paralyse tho rail¬ 
way as a rommercial system for the period 10th to (eay) 
21st April. As an instrument of Government administra¬ 
tion and transport the railway was not paralysed : 
the outbreak, in that particular, signally failed. 

On certain districts, Rawalpindi and Quetta, for 
in.stancc. there was not much local disiurbencej but 
owing to the trouble at the centre, Lahore, commercial 
traffic was impos.siblc. 

Coaching He strict ion t. 

Tuf train services were very mncli upset and trains 
were running eonsiderably ont of time to the telegraphic 
inferniptions, but no general restrictions on booking 
were issne<1 from the Traffic Manager’s office fill fbo 
14tb April. On this dale if became obvious that we 
eonld not move passenger Iraffic offering over the dis¬ 
turbed area and restrictions were absolntely neoessary 
and these had to bo imposed. All bookings of infer 
and .^rd clas,s passengers were snspenderl to and from 
stafions. Ludhiana to I>ila Musa. Similarly, bookings 
of these class<‘s of passengers were also stopped from all 
Foreign Raihvays. 

J5th Ajtril .—On this date fho Disf riot Traffic Superin¬ 
tendent. Bhatinda. sfopped all coaching booking between 
Bhaf.inda and Samasatfa owing to the 1 roubles at 
Btvbawalnagar. These r ^tr'ctions were cancelled on 
flie 16th April. 

On the siime dat e under Martial Law Ordinance No. 4 , 
Station Masters. Lalion^ Ganfonment. East and West, 
Bvdami Ikvgh and Lahore were ortlered to stoj) hooking 
of 3rd and infer class passengers from the morning of 
the 16th. 

On tlio lOfh April all Foreign Railways were wired 
to stop booking of infer and third class j>assenger traffic 
to (his Railway. 

On the same date Disf riot Traffic Snperinf endent. 
Rawalpindi, also issued orders stopping hooking of all 
Indian 3rd, infer and 2nd clas.s pas.sengerH in his district, 
after eon.milfat1 understand, with the Civil and 
Military authorities. Tho District I’raffic Superinten¬ 
dent. Saharanpur, also stopped booking of parcels t mffio 
rid Ludhiana and Ambala upw.ards. 

On 18th April all Disf riot Officers were ordered to 
stop booking of coaching Iraffic to stations on foreign 
lines and on the same date Foreign Railways were wired 
fo st<»p coaching traffic to sf at ions f»ver t he North-Western 
R.iilway. On this date all Dislrief Traffic Superintendents 
were ftrdorwl to stop hooking of Srd and inter clawi 
pass(mgor traffic to and from stations between Lahore- 
Ferozepore, T^ihore-Mf>nf gomery and Lahore-Shorkot 
Road md Cbieboki and vid Sangla Hill. 

On 10th April b(»okings of all inter and 3rd elass passen- 
gems from Amritsar, Gujrunw'ala and Kasur were stopped 
under Martial Law Ordinance issued under Railway 
Restriction Order No. 1. Also District Traffic Superin¬ 
tendent, Kundian, at the request of the Officer Command¬ 
ing, Troops, Malakwal, sto})pcd booking on Kiindian- 
Lala Miisa Section of all 3rd, inter and 2nd class Indian 
pasHongers. All District Traffic Superintendents wore 
also told to stop booking from and to MalakwabShorkot 
Road, Lala Mnsa-Kundian Section. 

On the 20th Afiril similar restrietirms in booking of 
3rd and inter class passengers on the Wnzirabad-Sangla 
Section were enforced. 

On 21 st April hocking of all coaching traffic including 
inter and 3rd class passengers was resumed to all Foreign 
Railways with the exception of the following sections :

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On 22ncT April bookiniE; from Fnroipn Railways was 
rosnmod with tho exception of booking to the above 
sections. 

On 23rd April all restrictions from Foreign Ruilv'ays 
were withdrawn and Railway Restriction Order No, 1 
revisecl issvied whicli show the position of restrictions 
on tliat date. On ilio same date Malakwal to Kundian 
and Mahikwal to Rargfxllm was open^sl uy) and the* section 
Ludhiana to Jullundur City was also f>])ened up. 

On 30th April coaching trafTie was re.‘jumed on the 
Ainritsfir-T’atti-KaHur Railway to Kasur, Tarn Taran, 
Patti, Waltoha and Amritwir. 

On nth May all restrictions in force were completely 
removfxl, excojit that passengers travelling by mail 
trains were subject to Military examination at certain 
examining stfit ions. 

Rooking of all yiaHsengcrs from Cujranwala, Erninabad, 
Kamoke, Rahwali and flhakkur was stoftped from Hth 
May to 18t!i May under Martifd T,aw, but booking was 
permittcwl to individuals on Military permits. 

During these restrictions Military passengers. Oovern- 
ment servants on dtit.y and 1st anti 2n<l class yiasst'ngers 
were not. restrictetl, nor was urgent Military or (l(»vern- 
riient parcels traffuj interfered with. .Ncees.sarieM f>f 
life, such as fresh vegetables, t»tc., were also booktnl and 
oarried whenever })ossil)le exoept when paricular restric¬ 
tions were inipostwl by the Military authorities. 

Railway Restriction Not ices No.s, fi and fi eloarly show 
the nature r»f the jierniits and the system on which pas- 
songors were allowed ft* hook wlien restrictions weire in 
force. 

From the 0th May owing to the Afghan war alt the 
train services from Lahore norl.hwe.nls over the Rawal- 
piiuli DitricI wore restricted to one passenger, one Mail 
and one F’lihlio (Jofsls train, the rest of the aceommoda- 
tioTi being utilised by troop ami niililary train.s. 

RestTielJons on booking of all elus.ses of passengers 
had to be imposed as nofifi(sl under Spf'cial No|i(‘(> 
No. H, 'I’liese rest rict ions reni.ained in force mor<“ or 
less throughout, the Afghan war, but as Military opera 
tions lessoned greater latit.udewas allowed to the iiiovr- 
nient of non-Military pa^^-sengers going Morfhw:'.rd. 

iShortly after coneent ration started ordi^rs were received 
from the rominander in-Chi(‘f that all Military trafTie 
must have preoedenee over civil t rafTic going to llie various 
fronts iimi this order necessitated closely ro.strioting 
civil traffic.

RE.^iTltimONS ON 00005? TOAFFIO. 

Naroatton of events that occurred on the Railway 
during the time of the troubles has been stated in Agent’s 
note. I give briefly a note on the restrictions in goorls 
traffic which were in force during this time. 

n'he train running at this period was very uncertain 
as telegraphic communication was frequently being 
interrupted and trains bad to proceed \rith the greatest 
caution and there was much delay. In consequence 
there was a congestion of gorsls traffic at stations and 
junctions parficiilarly coming on to the disturbed area. 

On Moiiflav', April 141 h, Di.striet Traffic .Superinten¬ 
dents were ordered to stoyi loading and booking of all 
goods traflii' to and rid tlu' Lahore T>i.strict in local and 
foreign booking. Foreign Railways were also asked to 
strip booking from their lines to and over the Lahore 
T)istrict area, Ijocal and foreign bookings also stopped 
on tlu* Rhatinda, Fore/epore and Salmranpore Disiriets. 

On this dale District Traffic Superintendent, Rhatinda, 
had to suspenri goods t rain.s completely on tho Bhatinda- 
Sumasatla Section and this remained more or Ics.s closed 
up to the IKth April. 

On E’liday, 18th, all District Traffic Siipcrinti'tidents 
concerned were ordered to run one regular grinds train 
ovr‘r tliiur districts during the hours of dayligiit to dear 
urgent gor)ds traffic. 

On Monday, the 21st, the number was increased to 
2 goods trains and on this date we resumed booking 
from Dr'lhi rid the Soiitheru rurijab Railway towards 
.Samasatla, 

From thi.s date re.strictions were gradually relaxed 
anrl on Thui-srlay, the 24tli, all Tfistrict 'rraflic Superin- 
tendenl.s and Foreign Railways ucre advis(‘d to resume 
goods bookings as were in force previous to t he 14 th April. 

There wcr<“ except ions in regard to bookings t o Amrit 
sar, Oiijranuahi, Kii..sur and J.hugtaiiuala and also the 
Amritsar. Ratli-Kasnr, line. Kasur W'.as opened for all 
booking on 3t>lh. Ann’il.sar ua.s completely reo]iencd for 
all bookiiig.son the l.''ifh May. Rhagtanwala on tho 13lh 
of May and the v\. R. K. Railway was opened up on tlie 
.30th April, (lujranwala ri'st rict ions continued and 
remained on, due to ihi' bad slate of ai'comniodation and 
the rcsiriclion owing to the Afghan war. 

A,a soon as general rest rict,ions w((rc removed on the 
24th or earlier nnrestrided bookings of food stuffs, 
kerosene oil, fm l, etc., were allowed to Amritsar, (iiij- 
ranwala. Kasur, etc., and other restricted areas. 

During all those restrictions booking of urgent Military' 
trafne was kept, open. 

On the 8tlt of May all goods traffic about Lahore was 
restrict'd with the exception of food-.stuffs, etc., owing 
to the Afghan uar. These restrictions remained in 
force more or less during the war. lint wore gradually 
withdrawn as traffic permitted and the Military traffic 
got less.

A. —A eliionologioal list of all the offenoos reported 
in tho Punjab during the disturlMincos is submitted. 
The ofTonces range from murder and arson to wire cutting 
and strikes. 

B. —Ilostrio,l ions on travelling were imposed by Martial 
Laws and a syst.em of Martial Law permit 3 was intnxluo^L 
From April 22!id to May .3rtl the Railway Police issued 
such passes to about 3,000 persons (1,800 permits). 
In addition to this tho Traffic Manager considerably 
reduced the nnmlior of trains running between I^jibore 
and Peshawar. 

C. —On 10th April tho Railway Police were asked 
to ostablish certain checking sbitions to supervise the 
(.raffle of su.spicious persons in the Martial .Area. 


On May r»th Administrator of Martial Law directed 
that inspection at checking stations should be held on 
in-ooming tr.ains only, and that inter and 3rd class 
pa.ssongera would have to alight at those statioms. These 
posts were abolished wit h Martial I^aw in the Areas. 
Martial Law was still maintained on railwa}’ lines, but 
oheeking censed with the general withdrawal of Martini 
IittW, 

D. —On 12t h May 1010 orders were received to prevent 
certain gentlemen entering the Martial Law Area. As 
a result of this the Rev. Mr. Andrews was turned back 
at Ainrit.sar. 

E. —At tho beginning of 1018, Railway employees 
agitat(xl for an increase of pay. This was granted and 
for some time matters quieted down. The piovcmept 
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[CunitHKid. 


was in no way i)olitical. In the lirst four inontliB of 
1919 the agitation wa.s runowod and took a inoroaj'^roHsivo 
form. Inllatiunatory notices' wore paHtod and disturb- 
anoos took place. 

NoTK on UKSTKICTIONa ON KAILWAY TKAVKI.l.INO. 

The restriotiojiH on railway travollin^» iinponod during 
tho BUininor of 1919 were originally the outconn^ of the 
tUisturlianccs. They woro subHcipn-ntly renewed «»vor 
ail extended area as tlie result of the Afglian War and 
consequent mobilisation which creafcnl a military 
demand which the r.dlM'ays could not meet without a 
curtailmcnl of civilian jiassenger trjvfhc. 

The restrictions ne(!esHi(ated by the di.sturbe.nces wore 
im))osed under Martial IjJiw Orders i.ssued at an e.ivrly 
stage of Martial l*kw adininistnition. Ki'gulation No. 8 
in the Martial Jjuw jiroclaniations issinM Ity the Divisional 
Comman(h;rs of the Laliore and Pawaljiindi Divisions 
in its amended form mendy laid down tjiat wliere orders 
had issued regarding tho control of travt^lliiig no person 
slioiiKl enter or leave llie Marti.il La\v Area in contraven¬ 
tion thereof. 'Plu! actual inqiosition of restrictions was 
thus left to (.ho Martial Law authorities in the various 
aroa.s. For Lahore Civil Area and Amritsjkr Di.strict 
orders wer(' issued prohibiting tlie issue of intermediate or 
t hird el.ass tickets. In t.lie tSialkot Brigade Area, compris¬ 
ing the districts of (Jujrnt., Cujranwala and Lyrdlpur, 
an order wii.s issued requiring ii.Il travellers by rail.otluT 
tlian military orn|»loyoes travelling on warrant, Kuropeans, 
Anglo-Indians, servants aectunpam ingtluun, and Covern- 
ment servants on duty to obtain a p.ass. In Kasur it 
would appear from Martial Law Order la that Rirgulation 
8 in t.lio Divisional Commander's Proclamation had bei'ii 
iuter))roled a,s requiring in itself that no jn-rson should 
travel witliout a pa.ss and tliat no formal ord(!r issin'd 
I'tcally. 'j'lui general elToet of t he «»rders issued was to 
stop all unoflicial tnivelling hy intermediate uiui third 
clas.s pas.sengers to, froni and witJiin the iirea.s tinder 
M.'irl.ial Lau exeept on fiermit. TIkj permit system 
was in force tlirougliout the Martial Law areas in theldth 
Division and up to Cujrat and Lala Muwi (see orders of 
2‘}r(l April 1919 by 'rra,(Ii(! Manager). I'lie original 
Justiticalion for the restrictions thus impost^d was the 
jiecc.ss.ty of preventing communication hwcnsui disalTec- 
ted jiorsons in the dislurluxl areas under Martial Law 
and agitators elsowliere. This argumotit ih favi>ur 
of restriction was, liowever. strongly ro-inforc(‘d at 
an early stage hy tin; necessity for elToctnally guard¬ 
ing against tiic cutting of telegraph wires by the. 
side of railway liiu's, Covernment w/!.s authoritatively 
inforined by .Superintendent, I'clegrajihs, on J8(h April 
that as long as unrestricted tra^’elling hy rail continued 
it would be impo.ssilde to stop this form of outrage;, as 
bad characters were in the lialiit of alighting at way¬ 
side stations and slijiping aw ay in the dark to cut (he 
lino at .some unguardtid point. 

Government was throughout anxious that tho restric¬ 
tions imposed should cause as litile inconvenience as 
liosaiblo to the general public and an elaborate system 
for tho grant of jjormits was worked out in conjunction 
with tho Martial Law authorities, a sy.sti'in which iin[K»8cd 
much additional labour on tho civil administration. 
The rapid disappearance of disorder undi'r thr operation 
of Martial Law^ rendered it possible on May .'ith to propose 
a general w it hdraw al of all t he restrictions imposed, but 
it appears that the local Martial Law Administrators 
in some areas found tliomselves unahlo to give elfoct 
to tho proposaf. In all areas, however, tho restrictions 
iniposetl under Martial Law' automatically ceased on 
w'ithdrawal thereof. Meanwhile on 22nd May the Punjab 
Government announced that the lomands on railway 
accommodation for purposes of mobilisivtion had neces- 
(sititod tho stoppage of all hooking of intormerliate and 
third class non-military passengers to stAtious botw'cen 
Isihoro and Peshawar. This action was not taken 
under Martial Is»w, or at the instance of the 
Punjab Government. It was an execiitivo act dictated 
by military necessities, and having no connection with 
the disturbances. Tho jiart played by tho Punjab 


Govormnent in regard to t!ie stop|Kigo of booking was 
conliiuxi to tho inception of mw^sures designed to jirevent 
untuHJc.stiiirv hardship to (hi‘ public resulting therefrom. 
On the order coming into force it was arrangi'd that 
tickets for stations on tin; prohibitt'd area should be 
issued to pers<ins pnHlueing orders from Deputy Coiuinis* 
sioners. Political Agents, .‘superintendents of Police ami 
Military Commanding DlVicers, and more than one re¬ 
presentation in (he interests of the travelling |niblie 
was liroiight to the notice of the Railway au(hori(ii\s. 
Government is advisid tlial in jiractice travelling was 
restricted not so niueh hy the necessity f(>r obtaining 
an i>rder, which was seldom refused, but by (be diftieulty 
exjierienced by Uni class ivassengers in })os8cssion of 
i'lders ill llnding a [flaee in over-crowded trains. In 
its extreme form, however, (his difliculty arose only when 
mohili.sati'>u—and subsi;quently dcmobilisiilion—w ere in 
full swing. 

On the 1st of .ScpliMiiher, the Punjab Governmeiil 
iiHjuired from the Agent Nort h-VVi'slern Jt.iilway, w hether 
any imMlitication in the restrie(i»ms was p«*S8ihh< and 
received a reply in t he negative.

Meetings of employees of various Ilailway Departments 
were held in I'eltrn.uy and Mareh IhlH to projiose an 
tneroase of pay throu^di their .supiu’ior oHieers. 'I’hey re- 
proHorited tliat everything was dear and diinanded an 
increase of pay. TIu'y also urged shorter working hours, 
as they said that tliey had to work longi-r than before 
W’ithout any inerei^se of wivges. They sent memorials 
wliich were lav ourably eon.sidered, and whieh ended tht: 
whole alfair. 'I'lieri' was no fear of a strike, and there 
wiks lU) political moti\'e behind the ineeting.s which were 
jm-ely ,'conomiejU in origin. 

Tlvo Nortli Western Ilailway employee,s, however, as 
a res\ilt of tlieir siicee.ss in Id 18. iiegan another siiuibu* 
campaign in .lamiary, l'’ebruary, March and April 11M9. 
This Htartcd on the evening of 14th .lamuiry IdlJt, when 
notices were found in the train carrying Jtailway workmen 
to the shops, 'i'he Loco and Carriage and Wagon work¬ 
men consulted ami started a nominal strike. 'I’lie Loco 
men, however, thinking that the Carriage and Wagon 
Inul de.serted tlieiii. threw stones at them, which caused 
eJight injuries to some ol the Emopeaii stuii. To eatiafy 


the IjOco men that they were on their side the Carriage 
and Wagon workmen in the evening looted a few neigh¬ 
bouring shofis. 

This time the Ilailway enij>loyec.s asked for clieap grain 
to be Hiipplicil to tliem as wi ll as an increase of Jjay. 
ConsidcTing the high [iriccs cheaj) grain h1io}»s wert; opened 
by the lladvvay, ami adcijuate steps were taken to see 
to tbe grievances of the nu n w bo limJ sent memorials to the 
(bncriior (leneral and Lw al Covernineiit and Railway 
aiitlioritie.s.

Though the Delhi 
projwiganda failed rn its intentious, and found (Jurgaoti 
an unsatisfaetory breeding ground, the latter flistrict 
was not entirely without prt'disjfosing eansf'H of unrest, 
which primarily alTected tlie Munic'ipal Areas and ordy 
secondarily and t hrough them the villages.

I.. IMiKmsrosTNG causes of tke tinuest. 

A. 

The main predisposing cause was umlonbtfsily the 
doctrines of the Arya Saiiui j working upon the jiolitical 
aiiihition of tlu' .lats, who ore the (huninant. conimnnity 
in thf* District.. 'PIiohc ollicciH who hnv<‘ liccn absent. 
Iroiu tile. District, in recent years would pntbably find it 
hard l.o realizf^ how act ive and how av id of power I he 
.l.ats liave become. In past vears it was [lerbaps the 
fasbion t ) riigard a .fat as a simple bucolic person with 
f»‘W ideas beyond Inisliandry and vi'iy slightly annsiabli' 
to rfdigioiis inlliu'nces. W'illi the advi'iit fd' the Arya 
Samaj, some quarter of a century agfi. .and the extension 
of education all this lias changed. d'he Arya Saniaj 
has had a complete siici (‘ss aiiioiig .lats (though t here 
are of courHc some who still atlliere to the leni'ls of the 
Sauatau Dharaiii), the reason being tiiat it admits a 
claim of the ,bit to lu^ Kajpiil and tlierc'liy uplifts iiiin 
in the social scale. The .lal is inleiisf'ly clannish by 
nature and, liovveviu', juone to fai'lion (KbH|)) within 
bis own eominnnily, is ahvays ready to make coinnum 
(.uiHi^ against, anot her race or creed. It. is tlnis fsisy to 
si'c what an accretion of stnuigtli the eonvf'rsion of .F.ats 
on a large scale has meant, to the Arya Sam.ij and how' 
suilalih' ,'\rya doctriiu's of Sw'.ar.ij are to the .)at appetite 
for political jKiwcr, 

Among < vf'ry si'ct and race there are y»)ung liot-bloods 
rc'ared on niodi'rn education who are imjiaiienlly avv.iit- 
ing the .advent, of the Politic.al inilleaiiim. I’he.sc' rest- 
h«HH M[)iritH ( hi’i'ish a very vivid .seri.se of their right.s 
without keejiing Ixlore tliem a ^-orresponiling view of 
(lieir oliligat.i<»ns. The S(ihf<t(jr<iho - llorttd movement 
w as pH'-ominently a young man’s movement 

'Die Indian National Oongress h.is recently been very 
active. Last ytvir was the first oeca.sion on wbieb con¬ 
verts in any numbers was made from the rural populat ion. 

The trading and business classes, though they eaimot 
h.ave lailed to iirolit from the War, still cherish resent¬ 
ment against the Land Alienation and (’o-operativc 
.Society Aids and disl ke adevjuate taxation in the form 
of the Income and Excess Profits Taxes. 

It is jiossible that after over fviur years of War the 
District and Provincial Administration Jiad become 
loo (dotH'ly fasbiom (1 to the immediate needs of the War 
and took too little account of other evmtingeneies and 
dangers. It is certainly a fact that the Distrii^t Intelli- 
genee Systom proved singularly inadetpiato to tlie needs 
of the unrtxst, little or no information reaching the 


authorities in time to enable them to deal wit li particular 
situations. 

'I’Ik' internatioriiil situation and the i>ermeat.ion of the 
world by P.olslievist doct rini's is also not to be forgotten. 

B. Economic. 

Tb(> jirominent ]»r<‘dis])OHing economic cause was 
(•(‘rtainlv tin* etfect of tlie W.'ir in raising prici's. The 
trading classes sei'/.ed the opperinnily for profiteering 
and acquired an added sensi* of their political jiowcr. 
P(' 0 ]tlc on Minail tixed iiicoiiH's, and particulaily pf'lfy 
(tovci-nnicnt servants, felt tlie piiudi and Ix'gan to swell 
th(> di.sconlented classes. 

The very high mortality from Inlluen/.a at the end of 
IIMS and th(‘ b<‘ginning of Ifil'.l shook and weakened 
(he social stnictun', depriving many families of their 
bread-winners and many othm.s of the modc'rate counsels 
of t ill' older men. 

As to the elas.ses which wiwe chiefly affeeted these 
ci'rl.ainly were the persons on small fixed imsmies aliove 
referred to rather than the essentially agricultural and 
urb.au elassi'S, both of w fiom jmifitisl by high prices 
while the former reajHsl the advantage of military pay 
and pensions. 

The methods used to exploit existing discontent, 
ot lu'r than t he now elas.sie ones of S(iti/a{frnhn and hurled, 
wc.re numerous. NewspajK'rs like tlie Vijaya ” and 
‘‘(ougress” were widely circulated and eagerly nswl. 
'I’he leaders of tJic movement at Delhi at the end of 
March and beginning of April started a well thought-out 
sy8t.em of jiropaganda in adjoining districts; special 
(‘niissaries like Maulvi Bashir Ahmad of Dellii and Pandit 
Tota Ram of Aligarh appeared in the Rohtak District; 
mass meetings w'ci-e held and inflammatory spoeohes 
were made. A very successful oral ‘‘ Publicity ” scheme 
was started, the olvjeet of which was to circulate lying 
rumours of a kind most damaging to (lovcrmucnt and 
the fai't that it was exclusively oral made it most difficult 
to combat. The trading classes in centres of sedition 
brought finaiuual pressure, 8U(‘h as the dishonouring 
of bills, to bear on porscua and places which stood out 
against the movement. Finally, there was the Hindu- 
Muhammadan rapjiroehiunent, with its ban on cow¬ 
killing and its insistence on commensality and the ability 
of the two religliiiiH, if united, to settle their differences 
without the assistance of Govenmiont. While both 
religions wore uniteil in opposition to the Rowlatt Act 
the conliality of the Muhammadan support given to tl»e 
Hindu was certainly promoted by the desire of the pan- 
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Islamiata for Hindu aid when the time aljonld como to 
work np an agitation ationt the woea of Turkey. 

Delhi became the eentre of attraction for the rural 
population, and eRpo('ially the data, of the Rohtak Dis¬ 
trict, who in largo nunibcra used a convenient train 
service to spend the day in Delhi and feed u]W>n the 
local excitement there, with accounta of which they 
returned to regale those who had stayed behind in 
Rohtak, the evening gatherings in Rohtak Mandi, after 
the arrival of the evening train from Delhi being for long 
a apeeial feature of an anxious period. 

About the e<unpaign of misrejiresentation against the 
Rowlatt Art a gieat deal need not be said. It will be 
sutYicient to note its essentially artificial nature ; Indian 
politicians who were lawyers hy profession, end('d by 
saying that afU'r study, they liad eonvi»U'ed tbeniselves 
that the Act was not as (langerons as tlu'V had first 
Hii])poHcd ; yet 1 hoso wore lh<' men wiio had had every 
o}>portuMity in bofh Impr'rial and incial Legi.slativ(' 
t'ounoils of inhtrmijig 1 lu'insi'lve'-' at ov(‘ry stage of the 
dovolo]'ment of (Iio Act. and it is roma.rkablo that- their 
oOTivorsion dates from t lu' time the f(dly and wiok«'dnoHs 
of t heir opjM>sition hml bo(‘ti proved by t he .aetnal result 
of rioting and disorder. The opposition to the Rowlatt 
Act was of eoiirse a mean.s to an end and not an end in 
itself, and one of its most jworniuent fe.atnn's was llio 
fact that the mox-OTiK'iit was so strong and so far-reaching 
that no singh^ j)rivafe })eison in the L’oht.ak Disfri*! 
was al'h' to sliMid out against it.

Here the prin- 
eiph' that disorder brei'ds disorch’r was very mueli in 
evidence, for the rioters used a story that iShakni juir 
Station had been looted and the Station and Yard- 
Masters injured as an inducement lo peO])lc at Ikahadur- 
garh fo break out. A private wire urging all Railway 
employes to strike ap^iears to liave been eireulated on 
Hie I.Tth A])ril, tin- day before tlie attmnpt was miuh' on 
tbe bridge near Puihadnrgarb. 

Attaclcs on comnimiicaiiuiis.—id these there were, as 
already stated, four in the District, though only Hie one 
at Bahadurgarh was really serious in ebaraeter. It is 
nolieeabb' that a .singb' ))lan si’ems to have insjiired 
many of these altaeks : tbns the train WTceking mob ii.( 
Baliadiirgarb was iiiu'ceded, as in Hie Hnnian|)nra (Am¬ 
ritsar) ease, by Bailway ga,ni'nn'n.

Delhi and Ealiore. Appari'iitly (be latter liavi' not got 
the same hold on Ambala ('i( \ . At. any rate when tin* 
Sii)>erin(,endent ol Boliei- !i,ml I rode Hiroiigli Hie City 
that morning, business wa,.s going on just as nsnal. Rail- 
W'ay running was <pii(c disorganised on Hia.1 ami tlu* 
m'Xt day oi two. Th.at al (ernoon a, large public nieeti/ig 
was held iu Ambala. (’aiitomiiciit Sadar Bazar at wliieh 
<)ne or tw'o vi'ry obji'ctionabl(> resolutions weri' p.a.sseil. 
.lust /ibout this time telegrapli wires were cut on the 
North Wi'stcrn Railway near .Barara v‘<(a1ion. This has 
been the only instance of wire* eiitling in tliis Jlistrict. 

IVomjit action was taki'U by the (h-neral OH’kut Com¬ 
manding, Ambala Cantonments, and military guards 
Were posted in the civil station a.1 tlii' Roliec' Lines and 
also at- tlic Treasury by written orders ol Hie llltli Ajiril. 

Tin* publicity camjiaign may be said to have st/Li ted 
from the middle of Aju il and 1 did my bi'st to see tliat 
]>umpblets and {lajiers were sent to pfopb* w ho wouTd not 
only ri'ad tlu'm but also (>x))lain Hie eonti nts to others. 

The main lines of both Hu' North Westi rn and East 
Indian Railways t.ravi'rse part.s of the Distrii't and a 
eoiniih'te village patrol system was orgaiiisi'd on the 
Ibth April and following days. Sjieeial arrangenieiits 
were made after consultation witli Hu* railway auHiori- 
ties, the military and the Comniissioner lor Hie pro¬ 
tection of inijiortiint railway bridges. 

About tlio middle of Ajnil a delegation of D(>lhi 
butchers came and endeavoured to stop eow’-killing in 
Ambala City wiiliont suee/'.ss. dn.st about this time too 
an emissary of the Mwanii Sliarddluinand arrived but 
received so cold a nreption that lie left again by tbe 
next train. 

At the end of April the tone of ine City wu-vs so good 
that 1 obtained permis.'^ion for Hie annual Vanlah A!tlu 
to be field as usual. It lasted threio days and wivs 
attended by thousands of people, Init no nnlowuird inei 
dents were reported beyond the jost ing up of three or 
four inllamiuatory afipeals wbieli were at once torn 
down w'hi'n discovered. A month later similar jOsters 
w'eri* again found one morning, (.hi each ooeasion tliey 
were only three or four in number, wi're written in an 
unformed hand on inferior foolseajie jiajicr and eoiisiated 
of the erudeat ant'-British propaganda. They were torn 
down as soon as discovered in one or two e/ises by the 
}>eople themselves.

visited various part,-, of tlie district hut uothiiiji came of 
their elTorts. 1 de|U'eeate overcoulldeiue i>ut think tfiat 
if anythiJig was or is going on underground I shoulil have 
had at least an inkling of it. J have now been in the dis¬ 
trict nearly live years and have persojially visited every 
village in four of tlie iivt' Tahsils, so pt'ople are not tiack- 
ward in visiting me. 

One or two reason.s why the reeetit movement made 
so little an ijn[)res.sion here eau at oiiec he set down.

Suh-l>ivi.siou is more elVieient and jirogressive, hut the 
Distru i takes little or no intere.-t in politic s ami modc'rn 
prolileins of the day. Amhala is cjuite a dillert-nt v\orld 
from the Central Punjah. The people are leaderless, 
they .<till dislike' and distrust the' Jagirdar.s who are the 
only [uoiniiient ligureheads. The' Jagiidais themselveri 
with a lew honourable e.\ee]»tious are .-mik in a llie of 
indohnoe and .self-indiilgenee and have no intliienee. 

The Arya Samaji.sts have sei/acl upon tlie Sal>j(njraha 
move'me'nt as a nu;an.s of enibarra.-'sing (iovernnunt, 
hut It happens that the leaders of that eomuumity in 
Amhala City are moderate men.

1 wiuialso very iavour- 
ahly impreri.setl l»y t he ; eeii, loyal ami eiu el l ul spirit 
shown hy all tlu-olliems who came hefore me and whom I 
invariably subjei-ted to a elo.si' e.vaininatioM, not only 
in regard to the particular (ase under review, hut al.Mi 
ill regard to the organi/.atiou hihind it. Ju only thiei 
instances iiad 1 to return eases lor radical defects or 
omission iu procedure to he reetilied hut, tlu'ougliout 
the investigation, offiLcis eonstaiitly came to conHult 
me regarding proeeilure or l« ohtainadviee on the best 
course, to follow in view ol tlu: luets ol eases. 

4. One of the ehief dillieulties cm uiinleied in dealing 
with these ea.scH lay iu their magnitude, ami in jdaeing 
them helore the eourls in a form that would not lead 
Iu eoiifusion of the masses of detail. It was speedily 
ajiparent that the trials, although termed Summary 
General Court-Martial, would he very thormiglily eou- 
dueted hy the 'J rihimalH and that the ease exercised 
hy the Judges would l>e, no vvil less than in the ordinary 
eourls of law. it, therefore, Vieeame necessary to reiluce 
each ease to the sinqilest [lossihle form and to sjilit iqi, 
as far us ]s*ssible, the eontinuous excesses of riotous 
mobs into isolated acts of violence. In some of the more 
unjiorUut eases, as in ],ahore and Auirilsar, where sjiei j. 
fie acta of violence were attributed to distinct sets of indi¬ 
viduals, this wuH iv*t difficult to accoinjilish, but there 
were other cases, us at Gujiauwala, Wugah, Kasiir and 
elsew’herc where it was merely sought to prove that the 
accused were momhers of unlawful assemblies wiiich 
had perpeUated deeda of violence. In these it was very

wala, rtjsjif-ctively, Tlie local |)olico and the ollieers 
of the Criminal Investigation department very rightly 
eoneentrated their sjK-eial attention orj thew, three easen 
ugaiiLst the instigators and leaderH of the diMtiirhanetH. 
The evidencCr against the {iceurcd in thr.'se ease.s was of 
varied nature, jnesentirm in this nisneet a welcome 
diversion from the inevitable Htr<;am of idcntilieation 
wilnessiie;-) in tlie other eases. I’hey A'ere all Avell worked 
out and great credit i.s due to tlie inve.sfigating oflicers 
who work(;d night and ilay for many w(!ek.s. At the 
advice of the Convening Oflicer, the number of the 
accused in the Amrit.sar Case was r ut down eonsiderahly 
before it was jiut in court, the smaller men being other- 
wi.se dealt with.

(Ik; pre.ss of Militars trallie, partly on aeeoimt of the 
t'\erdiKUS'asnig sliorlage of rolling slock, on aeeoniit ot 
(lu; war.

'The Umijali (Jov t riiment wiute ri-e<iuently on tUi.s matter 
to (he Kailway Hoard jepre.senting the loss thus caused 
to tlie trade of t he piovinee, .and. jiartly at any rate as a 
n.siilt of our oiderie.s, (he a|iiioiutnient of Jfireetors of 
Civ il Supply was maile in all prov inees »)f India in May 
I'JIS.

As regarils fodtler, thi' general failure of the monsoon 
all through India in IDIS. au<l the large demands l»y the 
Military Ueparlmeiit, leiidereil the appoiiitnn'iit of a 
special ollieei-, the i'odder Controller, necessary, who 


eo-ordiiiati d (he Military and ('iv il deniaiids, and dis* 
(ributid them over di.strk t.s vvliii h have spare Jodder. 
Ibd the only re.strielion be iin)i<).sed on Hie movement 
ol fodder by rail was (bat it.; e.vpoit Irom the I'imjali. 
save on military account, l>y rail, w a.s jirohiliited. He 
ul.so ,sei/.ed. uinier Ordinance 1) of iUll, a jew hundred 
(on;; of fodder, wbei'e Hie owners were eliarging i xor- 
bilaiil prices, not, for mililarv' needs, but, for the needy 
distrut:, of the piovinee. 'Tlie price given liy him vva.s 
IhIow wlial. Hie owners asked, but miieli above the 
ordinary price. 'Tlii.s fodder was sei/.ed nut in towns, 
but generally Irom village owners. 'The tolal amount 
sei/.ed, nearly all in Hie Lyallpni' histriel, was very 
.small eompareil with the amount that eliaiiged liand.s 
ill Hie ordinary vva,v. 

A.s i-eg.ir'ls b.Mid grains. 'The position as regard.s them 
U.IS |•eodered veiv a<m(e by (lie laiJuie of the moil.soOii 
of I!)IS, Hie. worst failure for India a.s a whole, that has 
oeeiirred lor 17 \ears. It was neee.ssary to eoii.serve the 
.spai'e food .siipplie.s of tlii.s. as of oilier pidv inees, and to 
ensure that (hi'v went to Iho.se parts of Intlia v\ lierc they 
were leallv needed. T'lnther, it was iieeisssary to neo 
that Hu lie.sf n.se po.s.sil'le wa.s made of (he railway wngoim 
av ailable, .^Veeordiiigly, in (.)elobi:r IlHS, it vva.s ordered 
(hat no grain should leave this provine,e (except on mili¬ 
tary aeeount) for oHu;r jiroviiucs nule.s.s on eertiiieates 
i.s,sued, under the orders of tlie (ioveruiueiit of India, 
l>y Hu; Hireetor of Civil Supplies of the im))orting ])ro- 
viiice, and eountersigned by nun as Director of Civil 
Su|)plies of the exporting provineic I'rior to October 
H)18 no reslrietions at all on the movement of foodgrains 
existed. On nH)V(;m('nts of foodgrains inside, the I’ro- 
vineo ilic; re.strietion.s impo.sed were, with one ex(!e])tion, 
trilling. Sinee last February, when the jiosilion was 
lieeonuiig daily more aeute^^witli ri.sing prices, no grain 
vy^ aMowtsI to leavm the. more im[K)rtaiit towirs of the 
-f'fudvi nee Lahore, .Amritsar, Amliala, Uawaliiiudi, 
Sialkut, Multan and Ludhiana-save on eeitirieak;s given 
by me. 'Tlii.s \va;s done, in order to jiroveut tho sudden 
export of large ijiiantities of grain from tlie.se towns, 
and (lejiletion of stocks in eomsequeiiee, witli the possl- 
bilil v of food-riots. Nor was grain allowed to be moved, 
save on eertiiieates, to Puiijiib .stations within about 
Tid miles of the bortlei'rt of tlu' IJuitcd Hrovinees and Delhi 
IVovinee ; tliis wa.s to i»revent large amounts of grain 
jiassing into those provinces by road. 1 have said above 
that tliere was one exeeiition to Hie general trilling 
eliaraeter of these restrictions. J'or three weeks in 
Lohruary last, when the ]iosilioti as regards foodgrains 
was very aeuUn and also, mole jiartieularly, when wheat 
was being aeipiirctl under Drdiiiaiiee 9 of 1914 in various 
parts of the I’rovima', it was (;onsidered lulvisahle to 
jirohihit the nio\ (;ment of foodgrains by rail at all inside 
the province, save on eertiiieates. This was really done 
in order to make these aequisition |)roceedings at any 
rate less iuolleetive than would have been otherwise the 
ease. This restriction was, however, never meant to 
be otherwise tliau tcmjiorary, and was removed in three 
weeks. No other restrietions on the moveuient.s by rail 
of foodgrains. other than these, have been imposed, 
and many of thorn, particulaily on movements inside tho 
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jn’ovinuu, have In un niiiovt d tluiiiig (In- j>ant mouths, 
as thouglit advisiil)lc. The yuidiii'^ i>rinei[)le that lead 
to their imitusitiun, e'^|ie< udly witldii the |»rovmee, wa¬ 
ttle wish that i>ri(eri should he Ivept at as lov\ a level as 
reasoiiahly possihle. 

I have discussed with more than one Indian gtailli iiiau 
interested iu trade the elli'ct these various restrictions 
have had in aildiuj^ to tlie diseonteiil felt hy the trading 
classes with Cio\ erniuenl. All have agreed in re[»lying 
tliey have had juaetieally no elfeel in thai dii-ection. 
Kestrietions on goods liookings are, as already said, 
nothing new in tliis [irovinee. Many traders ajipreeialed 
tho holj) Clovornineiit was giving tliem, c.g., in getting 
their cotton moved. The position last winter as regards 
goods bookings in the jirovinc;e Mas certainly easier than 
in tho winter ot 11)17-18. t,V-rtilieat('s for the movements 
of foodgrains have always boon freely given, when rt-.ally 
necessary. And the rieluT nu in tiers <d the trading 
classes were geie rally making so mm h mom-y in the la,st 
few' years, whether as Army eonlraetor.-y suppliers ot 
grain to other jirovinei or aS luolitt ers, imri' and simple, 
that they did not attach as mueli weight as they might 
perhaps otherwise have doiu', to tlu-se various restrii'- 
tions, just enumerated, that were impostd on trade 
nio vements. 

There remains for mention the important matter of 
aeipusition of wdieat, under Ordinance U of li»l-l, during 
tho w'intor of T.)1S-1'J. It is lU'ces.sary to say a litth; 
as explanation as to why these ampiisition proceedings 
were instituti'd. The failure of the mon.soon of Iblh 
has been already einiihasiz,e(.l. As a result ef it, all iood- 
grains, but ((Specially wheat and gram, rose grtally in 
price in this province lietweeii May and Seiitember l‘.tl8. 
On May loth, the price of wheat at Lahore was Us. 1-1-0 
jier maund ; of gram, Its. 3-1-15. On Sej)teml>er loth 
tho eorre.sponding ligures were L... b-S-:! and Us. -l b-:). 
Similar rise.s wcj-e rc^ported from all over the province. 
And they were nearly all due to the activities of specu¬ 
lators, W’ho started buying up grain all over the i»rovin(!e, 
in the hopes of a large demand from other jiarts of India 
later, it was imperatively necessary to do Honiething 
to stoi) these speculative activititjs ; otherwise grain 
miglit at one have gone to most dangerous heights. 
Various lines of action wore considered, and eventually 
it was decided to make u.sis though on a limited scale, 
of Ordinance 'J of lUM, which was designed to meet 
emergencies such us this. Accordingly in Noveinbi'r 
11)11 tlie Deputy Commissioners of tlie three important 
wheat districts of Lyalli>ur, Amritsar and Ferozepore, 
Were instructed by (Jovernmeiit to each take uj> under 
that Ordinance 100 tons of wheat, at such price as they 
thought l easonable. They did so, at an average price 
of Us. b-d-O per m!..nd; tho markiT price was then 
about one rupee higher.’^ The wheat acquired was 
made over to cheap grain shops for the use of the jioor ; 
the wheat sewed in the rich town of Lyallpur, which 
had no cheap shops, w'a^seut to Lahore, for those shops. 
The effect of these amiuisitions, which were strictly 
limited in amount, was, on the whole, favourable. 
Though priceif did not go down,- their upward tendency 
was for the time being stopjied, and Ualli Urothers who 
were puichasing wheat for the Army, found much more 
grain coming into the market alter them than before. 

But the effect on prices was only momentary, and they 
continued on their' ujiward tendency. So the Food¬ 
stuffs Commissioner, Mr. Cubbay, after di.seussing the 
case with tho Punjab Government advised us to amjuirc 
under tho Ordinance considerably larger amounts of 
wheat, at lower than the prevailing ]nice, in order to 
affect the general price of wheat in a downw ard direction. 
As tho military department were purchasing considerable 
quantities of wheat iu the province for the requirements 
of the Indian iM-my, it was decided to make the wheat so 
acquired over to that department. 1 would emphasise 
the fact that the saving of money to Government iu this 
transaction had no effect whatever in inducing us to 
embark on it; this saving was an entirely meidcntal 
result of it. It was decided on entucly and only with 
iho hope that the general price of wheat in the province 


might l»e thereby affected in a downward direetion. 
A certain amount of tlic wheat accjuiri'd, however, wa.s 
made available for < Imap grain shops. In thi.^ matter 
Deputy Gommi,S.sjoucrs who did themtual aetpii.sifion 
were gix iii u free liand, and were at lil'crty to acejuire 
a.s much ii,.s they w i.sbcd for cheap grain

Tin' lieailing “ Lahore ” altove is slightly misleailing. 
As a matter ol faet, no grain wliatever wws aciinired in 
Lahore (.'ity itself ; what was accpiired in that district 
was anjuired in the markets of i*atU)kc and Kasur. 
The price at which the wheat was acipiircd varied from 
district to district, according to llic circumstances ot 
((acli. It varied between Its. b and Its. 5-8-0 p('r maund. 
The marki't jiricc wa.s betweim Its. (1-0-0 and Its. O-JO-O. 
'J’lic principle on whicli it was given was that noted 
in tlic margin* substituting February for Novem¬ 
ber. Appeals were liled, under the ])rovisions of tlie 
Ordinance, against the prices at which ai!i|uisi(ions wt're 
made in respect of aliout b,000 tons of the wheat ac¬ 
quired. As a result, about 8 annas jK'r maund more, 
W'cre generally given by the apjiellate tribunals, which, 
however, also generally found that the aeijuisitioiis were 
justified, so rampant was s[»e('ulatiou in wheat. In a 
f(;w eases, where the wheat had been aeijuired not from 
si)eenlator.‘*, but from jierHons who gpuiuiiiely risjHired 
it for their own (.'onsuniptiou, tlu-y were awarded the lull 
amount they had jiaid for it. 

It may at once be said that the desired I'lleet of tlu'so 
aetjuisitions, that of liniiging down the general price, of 
wheat, was not attained. Many rcawns contributed to 
tliis. The lu'ineipal oue w'aS that during the whole timo 
they wore made the demand for wheat from the Punjab 
by other proviuees of India was exceedingly keen, and 
purchasers from these provinces did not really mind 
how much they jiaid for wheat, so long us they got it. 
When a dealer froim say, Bombay was giving up U) 
Ks. 0-8-0 per maund in Lyallpur, it will bo understood 
that ae(iui.sitions by CJoveriinierit at Ks. 5 jicr mensem 
hail practically no effect on the ordinary [u iee of wlieai 

Speaking from memory, I think that the Depuly 
Commissioner of Lyallpur wa.s the only District oilieer 
W'ho sjjccilieally, in hi.-^ re[>ort on the late disturbain i s, 
mentions these wheat aetjuisitions as being one of the 
causes of the, di.scontcut of the trading classes w ith our 
administration. More wheat was acijuired in that one 
di.-itriet than in any other. There is no doubt l)ut that 
the aequisitions were very unpopular with the trading 
eh sses. But 1 am of upLnion tliat the recent troubles 
would certainly have occurred even if no aequisitioiiH 
had been made : though they ' ertainly added, especially 
m the districts wi -re made, to the trading classea’ dis 


• Tli.‘ «;furu tlicy adojilcd n'prc uittud the miirltct |.ricc at ljiir»«tt 
tinn', till: pn■cc•lin^ May jjIub the utwil diflercutaj hetweeu that price 
Mid ttiat pruvuilhig in ^ovoIIlL»cr us a rule.

The tf»tal amount of wheat aetjuired in the j»rovinee, 
leh)< fhan 17,000 toms, wart rtrnall, whether (lOinpared w ith 
the total provincial oiilturn of wheat in the. npring of 
IDIH, which wa.4 well ovc r three million tonrf, or with the 
total amount of wheat the province exjKUted in the 
liiianeial year IOlH-10, OUO.OOO tons. Very large prolitH 
Wert! made by deah-rti on the greater part of the latter 
amount. 

Indian gentlemen have, however, told me that these 
acquisitionh were generally iniHunderstood in the ju-o- 
vinee, eHinndally as they were unHueees.sful in their obje ct 
of bringing down the price of graiti generally. Agitators 
told tin- ignorant mob that (iovernmetit was merely 
glutting its grain cheap. 'J’lui poorer ( lasses also r» seufed 
the continued export, of grain from this province to 
otiher provinc((s of India, not rea,li dug that, their inli.abi- 
tants might havt^ starved i| they liad not got it,, that the 
I’unjalt (iovcsrnment was lully alive to the needs of their 
own jirovinee, and was ever pressing its view.s in this 


liiatter on the (.'overnmciit of India, which, however, 
overruled it in this mat It i , and ordered the export of 
grain from this province to continue. 

A certain amount of tJi.st onleiit was also fdt among 
the jtoorcr elas.scH in the fact (hat no Australian W'heat, 
which came to India in fail ly large ((uanfitit s last spring 
wa.s imiiorted by (jlovernmtiit into tin; I'unjab. Agi¬ 
tators made full use of Ibis handle. It was not reali.sed 
that had this Australian wheat not come, the i‘unjab 
would juobably have hot a calh d ujton to t x]>oi t even 
more wheat to th(“ provinee.s to whieli it went, than was 
actually the case. 

J have been iinnreHscd by the fact that practically all 
Indian gentlemen with w jmm 1 liave discussi d the 
matter attribute a great deal of f he discontent the trading 
clas.ses uudouhtedly feel w'itli tiovernnii'nt to the recent 
tightening up of the ineoimetax administration, and, 
to ome extent, to it ; uneven administration between 
district aiul distriel. 'J’liis. however, is a matter of which 
I have no per.somi,! knowledge. Some of my friends 
have said tliat this di^eontent owes its Origin to the 
pa.s.sing of the Alienation of Lami Act, nearly iiO years 
ago.
